SUMMARY. 


TOURS OF THE LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR OF BENGAL 

DURING I88S-86. 

On 12th May 18S5 tho Lioutcnant-Govornor returned to tlie Presidency 
from Darjiling to preside over a Commission appointed by the Governmeitt of 
India to eiuiuiro into the state <d tlie defences in tho river lliigll and in 
tho port of Calcutta. Accompanied by the members of this Commission, which 
met for deliberation periodically at Jielvedere, the Lieutenant-Governor made 
a trip down, the Ilugll in the S.S. BucBand and personally inspected the 
foKiiieations at Falta and the sites proposed for new forts and defences on both 
banks of the river. 

On 21st May lILs Honor returned to Darjiling, where he remained till 
loth duly, and then came back to Calcutta. 

On 1 1th August Sir Kiv'ors Thompson availed himself of a month’s leave 
of absence granted to him by the Govornnund of India for the benefit of his 
health, and proceeded on a visit to Ceylon. During his absence the 
llon’ble II. A. Cockerell, C.S.I., c«>nduct(*d tho adinini.stratiou of Ilcngal. 

On Sir Rivers Thomjison’s return to Calcutta on 18th September ho found 
it necessary to proceed at onco on a river tour in tho Ilhoias through the 
districts of llardwau, Krishimgar, and Miu'shidabad, whicli at that time were 
inundated over a large tract of country by tho overflow of tho BhagIrathI river 
through a breach in the Laltikuri embankment at Berhampur. The timely 
and effectual efforts of the local oflicers in dealing with this great disaster were 
witnessed by Ilis Honor, who personally visited in a steam-launch some of the 
inundated villages. A fund was raised in Calcutta by public subscription to 
supphunont the grants made by the Government to alleviate distress among the 
part of the population which had lost their food-stores or cattle in the floods. 

• Ilis Honor reached Djirjiling on 5th October and remained there a month, 
lie then returned to Calcutta, and on lOth November embarked from Diamond 
Harbour in the British India Steam Navigation Company’s S.S. Madura for 
False Point. Hero ho landed and selected tho site of the now buildings 
for tho Port Establishment required to replace those which had been swept 
’away by the cyclonic storm-wave that inundated that part of tho Orissa coast in 
September 1885. 
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Travelling by the KendrapdrA canal, the Lieutenant-Governor wont on to 
Cuttack, and from thence to Purf, visiting en route the celebrated Buddhist 
temples at Bhuvaneswar. ^ 

During his five days’ stay at Cuttack the Lioutonant-Goverfior received 
in public darb.-lr the Rajahs and Chiefs of tho Tributary States of Orissa, and on 
the same occasion presented to tho minor llajah of Purf tho sanad of His 
Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General in Council, <5onferring upon 
him the title and dignity of Rajah Bahadur. The Lieutenant-Governor also 
took the opportunity of inspecting tho High Level Canal. * 

Embarking at Purf in tho India Government 8.S. Undaunted, tho 
Lieutenant-Governor sailed to the mouth of the Damra river, near which 
a new light-house is to bo constructed, and from there went on to Balasor by 
the canal. From Balasor His Honor visited Baripdda, the capital of the 
tributary State of Morbhanj, wjiich is under the administration of the Govern- 
ment during tho minority of tho present Rajah. His Honor returned to 
Calcutta by the Coast Canal, arriving there on 5th December. 

On 13th February Sir Rivers Thompson left Calcutta on a short visit 
to Dacca and Maimansingh, where ho presided at tho ceremony of opening to 
public traffic the Dacca State Railway. Ilis Honor returned to Calcutta on 
18th February. 


CHANGES OF ADMINISTRATION. 

The period of two years for which the Agricultural Depai-tmcnt in Bengal 
was sanctioned experimentally expired at the end of 1886, and tho experience 
of its working having shown that it was of great use, and even necessary to the 
administration for settlement piir]iosos, tho Lieutenant-Governor, after tho close 
of the year under report, recommended to tho Government of India that the 
Department should be permanently sanctioned. 

Rules for the admission of natives of India to tho higher grades of the 
Opium Department by selection were published after tho close of tho year. 
A candidate so appointed is considered as a probationer for tho first two years 
of his service before he is finally appointed. 

Act VIII of 1885 (tho Bengal Tenancy Act) came into operation on the 
l.st November 1885, and rules under the Act were published in December 1885. 
A brief account of its working during the five months in which it was in force 
will be found in the chapter on Land Revenue. 

Tho manufacture and sale of excise salt in Orissa having for some time 
been on an unsatisfactory footing, tho salt administration in that Division has, 
at the instance of tho Government of Madras, and with the approval of tho 
Government of India, been placed under the management of tho Commis- 
sioner of Salt Revenue, Madras, subject to the control of the Government of 
Bengal. Considerable improvements in tho administration of tho salt revenue 
are expected to result from tho change. 

The passing of Act III (B.C.) of 188.5, which extended Local Self-Govern- 
ment over a large portion of these provinces, caused a considerable number 
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of local changes of administration. Tho Act provides for the establishment 
of District and Local Boards, having extensive powers and duties in regard 
to roads and communications, hospitals and dispensaries, sanitation, vaccin- 
ation, famine relief, taking of census, maintenance of staging bungalows, holding 
of (fairs and exhibitions, and other matters of public interest and utility. 
Powers have also been given to them to construct and maintain tramway.s, 
railways, and water- works, and to take charge of, and construct, public 
buildings on behalf of Government. Tho rules made under the Act provide 
for the transfer to the District Boards of the allotments for primary education 
and scholarships within the area under their control ; of the grant-in-aid 
allotment for certain classes of schools ; and of tho net grants to all Governmont 
schools that are placed under the direct management of the Board. 


There were several minor administrative changes in tho Emigration and 
Public Works Departments, Avhich will bo found mentioned in tbo chapters 
relating to them in the body of this report. • • 

On the 21st March 1885 a Cominis,sion was appointed to revise the 
salaries of ministerial olHc.ers and to rcorganiso tho system of busitie.ss in 
executive offices. It sat during the year 1S85-8G, but its report was not 
submitted till August 1880. The recommendations made by it do not there- 
fore fall within the limits of this report.

In Hill Tippecah the year was healthy and a fairly prosperous one for the 
people. The cotton crop was injured by rain, but tho rice crop was good, while 
tho outturn of oilseeds in tlie hills was above tho average. Uwing to a shox’t 
crop in some parts of the lulls, the price of rice rose from Rs. 2-4 to Rs. 2-0 
per maund; but this was advantageous to the cultivators of the plains, who 
generally have a surplus for sale. The wages of labour wore very higli. 
Owing to a want of that sense of ab.solutc s(;curity which is essential for tin? 
growth of a peo])le’s welfare and pro.sperity, there was a marked contrast between 
the appoarauco of the British territory and that of tho hill territory along their 
lines of contact, greatly in favour of tho former. 

'^riio export trade of tho country might have boon consideivibly improved if 
there were greater facilities of c.ominuuication, and if trade generally were not 
checked by potty taxes levied by tho State, and by rates of export duty 
freqinnitly charged by farnnn-s without tho permission of the administration. 
Hill Tipperah is naturally rich in many ways, but as regards manufactures the 
country is poor. This is due partly to poverty and Avant of eulightenincut, but 
chiefly to Avant of due encouragement by the administration. Coal-mines have 
boon discovered, and tho coal on examination has been found good. Silver has 
also been f(mnd, but tho cost of working it was too heavy to be profitable. 

The ro venue administration of the State continued iu its former unsatis- 
factory condition. The expenditure largely exceeded the income, and tlie 
State was embarmssed by a heavy load of debt, 'riie Police Department Avas in 
great need of reform, tho fees in civil litigatixxn Avoro nearly tAvicc those levied in 
^British territory, and tho state of communications continued to be very bad. 
In tho schools the teachers were said to be irregularly paid, and there were no 
arrangomonts for inspection. There Avas no regular postal system, and the 
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only post-oflico was attached to the Ap;cncy. As regards the large estates of 
the Maharajah in British territory, tho state of affaii’s was not satisfactory. 
The relations between the Maharajah’s amla and his tenantry in NoakhiiU are 
so strained that the Collector is about to recommend a settlement under section 
101 of tho 'renancy Act. Matters arc not quite so bad in the 'J’ipporah 
district, but groat difliculty is experienced in realising the cesses, and it is 
proposed to appoint a Cess Collector under section 09 of the Road Cess Act. 

Four of tho Tributary States of Orissa were under direct management, 
tlie remainder being administered by their respective (-hiofs subject to the* 
general control and supervision of the 8uperintendent. 'raking them as a 
whole, the rainfall was sufficient and well distributed, except in certain specified 
tracts, and the crops were good, 'I'lie winter crops were everywhere satisfac- 
tory, and generally the autumn crop was up to the average, 'I’lie public health 
■was, as a rule, good during the year. Arrangements have been made, as an 
experimental measure, for the* frial of offences committed in the 'IVibutary 
Mahals within the limits of the Mahals themselves. 'J’he execution of civil 
decrees passed in the States against British subjects resident outside of the 
States has also been under the consideration of Government. Since the close of 
tho official year the Rajah of Tigaria has died, lie was a ruler of the old 
patriarchal type, and was much liked by the people of tho State. No other 
event of particular iutcre.st occurred in the Mahals during the year. 

Tn tlu' Chutia Nagpur Tributary Mahals and laditical States the rainfall 
was .sufficient, and the crops good in all the States but four. An extension 
of communications is urgently needed in order to develop those little States. 
No new roads have been opened, but .some important ones passing through 
certain of the States have been maintained by tho Singbluiiu Road C'ess 
Committee. The state of affairs in these States was generally satisfactory, 
the principal exception being Korea. 

In the Chittagong Hill Tracts two raids were emmnitted during file 
year, both, it is believed, by certain traas-frontlcr Kukfs. Four Chakmus were 
killed and two wounded. Owing to the.se and previous outrages the villages 
near the frontier have for some time past been in considerable excitement. Tiio 
closing of the bazars against the llaulongs, supposed to be concerned in some 
of the earlier raids, has not had the anticipated effect. The annual darbar and 
mela at Ranganiati were, owing to the above disturbances, not so successful as 
usual, and it is proposed in consc(|Ucnce to hold the next darbtir at JDemugiri. 

Nothing occurred worthy (d note in connection with tho State of Kuch 
Behar, . 'I'he relations of this State with the Government continued to bo most 
sati-dactory. 

'riie question of increasing the allowance given to tho Maharajah of Sihhim 
has been under the consideration of Government, but as tho Maharajah has 
not adhered to the terms of the treaty, under which ho is to reside in his own 
country nine months of the year, the question has been dropped. 

In consequence of internal di8sen.sions in the State of Bhutan it was 
considered advisable to delay, till the cessation of these dissensions, tho 
payment to the Bhutdn Government of tho annual allowance made under 
existing treaty engagements. 
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SURVEY. 

. The most important survey worh carruid on diu’infr tlic year was tlie 
exp(‘ri mental survey of par^^ana liisslra in IVliiza/farpur under CJiaptcr X of the 
Ihmf^al T<;imney A<!t, and including- a rocor<I of ri<?lits and a sidtlcment of rents. 
T ho cadastral survoy was conductticl hy a profcs.sional party, and the record <»l* 
rights and settlement of fair rents hy officers acting undi'r the immedia‘:e siifxu- 
vision of the 1) matter of the Aorieultural Deparfmont. The ])rofessional [mrty 
ix'corded tlie areas of holdin<^s, facts of uiidispuhal possession, of crops <^rown, 
and of irrij>ation. The maps and nntasiirement records of each village', as tlu'v 
were eomph*ted, w<M-e made ov<ir to the revenm; ulUc(;rs, who procteedetl to tlie 
villaf>’(! and dc'tcinnined and rettonhal the .slatus and interests of all parties 
concernc<i. They also recorded the amounts of oxisfin^ runts, and si^tth'd and 
recordial fair rmits on the ajijdic-ation of either landloi’d or tenant, or otli('rwis(‘. 
The total area cadastrally siuwcycul to the end of June l8cS() was 4 10 sipian' 
miles. The rents were riHiorded and the status determined of l.'»,.sr(5 tenants, 
while fair rents wm-e setthul on tin? apjdic.ation of either landlord or tmiant in 
east's of 8,51-0 raiyats. Tlmu' hundred and twenty-three houndary disputes 
wttre amicahly settled, and in no case was an appeal madc^ to the S|»('cial Jiulye 
from the decisions of the Settlement Officer. Tlu> total «>ost of hoth survey and 
setth'incnt is estimated at ahout <S * annas per acna 'riu' success of the work

Tin* work consisti'd chic'Hv 
of the* nu*{isur('in(*nt jind tt'stiii”; of estates imperfi'ctly nu.'asured, of the 
preparaition of du[>liciit<' copies of s(*ttliaueiit records, and of the ciwrection of 
surv'ey re'’isters. The olfice of the .Junior Sn[)erintendent of Survi'V. w:is 
aholished on tlu^ .‘JOth June ISSti, d’ho <lem:irciition of the ljoundari('s of the 
(h)V<'rnment lands on the sides of the (Jraind 'rrunk Koiid contiuiu'd, and the 
work, so far as it ridiiti'd to the district of Jliiyli, wtis c.omph'ted. The survc'V 
of j^hatwali hinds in Ihiidcura was <a»ntinued on a sini[)ler system. Insteail of a 
cadastral survey showing' each ufult wail’s holding-, the oper.ations wen* narrowed 
into a simjile deimircation of the external lioundaries of the ti'iiures. It is in 
contempliition to undertake a survey of the town of (Jalcuttji, and ii special Act 
for that pux’poso has n'cently hcen passed. 


SETTLEMENTS. 

'riicro were (511 settlements concluded during the year, of wliich 154 w(*rc 
orif^inal. The revenue assessed Avas Rs. 2,18,518, heing' Rs. 5t5, 180 in excess of 
that previously received. The actual expenditure was Rs. 78,4(58. In the Rard- 
wilu Division the ponding settlements refer mostly to vhdkrda lands in Hardwun 
and lliiglf. The result <d‘ litigation with the raiyats of the Majnamuta and 
.Jalamuta estates in the Midnapur distnet was reiiortt'd last year. With the 
vioAv of (dosing long-pending litigation, it xvas decided to offer a reduction of three 
annus in the rupee to the general body of raiyats, and to make this redu(;tioii tlu> 
basis of a final setth'incnt of all matters in flispute. The Majnamuta tenants nearly 
all agreed to the coinproiuiso. In pai’gana Krinch, however, 108 raiyats liave all 
refused. The cases came on before the District Judge for hearing since 
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the floso of tlio year, hut tlio result has not yet boon reported. Tlio iinportiiut 
settlement of Mirelui Diar in the Ihljshuhf Division was eomplotod. In the 
Daeea Division ‘J}.)4 potty eases remaiiu'd for disposal at the end of the year. 
In the Chittai;'ou<^ Division an iiupiiry was instituted for tho purpose of (h'hsr- 
iiiininj*' souu' iindeeided ([uestions connected with the re(?ent n'settloment of the 
short-term noabiid taluks in (Jhittae'onj^, and more particularly the (juestion 
whetlun* the khds taraf tdlnlcH and the resumed IdkhirdJ UiUiks had jnoporly been 
!)roii£>‘ht under resettlement. This last question Avas decided in the affirm- 
ative, with the result that nearly live thousand additional taluks became open t-o 
resettlement, and the necessary orders were aecoi'dinj»'ly ])assed. In the (.)rissa 
Division the Khurdha settlement, which had lon^ bison practically linishod, 
still required a considoi’uble amount of miscellaneous work Insfore the comple- 
tion re[)ort can be submitted. In the (Jluitijl Nagpur Division the settlement of 
the estates of Kharakdiha and (^hai in the llazaribaj^h district was still peudiu*^. 


GOVERNMENT ESTATES. 

The number of Government estates wmXox management Avas 3,159, of which 
•i,950 were tlu' actual property of Goverumo.nt and 200 Avoro private estates 
mana^'ed by Govermnoiit d’lie total demand from estates bolougini*- to Govern- 
meiit was lls. 31,03,025, and the p3rc(mta.ijo of collections 6.V8’2, as (H)m[)ared 
with 07’01 of last year. For 1,-315 estates directly inaua^’ed there Avas a <i;’ross 
demand of Rs, .‘hS,(>7,GG-l and a current demand of Rs. 27,G3,015. The per- 
ceutau’O of collections on tlu; former Avas GO'2, and on the latter 0(»'0. The results 
weri' not A'cry successful in comj)arisotv with those of other }'ears, but neverthe- 
less the net income was lai*i>'or than <;ou’d have been obtained had the estates been 
farmed out. The falliu^i^ off has been j^imeral in the Bardwau Division, but 
principally in coiiuexiou with the Majnamuta and Jalamuta estates. In the 
Presidency Division the fallin^^off was about 12 per cent, on the current diuuand. 
Ill the Uajshahl, Dacca, and (Jhitta^^ou" Divisions the percenta<»-es of (;olloctions 
on the euiTont demand increased by 1 G, 10, and 8 respectively. In the Patna 
Division the percentage of colh;ctious on the current demand Avas about the 
same as last year, short collections being attributed to pimding litig'atioii and to 
a failure of the rahi crop in part of Shihalnid. In Orissa the eoll(;ctions were 
02’7 on the c.ui’rent demand, against 11 FT in 1881-S5 and C3 5 in 18oo-8-l. 

During the year the sum of Rs. .51,753 was spent on the improvement of 
( Jovernment e.states. Tlie princijial imjmn'enu'uts avitc tlu' oxcaA’^ation of tanks, 
sinking of AA'ells, drainage, irrig’ation, embankments, and similar Avork.s. The 
Agricultural Department gaA’o an ini[)(.*tus to the eultivaition of noAV .sta[)1es in 
Government estates. In the GoA'crmneut e.states of Shaluibiid tlu; experinu;ntal 
r.ultivation of AA'heat on scientific priiuuples Avas conductial with success. Similar 
results attended e.xpi.Timents in the cultivation of j)(;as, wheat, masuri, and jiotato 
in llardAvan. In .some parts of the country th(‘ use of the liihiya sugar. mill is 
inerea.sing, and tlu're is a hopi'ful tendiuicy in some places to accejit inqiroved 
jiloughs con.slructed on a chca]) pattern. 


WARDS’ ESTATES. 


The (h'c.rease in the number of wards’ and attached estates Avas contimu;d 
during the year, the former immbi’ring 07, — less by 10, and the latter 70, — less 
liy 11, than the preceding year. The annual rent demand was Rs 03,42,744, 
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nnd tlic collections amounted to Rs 87,77,430, or 93*0 per cent. This 
perccnta<jfo was rather hotter than in either of the two prec(‘diu<r years. In 
three of tlie e.stahis there were short colleeiions owin*^ to the iutroduc 1 i<»n 
o*f the new forms of re(;ei 2 )t unde-r the Beiij^al Tenancy Act. hi two of 
the.'y> there were heavy unrealisable balances; and where this fa{;t and tlic 
results of particular suits indicate that the raiyats chalh'nj^e with cdfect the 
validity of the rent-roll, the introduclioii of tin; new forms of reeeijit on which 
the annual rent has to bo .specified must brinj.? disputes to an issue, with tlu' 
ultimatij effect t)f ])uttinj^ an end to a state of thiiif^'s which can only lu* 
i-(>n-arded as intolerable. 

The total co.st of management was 7*9 per cent, on the current nait and 
c(;ss demand. Rs. d.S,430, sub.sei’iptions and donations, were spent on schools 
and Rs. 33,007 on dispensaries. 

No new surveys on a laroe scale were undorlaken during the year, bjit 
the expediemy of now commencin;^ them on certain e.states lia.s been undia- 
di.scussion since the close of the yt'ar. 


Con.siderable distress was oceasiom*d in .s(;v('ral portiotis of fh(^ country to 
temants of wards’ (j.stat(!s by the inundation of Sepfianber 183.). In the Kanika 
estate! in Ori.ssa ‘:^reat <lama^‘e and loss of lift* occurred throuj^h tin* c\'i-l<mc 
of 22nd S('])tembcr. d'ht: condition of t)thcr districts wliich did not .sulVer 
fronj sj)ecial c.iyi.ses was j^t-mirally pro.sjierou.s. 


Th(! reports of the prof^n'ss in education mud<!by the wards an* in ^-t'neral 
satisfactory. 'I’he principal exception is in the <!ase of thr(.'e wards in tlie <.>riss.i 
I )i vision. 


COURSE OF LEGISLATION. 

Two Acts, viz. an A<!t to further amend the Villaj^e (.'haukidari Act, and 
an Act. to amend Act 11 (B.O.) of IStiO and the Calcutta I’olice Act, became 
law ; and four Bills —one to amend tho Bcnf?al Vaccination xVet ; the scctniJ, to 
amend tho Act providing for tho periodical inspection of steam-boilcr.s and 
prime inover.s attached thereto in the town and .suburbs of Calcutta and in 
llowr.di ; the third, to consolidate and amend the law relating to kaniingos 
Sind patwaris ; and tho fourth, to provide for the registration of pernianeut 
tenures — were under consideration. 

The object of the xVet to amend the Village Chaukidari Act was to introduce 
a better system of appointing jjanchayats, and to .secure the more certain 
and punctual payment of chaukidai-s. The Act provides for tho .selection of 
panchdyats by a magisterial olHcor on the spot, and fixes tln*eo 3 'ears as 
tl»e term for wliich the appointment shall bo hold. It is further provided 
that the^' shall pay in their collcotions to the Magistrate, and in case 
tlnsy find thom.solve 8 unable to realise the chaukiddri assessment, power is 
given them to appoint a tahsfldar, whoso salary will bo collected from tho 
defaulting villages. Tho object of the other Act which became law was to 
enable tho Calcutta and Suburban Police to aiTOst without a warrant drunken 
persons guilty of riotous or indeijont behaviour in tho public streets and 
persons committing offences against public decency. 
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Tlifi object of the Dill to ainciid the Dengal Vaccination Act was to extend 
its benefits to inimigrants and temporary 8oj«)urnors, by perniitting notices 
to be served on parents requiring them to have children vaccinated, by 
authorising the Health Officer to require any unprotected person on any vessel 
arriving in the port of Calcutta with small-pox on board to bo vaccinated, and 
by affording the Health Officer greater facilities for ascertaining whether persons 
are protected or not. This Dill was passed on the lOtli April 1886. The ibll 
to amend the law regarding steam-boilers and prime-movers was recast in 
Select Committee, which struck out all words which referred to the inspection 
of prime-movers. Tt also was passed on the 10th April 1886. The Bill relating 
to ksiniingos and patwaris was before the Select Committee during the year, 
and no report was presented during the session. The Dill juMJviding for tho 
registration of permanent tenures had been in 1881 referred to a Soh?ct 
Committee. In April 1886 the preliminary report of tho Select Committee was 
presented and ordered to bo published in the Calcutta Gazette. 

In addition to tlio above, a Dill to consolidate and amend tho law relating 
to tho municipal affairs of the town and suburbs of Calcutta was introduced 
and read in Council on tho 10th Aju'il 1886. It will fo»’m the subject of 
renuirks in next year’s report. 


POLICE. 

Excluding the Chittagong Hill Ti-acts, tiie sanctioned poUoe force 

consisted of 72 superior officers, 3,428 subordinate officers, and 19,5!)4 
(!onstablos, but the actual strength was somewhat loss. '^Phe actual expenditure 
amounted to Rs. 41,05,703, and tho co.st of tho force employed on purely poli <!0 
work was about Ks, 26,22,186, or 7’6 pies per head of population. Taking the 
province as .a whole, thorn was one policeman to every 3,12.3 j)orsons, tho p«)lico 
force being lightest in Debar, where the proportion was 1 to 3,778, and heaviest 
in Orissa, where it was 1 to 2,672. Desidos this force, there was a fonaj «)f 
170,007 men employed as town and village police not subject to tho general 
rules, Tho average annual emolument of each of those is estimated at Rs. 31-8. 
T’herc having been complaints that these chaukfdiirs were not I’oguhirly paid, 
and that tho panehiiyats kept no regular accounts, a draft Dill was under tho 
consideration of Government, during the year; and ultimately it was resolved 
to give the present system a further trial, but to pass an amending Act provid- 
ing for a better system of appointment of panchayat.s, and for tlio more 
punctual payment of tho salaries of the chaukfdurs. The Dill became law as 
Act I (D C.) of 1886 since the conclusion of tho year under report. During 
tho year the police on the Eastern Railway districts were organised under 
an Assistant In^pcetor Goncral, and on the Tirlnit jind Dongal and North- 
Western lines under tho As.sistant Inspector-General, East Indian Railway, 
The system of restricting tho police b) the duties of detecting and prevent- 
ing crime and keeping order, watch and ward being provided for by the 
railway authoritie.s, as on tho East Indian Railway, was considerably extended 
during tl)o year under report. Punitive poUce wore quartered in only throe 
places in Dakarganj. The police maintained order among about four and three 
quarter millions of people at 172 fairs. The casualties among tho police 
increased fioin 2,971 to 3,224. Thero were more retirements, resignations, 
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and diseliurgcs, but fewer disuiissala. TJie police service is not so popular 
as it used to bo when the work was lighter ; and in some of the eastern 
districts it is ])raotically impossible to keep the force up to its full strength. 
The number of judicial and departmental punishments of police-ollicers 
considerably decreased; and judging from fiirures, their conduct appears to bo 
improving. At the close of the year 10,o70 men wore good-conduct stripes, 
and during tlu! year money rewards were received by officers and 

men. There were four cases of torture well established against the police, in 
three of which adequate punishments were inflicted. The number was less 
tTian in the preceding year, hut it is plain that the practice still continues, and 
can only bti eradicated bytl le continuance of severe measures. 


In crime cognizable by the police tlun-e was a decrease in offences of from 
112,30u to 107,410. Considcra.bly more than one-half of the decrease occuriv<l 
in cases relating to nuisances and the salt and excise laws. The percentage 
of cases declared false decreased from G-.l to d*0 ; but there can bo no doubt 
that the actual percentage of false cases is very much higher. Out of 0,402 of 
tluise oases, ])rosccutions w.a-e Instituttul in only l,t04 cases and convictions 
obtained in only OoO. I'lie diffi(!ulties experienced in obtaining a conviction 
against a person who brings a false; cas(3 are so great that very few prosecutions 
are in.slitutcd. As remarked in the previous year’s report, there have as v<‘t 
been no signs tl at the moral sense of tin; mass of the people on this subj<'c.t 
is on the side of the law; aitd until this be the case, there is little hoj )0 of the 
crime being extirpated. I{ep()rted serious offences against the person decreased 
froin /),140 to 4,9 14, but the number of persons convicted rosi; from 2,7t>9 to 
2,74 ■), 'rhere was an increase in tin; numl)ev of cases of murder ami of ubdiu;- 
iion. In tin; Patna division, whore the [> opulation is poverty-stricken and 
extremely dense, the exposure of infants c.ontinued to he unusually prevalent. 
There were 21,19:} cases of s(;ri(ms 0 fences against person and property —\i 
number slightly less than in the previous y-sir. Thi;re was an inerense of 
1 1 in the pereentage of these cas(;s which ended in convictions. Probably, 
b>it for a certain amount of agricultural distress in the spring, tin; figures for 
these offences would have betui lower. Dakaitis coiitiiiued exeej)tionally miiuer- 
ous, being one more than last year. The Divisions in Avhleli tJiis crime was 
most prevalent were Ihijshahi, llardwiln, and Ohuliii Nagpur. The number 
of persons convicted against whom previous conuictions wore proved increas«;d 
from 1,4S2 to 1,;>77. The iu«;roase, being ac(;ompanied by a decrease in 
cognizable crime, is satisfactory. The Mughiya I lorn s(;ttlemeuts in Saiau 
and Clminpiiran have continued to prosper. The Saran Douis ai*e found most 
difficult to r(;'*laini, but nevertheless a marked improvement is noticed in the 
cultivation -of their lands Seven hundred ami titty pers'ms, or I to every o4,ol.j 
of tlie population, wore called upon to liiid security f^r their good behaviour. 
Non-COgnizable offences decreased from 107,0(58 lo 105,990. The reduction 
occurred in offences against public j'istu;o, cheating, and in eases connected 
with spi'cial laws, such as those i-eferriiig to municipalities, salt, and pounds. 
The amount of property stolen increased from Us. 9,92,500 to Us. 10,00,005, 
and the pniporty rccovevod from Rs. 2,07,092 to Us. 0,00,158. The worst 
results wore in Maimausingh and Uungpur, where the amount recovered was as 
low as 1 1’8 and 14 9 per cent, respectively of the amount stolen. Deaths by 
suicide increased from 2,501 to 2,712, and cases of accidental death from 20,000 
to 01,017, of which 10,022 wore caused by drowning. 
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The police force in the Chittagong Hill Tracts consisted of a District and 
Assistant Superintendents, and of 539 frontier and 108 civil police. The total 
cost of the force was Us. 2,18,909, against Rs. 1,92,291 in the previous yeuT, 
There wore 53 cognizable cases, against 33 intho previous year, while there was 
a large decrease o£ from 532 to 05 cases in non-cognizahle crime. The police 
at the northern post wore m >st effectively employed as patrols instead of being 
placed at outposts. 


The total coat of the police in the town of Calcutta increased from 
Rs. 4,28,783 to Rs. 4,59,344, of which Rs. 2,89,290 was paid by the Muni- 
cipality, Ra. 1,00,149 by Gov'ornment, and Rs. 09,905 from foes and fines. 
The increase in cost was principally due to the appointment of now mounted 
l)olice. The number of up-country men in the force was 1,899, and of Reng.ilis 
219. Bengali recruits will not come foi*ward for enlistment owing to dislike 
to the discipline enforced, coupled with the fatigue and exposure which the 
duties entail. The mortality in the force was only 9* 13 per thousand, but it is 
said that many others go homo sick and die in their own country. Sickno.ss is 
caused by exposure at night in malarious localities, and a largo number of 
young up country men break down every year before they become acclimatised. 
The number of persons arrested or summoned in the town and suburbs fell from 
54, ''88 to 46,781, and the cases also fell from 51,583 to 47,771. In the town 
the cognizable cases foil from 17,204 to 14,786. The principal decrease 
was in street offences, which fell by nearly two thousand. Tliero was also a 
considerable decrease in serious offences, both against the pcx’soii and agjinst 
property. In the suburbs cognizable cases slightly increased in number, but tlie 
majority were very potty. With regard to non-cognizablo crime in town 
and suburbs since the conclusi«ni of the year, the Calcutta Police Act has 
been amended .so as to allow the police to arrest persons committing certain 
street offences. It is hoped that these hitherto non-cognizablo offences will 
now be reduced to a minimum. In one case a Eurojjean constable and a 
native shopkeeper extorted Rs. 1,000 from a Kuropean shopkeeper, and w(Te 
convicted. In the town previous convictions were proved against 280 habitual 
offenders, and 128 notorious criminals were idiotographcd. Great attention 
was paid to the registration of old offenders, and endeavours were made to 
keep habitual criminals under .sxirvoillance. '^Phirty-nine fircs broke out in tlic 
town, suburbs, Howrah, and in the 24-Parganas, desti’oying property to 
the value of Ks. 99,254, against Rs. 5, 60, .348 in tho prevhms year. N’one 
of them was attended by any loss of human life. Tlie fire-brigade rendered 
assistance at .all of them. There were 54 cases of suicide in tho town and 
suburbs, and 247 accidental deaths^ Seventeen of tho latter wore caused hv 
street vehicles ; and taking into consideration tho incompetency and carelo.ss- 
ness" of native drivers, and tho narrowne.ss of the most crowded thorough- 
fares, it is surprising that carriage accidents are not more frequent. There was 
{in increase in the transport of arms and ammunition to Bengal frontier 
districts and tho North-Western Provinces owing to rumours of impending 
disturbances on the Afghan frontier. 


The total number recorded of persons killed by wild animals and uenomous 
snakes was 11,823, and liigher than in any of the preceding four yciirs: 10.112 
deaths resulted from snake-bite. TIjc increase is generally attributed to improved 
registration, but in the Riij.sliahf Divi.sion and some of tho districts of the 
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Bhagalpur Division tho heavy rains flooded the low lands and compelled the 
snakes to seek shelter in and around human dwellings. Tlio total number of 
cattle killed fell from 12,397 to 12,223. In Maldah, especii illy, thei’e was 
a deercasG owing to a large number of leopards and tigers having been killed 
by native hunters. The number of wild animals destroyed was 5,932, and 
of venomous snakes 53,995. Tho amount paid in rewards was Its. 29,884, 
of which Rs. 20,145 were paid for the destruction of wdld animals. 


CRIMINAL JUSTICE. 

No change was made in tho system of administration of criminal justice 
during tlio year 1885. The number of Stipendiary Magistrates at tlie Pri'si- 
dency remained the same, but the number of Honorary Magistrates in tin; towm 
of Calcutta rose from 92 in 1884 to 103 in 18^5. Tho number of Mufassil 
IJenchcs was increased by two. In tho interior there were altogether 30 
Sessions Judges and 390 Stipendiary and 1,511 Honorary Magistrates. 

lleforo tho High Court 1 1 1 persons came to trial, and of tlicse 9.3 were 
convicted, 31 being sentenced to doatli. In its appellate jurisdiction tho Court 
decided 2,820 cases on aj)peal, reference, or revision. 


Ci>urts of Session in their original jurisdiction 3,271 per.sons wore 
undiy* trial, of wliom 1,510 'were convicted. Courts of tScssion .sentenced 49 
persons to death and 181 to transportation. There tvero 348 ti'ials by'" juries, 
in 00 of which the .ludgo tvholly’^ or partially disagreed with the jury'. In 20 
cases only'' did ho disagree so completi'ly' with tho verdicts as to consider it 
neee.s.sarv' for the ends of justice to submit the matter to tlio High Court as 
a court of reference. In 25 of the.se ca.ses hcanl by the High Court the 
verdicts were set aside in 18 case's, neiv trials were ordi'red in 3 cases, and 
in the remaining 4 ca.ses the verdict wa.s accepted. Tiacre was an increase 
of from 8,2t)0 to 9,007 in tho number of persons who iipjiealod to the Court 
of Session. The original sentence was modified or reversed in the case of 2,550 
persons. 


In the Courts of Magistrates other than tho.so at the Presidency’ 177,795 
persons w'ore brought to trial, of whom 104,419 W’ore convicted and 3,001 
(Munmitted. 'Ihe Presidency’ Magistrato.s dealt with 39,113 persons, of whom 
34,753 were convicted and 45 committed. Altogether fifty nine juveniles were 
sentenced to detention in a reformatory school. 


3'hcre were 242 European British subjects, involved in 210 cases, brought 
to trial, of whom 189 were convicted. Three cases w'erc tried by native 
Magistrates. 3'ho oflencos with which they were charged were mostly breaches 
of special and local law's and offences against the peace. 

The statistics of offences and offenders arc noticed under tho head of 
Pidico. There were 1,965 pmows whipped under judicial orders, bciag 138 
more than in 1881. In more than 85 per cent, of those eases was tho punisii- 
’ ment inflicted for theft. Tho total number of witnesses who attended the 
different courts during the y’ear was 422,629. 
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PRISONS. 

The general system of prison admini.stration remained unaltered during 
the year 1885. The number of prisoners admitted was almost .exactly the 
same ns in the previous year, but there was a small increase in the daily 
average prison population. The difference is said to be due to the fact that 
scarcity pi’cvailcd for some part of the year in (certain districts, and led to atj 
increase of petty crime. The general health of the prisoners was worse, and the 
number and percentage of deaths were higlu'r than in 1884-. In some jails ui 
unhealthy districts the death-rate continued very high. Offences against prison 
discipline were fewer than in the preceding year. There was a diminution in 
the severer form of punishment for jail offences, viz. sentences of floir(Hn'»- 
reduced diet, and solitary confinement. A rise in the price of provisions and 
a larger expenditure on clotliing caused an increase in the cost, exclusive of 
expenditure on buildings, of jail administration. Tlie average net cash earn- 
ings of the prisoners employed on jail manufacdures increased considerably. 
No alteration was made in the system of jail manufactures and in the employ- 
ment of prisoners. 

The number of prisoners in jail at the end of 1885 was 15,070, against 
15, .351 in IbS f. Of these, 121 wore convicts from Burmah, whos(‘ conduct Iras 
been good, and whose work is highly s})oken of. Tlio number of prisoners 
admitted during the year was 80,8.>3, as against 80,852 in the })reviou.‘' year. 
The daily avei'ago of prison population rose from 15,101 to 15,177, which was 
duo to an increase in the number of sentonci-s of six months’ imprisonment 
and upwards. The peivontago of prisoners confined in central jails was 55'90, 
as compared with 54 30 in 1884. This is due to an increase in the number of 
long-term prisoners. 

Offences against prison discipline dimljiisbed from 50,504 to 48,780. 
The main decrease was in the Ab'piir Jail, which has been only working half 
time ow'ing to the depression in the jute trade; and from this cause alone 
there were 4,801 less offences ^dating to work. Thei’e was also a decrease 
under the head of snmking or possessing forbidden articles, duo to the stoppage 
of building work, in which free artisans came into contact with the prisoners. 
Flogging was inflict(?(l in only 347 cases. This was otdy 3 per mille of the 
orison po])ulation. In the English convict prisons the proportion is O S. 
Sentences of reduced diet luive been di.sconragcd, and show a Large decrease. 
The number of prisoners discharged under the mark system decreased from 
1,G05 to 1,505. '^I’his result is duo to the fact that the system has been more 
carifully Morked, and that the number of ^wisoners to whom it is applicable 
has decreased. All jails, except the Ab'pur Jail, at which there is a military 
guard, are now guarded b}' warders. A special allowance was sanctioned for 
warders in unpopular districts, and since tlien there has boon a decided 
improvement in the guards, and there is no want of recruits. 4’hero continues 
to be a steady decrease in the number of escapes. Altogether 14 convicted 
prisoners cscafied, and of these all but 3 were recaptured. 

The total expenditure, exclusive of the amount spent by the Public Works 
Department, was Ks. 11,10,423, being higher than in any year since 1880 and 
Rs. 59,y33 more than in 1884. The prmcij)al items of increase wore diet, 
establishnient, hospital charges, clothing, and contingencies. The average cost 
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of each prisoner rose from Rs. 69-15-4 to Ra. 73-9-0. The charges for diet 
increased owing to several causes. There was a larger number of prisoners to be 
fed, the price of the principal articles of diet was higher, and there was an 
inc,reaso of .sickness during the year, and hence many pri.soncrs, though not 
actuiilly in liospital, were given extra diet. Chai'gos for transfers of officers 
were heavier owing to various causes. Tlie increa,so under the head of clothing 
wa.s to a small extent duo to the provision of warm for weak piisoncrs 

in unhealthy jails. The net cash earnings rose from Us. 2,.Sf;,.'517 to 
Us. «b0o,203. 1 lie average numliiT of prisoners tanployed on manufactures 

de(a eased from n,4/cj"lS to lhemf)st successful jails for manufacture.s 

were tlie Ui*esi(lonc.y Jail, the C.^intral Jail at lla.xur, and (among district jails) 
that at Darjiling. 

1 lie subsidiary jails continued to be undc'r tlie direct management of 
subdivisional ollicers, Avith Civil Hospital Assistants as Deputy Buperintendeuts. 
'flic total number of prisoners admitted was ‘i8*0ll, against in 1881, 

the daily av(uage number being 72<S. (If convicts, 1 1,120 Avere admitted. 

The genera! health of ])risoners in tlu' jails during the year was w(>rs(! than in 
18>S|. The death-rate per mille rose from l!)‘7 to .iO'2, Avliich was largely due 
to the excessive [irevalenco of cholera ill .several districts. Of those who died, 
3 I ’UO p('r cent. Avere admitted in indifferent health and 30- 14 in had lu'alth. 
In nidiealthy districts, as might be expected, the death-rate AV'as cxtiaMiudy 
high; but tliis Avas also the case in Ila/.aribagli, where there was a sev«*ro 
outbreak of cholera, and at ^M'onghyr due to acci'lental circumstanci's. In 
seAU'ii jails the death-rate from all causc.s exceedt'd 1.0i) per mille. Kven 
allowing for the bad lu'alth of the ]).isouers on admission, the death-rate 
is still very high, and the Government looks rather to tin', uux’emitting watch- 
fulness and care on the part of jail ollicials in eaiTA ing oat tlui various 
arrnngemmits for the well-being of the iirisoucrs than to any iiuijrovements in 
jail buildings for a reduction in the mortality. 

At the Ali])ur Reformatory School the number of hoys at the elose of the 
A oar 1885 Avas 108. The <‘ost of maintenance per head fell from Us. 140-1) to 
Us. 128-12-4. From reports receiA'cd concerning the conduct of the boys after 
release, it appeal's that on the Avhole the di.sciplino ami training niulergono 
in the institution are jJi’oductive of satisfactory re.sults. At the Jlaziiribagh 
Ueformatovy there Avero at the (dose of the year 101 boys. The total expenditure 
Avas Us. 21,708, as against Us. 11,0.‘U) in 1884. The principal increa.se in 
(‘xpenditure wa.s in the item of building, 'fhe released boys are nearly all 
leading hone.st Ha'Cs. The health at the Alfpur school Avas excellent during the 
yciur. At JIazi'irib/igh there were four deaths, tAVo being due to the epidemic of 
cholera already referred to. 


CIVIL JUSTICE.

Tlu'rc w'orc 1,331 suits for dispo.sal on the Original Side of the Hi(/h Court 
during lb«5, and the Court dispo.sed of 878. 3'Iutc was a great imjnovement 
both in the number and in the proportion of suits disjiosed of to tho total 
number before the Court, compared with the work in 1884. There wero 453 
•suits ponding at the close of tho year, against 844 in 1881. On tho Appellate 
Side tlio High Court sat for 242 days and disposed of 7,457 apiaals aud 
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applications ; tho number of these, and their proportion to the whole number 
before the (^ourt, being much greater than in the preceding year. The 
number pending ai the end of tho year was 3,267, against 4,983 at the 
end of 1884. Tho proportion of work undisposed of was 30 per cent, of th*o 
whole work of the Appellate Side. • 

In tho Courts in the interior the original civil suits instituted numbered 
453,281, of which 238,066 wore suits for money and 177,847 were under tho 
rent laAV. Out of 467,188 cases disposed of no loss than 377,178 were in 
Munsills’ Courts. There was a considerable increment in institutions, whidi 
occurred almost entix’cly in suits for money, for rent, and for specific relief. 
In the case of suits for immovable iiropcrty there was a considerable decline. 

In the Calcutta Court of Small Causes the suits instituted decreased from 
31,074 to 30,644. A considerable portion of the deci’ease is, however, merely 
nominal, and duo to an alteration in the system of registration. The rest of 
the fall occurred in suits of 'nearly all values, and does not call for special 
remark. Out of a total of 33,666 cases for disposal, the number pending at tho 
close of the year was only 2,664. The gross receipts amounted to Rs. 3,08,321, 
and the expenditure to Us. 2,08,892, being a decrease of about Rs. 16,000 and 
Rs. 3,000 respectively from tho figures for the previous year. 

In the MufassU Small Cause Courts the in-stitutions increased from 53,887 
to 66,214. The inci’ease was most marked in the courts near tho metropolis 
and in the di.stricts of IIiigR and Jessor. 

There were, in tho year 1885-86, 1,008 appeals and original suits to which 
Government was a party. Of these, 80 J- per cent, were decided in favour of 
Government, as against 75 per cent, in 1884-85. Tho total value of the cases in 
which decisions were given adverse to Government fell from Rs. 6,10,974 to 
Rs. 4,78,045. Nearly half of this is tho value of land acquisition suits. The 
amount of decrees in favour of Government under realisation during the year was 
Rs. 6,20,182, against Rs. 6,42,647 in tho jn’cvious year. Omitting the Canning 
decrees, amounting to Rs. 5,81,279, which were remitted during tho year, tho 
amount under realisation was Rs. 44,903, and the amount realised Rs. 12,338. 
There wore 1,113 cases decided in favour of, and 158 against, tho Court of Wards^ 
while 44 were compromised or withdrawn. The amount under realisation 
under decrees in favour of tho Ooui’t was Rs. 9,37,524, and tho amount realised 
Rs. 1,69,179. There has boon a largo incroa.so in tho number of these ca.ses, 
due to the fact that several important estates have lately come under the Court 
of Wards. 


REGISTRATION. 

The operations of tho Regi.stration Department were again greatly devel- 
oped during the year 1885-86. Tho total registrations increased from 688,380 
to 723,901. There has been, almost without exception, a general and steady 
increase in all classes of documents. Compulsory registrations affecting immov- 
able property increased by 3'01 per cent., optional registrations of the same 
kind by 9 06 per cent., and other registrations by 5’54 per cent. A marked 
and satisfactory feature of tho year’s operations was tho increase in tho total 
number of optional registrations. They numbered 46*07 per cent, of tho 
whole number, and, compared with tho figures for tho preceding year, rose by 
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7‘72 per cent. It is probable that optional registrations will, owing to a 
decision of the Calcutta High Court on section 54 of the Transfer of Property 
A^ct, 1882, and to the operations of the Bengal Tenancy Act, show a still 
further increase. 

Of the documents registered, 597,416 related to //w/wowa6/e Of 

these 274,275 were leases. As in previous years, the grant of jierpetual leases, 
of which 87,236 were registered, was almost entirely confined to Bonf;al. Term- 
leases registered increased from 175,045 to 180,939. Of these 136,258 were 
registered in Bengal Proper. Behar, however, took the first jdace as regards regis- 
tration of largo values, the average value of each lease being Rs. 119’55, against 
Rs. 30'86 in Bengal. Leases for one year and under increased from 5,363 to 
6,100. The proportion of leases to counterparts registered again fell, tins time 
from 20'83 to 24-92 per cent. The decrease is accounted for by the fact tliat the 
raiyat has to pay the cost of both documents, by the Tin-willingness of the 
zamfnddrs to bind themselves in writing, their unwillingness to attend at 
registration offices, and their wish to prevent the raiyat from using the lease 
as a valuable sccui-ity for the purpose of raising money. 

Registrations of deeds of sate of immovable property of the value of Rs. 100 
and upwards showed a small increase. Tliose for the sale of immovable 
property of less value increased from 115,540 to 120,381. The increa.se is 
probably duo rather to a gi’oatcr appreciation of the benofils of registration 
than to presssing necessity or agricultural depression. Registrations of deeds 
of mottgage of immovable property of Rs. 100 and upwards in value increased 
by 6-46 per cent., and it is noticeable that in those districts in Avhich a largo 
number t)f sahis of this class of property occurred a large number of tlu;.so mort- 
gage.s were also registered. Registrations of deeds of mortgage of smaller 
values increased by 16-89 per cent. From the returns made out as to the 
classes of persons to whom transfers of immovable property were made, it 
a2)pcai-s that zamfml.-trs were the larg('.st buyers of shares in «‘ntiro revenue- 
]jaying estates, raiyats in the case of revenue-free i)rO]>ertics, and small taliikdars 
and tenure-holders in the case of int(?rnicdiatc tenures. About half the 
jmrehasers of raiyati holdings at fixed rates were raiyats, while in 58,787 
tran.suctions regarding raiyati holdings with right.s of occuj)ancy 38,919 raiyats 
were the buyers. The figures show clearly that the agricultural classes are 
not j)arting with their interests in the soil, and that inahajan and money- 
lending imrehasors are not so numerous as is sometimes alleged. 

Out of 124,699 instruments relating to movable propel ty 89,501 wuu-e 
money bonds, against 85,459 in 1884-85. No satisfactory exjdanatitm is given 
for tho increase, nor for the fact that as many as 30,533, or more tluin one-third 
of the whole, were registered in Jessor alone. 

Three new rural sub-registry offices wore opened during the ye;ir, and 29 
sub-registry ottices at subdivisional head-<j[uarters were converted into rural 
offices. 

Tho total receipts for the year rose from Rs. 10,74,501 to Rs. 10,88,177, 
tho expenditure from Rs. 5,54,110 to Rs. 6,68,365, and the suridus conse- 
quently fell to Rs. 5,19,812, or Rs. 579 less than last year. Tho actual net 
laalance, deducting payments by transfer, was, however, Rs. 4,50,651, against 
Rs. 4,49,100 of tho previous year. 
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Bs. 29,06,498 expended on the Kidderpur Dock-works. The total income 
under Revenue accounts was Rs. 25,86,136, against Rs. 26,28,319 in 1884-85. 
The total expenditure was Rs. 27,31,612, and after including the credit 
balance of the previous year the net credit balance of 1835-86 was ^Is. 3,94,620. 
The Ca[)ital account shows an income of Rs. 22,49,479, after deducting last 
year’s deficit, and an expenditure of Rs. 21,22,977 which was spent on now 
works. The principal items of expenditure were for vessels for the Port 
approaches, for the Tea warehouse at Armenian Ghdt, for the Petroleum wharf at 
Baj-Baj, for a new cargo-boat for the 30 ton crane, for payment of claims fpr 
the Howrah Foreshore Road land, for two now jetties and a landing stage, for 
an anchor-vessel, a light-vessel, and a dredger. Rs. 13,46,854 were spent on 
the new dock-works at Kidderpur. Besides minor operations, the river was 
surveyed from Calcutta to Chandarnagar (Chandernagoro). The damage caused 
to the lighthouse at False Point by the cyclone has been completely repaired. 
The petroleum wharf and deppt at Baj-Baj were completed, and were opened 
for traffic in July 18s6. 

The operations at Chittagong and at the Orissa ports were of minor 
importance. At the former there was a considerable decrease in the number 
of vessels trading with the United Kingdom and those employed in the 
Nardinganj trade. At False Point the construction of new buildings in 2)laco 
of those washed away by the storm-wave was commenced, and the harbour was 
rcsui veyed. 


METEOROLOGY. 

The system of meteorological observations established in 1883-84 for the 
extension and development of provincial meteorological reports has been steadily 
followed. The only change of importance which took jdaco was the reduction 
of certain second-class observatories to the category of third-class ones. The 
third-class observatories at Tezpur in Assam and at Maldah and Krishnagar in 
Bengal, the establishment of which was sanctioned last year, were started during 
the year under report, and a voluntary observatory at BankmA also commenced 
sending observations during the year. The readings recorded at the 21 imperial 
and at the 25 provincial third-class observatories were found to bo generally 
trustworthy, and the instruments when ins{)OCtcd were generally found in good 
order. The earthqiiake of July 1885 caused considerable damage to instruments 
at some of the Northern Bengal stations. The receipts from subscriptions 
for weather reports of the Bay of Bengal covered the cost of printing and 
distribution. 

The south-ivest monsoon was a week later in establishing itself than 
in 1884. The winds advanced over East and North Bengal with, in many 
cases, excessive rain on the 7th and 8th of Juno, and gave the first heavy 
rain to Behar and Orissa on the 10th and 17th of the month. In July the 
current continued fairly strong, giving rain in excess imNorth Bengal and Behar 
and a defective fall in Orissa. A groat increase in the strength of the monsoon 
took {dace in August and September, and over the greater part of the jirovince 
greatly excessive rainfall w'as registered during that period. 

There wore a number of smaller cydonic storms during the year, and 
one small but very violent cyclone, which crossed the Oriasa coast on the 
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morninjr of ihe 22nd September. The centre passed over False Point at about 
0-30 a.m., and by its violence, and by the severe storm-wave by which it 
was acconipatiioJ, did much damage and caused great loss of life, which arc 
described more fully in the next section. 


ECONOMIO CONDITION OF THE PEOPLE. 

Ill the cold weiitlior of 1884-85 there was more or less cause for anxiety on 
ac?couut of existing or scarcity of food owing to crop failures 

in various localities of ihe western portion of these Provinces. By dcgi'ccs, 
however, tlio area calling for spcKual care or attention from Government narrowed 
down, and in May 1885, so far as the effects of the monsoon of 1881 were 
ooncerned, only in the PatnAand Bardwan Divisions did any reason for anxiety 
continue to exist. The anxiety in regard to the affected tracts in the I’atna 
Division was alwavs of a mitigated character, • and more in the nature of 
apprehensions for the future than of concern regarding existing distress. But 
ov(5r about 1,000 square miles in the Bi'inkuivi, Bardwan, and Birbhiim districts, 
in which there had been croji failure more or loss pronounced for two successive 
3 ’(!ars, serious distrc.s.s, necos.sitating the establishment of systematic relief 
ojierations, b(‘(!amo apparent in the sjiring. Even in these last districts, however, 
the sup])ly of food av'us always plentiful in the markets, and at jjrices which 
can hardly bo said to have touched famine rates. The classes wdio stood in 
iKicd of relief wore the beggars and others who in ordinary times subsist on 
the charity of their neighbours, and day-labourers, and the difllculty lay in 
the fact that the failure in the local crop.s restricted the labour market and 
forced on Government the necessity of jjroviding einjdoymeut for those whose 
circumstamtes prevented them from emigrating in search of work. In the 
inlministrati<m of all measures of relief the ^u'ovisions of the Provisional Famine 
Code were i igoi-ously adhered to, and it is gratifying to be able to record that 
the su(!cess of tlie relief ojierations in this Division in the ]>reventiou of mortality 
from want of food was complete. From 1st April to December 1885 the total 
cost of relief to Government was Ks. 1,90,000. 

The excessive rainfall of August and September 1885 caused extensive 
floods in Soutli-West and Central Bengal and in parts of tlie Bhugalpur Division. 
The Ganges, and the great rivers into which it divides as it passes through 
Central Bengal, rose to unusual heights and spilled in destructive floods over 
the surrounding (anintr^'. The districts which suffered most were Murshiddbad 
and Nadi^'a. In the former no less than 1,250 squai'o miles, or more than one- 
half of the total district area, w^oro under wait ci*. In the latter district nearly 
2,200 square miles were inundated. Though much temjmi-ary hardshiji and 
discomfort were caused by these floods, the floods did little or no permanent 
harm, and, in fact, ensured to the cultivators for the next few years crops far 
more abundant tlmn those they lost. For the relief of immediato distress, relief 
circles were formed in the affected areas, and a central committee was formed 
in Calcutta to collect subscriptions and organise relief for those forms of distress 
with w’hich Government agency could not adequately cope. The eommitteo 
received Ra. G5,()05 in subscriptions, and expended Us. 37,000 in the relief of 
distress. The balance has been invested so as to form a nucleus of a distress 
fund to be ai) 2 ilied 2 ’i*omptly on the occurrence of future calamities by famine 
or inundation in these Provinces.

BEKGAL ADMINISTRATION RKPOHT. 


Clft66-86. 


A great disHster overtook the province of Oristta in the storm-ivave which 
submerged a portion of the coast of the Cuttack district at the mouth of the 
Mahdnadi river on the 22nd September 1 885. At 6-20 a.m. on that date a 
sea- wave 1 5 feet in height broke over False Point, Two hundred and fifty- 
square miles were submerged by it in its course ; 1 1 villages were* completely 
swept away, every man, woman, and child in them being drowned at the same 
time; 150 nmre villages were entirely levelled, and their crops completely 
destroyed, but a considerable portion of their population escaped. It is estimated 
that altogether about 5,000 persons were drowned by the storm-wave. Imme- 
diately after the disaster, the Government officials visited the devastated country 
and distributed food to the survivors. At the beginning of the relief operations 
as many as 8,000 persons daily were in receipt of charity. The villages wliich 
were not utterly destroyed recovered from the cifects of the storm with remark- 
able rapiditj’’, and within a short time few vestiges of its destructive character 
remained. In the Balasor district much less damage was done by the storm- 
wave, which was stopped by the embankment of the sea-coast canal, which 
thus saved hundreds of square miles of country from being submerged by 
Suit water. 


It will thus have been seen that, though the year was one of calamities, 
they were all local in their effects. With these exceptions the genera/ COndi' 
tion of t/ie people was good, the crops were (with the exception of jute) 
above the average, and the prices of labour were either stationary or showing 
a tendency to rise. In only four districts (excluding the town of Calcutta) was 
the average retail price of common rice during 1885 less than 13 sers per rupee, 
while in twenty-eight districts it was more than 15 sers per rupee. Even in the 
districts of Bardwdn, Bankurd, and Bfrhhdm, which were most affected by 
failure of crops, the average prices were 16 sers 4 chhatdks, 18 sers 1 chhatdk, 
and 15 sers 4 chhatdks respectively per rupee. The annexed map shows the 
average retail j)rices of common rice throughout the province, the darkest colour 
showing where it was dearest. 


AGRICULTURE AND HORTICULTURE. 

The Botanical Gardens at Calcutta kept up their general appearance in a 
very satisfactory manner. The show of orchids was excellent. The river 
£i outage, which had suffered from erosion, was protected by a facing of broken 
brick metal. A largo quantity of mahogany seeds was received from Kew and 
Jamaica, and about 20,000 seedlings wore successfully obtained. A year’s 
further experietico shows that the paper mulberry tree (which supplies the 
material from which the tappa cloth of Polynesia and the bulk of the paper of 
China and .Japan are manufactured) finds a congenial soil in Bengal. The bark 
of this plant is one of the best of paper fibres. A machine has been patented 
for the utilisation of the fibre of the common plantain for paper-making. The 
herbarium athxhod to the garden received material additions during the year. 
The Uoyd Botanical Gardens at Ddrj fling were reported to bo recovering 
from the ravages of the cockchafer grubs, and the landslips from the Sanitarium 
Hill, which used to cause omch damage, have ceased. An exhibition of Siik 
cocoons was held at Rauqmr Bcauloah in January 1886. It is reported to have 
fostered a spirit of emulation among the cocoon -rearers by bringing together 
cocoons of the various silk-producing tracts. 
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The Ag''icufturat Department did much useful work durinfr the year, 
encouraging exhibitions and improved methods of cultivation. Its principal 
.duty, however, has been the supervision of the experimental survey of pargana 
Bisdra in, the district of Muzaifarpur, which is described in the section of this 
suftimary dealing with Survey. In this bmnch of work continuous employment 
will be found for the Department in the Government and wards’ estates. 

FORESTS. 

The area of reserve<l, protected, and district forests under the Forest 
Department, in addition to 119,328 acres of proijosed reserves, was 7,189,888 
acres. The greater part of the forests are in tlio Sundarbans and the Chitta- 
gong Hill Tracts. There are also important ai’oas in Darjiling, Jalpaiguri, 
Chutia Nagpur, and Orissa. Information has for the first time been collected 
during tho yt'iir under review regarding the Jength of the boundaries of all 
Bengal forests ex(!opt those of Orissa: 912 miles of boundaries were re-cleared, 
and 309 miles newly demarcated. Something was done towards tho provision 
of detailed working plans for all forests, but progress was ham])ored owing 
to want of eslahlisluneni. Since the close of tho year a special division for 
this purpose lias been creatiid. The list of the Bengal controlling staff continued 
t() be combined with that of Assam during tho year under review, but since 
tho comimmcement r)f tins cuiTout year a separation has been mutually agreed 
upon and carried out. Of 1,909 casivs of breaches of forest laws, 799 were 
com^)ounded, against 800 out of 1,319 in tho preceding year. 

Idle foH'sls sjiecially protected from fire wore 839,359 acr(‘s in area, agjiiust 
800,309 last year. 'Die additional areas taken in hand were in tho Angul and 
yingbhum forests, whore great difficulties wore ox]>eriencod. In tho latter 
only 30,900 acres were saved out of 101,130 specially protected, but 
tlu) wljole of tlie non-protected area (399,480 acres) was burnt. In Angul 
1 00,01 1 acres out of 179,200 were successfully protected. In other forests 
tho measures taken for protection were unusually successful. Fxcluding 
Singbhinii, only 007 acres out of an area of 3,119,990 acres, in whi(^h no 
sj)ecial proleclive measures were taken, suffered from fire. 

To the plantations 146 acres were added. In the Baxci and Chittagong 
Divisions malogany was found to germinate freely. In the latter Division also 
divi-devi (ind paper mulbeny seedlings were successfully planted out. There 
w('re 90 lines of now roads opened, and 191 existing lines repaired. 

Tho yield oi the forests was in timber 0,-589,578 and In fuel 18,803,054 cubic 
foot. There was a total inci'oaso of 9,988,749 under both h<*ads over the figures 
for tlu 5 provdous year. Tho increase is due to a greater deiuaiul, and also to 
tho failure of an opposition raised by the firewood mcu’chants of (kdeutta to 
prepayment for produce. The receipts rose fn)m Ks. 5,71,153 to Rs. 5,97, 193, 
while the expenditure fell from Rs. 4,11,91-5 to Rs. 9,70,999, leaving a net 
surplus of Rs. 3,27,099. 

MANUFACTURES AND MINES. 

With regard to indigo, the actual outturn of 1884-85 fell short of the 
estimate, but it is believed that the outturn for 1885-80 greatly exceeded that 

of tho previous year. Tho quantity exported during 1885-86 was 70,109 cwt., 
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showing a decline of 28 per cent., and the figures are the lowest since 1879-80 ; 
but the quality of the crop and the prices were considerably better than last 
year. There has boon a corresponding falling ofE in shipments to each of tho 
consuming countries except in the case of Russia, for which the eRports rose 
from 2,101 to 2,550 chests. The principal decrease has been in exports to the 
United Kingdom, but all tho East Indian indigo has gone into consumption, 
and the position of the dye is now said to be very strong. Largo sliipinents 
still continue direct to America and Germany, and with rapidly increasing 
population and in absence of competition from other dyes, the consumption of 
indigo in the United States should continue to advance. 

Tho total number of tea gardens known to exist in the year 1885 was 860, 
and the area under plant in tho 359 which furnished returns was 63,480 
acres, with an outturn of 14,049,681 lb. Compared with the returns for the 
year 1884, there was an increase of 23 in the number of gardens, of 7,790 
acres in the area under tea, and of 2, .300,3911b in tho total yield. The 
year was a favourable one for the tea industry, and the average yield per acre 
varied from 158 ^Ib in Dacca to 424tb in JalpAigurf. Tho average for the 
j)roviuce was 3121b per acre, again-st 2811b in the preceding year. The average 
price, 10 annas 9 pic per pound, was a great improvement over tlie 8 annas 
9 pies per pound of tho preceding year. In tho Chittagong Division the industry 
is now on a sound footing. In the Chittagong Hill Tracts the outturn increased 
from 14,9771b to 22,1271b, and in tho Chutid Nagpur Division it was 
23,962 ^Ib more than last year. Tho season was generally good, and favourable 
rates were obtained in the market. In tho Dacca Division the area under tea 
remained tho same, but tho outturn increased by 25 per cent. In tlio 
Rajshahi Division the season was a good one, and bettor prices were obtained 
than last year. In Jalpaigurl tho number of gardens increased by 17, and tho 
total outturn by 910,1151b. When the survey of tea lands, which is now 
being conducted, roaches tho fertile part of the unreserved forests, there will 
probably be a still further extension of cultivation. 

The results obtained at the only coffee plantation in Lohardagd were 
disappointing. The average yield per acre fell from 51 •21b to 30'71b. In the 
Chittagong Hill Tracts three-fourths of an acre yielded 3301b. 

To tho cinchona plantations 187,000 plants of tho hybrid variety and 
239,000 of Calhiyn, Lcdycrmna wore added. The planting out was confined 
to yellow bark trees, no red bark having been put out anywhere. There arc 
now over five millions of trees of various ages in tho plantation. The crop of 
the year was not large, having amounted to 205,41 Olb of dry bark. Tho 
expenditure on tho plantation amounted to Rs. 79,728. Tho demand for tho 
febrifuge was considerably loss than in previous years. The outturn from the 
factory, which is regulated by the demand, accordingly fell from 0,4041b to 
4,7431b. Owing to tho smaller quantity manufactured, the cost of manufac- 
ture per pound was slightly increased. The decline in tho issues is duo to the 
presence at the depOts at Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay of 7,0001b of 
London made febrifuge sent out for sale under instructions from tho Secretary 
of State, and also to tho low price at which quinine is now obtainable in tho 
xiiarket. Tho revenue derived from the sale of tho febrifuge amounted to 
Ks. 03,476, and tho actual profit to Rs. 30,220 ; but in addition to tliis there 
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was a largo saving in expense to Government medical institutions tlirougli the 
substitution of febrifuge for quinine. ^

SEA-BORNE TRADE. 


• The total value <'f t.lio sea-borne trade of the Bengal Presidency, exclusive 
of Government transactions, declined from Rs. 70,21,51,840 tolls. 68,72,10,020. 
Imports, both foreign and coasting, fell fromRs. 80,28,51,914 to Il.s. 27,87,05,705. 
Exports show a slight increase of from Rs. 39,02,90,920 to Rs. 40,85,10,234, 
the increase being observable both in foreign and in coasting trade. 


The value of the imports of the foreign ti*adc of Calcutta declined from 
Rs. 24,07,73,371 to Rs. 22,50,51,097. The princijjal decroaso was in cotton 
goods, both in piece-goods and in twist and yarn, metals, machinery and mill- 
work, mineral oils, and corals. On the other hand, the iinpoids of malt liquors 
and spirits show a marked increase; while the iiniiort of tea has incrca.sod 122 
per cent., though the quantity imported is still far below tlie average 
importations of the ycai's 1881-82 to 1883-84. The imports of gold fell from 
Rs. 77.70,310 to Rs. 49,35,480, or 30 per cent. The exports, on the otiier 
hand, rose from Rs. 2,000 to R.s. 7,01,0.55. Tlie value of exports from tlio 
port dcclinc*d from Rs. 32,15,19,002 to Rs. 32,14,02,739. The principal 
artii^<'s of export are — opium, jute, raw and manufactured, tea, grain and pulse, 
oilseeds, hides and skins, indigo, cotton, and silk. Of these the value of the 
jute (exported dec-lined by more than twe-nty-threo hiklis of rupees in valiui, 
which is due to the short crops of last 3 'oar. Indigo also shows a falling off of 
15 p< r cent, on the value of the quantitj’^ exported. On the other hand, ric(*, 
tea, hides and skins, show a large increase. The heavy decline in the wheat 
trade noticed in last year’s report has bcmi followed by an atlvancc of over 03 
])er cent. The ligiu'os are, however, still much Ixdow tlie averagti of the past 
fi.ur years. The heavy fall iu the export of relined sugar, also noticed last 
year, continued. The figures arc 4,229 cwt., against 12,852 cwt. in 1884-85 
and 159,990 cwt. in 1883-84. 


The total value of the foreign trade of Chittagong has further fallen off 
from Rs. 83,10,052 to R.s. 82,94,072. So also the total value of the trade of 
Orissa ports shows a decrease of 9 2 per cent. In the foreign trade of Balasor 
and Cuttack an improvement is observed, but the trade of the port of Pun' 
was iu a languishing state during the j'ear. The total value of tho trade of 

the small port of Narainganj considerably diminished during the same period. 


INTERNAL TRADE. 

The registration of internal traffic was carried on under tho existing system 
with no important modification. Tho collection of statistics of the internal 
trade of tho province was limited to the registration of tho traffic of tho ports 
of Calcutta, Chittagong, and Orissa, and of that carried along tho railways ami 
the chief water-ways of tho province. As regards the intoriirovineial road and 
river traffic, registration at tho Karamiiasa bridge in the Shdhdbild district 
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was conimenoed in December 1884 ; and sufficient information liaving' been 
collected in respoat thereof, the r glistering station was abolished from 1st 
October 18S6. A registering station was in the same month opened at Sherghlitf 
in the Gaya district with the view of obtaining data for railway extension. 
Regarding the river-borne trade between llongal and the North-Western 
Pi evinces the registration at Ballia on the Ganges was discontinued from 
August 18'<6, but the Gogra-borne traffic, which is much larger than that 
on the Ganges, will continue to be registered at Manislr till March 1887. 
Registration of tlie boat traffic between IBongal and Assam is carried on under 
orders of the Chief Commissioner of Assam at Bliairab Buzdr and Dhubrf. 

The value of goods imported into Calcutta increased from Rs. 63,34,98,462 
tolls 63,51,22,714, tliose imported by tho East Indian Railway having risen 
by nearly a kror of rupees. 'I'lio valui of goods imported by country boats was 
something over 10 krors, being an increase of 8^ blkhs over the figures for the 
previous year. Goods imi^ortcd by inland steamers increased by 6 liikhs ; by 
the Eastern Bengal Railway by nearly 24 lAkhs; wliilc that by road decreased by 
one kror 13^ lakhs of rupees. Tlie total quantity of all imports also increased 
by 20^ Ukhs of maunds. The value of the exports from Calcutta increased 
by 6 lakhs of rupees, but the quantity decreased by 8 -^ hlkhs of maunds. 

Tho quantity of rau/ COtton imported and exported showed a considerable 
rise. The consignments from the North-Western Provinces were 1,56,121 
maunds more than in the previous year. Tho cotton crop there had sufiered 
from rain in 1884 and 1885 ; but the drouglit during tho latter part of i885 
did much to improve its quality, and in many cotton districts, altliough tho 
crop was not heavier, still it was much finer than in the year 1884. There 
was a decrease of about 6^ per cent, in tho imports of European tu/ist and 
yarn, and of about 11^ in those of tho Indian article. The e.xports, however, 
showed a considerable increase in botii kinds of about lOi per cent. 'Fho 
clearances of European piece-goods show a decline of about 1^- per cent, as 
compared with 188t-85, but of 4^ as compared with 1883-84; while the 
exports show a decrease in value of Rs. 85,24,355, but an increase in quautir.y 
of 7'21 per cent, owing to tho comparative cheapness of Manchester goods. 
Imports of Indian piece-goods show a falling off of 10*77 per cent., but in tho 
export trade there was an increase of 8*64 per cent. Tho supply of indigo carried 
to Calcutta was 33*25 per cent, below tho figures for 1884-85, and tho exports 
also show a decrease of 28*76 per cent, 'rhe quantity of raw jute carried 
to Calcutta was 5*92 per cent, below tho trade of 1884-85, but 15*20 per cent, 
in excess of that of 1881-84. Tho export trade shows with the same compa- 
risons a decrease of 7 and an increase of 12^ per cent, respectively. Gunny- 
bags show an increase of 13*36 per cent, in imports and a slight decrease in 
exports. Tho comparatively plentiful harvests of the year resulted in a general 
increase in tho food-grain traffic, but it still shows a considerable falling off 
when compared with 1883-84. Two krors and 51 Mkhs of maunds wjero 
imported into Caloutta, as against 2 krors 21 lilkhs in 1884-85. So also tho 
exports increased from 1 kror 56 Idkhs to 1 kror 83 Mkhs. Of tho staple 
food grail 1 8 , the only two which show a falling off in price wore wheat 
and the lesser millets, tho decrease being 7*75 per cent, in tho case of tho 
former and 1*08 per cent, in that of tho latter. Under barley the average risa 
in price was 12*89 per cent., under tho best sort of rice 20*08 per cent., and 
under coinmou rice 20*46 per cent. The imports of wheat rose by more than 
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63 per cent, owing to a brisk demand for export by sea. The exports, too, rose 
by nearly 62 per cent., but they wore still 44-33 per cent, below those of 1 883-S4. 
The total imports were nearly 72 Mkhs, and the exports 68 *ldkhs of maunds. 
'I’he import of gram and pulse advanced 4*54 per cent, owing to a demand for 
export to Madras and other ports. Tao exports were almost equal to those of 
1884-85, but they exceeded those of 1883-84 by 2,86,222 maunds, or 22*75 
per cent. Under rice and jiaddy the imports wero 1 kror 40 Mkhs of maunds, 
against I kror and 30 lakhs in 1884-S5. Similarly, tlio exports increased from 
one kror to one kror and five Isikhs of maunds. In the import trade of the 
miscellaneous spring and rain crops there was a decrease of 5-15, and in the 
export trade of 45-53 per cent. ; but in both eases there was still a largo 
increase over the figures for 1883-84. The trade in hides shows an increaso 
of 1*77 per cent, in the imports and of 4-47 in the exports as compared with 
1884-85. As compai-cd with 1883-84, the increases wero 24 ‘45 and 17 per cent. 
re.spoctively. The quantity of foreign salt imported dimini.slied from about 90 
Ifikhs to 87 h'lkhs of maunds, while the importation of indigenous salt was ordy 
332 matmds. The exports of salt from Calcutta decreased from 83^ Mkhs to 
82^- Mkhs of maunds. So also saltpetre allowed a, deidine both in its imports 
and in its exports. Tlio trade in linseed shows a considerable increase, the 
advance being 27*30 per cent, in the imports and 25*64 per cent, in the oxjjorts. 
On the other hand, imports of mustard seed decreased from 38 lakhs of maunds 
to 30^ lakhs, and exports from 30 lakhs to 20^. The sHk trade also showed 
a decline of IS-OG per cent, in the imports and of 1.0*08 per cent, in the exports. 
In the sugar trade there was hardly any fluctuation except in the case of 
imports of undrainod sugar (gur), which decreased by 6-12 per cent. Tea shows 
ail increase of 1219 per cent, in tlio imports and of 7*25 per cent, in the 
exports. Tobacco also showed a considerable increase under both holds. 

The total value of the inland trade of the port of Chittagong again 
showed a large dovclopmont, the amount being nearly 34 lakhs of maunds, 
against 26 hikhs in 1884-85. Tlie trade in raw cotton, gumiy-bags, rice, and 
paddy showed the principal increase, there being a decline in lime and limestone, 
caoutchouc, cotton twist, piece-good.s, jute, ami salt. Country boats vid the 
Megna river carried to and from Chittagmig 21,63,143 maunds of the value i*f 
Rs. 69,92,618. 

The total quantity and value of the traffic carried on the Nadiya riuers 
showed a falling off. The decline in quantity was 9*04 per cent. It was 
principally duo to tlie floods, during the height of which through traffic 
was practically stopped. 

Traffic on the Midnapur and Hijili Canals increased somewhat in quantity, 
but showed a diminution in value. There was a largo increase of 7, 17, .6.50 
maunds of paddy carried on them. Traffic on tiie Orissa Canals also showed a 
considerable decline in value. A portion of the Orissa Coast Canal was opened 
for trade in July 1885, and it carried 3,05,388 maunds, valued at Its. 8,14,561. 

The traffic carried by inland steamers on the Brahmaputra and Upper Megna 
again showed a largo increase. The river steamer companies carried 7 lakhs of 
maunds, and those of the Eastern Bengal Railway 2 Mkhs of maunds more 
tkian in the preceding year. Of goods carried by country boats between Assam 
and Bengal, 71^ Mkhs of maunds, of the vduc of more than 1 kror 82 Mkhs 
of rupees, wero registered. The imports from Assam consisted chiefly of lime 
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unhusked rice, and oranges ; the exports, of cottons, pulses, oils, salt, suj^ar, 
spices, and cocoanuts. 

The gross traffic of Bengal with other provinces carried by rail increased 
from 2 krors and 9^ Idkhs to 2 krors and 90| Idkhs of maunds. The imports 
increased by 44*35 per cent., and amongst these, those into Calcutta show the 
enormous rise of 52*33 per cent. The exports increased by 25*53 per cent. 
'^I'he principal items of increase amongst the imports were raw cotton, cotton 
twist, manufactured fibres, wheat, rice, gram and other food-grains, liquors, 
copper, oils, opium, and ghf, and amongst the exports, coal, cotton twist, Indian 
piece-goods, dyes, manufactured fibres, food-grains, and ghf. In Bengal itself 
the net traffic increased from 4 krors 40-| hlkhs to 4 krors 67| Idkhs of maunds. 
On the State railways the traffic increased from 2 krors 59^ Idkhs to 2 krors 
99y lakhs of maunds. On tho Eastern Bengal Railway alone the increase 
was lb luklis of mairnds : on all tho other State railways, except the Patiul-Gayd 
line, there was also an incrcaso. 

Tho system of registering tho trade of those provinces with Nopal, Sikkim, 
and Bhutan remained substantially unchanged during tho year. 

The total value of the trade was more than 1 kror and 59 lakhs of rujices, 
and showed an increase of 7*11 per cent. The trade with Nepal amounted to 
1 kror and 45 lakhs of rupees, being an increase of 5 lakhs. The pnneipal 
articles imported were — cattle, fibres, vegetables, rice and paddy, other rain 
crops, hides, opium, ghf, saltpetre, linseed, mustard seed, spices, •> timber, and 
silver; and amongst those exported maybe mentioned piece-goods, vegetiibles, 
metals, salt, spices, sugar, tobacco, and manufactured wool. Tho jirincipal 
items amongst the imports from Sibkim were ponies, musk and yak tails ; and 
amongst the exports to that country, hor.ses, ponies, and mule.s, and piece- 
good.s. There was an increase in all these articles cxccj)t musk. The total 
trade increased from 5 lakhs 80 thousand to nearly 11 lakhs 70 thousand 
rupees. Trade with Bhutan has suffered owing to the late commotions in that 
State, but with the establishment of a settled Government a revival of trade; 
may be hoped for. Tho principal decline was in the trade in horses, woollen 
stuffs, madder, vegetables, caoutchouc, ghf, and mu.sk amongst tho imports, 
and in tobacco, sugar, piece-goods, rice, and paddy amongst the exports. 


ROADS AND BUILDINGS. 

There W'as a considerable reduction, of expenditure on Imperial services 
during tho year. Under this head only Ks. 23,096 were spout on military, 
and Its. 5,83,575 on civil works. The coiTcsponding figures for lust year 
were Us. 1,53,405 and lls. 11,02,082 respectively. The chief Imperial work 
completed was tho office for the Director-General of Post-offices. 

Tho tf)tal Provincial outlay amounted to Us. 27,20,052, or almost the 
same as last year. The principal buildings completed were the Jessor Collec- 
toratc, the Secretariat offices, and tho “ Shrubbery” at Ddrjfling. The Judge’s 
court-houses at Maimansingh, Farldpur, and I’abna were under construction. hV*r 
tho Police Department a new District Superintendent’s office was built at Barfsal. 
A portion of the Chemical Laboratory in the Medical College was converted 
into a Icctvire theatre, and good progress was made in tho now building for the 
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Motfhcirf school. For tho Medical Department a laboratory for microscopic 
investigations was built in the compound of the General Hospital, Calcutta, and 
l\alf tb^ buildings of tho Swarnamayi Hostel for lady medical students were 
completed. , Amongst improvements in communications may be noted the 
Son 'Causeway, the works on which were continued, and which was expected 
to be completed during 1886-87. An iron girder bridge was erected on the 
Ganges-Darj/ling Road, and the consolidation of metal on the first section 
outwards of the Rdncbi-TIajtsiribsigb Rfiad was bnisbed. Fair jirogress was made 
■vsitli the Bbagalpur water- works, wbicli will bo completed, it is hoped, cai-ly 
in 1887. The port water-supply works at Chittagong were completed. A 
new light-house on Shortt’s Island, at tho mouth of tho Damra, was commenced. 
Tho net profit on the Sfbpur workshops was Rs. ;il,4^t7. At tho Bardkhar 
Iron-works the outturn of pig-iron was 5,825 tons, Tliis was nearly all cither 
sold or utilised in tho factory. Tho numht^r of miscellane<ms castings shows 
a steady increase. Among other articles may, ho nn'.ntioned jdouglis and rice- 
howls, for which a steady demand is springing u]). The prima'pal manufac- 
tures AVt.TC slecipers and jaws for tho Xorth-Western Provinces. 


Considerahlo expenditure was incurred in eai’rj’ing out repairs rendered 
necessary by earthquakes ami floods. At Rerliampur an oartlujuako cost nearly 
nine thousand riqiees. '^Plie brick-factory at Akra was flooded in Juno. In 
the same mouth tho subdi visional residence at .Tahanabad in Bardivan collapsed 
after excessive rain. The Si'ptember floods did great damage to tho Calcutta 
and Jessor foad and elsewhere, while tho Orissa cyclone in tho same month 
sevendy damaged a portion of the Orissa ^’runk Road. 


IRRIGATION. 

The total capita! outlay on irrigation works not charged to revenue 
amounted up to tho end of the year to Rs. 5,09,86,909, being more by 
Rs. 0, OH, 487 than tho corresponding figures of the previous y'*ar. These 
figures include loss by exchange for tho first time, this item luiving bet a 
hitherto treated as an indirect instead of as a dir-oct charge. 

Tho revenue account <»f the canals shows Rs. 15,84,935 a.s gross receipts 
and Rs. 11,53,416 as working expen.sos; tho net revenue was thci’oforo 
Rs. 4,31,519, which is more than three times that of tho previous year and 
more than four times that of 1883-84. This is almost entirely duo to tho 
groat advance made in the Son canals. On the other hand, the Local Govern- 
ment was responsible to tho Supremo Government for a sum of Rs. 22,60,610 
as interest on direct capital outlay, so that the net loss has been Rs. 18,35,091, 
as against Rs. 20,84,803 in the jneceding year. 

In tho Orissa Circle the expenditure wns Rs. 9,92,922, or Rs. 2,85,788 
less than in tho preceding year. Tho principal works completed during tlie 
year were tho Gobri Canal extension, at a total cost up to date of Rs. 4,45,630, 
and the Patanmndi Canal, at a total cost of Rs. 9,32,640. For the latter 
protective works are still required, and much damage w'as done in August 1885 
by tho sudden collapse of an escape. In this circle tho cyclone of September 
1885 also did considerable damage to an extension of tho Kendrapard Canal. 
The total loss in this circle duo to this cause is approximately estimated at 
Rs. 61,000. Tho length of canals for irrigation and navigation is the same as 
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last year, but the distributaries have been increased by miles. The area 
irrigated increased from 57,372 to 71,955 acres, and the water-rates show 
an increase to the extent of Rs. 55,597. The tollage receipts increased tp 
Rs. 64,407, or about Rs. 10,000 more than last year. The total revenue 
increased from Rs. 1,43,585 to Rs. 2,07,350, and the working expenses from 
Rs. 3,15,737 to Rs. 3,42,577, leaving a net total deficit of Rs. 1,35,227, as 
against Rs. 1,72,152 of the previous year. 

In the South-Western Circle the total oxnondituro continues to show 
steady decrease. In 1883-84 it was Hs. 23,39,352, in 1884-85 Rs. 19,89,002, 
and in the year under report Rs. 17,84,790. On the Midnapur Canal the 
capital expenditure has been up to date 82^ htkhs, of which Rs. 10,062 
represent tliis year’s expoudituro, as against Rs. 21,072 of 1884-85. Tlio net 
j)rofit of the year under review, Rs. 52,624, was higher than in any year since 
1881-82. The collection of water-rates shows only Rs. 69,972 outstanding, as 
compared with more than a lakh in the preceding year. Tho navigation returns 
exliibit a steady development, especially in through traffic. The Ilijili Tidal 
Canal has suffered severely from the deposition of silt, and it X’cquircs remodel- 
ling, for which a project, costing Its. 10,39,571, has been submitted to tho 
Government of India. This canal is the connecting link between the river 
Iliiglf and tho Oris.sa Coast Canal, and the development of traffic on the 
latter depends gi*eatly on tho efficiency of tho I’idal Canal. During tho 
present year it showed a profit of only Rs. 3,846. It wa^ hojxed that 
the Orissa Coast Canal .would have been fully opened for traffic in July 1886, 
but this hope lias not boon fultillod. Tho cause of delay was tho cyclone 
of September, already mentioned, which not only did consiilcrablo damage to 
certain portions of the canal, but, by destroying cattle and vegetation over 
a largo tract, gave rise to epidemic disease and brought the work almost to 
a standstill. In working tho Orissa Canal, so far as it was completed, there 
was a net loss of about Rs. 16,000. This was tho first year in which a revenue 
account for it was opened. In the Calcutta and Eastern Canals tho capital 
expenditure now stands at Rs. 51,59,067, and tho net profits wore Rs. 2,92,737. 
These canals are thoroughly remunerative. Rs. 77,668 were spent in keeping 
the Nadiya rivcr.s open for traffic during the dry season, and tJio profit was 
Rs. 1,06,113. It is satisfactory to note that tho profit on this work is steadily 
increasing. The Rhagfrathf alone was kept open for traffic, whilst on the 
Matubhangsi and Jalangf arrangements wore made to supply tho people 
inhabiting tho hanks w’ith drinking-xvater. On tho Eden Canal, amongst 
other works, a new supplementary channel was completed. Rs. 46,938 were 
spent on this canal, for which no capital or revenue accounts are kept, and 
which is intended chiefly for tho supply of drinking-w'atcr. At tho same 
time more than 56,000 acres of land were irrigated from it, and still more 
would have been so had not iirigation been stopped by order of Govern- 
ment. On agricultural works R.s. 3,63,139 were expended. The Sarpai 
drainage works arc progressing favourably, tho excavrition of tho river having 
been tini.shcd. Lust year it was stated that tho works for tho Balli lihfl had 
been completed, and it was expected that tho whole of tho bhil would soon 
be under cultivation. This hope ha.s boon realised, for during the year under 
report it was covered with an unusually rich rico crop. Unfortunately this first 
ciH<p was destroyed by tho unprecedented flood of tho Nadiyil rivers. The 
Howrah dminago works have been completed with the exception of two 
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embankments. It is satisfactory to know that they have well stood the test of 
the unusually heavy rainfall of 1885. The floods of August, referred to under 
the head of Economic Condition of the People, may here be noticed as having 
breached the^ Murshiddbtid embankment and inundated 2,800 square miles of 
country. The cyclone of September 1885 also did considerable damage; but if 
the storm-wave had not been partially stopped by the bank of the Orissa Coast 
Canal, the loss of life and crops would have been much greater. 

On the Soi Canal system the outlay on capital account was Rs. 1,00,701, 
making up the total direct charges against capital account to Rs. 2,48,61,348. 
The net revenue was Rs. 5,10,270, or nearly double that of the previous year ; and 
this was so, although there was a slight decrease in the acreage irrigated. I'he 
total area irrigated was 333,132 acres, as against 356,577 in the previous 
year. No addition was made to the number of miles of navinablo or branch 
canals, but 19 miles of distributaries were completed, ^’ho collections of water- 
rates have shown a marked improvement, being f},bout two lakhs more than in 
the preceding year, and one lakh and throe quai'tcrs more than the annual 
demand. The outstanding balance was about four lakhs, as against about seven 
h'tkhs at the end of 1881-85. The Sfiran Canals are now completed, and the 
capital account has been closed. It shows a total caj)ital expenditure of 
Rs. C,C9,23<). In the revenue account the receipts were Rs. 41,143, and the 
expenditure Ils. 22,751, leaving a net revenue of Rs. 18,392. Last year there 
was a loss of about Rs. 15,090. The Tour Canal has been transferred to 
Government, .and is now known as the Madhubanf Canal, the change of name 
being pno of the conditions of transfer. It bus cost the Government Rs. 60,020. 


RAILWAYS. 


Owing to financial pressure little could bo done in the way of opening 
neiv lines during tlic year. The policy which was adopted was rather the 
concentration of expenditure upon nearly coiuplctod sections tlian the extension 
of work over new pi'ojects. The railways of all kinds within these provinces 
arc the (1) East Indian, ^2) Patud-Gaya, (3) Tdrakeswar, (4) Eastern Bengal, 
(5) Hongal Central, (01 Dacca, (7) Nortliern Bengal, (8) Kauniyd-Dharld, 
(9) Tirhut, (10) Bengal and North-Western, (11) Darjfling-Himalayan, (12) 
Deogarh, (13) NalluUi. Tne total mileage of these is now 1,948, showing an 
increase of about h7 miles only. 


During the past five years the provincial railway accounts have shown 
a steady increase in the receipts, which in the year under review amounted to 
45 Idkhs. Working expenses, however, increased at a still more rapid rate and 
amounted to 31 lakhs, so that the not ree.cipts have only maintained a steady 
average position. The increase in working cost is duo to heavy renewals of 
sleepers on the Northern Bengal and Tirhut State Railways. This renewal 
will be completed in the former railway in 1887-88, and iu the latter a year 
earlier. In addition to this, it has boon found necessary to relay the Northern 
I3engal State Railway with steel rails. 

During the year an important change in the police arraagemcnts of the 
various State railways has been carried out. For the future the ordinary police 
will bo relieved of the watch and ward of goods in transit and in charge of the 
railway. The railways now appoint their own men for this purpose, while tlie 
Police Department are rc.«ponsible for maintenance of the law and order. 
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Regarding? prouincial railways, tlio PatnA-GayA has boon one of the most 
succossful. It is worked by tho East Indian Jlailway Company, and its not 
receipts were Rs. 2,45,710, giving a jirofit of Rs. 90,041 to this Govomraent. Tho 
Dacca State Railway made good progress during tho year, some 75 miles having 
been added to the 10 o])ou last year. Not being completed, however, tho line was 
worked at a loss of Rs. 57,347. The gross receipts of the Northern Bengal State 
Railway were larger than they have ever been before. Tho net receipts wore 
about 8\ lakhs, which left a ])rofit of Rs. 17,293 to Bengal. Tho KAuniyA- 
DliArlu lino, which, as explained in last year’s repoi’t, has no interest to pay on its 
capital, showed a decrease in its gross receipts, which is attributed to reductions 
made both in passenger and on goods rates. The not recei})ts were Rs, 19,017, 
against Rs. 31,217 last year, the whole of whi(4i is ju’ofit to Government. 'I'ho 
Assain-Bchar State Railway, which is intended, when completed, to connect 
the North-AVestern Provinces, Bchar, and Bengal with Dhubr/, the nearest 
station of Assam on tho Brahmai)utra, made good jwogress during tho year At 
present it is in disconnected sections. At the end of the year on tho Assam-Behar 
section tho lino was in running order from Alanihari to Kasha, a distance 
of 37-^ miles, while on the 'rirhilt section 14 miles were ready for general traffic 
and a further distance of 6 miles comi)lctcd sufficiently for goods traffic at 
slow speed. The Gandak bridge approaches completion, and it is hoped that 
it will bo fini.shed before tho end of 18HG-87. On the Tirhiit State Railway tho 
gross receipts were Rs. 12,80,258, and the net rcccij)ts Rs. 3,04,074, or about 
Rs. 80,000 more than last year. This left a reduced loss to the Bengal 
Oovermnent of Rs. 2,27, 2S7, as against 3 hikhs of last year. 'TIkj iinjjrovemcnt 
in the receii)ts is attributed to a large reduction in the 3rd class pa.ssenger fai’es. 
'I'lic Nalluiti State Railway, which is on a four-foot gauge, was worked at a 
reduced rate of speed during .the year. The gross receipts were Rs. 78,803, 
and net receipts lls. 7,703. Tho net loss to the Pi’ovincial G overnment was 
Rs. 0,124. 


The imperial Railways in this province arc tho East Indian and JOasfern 
Bengal. Thefonner is the pi’ 02 )Crty of the lm 2 )crial Government, but is worked 
by a Com 2 )any, and the Provincial Government has no direct connection 
with it. The only extension on this lino was the Digha Ghat branch, 5.^ 
miles in length, connecting the main line with the river Ganges, and thence 
by ferry with tho Bengal and North-AVe.stern Railway. The most im2)ortant 
new work in 2 n'Ogress was the new lliiglf bridge, intended to connect this 
line with the Eastern Bengal Railway. It is ho 2 )(jd that this im 2 )ortant work 
will be very .shortly finished. The number of 2 >Jis-‘’cngcrs carried shows a 
steady increase, being 11,240,588 during the calendar year 1885. There 
Avas, however, a slight decrease in 2>a«scD{i‘cr recei 2 >ts, Tho gi’oss earnings 
Avere Rs. 4,03,80,914, and the net 2 >rofit Rs. 3,00,35,070. Out of this the 
Government share of sur 2 jlus 2 >rofits Avas Rs. 05,18,010, and tho Com 2 }any’s 
share Us. 10,29,503. More than one-third of the earnings was in goods traffic, 
Avhich show.s a sub.stantial increase both in amount carried and in receipts. 
Tho Eastern Bengal Railway, Avhich includes the old Calcutta and South-Eastern 
Railway, is under the Director-General of llaihvays, and tho Bengal Govern- 
ment is only interested in it financially to tho extent of above Rs. 1,30,000. 
T'his Railway Avill 2 irobably soon become a 2 D’ovincial one. Many im 2 Jortant 
ira 2 )roveinents are being carried out u 2 >on it. Tho net revenue during the year 
Avas Rs 12,00,429. 
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riio Tarakcswar, Central, Bengal and North-Western, Diirjning- 

Himalayan, and Deogarh Railways, are aashted lines. The Tdrakoswar lino was 
wprkcd by the East Indian Railway, and gave a 7 per cent, dividend for tho 
year 1885. Jt is hence a financial success. 'The Bengal Central is ■\v<)rkod by 
tho Rastom Bengal Railway. Tho gross earnings for 1885 wore Rs. 5,35,35:j, 
and tho working expenses Rs. 5,27,110. The earnings show a slight increase.’ 
llio smallness of tho prolits are explained by competition with boat traffic 
and by the severe floods of 1885, which caused thti line to bo broken between 
the 1 3th September and the 25th October. Tho Bengal and North-'Vestern 
Railway has only 92?^ miles within tho boundaries of this province. The total 
not earnings of this lino daring 1885 were Rs. 5,80,*20(). On tho Diirjding- 
Ilimalayan line tho total outlay of tho Company np to the end of 1885 was 
Rs. 26,77,718, and tho poreontago of eai’iiings to capital Avas 5‘08. d’ho small 
Deogarli Railway gave a dividend of .5 2 »or cent, daring 1885. Tho Alipur Coal 
Comj)any’s siding on tho East Indian Railwaj', bitjierto called the Khaivabad- 
Rujjnarainpnr Railway, was eom])lct.cd during tho ycjir. S(!Voral survey's, Avhich 
last year Avero in a more or less advanced stage, remained this year in abeyance. 
The J3cnares-Cutta«;k-Purf Iinpcsrial Raihvay survey Avas continued through tho 
year, and Avas expected to bo closed by tho end of tho rains of I860. 


TELEGRAPH AND POST OFFICES. 

There lia» been during tho year a considerable extension of telegraphic 
facilituis in these lU’ovincos. Three hundred ami thirty-nine now miles of telc- 
grui)h lines AA'oro erected, making a total of 5,109 miles oj)on at tho end of 
1885-86. Sixty sevon offices Averc oi)cned and 5 closed, so that there wore 530 
ojAcn at the end of the year. The number of messages de.«patched from 
Government offices avus 395,312, showing an increase of 50,203 over that 
of the previous year. 'I'lio Indian share of tho collections on account of 
these messages Avas Rs. 6,07,223. 

During tho )’oar 41 post-offices were converted into combined post and 
telegraph offices^ and one was closed, leaving a not total of 100 of these offices 
open at tho end of tho year. Sixty-four thousand three hundred and 
seventy-tAvo messages, of a value of Rs. (>8,724, Averc despatched from them. 
The expenses were Rs. 22,-' 08, and tho not balance of income ov'cr expenditure 
Rs. 45,856. 

Tho postal system was also considerably developed. Tho post-offiees 
increased from 2,021 to 2,104, the letter-boxes from 4,369 to 4,582, the 
postmen from 1,507 to 1,544, and the village jwstmen from 1,836 to 1,932. 
An addition of 410]^- miles Avas made to the length of 2 ) 08 tal Hues, zuminduri 
and imijorialj raising the total length to 24, 190 J miles. 

The increase in post'll business was very large. Tho total number of 
letters, post-cards, newsjjapers, packets, parcels, luonoy’- orders, and Indian 
postal notes increased to 55,038,438, or by 5-88 per cent. Value payable articles 
increased by 26 jier cent., and tho value of money-orders issued rose from 
Rs. 2,50,84, 124 to Rs. 2,9 1 ,56,632. Tho value of telegraphic money-orders issued 
increased from Rs. 67,851 to Rs. 1,76,587. Tho number of Indian postal 
notes sold, on tho other hand, decreased from 47,749 to 39,574. Two thousand 
one hundred and seventy-three British postal orders wero sold. In tho foavings 
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Bank Department the amount of the deposits was Rs. 6‘t,31,040, and of the 
withdrawals Rs. 40,98,002. The transfer of the District Savings Bank to the 
post-office, which took place towards the close of the year, has contributed in a 
large measure to increase the number and value of the transactions The value 
of stock notes sold fell from Rs. 9,450 to Rs. 3,825. On the other hand the 
business of the purchase, sale, and custody of other Government securities rose 
from Rs. 1,75,600 to Rs. 2,17,900. Policies for life insurance were granted to 
servants of the Department to the amount of Rs. 53,250. 

There were Cl prosecutions of postal servants during the year. The most 
serious offence was one of forgery of money-orders to the aggregate value of 
Rs. 5,750. The offenders were arrested and convicted. 

At the close of the year there were 281 post-offices supported from funds 
raised under the Zamindari Dak Act. The total mileage of lines paid from 
the cess was above twelve thousand, and the number of articles which travelled 
■ through the district post was 3,552,154, showing an increase of 15*30 per cent. 


IMPERIAL REVENUE AND FINANCE. 

The actual Imperial receipts increased from Rs. 12,31,59,008 to 
Rs. 12,51,44,784. Tlio major heads were land revenue, opium, salt, stamps, 
excise, customs, assessed taxes, forest, registration, and interest. There were 
considerable fluctuations under all heads during the year. Of those above 
mentioned, all show an increase except salt and excise, which show a loss. 
Altogeth' r nine heads show an inci’ouso of Rs. 38,77,207. Receipts from land 
revenue increased by Rs. 10,30,052 owing to realisation of arrears of revenue 
in the Bardvran Raj estate ; from opium by Rs. 21,66,903 owing to an 
increased quantity (principally of Behar opium) being sold ; from stamps 
by Rs. 1,33,420, due to the introduction of the Bengal Tenancy Act, to the 
extension of the system of levying copying-fees, and to a single item of receipt 
on account of probate of a will ; and from customs of Rs. 2,58,000, duo to a partial 
revival of trade. The other items of increase call for no remark. Four heads 
show a total decrease of Rs. 15,91,491. Of these the principal were salt, in 
which the decrease was Rs. 12,04,251, duo to a considerable falling off in the 
import trade; and excise, in which tlie decrease was Rs. 2,33,703, due partly to 
failure of crops and partly to the reintroduction of the sadr distillery system in 
urban tracts. The actual Imperial expenditure increased from Rs. 3,38,61,44') in 
1884-85 to Rs, 3,43,96,855 in 1885-86. Altogether there was an increase 
of Rs. 10,10,132 and a decrease of Rs, 4,74,717. The chief item of increase 
was opium, in which it amounted to Rs. 8,66,272, due to larger payments in 
consequence of the exceptionally large outturn of the crops. Under the head 
of Police there was an increase of Rs. 44,367, due to larger payments on account 
of State Railway Police ; and under Stationery and Printing of Rs. 60,647, due 
to the purchase of a largo quantity of country paper. About half the decrease 
is only nominal, due to adjustments in accounts. The other items of decrease 
are not of great importance. 

There were during the year, including provident institutions, but exclusive 
of those under the post-office, 53 savings banks. Including post-office savings 
banks the number of depositors was 63,803, as against 58,125 in the previous 
year. The increase was almost entirely in the case of post-office savings 
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banks, the number of depositors in district savin/i^s banks having diminished 
more than half owing to the transfer of the balance of their accounts to the 
foiincr. The balance at credit of depositors at the end of tlie year increased 
from Rs. 90,19,376 to Rs. 1,03,89,280. The system is steadily increasing in 
popularity. • 


At all Bengal treasuries the receipts of currency notes during the 
year amounted to Rs. 3,92,03,350, and the issues to Rs. 3,94,27,270, asrainst 
Rs. 3,08,87,040 receipts and Rs. 3,07,20,935 issues of tho previous y*',ar. There 
has been a steady increase in receipts of currency notes in payment of Govern- 
ment dues. There has also been an increase in the amount of notes received 
from tho public and issued to tlio public as exchange for silver. Tho receipts 
and issues, however, under this head fluctuate, and are regulated by tho efi’ect 
of trade on country produce. 


Tho sale of stock notes has diminished to Rs. 4,937 from Rs. 21,475, 
and tho scheme must be said to have proved a total failure in Bengal. 


PROVINCIAL AND LOCAL FINANCE. 

Including an opening balance of Rs. 12,02,010, the provincial receipts from 
all heads aggregated Rs. 4,39,10,475, against (revised tigiires) Rs. 4,30,70,090 
for 1884-85. • Tho total disbursements increased from Rs. 4,18,77,050 to 
Rs. 4,24,47,781. The balance at the end of the year was Rs. 14,02,091. 

Tho provincial share of land revenue aggregated R.s. 1,29,43,050, as 
against Rs. 1,28,31,920 ; the increase under thi.s head, and under tho Jioad of 
Provincial Rates, being due to the recovery of arrears of rcvcmuc and cess in tho 
Bardwan and Tikari estates. Receipts under the heads of Stamps, ITovincial 
Rates, Asscsseil 4\ixes, Forests, Registration, Jails, IMariiu', hklucation, 
Stationery and Printing, State Railways, and Irrigation Works, showed an 
incrcjnent; tho.se under other heads a decline. The recoi})!.^ from stamps rose 
from Rs. 01,95,010 to Rs. (>0,29,027, due to the introduction of tho Ihaigal 
Tenancy Act, the cxttm.sion of tho .sy.st('m of levying cojjying-fees by moans of 
stamps in lieu of cash, and to a largo item of la'ceijii on account of probate of 
a will. There was a falling off by about 2.’ lakhs under Kxcise, owing partly 
to the reintroduction of the sadr distillery system and partly to the high 
prices of food-grain which prevailed throughout the yeai*. There was an 
increase of about Rs. 81,000 under the head of Stationery and Printing, which 
was duo to a large amount of printing work done for Local Funds and 
IMunicipalitios, to receipts for rent forms under the Bengal Tenancy Act, and 
to one special item of receipt. The above and other items of increase and 
decrease are dealt with more at length under tho various chapters of this 
summary to which they refer. Under tho various heads of expenditure, it may 
bo rfoted that tho decrease under those of Refunds and Drawbacks, Customs, 
and Administration, was duo to special instances of excess expenditure in tho 
year 1884-85. There was an apparent increase under the head of Stationery and 
Printing, due to adjustment for the first time of the profits of the printing work 
done in the Presidency Jail Press to this head by credit to Jail receijjts. Under 
tl*e head of Judicial (Jourts there was an increase of about Rs. 2,72,009, due 
principally to the appointment of additional Judges of tho High Court, tho 
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formation of additional Appellate Benches, and to the appointment of thirteen 
additional MunsifFs throught the province. The other items of expenditure do 
not call for special remark. 

From incorporated local funds, including an opening .balance of 
Rs. 16,01,409, the total receipts were Rs. 03,72,655, and the charges Rs. 44, 32-, 361. 
In these are comprised the District Road Funds and Accounts, the Distiict Post 
Fund, and the Inland Labour Ti*ansport Fund, 'fho excluded local funds include 
twenty-nine funds for Cantonment, Police, Port and Marino, Education, 
Medical and Charitable, Public Works and other miscellaneous special purposes. 
The total receipts of those funds, including an opening balance of Rs. 2,03,794, 
were Rs. 8,0vS,622. The total expcnditiu'e was Rs. 5,36,531. The most itnpor- 
tant was the Bruce legacy mentioned in the report for 1884-85. A scheme 
has been pivparod by the High Court for the establishment and maintenance 
of the Bruce Institution, and arrangements are being made to give effect to the 
scheme.

ROAD AND PUBLIC WORKS CESS. 

During the cess year 1884*85 no change was made in the rates of either 
the road or public works cess, the maximum rates having been levied in all 
the districts in which the Act is in force except in BtikargaiJ, where, as 
hitherto, the road cess was levied at half-rato. The current demand rose to 
Rs. 74,36,830 from Rs. 73,75,097. The increase is said to bo duo to revalu- 
ations and to the valuation for the first time of rent-free holdings. The arrear 
demand increased from lls 12,00,272 to Rs. 15,03,317. in spite of this 
increased gross demand there w'a.s an improvement in the net outstanding 
balance at the end of the year, which fell from Rs. 15,93,981 to Rs. 14,28,031. 

There was a slight increase in the nuniber of certificates under the Public 
Demands Recovery Act filed during the year. From 74,074 the number rose 
to 77,031. In only 420 cases was it found necessary actually to sell the attached 
property. 

Complete revaluations arc in progress in the districts of Cuttack, Purf, and 
Balasor. The revision of the revaluations of Mdnbhum has been completed, 
resulting in an increase of more than Islkhs over the original valuation. In 
four other districts partial valuations were in progress. 

LAND REVENUE. 

On the revenue roll there were 147,008 permanently-settled, 7,764 tem- 
porarily-settled, and 2,950 Government estates, and 24 raiyatwAri tracts. The 
increase in the number of permanently-settled estates was 1,551, which was due, 
as' in former years, to partitions. Including an arrear demand of Rs. 30,13,930, 
the total demand for realisation was Rs. 4,10,17,315. There was a small 
increa.so in the current demand of Rs. 45,693. In former years the annual 
increase amounted to about a lAkh and a half of rupees, and the diminution in 
the rate t)f development is attributed to the greater moderation shown at present 
in enhancing rents and the greater readiness to reduce them whore found excess- 
ive. 'i be collections aggregated Rs. 3,83,91,424. The balance, after deducting 
remissions, w’as Rs. 24,55,880. The percentage of collections to tho current 
demand was 100'94, and to the total demand 93 '53. Tlie remissions amounted 
to the large sum of Rs. 2,00,005. The heaviest remissions of grace occurred in 
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Gayd, Jalpdiguri, Iliiglf, Midnhpur, Cuttack, and B^karganj. The principal 
reasons for granting them were failure of crops, floods, and the Orissa cyclone. 
^ ho balance was Rs. 6,58,050 loss than at tlio closo of tho previous year, which 
fs due to an accidental arrear in tho Bardwdn estate in 1884-85. After allowing 
for this, the’ collections for the year under rojmrt compare unfavourably with 
those of previous years. Tho collections from wards’, temporarily- settled, 
and Grovernment estates wore unsatisfactory ; on the other hand, then was a 
considerable improvement in raiyatwdri tracts. 

• Tho initial registration of proprietary interests in estates and revenuc- 
freo properties was completed in 86 districts, leaving seven districts in which tho 
operations are still ponding, in only one of which is tho work remaining to l)e 
done considerable. The mutations registered wore not considered to fairly 
represent tho number of changes in title which occur; and tho question whether 
judicial or executive action should be taken to ensure a more complete rt;cord 
of such transactions is at present under cemsidoration. 

The sale lauJS were worked generally with moderation and leniency. Only 
1,770 estates wore actually .sold out of 12,4-15 which became liable to sahi 
for default in paying revenue. Th(5 number of estates bought in by Grovernment 
at nominal prices was 148, and these were presumably let go for sale because, 
owing to diluvion and other causes, they could no longer briar the revenue 
assessed. 

The nuhiber of certificates pending was 110,560, against 115,870 in 
ISSl-fiS. There was a considerable increase in tho issue of certificates for tin* 
realisation of water-rates. Tho number of cases in which it was necessary 
actually to sell property diminished from 8,509 in 1H.S4-85 to 6,284 in 1885-80. 

The collections of miscelktneOUS revenue deenrased from Rs. 2,51,827 to 
Rs. 1,91,451, which was duo to tho introduction of a new rule under whicli 
searching and copying fees are realised in stamps instead of in c.ush. l.luring 
the year 526 partitions were offectr.'d, against 502 in the |>rec(M.ling year, 
and it is stated that Avork of this class i.s increasing. 'I’he area of land acquired 
for public purposes was 8,262 acres, for Avhich Rs, 11,42,607 Avero paid as 
compensation. 

The Bengal Tenancy Act canuj into operation on tho 1st November 1885, 
and was therefore in force daring five months of tho ofiicial year. Tin? 
principal work done in revenue offices in connection with tho Act has related 
to tho issue of notices and payment of landlords’ foes on transfers of tenures. 
A petition Avas addressed to Govennnent on the sAibjcct of tho working of 
tho provision that tenants holding at a rent fixed in perpetuity must give notitu; 
and pay a foe to the landlords tln’ough tho Collector on transfeiTing their 
holdings. It is alleged that raiyats not holding at fixed rates adopt this 
procedure, thereby creating evidence Avhich in future may bo accepted as pi’oof 
that they really occupy the privileged position Avhich they claim. It has been 
pointed out, however, that this fear does not rest on any solid foundation. 
There wore 228 cases of appraisement of produce, which occurred principally 
in tho Putnd Division. Tho result has been reported to have been so far 
satisfactory. There were four applications for survey and record of rights, 
• two of which were pending at tho closo of the year. Tho .subject of the survey 
and record of rights in tho lEuzalfarpur district will be found noticed under 
the head of Survey.

BENGAL ADMINISTRATION REPORT. 


[ 1885 - 86 . 


Tho provisions of tho Act on the subject of receipts for rent have 
produced a very immediate and striking effect, and give matter for coranicnt in 
every port of the province. It was part of the enactment on this subject 
that rent receipts shall contain certain stated particulars ; and further, tha't 
if a receipt did not contain substantially the particulars required, it shall 
be presumed, until the contrary is proved, to be an acquittance in full of all 
demands up to date. Such a change affecting every payment of rent through- 
out the province, and tending to bring old disputes to a head, naturally gave 
rise to much trouble and misunderstandings at first. The misunderstandinj^s 
have been already in many cases cleared away, and by degrees only those 
cases will .remain which the law was intended to meet, viz. those in which 
the landlord has been keeping his accounts so as to show a higher rent than 
that which is authorised by law, those in which illegal cesses have been collected, 
and those in which tlu'ough former neglect tlio real rent has never been 
ascertained. On such estates the first effect of the new law may bo to increase 
contention with the ultimate effect of pi'oducing a satisfactory sottlornent. 
Even in these cases, what brings matters to an issue is merely tho insisting 
on the discharge of an obligation which existed umler tho old law and has 
alwa3’s been con.sidered necessary in Bengal —the entry in the receipts of tho 
period in respect of wdiicli rent is paid. This is a ncccssaiy form of honesty 
and fair dealing insisted on in business of every kind; and if its observance 
in transactions between Bengal zanu'ndars and their raiyats cau.ses friction, 
that is the best jaroof that the precaution is nocos.sary cither to clear up 
uiicertaintj" or to prevent fraud. With tho exception of these’diflicultif's in 
regard to notices of transfer and to receipts, the working of the now law 
has not appeared as yet to be likclj’ to be attended by any such disturbance of 
the relations betAVoen landlords and tenants as was apprehended ly some of 
those who were opposed to tlie introduction of tho nioasure. Tho otlnn* 
}>rovisions of tho Act aj>j)ear to bo working .sinoothl}': recourse is being luid to 
tlic sections xvlating to tho appraisement of produce rents and to tho reds- 
tration of improvements, and some applications have been received for tho 
settlement of rents. At present, however, there arc no materials for forming an 
opinion on tho operation of tho more important sections of the law, such as the 
publication of price list.s, tho sale of tcnuix-s sxibjcct to encumbrances, and tlic 
modified procedure for distraint. The real benefits of such a measure as the 
Tenancy' Act arc to be looked for, not in the number of cases in which appli- 
cation may bo made to tho courts to enforce its provisions, but in tho 
peaceful acc(?ptaiice by all classes of tho principles which underlie it, that the 
landlord Is to be secured in tho enjoy^ment of his fair rent, and that tho 
tenant is to be maintained in the possession of his rightful holding. 


CUSTOMS. 

In the j^t'er 1884-85 there was an increase of 6'4 per cent on tho jiot 
cu.stoms rccoiiits owing to larger clearances of salt. Dm*ing tho year under report 
the receipts amounted to lbs. 2,09,53,001, showing a decrease of 3 0 per cent., 
duo to a decline of 11^ lakhs of nqjccs in tho duty from tho same article. 
Excluding the salt duty, there was an improvement in import cu.stoms duties 
of lb's. 02,310, or 4‘8 per cent., owing to larger collections on imported spirits and. 
malt liquors. Export duties rose ly lbs. 2,08,070, or 13’5 per cent., owing 
t(> the recovery of the rice trade from previous depression. 
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• The report on the administration of the Opium Department refers to the 
year 1884-85. This year in most districts of the Bohar Agency the rainfall was 
deficient. In the Benares Agency the season was favourable. In Behar there 
was an increase of net cultivation of 33,683 bfghds, but a decrease in produce 
of 3,758 maunds. In the Benares Agency the net cultivation increased by 6 1 ,40 1 
bfghds, and the produce by 10,964 maunds. Taking, therefore, the two Agencies 
together, there was a net increase of not cultivation by 95,0S4 bfghds and of 
produce b}’ 7,206 maunds. Both not cultivation and not produce wore larger 
than in any previous year. The total produce of the two Agencies amounted to 
1,33,803 maunds at 70° consistency. Complaints have been made by the Behar 
Agent that the pro.apocts of the Opium Department wore being injuiiously 
affected by the competition of other agricultural industries. The matter was 
investigated by the Opium Commission, who’arrivcd at the comdusioii that tiui 
only crops whi(;h seriously (iompeted with pojipy wore potatoes, siigarcano, and 
tobacco, of which the two latter were less profitable than opium, wliilo potatoes 
commanded oidy a small market. There was, therefore, no caust; for alarm. In 
the Behar Ag('ncy the opium as delivered by the cultivators was of remarkably 
high consistency, while the reverse was the case in the Ben tres Agemw. ’I'lie 
balance of aduances made for cultivation ont.stauding Wiis at the end of the 
year 1881 -8o Its. 2<>,753. (.'omparod with the 207 lakhs of rupees ad van ct'd, 
thl.s sum is liolalivoly .small. I’he policy of recovering; the old balances has been 
succfjssful, and tho raiyats onttM- on the now year uiiemharrassed hy outstand- 
ing accounts. In Beliar Rs. 1,11,100 and in the Benares Agency Its. 2(),0()1 
were lout for the construction and repairs of ivells. In .somt^ districts of B >har 
wooden utjucduc.ls or shoots have, been e(jnstructed, which convey water From 
the raiyats’ wells across the canal distrihutary to the po[)[)y-field. The proposes! 
scijojiie of damming up hill streams iii certain di'^lriets with a view to dis- 
tributing their wutcr by means of small cliaimels, and the clVect of growing 
indigo and popi^y on tlui same land, bavc bf'on referred to ibo Director of the 
Agricultural 1 )(‘[)artuient for consideration. Duritig lS8l-8.'>, 1 ,28 1 cases were 
instituted in the Lower Rrovinecs aiul 61 1 in the Norlh-Westitm Provinees and 
Oudh for offences against the opium law, and in the former l,<»ts persons 
and in the latter 58 1 p(.'rsoiis w**ro convicted. No great siiecoss w.ts oblaiiu'.l 
again.st the chit'f culprits — tho dealers in illicit opium. 

With regard to the period From 1st April to JUst October 1S8.'), the opium 
manufactured at the Beduu* Ageiu’.y amounted to 4'4',8<'0 inuiiuds at 75 
consisteney and 2, 122 mauiuls of excise o]>ium. At tho Benares Ag(mcy the 
corre.sponding figure.s were 17,7 10 maunds at 70° consi.st(‘iicy ami 1,000 mauiuLs 
of oxci.se opium. The oxpeiimcutal purchases of Malwa opium for oxeiso 
purpo.ses have been coutinu(;d. Tbrec the usaiul two hundred and three 
maunds of this opium were in .store duidng tho year, of which 700 maunds 
wortj issued as oxci.so opium. This opium is said to be generally appreciated 
in tho Central Provinces, hut is md poi)ular in tho North-Western Provinces. 

Tlio total number of chests of provision opium sold during the oflicial year 
1885-80 increased from 40,008 to 50,904. The total receipts of all kinds from 
opium amounted to Ks. 0,35,76,730, and tho charges to Us. 3,05, 0«, 885. Tho 

‘not revenue increased from Rs. 3,18,00,078 to Us. 3,30,07,854. Tho average 
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price realised per chest decreased from Rs. 1,295 to Rs. 1,234, The accounts 
for 1885-86 liavo not yet been finally closed, and hence these figures for the 
year under review are open to correction. 

SALT. 

The results oC the year 1885-86 as compared with the previous year show 
a decrease of Rs. 12,29,533, or 6 per cent., in the receipts and of Rs. 29,737 in 
the charges. The total receipts were Rs. 1,90,97,482, and the total charges 
Rs. 2,41,714. The decrease in the receipts was general. Under the head of 
Duty it was duo to smaller clearances, and under the head of Rent of Warehouses 
to a reduction in bonding transactions. TJio decrease in the charges was 
chiefly due to smaller refunds of customs duty. 

The quantity of salt in stock at tlio commencement of the year was 
15,41,259 maunds. Dm'ing the year 94,01,468 maunds were imported or 
manufactured, and 9,82,909 maunds remained in stock at the close of the year. 

The importation of salt was confined during the year to the ports of 
Calcutta and Chittagong, and there was a decrease of 6,69,495 maunds. There 
was no importation at Cuttack. Salt importations wore made from tho 
United Kingdom, llambui’g, Bombay, tho Arabian and Persian Gulfs, Italy, 
Port Augustus, the United States, Madras, and Akyab. Tho clearances of salt 
from sliiplioard in Calcutta decreased by P7 per cent., and in Chittagong by 
68 9 per cent. The total quantity cleared from bond amounted to 10,06,624 
maunds, against 21,19,010 maunds in 1884-85. The total import duty on salt 
amounted to Rs. 1,80,30,320, as compared with Rs. 1,91,90,460 in 1884-85. 

The total receipts from excise duty on salt wore Rs. 9,65,087, against 
Rs. 10,11,999 in 1884-85. Salt was manufactured under the excise rules in 
Crissa only. There was an increase of 20,832 maunds in the total quantity 
manufactured. The quantity of tfiis salt sold diminished from 5,01,255 maunds 
to 4,78,749 maunds. Sales decreased in the 24-Parganas and at Balasor, but tho 
largest fall was in Cuttack, which was very probably caused by an illicit 
trade carried on in the district. The Salt Department in Orissa has now been 
transferred to tho control of tho Commi.ssioncr of Salt Revenue, Madras, and 
it is hoped that tho trained supervision to which operations are now subjected 
will stamp out illicit dealings. 


kXCISE. 

The financial results of the year were a decrease of Rs. 4,67,386 in the 
revenue and an increase of Rs. 15,908 in the charges Tho total revenue was 
Rs. 95, 81, .5^3, as against Rs. 1,00,48,969 in 1884-85, and against Rs. 95,96,420 
which was tho annual average between 1880-81 and 1884-8.5. The revenue 
decreased under every head except charas, sidhi, miijum, chandu, and miscel- 
laneous ; but the great reduction was in the item of country spirits, which alone 
accounted for Rs. 3,44,094 of tho decrease. This decline in the revenue 
derived from country spirits was universal throughout tho province, tho largest 
falling off occurring in Calcutta (Rs. 1,23,285), GayiC (Rs. 79,987), Putod 
(Rs. 72,860), and Bhagalpur (Rs. 59,994). The decrease in Calcutta was duo 
to local causes, elsewhere it is attributed to bad harvests and the substitution 
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of central distilleries for outstills. The changes carried out last year, on 
the recommendations of the Excise Commission, would naturally at the outset 
have an unfavourable effect on the revenue from outstills in some places ; but 
there can l:»p no doubt as to the wisdom of maintaining the outstill system in 
rural tracts, though the extension of this system to some urban areas resulted 
in an artificial increase in the revenue, accompanied by serious defects in 
administration. A return to the method of direct control in large towns is 
advisable in the interests of good government. The revenue from the sale of 
rjim fell from Rs. 98,707 to Rs. 77,001. Rum of local manufacttiro is being 
superseded by foreign rums and cheap brandies; nevertheless the revenue 
from licenses for the sale of imported spirits and wines fell by about 
Rs. 10,000. There was a decrease of Rs. 15,816 in the revenue from tor/, 
and of Rs. 8,276 in that from pachwah — price of rice, the raw material 
from which it is made, being attributed as the chief cause of the decline of 
revenue derived from the latter. Owing to ^a rather short crop of QQnjct the 
prices of the drug were considerably enhanced, which resulted in a decrease 
of Rs. 40,973 in the total revenue derived from it. There was a decrease 
in consumption, and consequent decrease in revenue by Rs. 25,051 in the 
case of opium. By far the largest decrease occurred in the Chittagong district, 
where consumption had for years shown an increase without any proportional 
increase in the amount levied from license-fees— a fact which pointed to 
extensive smuggling into Burmah. During the year, however, more active 
measures were adopted to prevent illicit dealings, with the re.sult tliat while 
the quantity passed for (jonsumption was reduced by 33 maunds, the reduction 
in license-fees was only Rs. 1 10. 

The number of arrests for offences against the excise laws was 4,122, or 
about a hundred less than in the preceding year. Tho nximber of convictions 
was 3,583, against 3,576. 

STAMPS. 

No change was made during tho year in the stamp law, in the descrip- 
tions of stamps used, or in tho system undei’ whicli th(*y were supplied to tho 
publi<!. Non-judicial impressed sheets of the value of four annas, for use in 
realising copyingfees, were first i.s.sucd in November 188.5. The introduction 
of tlujso stamp.s has I'educed tho rnanufactiu-ing cost by one-half. Having I'ogard 
to the economy thus effected, tho que.stiou ha.s been raised vvhethcr a similar 
description of paper should m^t be used for other non- j udicial stamp.s of small 
value, from which a saving of Rs. 50,000 a year w'ould result. Tlie question i.s 
now under the cou.sideration of tho Government of India. Tho question of 
the reduction of the stamp duty on policies of insurance other than life and 
marine, and on re-insurances, w'as considered during the year. The duty on 
jmlicies of re-insurance has been fixed at one rupee, irrespective of the amount 
of the policy ; but the proposal to reduce tho rates on short-term policies is 
still under consideration. Three rulings of importance in regard to .stamp law 
wore laid down. It was held by the High Court that deeds of dower, or 
kdhinndmahs executed on tho occasion of marriages between Musalrnjius, .wore 
subject to stamp duty as a bond. Tho Government of India has, however, 
exempted this class of instruments from the payment of stamp duty. Tho Board 
lield that each of a number of persons executing a power- of- attorney authorising 
one or more agents to act on behalf of them in their joint and several intere.sts 
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should pay a separate stamp duty, to be calculated according to the number of 
persons autlionsed to act. With this ruling tlio High Coiu’t agreed. In another 
case tlio High Court decided tliat a deed conven ing a tea estate from certain 
persons as private indivitluals to tliemsolves as a limited company should bo 
stamped as a cony<‘yance ehargt'ablo witli mi valorem duty on the par value 
ol the shares and debentures. 

TIjo gross revenue collected under the Stamp Act and Court-fees Act 
amounted tolls. l/S'2,dS,0l(i, showing an increase of Us. 2^66,832 compared with 
the realisations of the previous year. The increase under the Stamp Act alonh 
amounted to Ivs. 1 and the revenue under this head is tlio largest that 

has been obtained since the introduction of the Act. Tliere was a comparative 
dt'crease in the charges under the Stamp Act, so that the net revenue increased 
by Rs. 1,21,988. The total charges aggregated Rs. (>,25,992, and the total net 
revenue was Rs. 1,20,32,051:. The increase in the safe of stamps amounted to 
Rs. 1,40,775; but of this amount only Rs. 2,432 represented the increase in 
sales of non-judiciul stamps, the balance being due to sales of judicial stamps. 
With regard to non-judicial stamps, in impressed sheets the collections showed 
an increase of Rs. 2,001. The sale of impressed labels, which is limited to 
Calcutta, amounted to Rs. 6,67,237, showing a decrease of Rs. 22,080. Tlie 
decrease under this liead would, it is said, have boon much greater but for 
the stamping of the conveyances of certain tea estates under the ruling of the 
High Court already referred to. The sale of receipt stamps increased from 
Rs. 1,86,046 to Rs. 2,08,125. There is still, however, room for improvement 
in this branch of the revenue, and it is hoped that the extended use of the 
post-otlice for the sale of these stamps will tend to diminish the evasion of the 
law, which is now common. Thex’o was a considci’able decline under the head 
of foreign bill stamps, owing to tlio fact that remittances are now more 
freriuontly made by telegraphic transfer. The receipts from the sale of hundi 
stamps amounted to Rs. 86,862, against Rs. 79,509 in the previous year. There 
were no other variations of importance. The revenue from judicial stamps, 
exc'usive of starnp.s for copies, increased from Rs. 89,53,519 to Es. 90,44,963. 
Tlie proceeds of the sale of .stamps for copies amounted to Rs 4,64,326, being 
12’8 per cent, in excess of the receipts duidng the previous year. 

There was a slight increase in the number of cases in which penalties 
wore levied, but the amount of duty and penalty realised decrea.scd. There 
was some increase in the number of prosecutions under the Act, and their result 
was satisfactory. 


LIOENSE-TAX. 

No change was made in the law under which the license-tax is collected. 
The assessing offtcers visited 26,232 villages, including 580 streets, in Calcutta. 
OtHcers otlicr than assessors also visited a considerable number of villages. 
There was an increase of 352 in tlie number -of assessees, and the total number 
assessed was 09,882. One person in every 951 of the population paid the tax, 
and the average incidence was Re. 1 to every 46 persons. The incidence was 
highest in Calcutta and lowest in Singbhum. The grosS demand was 
Rs. 17,73,430, tlio net collections Rs. 14,29,120, and tlie balances, allowing 
for rt'iuissions and refunds, amounted to Rs. 7,005. Tlio bulk of the balances 
was, as usual, irrecoverable. The number of objections lodged was 18,078. In 
11,258 cases the original assessments were uphold, in 2,204 they were modified 
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by the transfer of the objector to a lower class, and in 5,215 eases the assess- 
ments wore cancelled. Of persons originally assessed, 24*7 per cent, objected, 
^against 25*4 in 1881-85. The net receipts from the tax fell off in 22 districts 
and increased in the remainder. Flood.s, bad harvests, and general depre.ssion 
of trade, arc the principal causes assigned for tlic decrease. 

The license-tax has from the beginning of tlie current year been replaced 
by the income-tax, and the year whose transactions aro now recorded is tho 
last of tho operation of tho former impost. A brief history oi tlio pliases tlirough 
which tho license-tax lias passed since the year 1878-79 will bo found in the body 
of this report. 'I'ho annexed map shinvs the incidence of tho tax per head 
of population in each district of these provinces during tho year lS85-8(i. 

VITAL STATISTICS. 

A .slight improvement was made in tile ^registration of vital statistics 
during tho year 188.3. Tho recorded birth-rate rose from 2.1 15 1 to 21*71, and 
tho <leath-rate from 20*8,3 to 22’74. JMany ca.sualtics caused by the cyclone and 
storm- wave in Orissa have, it is said, found no place in the year’s statisticis 
owing to there being no persons to record them ; the chaukfdars having 
peri.shed Avith tin; inhabitants. It is estimated that in ( )ri.ssa alone about 
5,000 person.s must have perished, and no record of their death has been kept. 

i9/Vf As were registered in 40 towns with a total population of 1,001,577, 
and in these 41,133 children were reconled as born. Within tho area in which 
registration of deaths is can it'd on the population is c.stimated .at 00,103,884 
persons. Among thc.so the deaths repm-tod amounted to 1,504,745. Several 
municipalities have already taken over tho work of registnition from tho hands 
of tho police, and much of the improvement in the returns of the year is 
attrihuted to this cause. Chohu’u prcv.ailed with greater severity during tho 
year under report. Tho recorded deaths numbered 2*02 per millo, against 
2 03 in 1884. Deaths from small-pox fell by ono-lialf, but fever proved more 
fatal ilian in any year within the past decade. Fui’ther particulars will be 
found under tho head of Sanitation. 

In Calcutta the birth-rate during 1885 was 29*3, and tho death-rate was 
exactly the .same. Tho number of births registered was 8,358, as compared 
w ith 8,290 in 1884. Tho highest rate of births was 49*5 amongst tho mixed 
raeo.s, while Hindus show a rate of 20*3, non-Asiatics of 10*1, and ftlusalnulns 
of 10*0. Tho death-rate of the Euroj)can population of tho port was 23*0, or 
nearly one-half of what it was in 1884; that of the native floating population 
was 4 per millc. There was a great decrease in tho moi'tality from cholera in the 
port during tho year. 

In a total non-military population of 3-3,829 iu Bengal cantonments Iho 
recorded d(;ath-rato was 21*49 per millo. 


EMIGRATION. 

The review of emigration to the colonics has hitherto been mado for tho 
fmancitd year; for tho futuio it will bo mado for tho calendar year. Tho 
• present review deals only Avith the operations of the last nine months of 1885. 
Tho review of inland emigration Avill deal Avith the whole of the same 
calendar year. 
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With regard to colonial emigration, the new Act XXI of 1883 did not 
oome into force pending the final approval of the draft rules. These were 
under consideration during the year, and, after consultation with the Agents 
of the various Colonial Governmonts, finally came (with the new Act) into 
force on the 1st April 1886. 

The year was markod by a striking falling off in the demand for Indian 
labourers. Instead of ten colonies, as last year, only throe — British Guiana, 
Trinidad, and Fiji — sent requisitions for coolies, and tho two first for a smaller 
number. Altogether, requisitions wore made for only 6,430 coolies, against ah 
average of 14,734 in tho four preceding years. The falling off is attributed 
to the declining state of tho sugar industry, and, in Jamaica, to the introduc. 
tion of representative legislation. Fiji is the only colony in which tho 
demand for immigrants has increased. The Lower Provinces of Bengal now 
head the list as supplying tho largest number of emigrants, instead of the 
North-Western Provinces, as fortnorly. This is tho case whether wo count tho 
numbers by the place of recruitment or by tho native district of tho recruits. 
The change is attributed principally to dearness of food in Bengal and Behar. 
The districts from which natives emigrated in tho greatest numbers wore those 
of South Behar and Ghazipur. Gayd, Shdhdbdd, and Patnd head tho list. 
Of the 6,884 emigrants who actually embarked, tho men numbered 3,502, 
the women 1,6G0, and tho children 822. Four hundred and eighteen of all these 
were emigrants who had previously returned to India from tho colonies. In 
the great majority of voyages tho health of tho emigrants was fair. Returned 
emigrants numbered 4,077, who brought back with them savings amounting to 
more than 4 lakhs of rupees. Those returning from British Guiana brought 
home most, their savings averaging something over Rs. 250 each. Tho death- 
rate on one return voyage from Guadeloupe reached so high a figure as 9-87 
percent, of the whole number on board. Tho explanation given for this 
and for similar previous voyages from the same colony — the feeble health of 
many of the passengers — ^seoms to indicate that the country is not one in which 
Indian coolies thrive. 

With regard to inland emigration during 1885 five contractors, employing 
147 recruiters, registered 4,398 emigrants and dependants ; while 1,743 
garden- sarddrs certificated under tho Act registered 12,006 — 0,297 vid 
Dhubrf and 5,709 vid Godldnda. There were, therefore, 16,404 emigrants thus 
recruited — a large diminution from tho 31,286 of tho previous year. Tho reason 
for this is no doubt the great development of tho system of “ free ’* or assisted 
emigration, under which the emigrants are not registered, and of which the 
statistics are imperfect. Six recruiters’ licenses wore cancelled during tho year. 
No cases of misconduct were reported among garden-sarddrs. At the Calcutta 
•depots there arrived 4,249 contractors’ emigrants. The year was a fairly 
healthy one in the depdts, the mortality having decreased from 0‘60 per cent, 
to 0-31. Five deaths- from cholera occurred,* and two from diarrhoea and 
dysentery. At the Godldnda depOts 3,501 coolies were received. Of tho 
2,543 eoofies who embarked for Assam, only 0*27 per cent, died on tho journey 
— a considerable diminution from tho returns of former years. This decrease 
of casualties is attributed to loss overcrowding among tho smaller number 
of passengers. Amongst coolies conveyed to Cachar and Sylhet by country 
boats, the average mortality has been 5' 10 por cent. It is hoped that this high, 
rate will bo diminished by the now subsidised steamer service opened since the 
close of the year under report. 
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The annexed maps show the various districts whose inhabitants show the 
greatest willingness to emigrate. It will be observed that South Behar and the 
districts of Hazdrib^gh, Birbhiim, Bdnkur^, and the Sant^l Parganas fur- 
nish by far the greatest number of emigrants in proportion to their respective 
populations. Tho inhabitants of South Bohar, however, emigrate in the greatest 
numbers to tho colonies, while those of tho otlier localities mentioned co.ifine 
themselves almost entirely to inland emigration. 


. MEDICAL RELIEF. 

The hsalth of tho town of Calcutta during 1885 shows a slight 
improvement on that of tho previous year, tho general death-rate fulling from 
30’5 to 29‘3. Tho mortality from cholera was 1,G()3 against 2,272 in 1884, 
and was considerably less than the numbers registered in the past four yeai’s. 
On tho other hand there was a large increase of from 1,209 to 1,G55 in tho 
number of deaths from diarrhoja and dysentery.. The mortality from fev'ors 
slightly increased, while there was a large falling off in the number of deaths 
from small'iiox. 


The in-door iiaticnts at tho Calcutta Hospitals numbered 23,803, being 
an increase of 2,170 on the tigui-es for the ju’evious year. (.3»ol(.'ra and small- 
])ox cases show(;d a marked decrease, the increase being ehielly <;onfined 
to fevers, bowel-complaints, and venereal disease. iJiscascs of an astheni (5 t}'))e 
also juevailed ^largely during the year; in tlie Campbell Hospital espectially tlu'ro 
Avas an accession of 1,080 patients, who suffered from disorders generally 
associated Avith failure of A'ital poAA'or. Towards tlu^ end of the }ear there 
Avas a large increase of patients at this hospital, principally duo to distress 
in tho flooih.'d districts and its consequences. Although tlui casi's of cholera and 
diarrlava diminisluid in number, the hospital death-rate under both heads sIioavs 
an inert'ase of 577 and 409 per mille, against 523 and 313 in the jirevious 
year. The death-rate per millo of all cases was 125‘79, against 14(5-7 
in 1884. The results of the surgical operations in the IvTcdical C^dh'ge Hospital 
were more satisfac.toi-y than in the proAdous year. There Averc 394 ojierations, 
of Avliich 30 cases jiroved fatal, against 410 operations Avith 52 deaths in 1884. 
There were six cases of erysipelas during the year, of Avhich three proved fatal. 
I’lie disease on its appt'arance Avas promptly stamped out with complete success. 
It is noAV shoAvn to be completely under control. Tho Eden Hospital continues 
to grow in ])ublic estimation. One thousand five hundred and seventy-five 
women and children Av^ere treated, agaiiust 1,390 in the previous year. Tho death- 
rate in c(mfinemcnt cases, although many patients Avero adjnittc<l in a hopeless 
state, decreased from 29 to 22, although the number of cases was 432, as against 
379 in 1884. The system of nursing established at the Medical College and 
General lIosj)itals under the superintendence of the ladies of the Clcvvcr Sisterhood 
work(5d Avith marked success, and was reported on in tho highest possible terms. 
Tho Licuteuaut-Go\-crnor desires to add his testimony to the valuable services 
which this institution has rendered to tho cause of medical charity in Calcutta. 
The total expenditure for tho year Avas Bs. 4,23, 23G, which exceeds the 
amount oxiiendod in 1884 by Rs. 9,921. Tho net cost to Go\’-ernmont of all 
tho hospitals, including tho voluntary lock ho.spitals, which arc now cntii-cly 
supported by Government, amounted to Rs. 2,71,349, against Rs. 2,70,400 in 
1884. The amount of invested capital rose from Rs. 5,53,1100 to Rs. 5,54,300. 
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Durinj; the year 1885 seven new institutions wore acMed to the 230 
dispensaries under Covcrnmcnt supervision, and four were closed or removed 
from the (Tovermucnt list. At the end of the year there were therefore 233 in 
operation. Twent}'-four Assistant Surft'oons wore roccivod hy transfer from tho 
lin])crial list, and 18 Civil Hospital Assistants w<^re admitted into the service. It 
was pointed out to tlie Govenimont of India that tlie limit of age for tho entrance 
of Assi.stant Siu’y-cons into tho service of Government should ho raised. So louir 
as the limit rt*maint‘tl at 25 years, it pi'essed hard on many of tho best students, 
especially those who connnenced the study of medicine after taking tho degree 
t)f 13a<*lieh)r of Arts. Since the close of the year tho Goverumeut of India has 
irt'dered that the limit of age for the tmtrunc,e of Assistant Surgeons into the 
service of Government in Ihaigal shoidd ho I'aisod to 28 yeai’s. In-door patients 
were received hy 13G dispensaries, as against 132 in the previous year. Tho 
returns show 25,7 GG in door patients, being a slight increase, and 9GG,218 out- 
patients, being a small decrease, on the figures of the prt'ccding year. There 
was an increase of from 14-75 to 15 59 per cent, on the mortality among the 
in-patients. The total income of the dispensari('.s was Ihs. 5,08,G83, of which 
Government contributed lis. 18,G59. Ils. 1G,S72 wore realised hy 8ubscri])(ioTis 
from Kuropt'ans, and Rs. 1,()G,1S4 hy subscriptions from nati-.-es. The total 
expenditure was Rs. 4,71,94-2, and the cash balance at the close of the year 
Rs. 3G,740. 


There wore 919 persons in the five native lunatic asylums on tin? 1st 
January 1885. During the year 214 pensons were admitted and lo n^-ad nutted ; 
93 were di.scharg('(l cured, 2G wore made over to the care of fiicaul.--, 4 are 
reported to have been discluirgi;d “ otherwise,” and 73 died. There thus remaim-d 
955 persons at the c1o.se of the yeai'. The percentage of recoveries, (tahjulated 
oil the mean daily population, was 9-tS9, a.s against 9 77 in 188 4. Of causes of 
insanity tlie chief wore, as usual, iutcmperaiice and exc-.essive use; of ganja. Nine 
cases only are atlriliuted to hereditary predisposition. Tho total expemliturc' was 
Rs. 8G,171, again.st Rs. 91,G95 in 1884. The average co.st of a lunatic’s daily' 
diet was one anna six pie.s. At the end of the yearthert- wert^29 patients at the 
l-hu-o]>ean Lunatic A.sylum: 13 of them were Euriija-ans, 14 East Indians, and 
2 Armenians. The total expenditure W'us Rs. 19,731, towards which tlu; friends 
of paying patients contributetl Rs. 12,338. 

The number of iu-patieiits treated in tho voluntary lock-hospitals during 
1885 was 41 4, or an increase of 81 on tho figures for 1884. d’here wm-o four 
cantonment lo<-k-hf»spitals — at Daiuijair (Diuajiorc), Darjiling, Jlarrai-kpur, and 
Damdam. Tlu! i-(\sults of these on the whole do not differ materially from those 
.shown in the reports for tlu; preydous year. 

At the Chemical Examiner’s lahoratmy 2,313 analyses were performed 
in 188.'), as again.st 2,7 49 in 188 4. Tho decr(‘a.se of 40G analyses \y'as principally 
in cases of opium, salt, and spirit examined for d(;h;tei-ious adulterations. Under 
tlu; la.sl head a large numbi-r of samj)les had been <;xamim;d in 1884 for the 
E,\<-i.se ( ’ommissiuii. An iiitcre.sting rejiort was furnish(;d on Au.straliau and 
Kashmir yvines. Jt is said that the Ka.slimiT clarets compare most favourably 
with tlu; imported clards ; and wlum wt; an; a«;(piainted with the extent to which 
French wines an; adulterated, it becomes a matter of .surpri.se that our locully- 
maiiulaelui’ed wines are not more largely used. 
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SANITATION. 

. The year under report (1885) was fronerally unhealthy, cholera and fevers 
having prcviiiled to a greater <'xtent than in the ])rcvious year. I'he heavy 
inundations which prev'ailod had effects of a twofold character. On the one 
hand they destroyed the agricultnral outturn wholly or partially, and caused 
heavj’’ loss of cattle, while on the other hand they exercised a great power for 
good by diminishing sickiu'ss in the great majority of the h)caU^ies where 
thyi occurred. 'Phe price of food-grains ranged high, and gave rise to much 
distress, which reacte.d most uixl'avourahly on the public health. 

Recorded deaths from cholera numbered 178,707, the disease being still 
more fatal in its effects than in the ))re<*cding year, for which the ligur(‘s are 
134,421. The ratio per inilhi of population was 2'02, against 2*03 in 1884. 
It was most fatal in Birblnim, Alaldah, l*urf, Rajshahf, Cuttack, and jit 
the largo Hath jatra festival at Puri, and the fair af Sudtigbagh in Alurshidabdd. 
The loealith's affected AV(Te invariably found to bt; in an insanitary condition, 
and the iiihabitauts wex’e fre<|iieutly jxredisposed to disease. The months of 
greatest mortality were March, April, and AEay, but August, exceptionally, 
showed the liighest ligiires of all. This was causc'd by the incidence (jf the 
disease' in the liiliar districts, which ai*o visited most s('V('r('ly in the rainy sea.son. 
The heavy inundations of Scptc'inber greatly rediured the mortality during tin? 
wdnter month .s, Tlie recorded deaths from small-pox fell from 18,537 to 0,8(>3. 
Afore than 75 per cent, of the mortality was amongst infants and children. The 
dis(‘ase^vas most ])revah'nt in tin* towns of Dacca, Bidtia, and Ihiniganj, and in 
some ])arts of Champaran. Feuers ixn'vaih'd to a very lai-gx; extent during the 
year under rtivlew. 'I'lie recorded deaths amounted to 1,042,142, against 0()(),233 
in 1881. The increase is, however, said to be due to improvement in registra- 
tion, and should not Ixe taken as showing that these ])n)vinces are gx'iierally 
getting more fi.'vc'risli. The re<'orded mortality from bOLUel-COmplaints was 
03,808, from injury 2^,050, and from other causes 180,209. 

^’here was improvement in the percentage of municipal income expeinh'xl 
on sanitary worhs, but that expemh'd on roads diminisheil. The towns in which 
the largest jn-oportien of muni<upal income Avas dev(jted to sanitary imixrove- 
inents were? llazarihagh, Dacca, Midnaj/iir, Jessor, and llardAvan. The 
Ilardwdii Avater-works have now been <‘oin])leted, and the same uiay be said 
of the Avater-works at Bhagalpur. Arrangements have been made for improv- 
ing the su])ply of drinking-Avater at several of the stations on the Eastern 
Bengal UailAvay. 


VACCINATION. 

The Vaccination Department continued to work satisfactorily. In addition 
to the areas protected in former years, the Compulsory Vaccination Act Avas 
extended to the Chaltra, AluzalTarpur, Sirajganj, and Arrah municipalities. 
Less resistance is now being (>fferod to vaccination, and during the year many 
of its most powerful opponents were led to accept it. 

The operations performed numbered 1,368,996, against 1,458,296 in tho 
previous year. The decrease is attributed partly to the paucity of unprotected 
subjects in the areas in which the Government agency was employed, and 
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partly to the inefficient manner in which the work was carried on by municipal 
ajjency. The principal increase was in the Ddrjiling and Orissa circles, and the 
principal decrease in the Rtlnchi and Eastern .Bengal circles. The operations 
performed with bovine lymph wore not as successful as in the previous year, 
but the lymph is still favourably reported on. The failure of tho virus is 
attributed to defects in storing it in tubes. 

Rupees 1,60,711 wore expended on vaccination, of which Rs. 76,700 
represents the cost of tho Government operators, Rs. 78,847 the cost of tho 
establishment supervising licensed vaccinators, and Rs. 11,154 the cost of vaccin- 
ators to municipalities. 


EDUCATION. 

The most noteworthy fact in the educational history of tho year was the 
disajipearance from tho returna of the Department, and tho removal from depart- 
mental control, of 15,108 schools and 112,151 pupils This important result was 
tho outcome of a policy according to which tho Government declared that no 
primary school should be recognised as eligible for rewards unless it had been in 
existence for six months, could produce ten pupils, used printed books in its 
ordinary course, and brought to the place of examination attendance and inspec.- 
tion registers properly kept. Owing to the.so circumstances lower primary schools 
within tho cognisance of tho Department diminished from 62,868 to 47,628, and 
the pupils attending them from 1,121,900 to 986,160. In all othm* schools other 
than lower primary, satisfactory progress was made, especially in Engli.sh .schools, 
both high and middle, and in tho upper section of primary schools. Omitting 
lower primary schools, public institutions increased from 7,206 to 7,670, and their 
scholars from 320,941 to 842,120. Private institutions decreased from 2,512 
to 2,234, but their scholars increased from 27,839 to 29,749. This decrease 
was most marked in Sanskrit and in elementary schools, while the incrctiso 
is duo to a large addition to the scholars attending Arabic and Persian schools. 
Taking scholars of all kinds, those recorded as attemding high, middle, and 
upper primary schools increased by 9,886, while those shown as attending lower 
primary schools diminished by 125,436. The total amount expended decreased 
from Rs. 78,15,000 to Rs 76,48,000. The Government expenditure decreased 
by Rs. 90,000 owing to tho reductions effected during the year, and the 
total expenditure by Ks. 1,67,000, owing to the exclusion of tho 15,000 small 
schools already mentioned. The only largo increase in Government expenditure 
was under tho head of superintendence, and it aro.se from increa.so.s of salary 
paid to third-grade Sub-Inspectors, and from tho app'untment of three Assistant 
Inspectors. 

Tho recommendations of the Education Commission have received atten- 
tion from Government, with tho following results. The papers relating to a 
proposal for giving increased aid and support to Sanskrit tols have been 
published for general information. Tho inspection and examination of primary 
schools in situ are being carried out to the utmost extent possible with the 
present limited agency; the iiosition of the subordinate inspecting officers 
has been improved, and additions have been made to their numbers. In 
the field of secondary education tho proposal to establish an alternative 
standard at the Entrance Examination, in the future interests of technical 
instruction, has been referred to tho University. 'J'ho policy of handing 
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over collejres to local authorities is being carried out, and a college under 
private management has recently been opened in Jcssor. A native gentleman 
has been promoted to the superior grade of the Department, and ho has been 
a|!pointod to officiate as Inspector of an important circle. Tne education of 
Musulmans has received careful attention ; and sanction has been accorded 
since the close of the year to the creation of 20 special scholarships awardable to 
Muhammadan students on the results of the University Entrance, of 20 on the 
results of the E.A., and of 2 on those of the 11. A. Examination. Tlic proposal 
to apjmint two Muhammadan Assistant Inspectors on salaries of lis. 2U0 to 
Rs!* 800 a month is under c*msidcration. Every Division in Bengal has now a 
Joint or Assistant Inspector of its own, acting under the orders of, and in 
close (jommunication with, the Circle Inspector. Tlic way in which the Local 
Self-Government Act has affected education will bo found noticed in the chapter 
on Administrative Change.s. 

The Government expenditure on collegiate education was Us 8,1.5,000, 
and the total expenditure was Rs. 5,47,000. The number of colleges ineruasod 
from 25 to 26 owing to the opening of a college class in connocti(m witli fSt. 
Paul’s School, Dilrj fling. The number of students at all colleges increased from 
2,779 to 2,098, and the cost to Government of each student in the Governmeiit 
Colleges fell from Rs. 2G9 to Rs. 207. In the Calcutta University the percent- 
ages of passed candidates for the F.A. Examination in 1880 wore in Government 
colleges 58, in aided 45, and in unaided K). At the 13. A. E-xaminatlon, out of 712 
candidates 56^)cr cent- passed. In 1885, 72 per cent. 2 »as.st!d, the h'.ss favourable 
result u\ 1886 being exidainod by the largo increase in the number of 13. A. 
candidates in that year. The first examination for the M.A. degree under the 
new rco'ulation was held in Xoveinher 1885. Tlic number of candidates fell from 
71 to 43. The standard for the degree was considerably raised in correspondence 
with the revised standard for honours in the' B A. Examination, aud tlawo who 
took the B.A. degree under the old regulations in many caso.s found the new 
M.A. standard too high for them. Tfiirty of the candiilates were successful. 

On secondary education the Government sj)cnt Rs. 5,85,000, and the 
total ex 2 )endituro was Rs. 25,01,000. Scho »ls for secondai-v education arc of 
three kinds — high English, middle English, and middle Vernacular. High 
En^^lish schools numbered 255 with 50,316 pupils. Tlic schools increased by 
16 and the scholars by 4,608. There was a serious decline in the proportion 
of succcs,sful candidate.s at the la.st two Entrance Examinations of rlio University. 
The dotdine alfected all schools and all provinces alike ; and the University 
appointed a Committee to inquire into the subject. Middle English schools 
numbered 716, with 50,3 r4 pujnls, being an increase of 21 and 2,600 respectively. 
Middle vernacular schools increased from 1,140 to 1,141, but their pujiils 
diminished from 66,011 to 63,944. The number of successful candidate.s at the 
middle vernacular scholarship examination was 3,111, or very nearly the same 
as last year. 

On prinfiary education Government sjjcnt Rs. 5,87,000, and the total 
expendituio was Rs. 24,53,000. There were 50,703 jmmary schools with 
1,099,430 pupils dealt with by the Department. The dccrea.so in their 
number has already been alluded to aud explained. The Government 
expenditure on this class of schools is larger than on arty other, but the total 
expenditure is exceeded by that on secondary education. 
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On promoting female education Govemmont spent Rs. 1,44,000, the 
total expenditure being Rs. 5,03,000. Good progress was made in the 
development of this branch of instruction. There were 2,296 scliools in whiph 
girls were taught, with 78,037 female pupils, 'riicrc was a slight decrease in 
the number of schools, but a considerable increase in that of pupils. One girl 
passed the Entrance Examination from the Bethune Female School, and two the 
B.A. Examination, one of them, Miss Kamini Son, taking honox’S in Sanskrit. 

On European education Government expended Rs. 1,61,316. The number 
of schools, aided and unaided, for the education of Europeans and Eurasians, of 
which the <iepartment takes cognisance, fell from 60 to 62, and their pupils from 
6,389 to 6,008. I’he reduction was duo partly to the transfer of two schools to 
the head of charitable iiistitution.s,.and partly to the non-submission of retuims. 
'I'lie most important event during the year under i*cport was tho definite 
substitution of payment by result.s f«*r fixed grants. In determining tho now 
scale, the chief objeet was to, distui-b existing rates of aid as little as pos-siblo, and 
especially to avoid any sudden and lui’go reduction in the monthly gi*ant to a 
deserving school. 

The percentage of Musalman scholars in all public and private institutions 
was 27-9, varying from 29 in professional colleges to 100 in tho madrassas. 
The number of iluhaminadans inci'eased iti Art Colleges and higher and middle 
EngH.sh schools, but the number of those in primary schools fell considerably 
owing to the exclusion of small primuiy schools from tho returns. 

Little change ocourre<l in the system of special instruction. As in the 
previous year, there were traini ig schools, in which there was some increase 
both in the number of pupils and in tho number of tho.se who gained certificates. 
Tho English Department of the Patna 3'i’aining School was aboli.shod. Tlio 
number of law schools increased from 8 to 10 owing to the opening of law 
classes in connection with tho Ripon and Jaganntitli Colleges. The avei’ago roll 
attendance of candidates rose from 705 to 047. In the mcdical schools the total 
number of .students decliuoi from 804 to 753. Tlie hostel fur female students of 
medicine, which has been constructed from the munificent gift of Rs. 1,50,000 
made by l\er 1 Ugliness the Mahardnf Swarnamayi, is now connileto and ready 
for occupation. It has been decided that girls shall bo eligible for admission 
after pas.sing the University Entrance Examination, and that on jiassing 
the College examination after a thx*ee years’ course of classes and pi'actical 
instx'uction they sliull he entitled to certificates qualifying them to practise 
medicine, surgmy, and midwifery. At tho Sibpur College the nuinher of 
stu'ionts rose from 149 to 150. The apprentices have no difficulty in obtaining 
cmpl<)yment, partly owing to tho excellent workshoj) training they I’ocoived. 
'I'ho School of Art in Calcutta suffered a serious blow on the death of 
Mr. H. II. I,ock(?, who, during the many years of his Principalship, laboured 
to x'liiso tho inscitution to a high point of excellence, lie was succeeded 
by Mr. Schauinberg, wliose services pi’omised to bo of great value to tho 
si-hool, specially in the development of industrial art, but ho also unhappily 
died very shortly after his appointment. Temporary arrangements have since 
been made pending tlic appointment of a Principal fx’om England. Progress 
is being madtj in the wood-curving and metal-chasing classes. Tho model cla.s8 
promises well, and the resuscitation of Indian decorative art is also being 
attentpted. There are eight Industrial schools in Bengal, four of which receive 
jxrants from G.ovornm(;nt. 
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The number of pupils coming under tbe head of aboriginal and backward 
races declined from 33,151 to 29,906, owing to the general causes already 
described. A Kol passed the University Entrance Examination from the Ranchi, 
school. This^is the first instance of a pupil of aboriginal birth being successful 
at aiiy University examination. 

The total number of indigenous schools on the returns, including tols in 
which Sanskrit is taught, maktabs in which Arabic and Persian are tauaht, and 
others, fell from 2,512 to 2,234, but the pupils increased from 27,339 to 29,749. 
The*Sanskrit Title Exanciination was held in April 1885, at which 3.6 out of 196 
candidates passed. In February 18^6 a second examination was held under 
revised rules and with a more difficult standard, at which again 36 candidates 
passed, — this time out of only 58 candidates. 

ART, LITERATURE, AND THE PRESS. 

None of the., publications duiing the year which fall under tho head of 
Art call for special notice. 

Ten English newspapers wore published in these provinoLs during the 
year — 7 in Calcutta, 1 in Darjiling, I in Dacca, and 1 in Patiui. 

Sixty-three Vernacular newspapers were supplied to the Bengal Library 
during the year, of which 7 wore monthly, 3 fortnightly, 46 wei'kly, 1 bi-weekly, 
and 0 daily. 'All wore published in Bangiili, with tho exception of 7 in 
Hindi, 7 *iu Uriya, 5 in Urdu, 2 in Assamese, and one in Ih'rsian. Twelve 
new papers were started, while 17 ceased to exist, — a net decrease of 5. 
As before, tho weekly newspapers appear to bo tho most popular, tho Bangabdsi^ 
with a circulation of 20,()U0, heading the list. Most of the others have a 
circulation below 1,000. 

PtCgarding tho tone of the natiue press, there is little to add to what has 
already been recorded on the subject. Of the purely local papers published 
up-country, it appears that they exercise no political influences, and that they 
only circulate local nows or such information as they collect frpin Calcutta 
newspapers and telegrams. There is, however, a growing tendency on tho 
part of such prints to take their inspiration from tho Calcutta Vernacular Press 
as to their criticisms of public affairs; and it is to bo regretted that the attitude 
and tone of tho Native I’ress of tho nustropolis is generally antagonistic to both 
the legislative and the administrative action of Grovernraent, and this in writing 
which caniiot be described as coining within the limits of temperate and reason- 
able discussion. Beyond this there is too often the exhibition of a spirit of 
rancorous hostility to the European community, made with the deliberate inten- 
tion of kQ,oping alivo diHerences between Europeans and natives. Even if 
charges alleged against Em’opeans are proved upon inquiry to bo false, these 
charges are persisted In, and the judicial tribunals are accused of partiality 
and bias. There is little doubt that tho editors of, and writers in, these *newK- . 
papers are generally disappointed placemen or schoolboys, many of whom are 
brought up and taught in schools by men who inculcate- that a spirit of 
insubordination is a spirit of proper independence. But perhaps the most 
mischievous influence which unscrupulous native papers now exercise is in the 
terrorism they exert over native officials, deterring them from tho elfectivo 
discharge of their duties. 
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There were 2,731 books received at the Bengal Library during 1885— 
a number which shows a steady increase. Of unilingual books, exclusive of 
periodicals, 1,99G were received, of which 1,206 wore in Bangdli, 247 in 
English, and 158 in Hindi. The subjects dealt with chiefly were religion 
(407), languago (893), poetry (229 \ fiction (144), and history (97*). 

Copyright was registered in the case of 2,526 publications. 

Several important works were issued from the Bengal Secretariat Press. 
A list of ihcm will be found in the body of this report. 


ARCH>eOLOGY. 

During the year the mnv arrangoments which wore made on the rotiremont 
of CTeneral Cunningham came into force, and the work of exploration wa.s 
eonnnencod by the nowly-apppointod stall. Now discoveries were made in the 
Slnihaba'd district, where tlio hitherto unexplored fortress of Shergarh was 
partially examined. An important discovery was made in Gaya of the remains 
of one of the great monasteries mentioned by Fa Ilian, which had baffled 
the search of previous explorers. In the Monghyr district several now 
inscriptions of the Muhammadan period have been obtained, but the most 
important and interesting building— the Zanjiri Masjid — was found to have 
been demolished. Some curious BiuhlhLst and Brahmanical remains wore found 
buried beneath the floors and built into the walls of the ^lasjid. In the Maldah 
district the Adina Masjid has been measured, and materials for adequately 
illustrating this — one of the most ancient as well as the greatest of the Jluham- 
madan monuments of Bengal — are now being worked up. 


EOOLE8IASTIOAL. 

The ecclesiastical establishment lyaid entirely or partly by the GovcrnuKmt 
of those provinces at the close of the year consisted of the Bishop of Calcutta 
and his Chajilain, tlu'. Archdeacon, the Rogistmr of the Diocese, 17 chaplains of 
the Church of England, 1 cha]jlain of the Church of Scotland, 10 ministers of 
the Additional Clergy Society, and 6 pi'iosts of the Roman Catholic (flmreh. 
Fifteen marriages were registi^rcd under the Brahmo Marriage Act, viz. 9 at 
Calcutta, 1 at Dacca, 3 in the ‘24-Parganas, and 2 at Motihdrf. 


STATIONERY AND PRINTING. 

The total value of the stationery issued was Rs. 19,80,618, showing an 
increase of Ks. 1,47,846 over the figures of the previous year. The value of the 
stationery supplied to oflicers of this Government (Rs. 4,73,637) is about the 
same as last year. The local purchases made during the year exceeded those 
of the previous year by Its. 74,218, the chief increase being in country paper. 
A saving of Ks. 15,620 was effected by the system of supplying up-country 
stations with paper direct from the mills. Healthy competition has improved 
the quality of the paper and lowered tho price, and it is anticipated that, except 
as regards tho superior kind of writing and drawing paper, tlie Government 
will ill future bo aloiost independent of supplies from Europe. 
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The Committee appointed to report on the organisation of the Stationery 
Office in all its departments, and on the system of accounts, indents, and 
supplies, submitted a full report, making several important proposals. Most of 
these have been approved by Government. The question of providing more 
suitable accommodation for the Stationery Office is pending the consideration ot 
Government. 

The outturn of the Jail, Secretariat, and Darjiling presses^ and of receipts 
in the Publishing Department, was Rs. 4,4o,721, and the actual expenditure was 
lis. •l,04-,Gli3. The profits of the Jail Press show .a considerable rise. 'I'ho 
expenditure in the Secretariat Press shows an increase of Us. 10,973, which 
is <lue to steady increase of work, the outturn having risen from Us. 2,28, 3(>8 
to Us. 2,50,125. 


ZOOLOGICAL GARDENS. 

The income of the gardens, including the Government grant of Us. 20,000, 
amounted to Us. 4(5,338, against Rs. 52,0f)7 in 1884-85. There was dec.reaso 
under all heads of income except rents, which improved b)" about Us. (>0o. 
’^riio expenditure of the J^’eav amounted to Rs. 39,4015. The most important 
WOrhs of the year were tlie re adaptation of two of the housi^s, the building of 
a masonry house for the sambars, and the filling up of an old tank. 

During the year season tickets were issued at low rates, which after being 
held for a cert&in number of years entitle the holders to become life members 
without'further chargi?. 

Several acquisitions of interest were made during the year, amongst which 
may bo mentioned a young hipiiopotamus and a Polar bear. Tin? latter has, 
with the assistance of 15 seers of ice daily, got safely through the hot woatlu'r. 

As mentioned last year, the whole of the imported stock on the dairy farm 
and cattle-breeding establishment ])orishod during the year owing to an 
unfortunate outbreak of rinderpest. 

ECONOMIC MUSEUM. 

The removal of the museum to tho buildings adjoining the Imperial 
IMuseum was completed during tho year. Jn throe of tho courts tho exhibits 
have been (iompletely rearranged and catalogued, and tho greater number of 
♦tticm have been correctly labelled. 

Tho Imperial Museum handed over during the year a collection of over 
3,700 ethnological specimens to tho Kthnological Court of the Bengal JIusoum, 
which now contains over 6,500 exhibits. 

Free admission to tho museum was stopped in December 1885, during tho 
continuance of tho preliminary exhibition of articles intended for the ludo- 
(^olonial Exhibition. Daring tho remaining eleven months of the year 270,553 
persons visited tho museum, tho monthly average being 24,505. This is by far 
tho largest number yet recorded, and is no doubt duo to tho removal of tho 
museum to a bettor site. 


Tho cost of the museum amounted to Rs. 10,906.

was sanctioned ex poiimentallv. expired on the 00th 
Department m jggo j and the Lieutenant-G overnor, 

after the close of tin? y(‘ar under rej)urt, recom- 
mended to the Government of India that the Department should be permanently 
sanctioned. The experience of its working during tlio period of its probation- 
ary trial shows that it is of groat use, and even necessary, to the administration 
for settlement purposes, and it atfords a valuablo agency for agricultural 
enquiry and improvement, and for the collection of agricultural stati.sties. 'J’he 
Department will contribute materially to the elHciency, and thend'ore to the 
economy and productiveness, of laud revenue .settlements, and facilitate to an 
.appreciable extent tlio progress of agriculture — the great sounte of W'ealtli in 
the Lower Provinces.

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control of the Government of Bengal. The principal improvements in adminis* 
tration whicli arc expected by the transfer are — the concentration within more 
manageahlu limits of the manufacture of Kurkutch salt, which is now scattered 
over long distances ; the improvenjent of the present system of storage ami 
weighment of salt ; the abolition of the rowannah sj’stem ; the gradual abolition 
of the w'orks for the manufacture of panga salt, which are at present both 
<lifficult of supervision and dangerous to the revenue ; and the substitution of a 
departmental force for tbe present police force employed for pi’evontivo work. 
Arrangoiiients are now being made, in coimnunication with the Commissioner 
of Salt Revenue, Madras, for the preparation of rules and notifications under 
ilic Indian Salt Act, XII of 1882, which it is proposed to extend to Orissa.. It 
is intended that the new rules shall completely take the place of the existing 
rules under the bengal Salt Act, VII of 1864, and enable the administration 
of the Department to be carried on without interruption and inconvenienco until 
such time as special legislation may bo deenned advisable. 

The rules made by Government under the Local Self-Government Act 
. I^Act III (B.C.) of 1 88/)3 provide for the transfer to 

Di.strict Boards of the allotments for primary 
education and primary scholarships within the area under their control ; of the 
grant-in-aid allotment for certain clas^es of schools ; and of the net grants to 
all Government schools that are placed under the direct management of the 
Board. These rules are now in force in the sixteen districts to which the Act 
has been ai)plied. 

The administrative changes made during the year under the law which 

regulates inland emigration have been described 
in the chapter on Lmigration. 

In the report for the year 1884-85 mention was made of the passing of 
Muuifiial Municipal Act, IlliB.C.) of 188 1, which 

gave the jieoplc living within municipal limits the 
right of electing their own representatives for the administration .of local 
business. In the year 18'?5-8G a much larger measure of self-government was 
inauguratea by the passing of Act Hi (B C.) of 1885, the object of which 
was to give all the inhabitants of the.se provinces a substantial interest in the 
management of their own local affairs. Tbe District Road and 8cli()ol Com- 
mittees bad very limited powers, and thc.se powers were generally exercised 
under close official control. Tlio Committees hardly offered any attraction to 
men 'of education and ability who desired to participate in the management of 
public business, and they afforded no relief to the Government staff in the 
administration of the departments of work with which they were supposed to 
deal. The Local Self'-Govcrmnent Act Aviil open for the people tlio field of 
usefulness which they desired, and will relieve Government olKcers of nmch 
responsibility.

and two wounded. The Deputy Commissioner of the Chittagong Hill Tracts 
states that owing to these raids, to the attdek. nnide on tlio sepoys’ boats 
near Barkul in November 1883, to the outrages committed in 188+ on the 
Baisingha’s village on the Hirthay range, and to the attemjited raid on the 
Kainkheong valley in February 1885, the iuliabitauts of the villages netir tlie 
froniitT have for some time past been under consiiliTahlo oxeitemont. It 
appears, too, that the whole of the upper Subalong valley has been abandoned 
by the peojde, and there is now not a single Lushai or other Kuki village in the 
tract of country lying between tlio frontier lino and the left hank of the Jvarna- 
phooli above Bai’kul Fulls. Tho clo.sing of the hanars against the Ilowlongs, 
supposed to he conccniod in some of these earlier raids, which was adopted 
us a punitive pleasure, does not aj)poar to havo had any practical t.'ffect, and 
other action will havo to bo tak(m to restore coniidi'uco within onr limits.

T he Commissioner of the (’hiltagoiig Division remarked that of late the duri)ar 

and mela have almost entirely ei'ast'd to fullil tho (►bjects with which they wine 

started, namely, tho pi'omotion of intercour.se and the eultivaiioii of friendly 

relations with tho trans-frontier (..'hiefs. T'he (Jovernment have directed tho 

holding of the next durbar at Demagvi, as tho Comini.s.sioner hoptis for better 

results at that plact'. 

As regards tho frontier trade, tho {irincipal imports were rubber aud wax, 

and tho prineijial exports salt and tobacco, liotli 
imports and exports showed a very largo falling 
(»ff, duo to tho clo.sing of our bazars agaiii.st all the Ilowlongs, with the excep- 
tion of the fricmdly Chiefs Vankumaand Lalthoma. It was, however, reported 
that tho trans-frontier people had obtained salt and tobacco from tho tlcatiiig 
ti'uders in tho Kassalong aud ISiihulong valleys; but of such sales no statistics 
could he obtained. 

The year was healthy and a fairly prosperous one L)r the people of Hill 
„ , Tij)perali, TTie cotton crop was injured by rain, 

iTx irih UAK. crop was good, wlidc tll«if outturn uf 

Cwps. public hcaltli. and niato- oilseeds in the hills wus above the average. Tlie 

rial cyiuliiiou ol ibe pcuple. price of co.nmou vice rose from Rs. 2-4 [)or muiiiid 

in tho preceding year to Rs, 2-0, wliich was due to a short outturn of joom 
paddy in some parts of the hills. This rise was advantageous to the cultivators 
of the plains, as they never purchase, and generally havo a surplus for .sale. 
Tho average price of common rice during tho years 1880 to 1884 was only 
lie. 1-7 per maund, Tho wages of labour are very high, being Rs. 14 per 
mensem for skilled labourers and Rs. 0-8 for unskilled labourers. Those high 
Avages appear to bo due to the fact that tho iiooplo are generally uiiAvilling to 
serve for hire unless they can get some service under tho State whicli gives 
them exemption from iiiipressincnt for labour. As regards the material con- 
dition of tho people, the Assistant Political Agent remarks ; — “Tho unbroken 
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state of freedom from internal disturbance and external oppression, which the 
country has been enjoyinjj for a series of years, has generated in the minds 
of the people a sense of security which itself is conducive to their general 
prosperity. The people arc now moi*o settled in their habitation, and mote 
ready to invest their little savings in silver ornaments and bmss utensils.” 
Though raids from beyond tho frontier and actual internal disturbances 
have ceased, still it is evident that the intoimal administration loaves much 
to bo desired. It may be said that there is a “ sense of sceurity” compared 
with the feeling that existed years ago ; but it is feared that that sense 
of absolute security, wdiich is essential for tho growth of a people’s welfare 
and prosperity, does not exist in Hill Tippeivih ; and the remarks of the 
Assistant Political Agent are hardly in accord witli the general tenor of his 
report, or with spccilic allegations made in other parts if it. For instance, it is 
stated that “tho chief drawback to immigration is tho want of full contidcnco 
in the general administration of tho State on the part of tho people living in 
the adjacent Pritish districts, from which only immigrants are likely to come.” 
Indeed, the marked contra.st between IJritish territory and the hill territory at 
their lines of cimtact a])peara to have forcibly strm^k both the Agent and his 
Assistant. On the British sid(j there are stretches of cultivation and a teeming 
population : on the other side, scrub-jungle and a scanty population. On 
tho British side there arc numerous large and thriving villages, inhabited by 
the upper classes of the people ; but on the hill side thc;re is but one solitary 
Brahman hamlet, whi«-h Is said to have been kept up only by the fostering 
care of the late ISub-divisional OHicer. Nor is this preference for Briti.sh rule 
confined to the upper classes. “ Tho lower orders of the people also are not, as 
a rule, willing to conic acro.ss tlic border to live in the Maharajah’s territory, 
which is not a vertf comjeniul soil for iheir growing desire for liberlg. Tlio only 
advantage enjoyed by a resident subject of tho State, viz. cxempth.m from 
liability to pay taxes for cutting forest produce for home consumiition, is not 
a sufficient inducement to any but the helpless.” The system of land revenue 
prevailing in the State also acts as a deterrent in tho matter of immigration. 
No ryot, it is said, can acfiuire a right of occupancy under any circumstances. 
Tenant right is almost unknown. The pernicious system of farming is allowed 
to be carried to an enormous extent, and farmers are selccteil, not from persons 
fit by their position and qualities, but from amongst tho favourites of the 
Court, who, as a rule, allow their farms to pass on to tho hands of others. 
Ft»r want of permanency of any one’s interest in the soil, there is generally a 
want of good understanding between the cultivators and the actual collectors 
of revenue — a want vvhich, it is admitted, “ is most prejudicial to tho cause of 
immigration.” In all these matters, which affect the interests of an agricultural 
population, there is need for large measures of reform. The so-called “ growing 
desire for liberty” appears to be nothing more than a desire to liv'o in peace 
and security, free from o])prcs,sion and oppressive taxation. The well-being of 
the people is almost entirely dejjcndent on the character and quality of tho 
administration. Since the clo.se of the year under report Haboo Benonath 
Sen was appointed ^Minister wdth very full powers delegated to him by tho 
Maharajah. I le made a fair beginning to thoroughly reorganise and reform 
the administration ; but he left tho service and rejoined his appointment under 
this Govormuent. '1 he Maharajah has since appointed Baboo Mohini Moitun 
Bardhan, Government I’hjader of Gomilhih, to bo his Minister. 

'I'he exports are of tin; value of about six lakhs of rupees, or less by about 

Bs 20,000 than tliey were in the preceding year. 

lra<i(’ iimH oninior<-o. d(;creuso is duo to the smaller demand for 

elephants. The chief articles of export are various sorts of forest produce, 
cotton, til fsesoniom orientole.J wild elephants, paiTots, dug-outs, molasses, 
and bamboo-work. Tho chief imports are food-grains (except rice), piece- 
goods, hardware;, tobacco, dried tish, sugar, and fancy articles. Cotton is 
sent to Nardinganj, whence it is forwarded to Cahmtta for final shipment to 
Europe. No accurate statistics are availabhs, but tho quantity exported is 
estimated to have been about 20,000 maund.s, or 4,000 maunds less than in 
the previous year. One hundred and thirty elephants, of the aggregate value 
of about Ks. 70,000, were exported, against 114 in the previous year. Bratts 
manufactures and kerosine-oil are pretty largely iuqmrted, and umbrellas 
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are slowly finding their way to the interior of the hills. It is said that 
the export trade of the country might be considerably improved if there 
were greater facilities of communication. The rivers, by which all forest produce 
has to bo exported, are difficult of navigation, the channels being in several 
places bloekbd up by snags and other impediments, while their sides are 
covered with almost impcnetrahlo jungle. Mortjover, trade is checked by the 
petty taxes levied by the State, and the rates of export duty are frcqi ently 
changed by the farmers without the 2 )ermission of the administration. IMio 
Maharajah’s Minister applied for permission to have notices served along the 
border in British territory, that any British subject entering Hill 'ripperali 
without the permission of the police would bo treated as a trespasser, and 
that any one found in the hill territory with forest j)roduce for which ho could 
not account would bo treated as a thief. The first requt'st was refused. With 
regard to the second, the Political Agent has expressed his readiness to 
publish noti(;(’S of the tolls duo for forest produce, but has stipulated that 
they must bo printed, and must state the places where, and the persons to 
whom, such duos arc to be paid, and that similar notices must be published 
widely in the hills. The action was approved by Government. At pre.sent 
there is reason to believe that while one sot of tolls is sanctioned, another is 
levied, and that attcm])t3 to levy the higher tolls lead to disputes along tlie 
border. With the exception of the Sonatmira st\l reserves, the whole country 
is an extensive open forest. The splendid sal ft)rest of the Udaipur divi.siou 
is looked after as indifi'erontly as heretofore. Twenty thousand trees are 
said to be fit for c\itting now, and it is expected that an average of 1(>,(>UI) 
might bo cut in each succeeding year. As tlio forests are witliin a f(!W 
miles of tho river Guinti, which is the natural outlet for tluur ju’oducts, 
tlu re should be no difficulty in ostublishing a pi-ojjer system of extracting 
the timber. Direct management may possibly not be practicable at prescjit, 
but in a few ‘years it should bo feasible, and then tho receipts from the 
foi'csts would form a very considcrahlo item in the roveimosof the State. Hill 
'rip])erah is naturally rich in many ways, hut as regards manufactures tlus 
country is poor. This is due partly to poverty and want of enlightenment, hut 
chiefly to want of due cneouragement by the administration. Coal-mines have 
heou discover'd, and the coal on examination has been found good. Two years 
ago silver was found in the Lahnai hills (in tho district of Tipperah), wliich 
belong to tho ]\laharajah ; but tho cost of getting it was too heavy to make 
tho working jn'otitahle. A collection of the raw economic products of tlu! 
country was made and sent during the year to t])e Indo-Colonial Exhibition 
in London, together with a collection of the principal manufactures of the 
lull people. 

The financial difficulties arc said to have been as great as ever owing 
„ , . . . to tho expenditure largely exceeding tlio income, 

cvenue at nnuistration. bcavy load of debt by which tlie State 

is embarrassed. Owing to these difficulties, not only was it impossible to 
undertake any reform, but the ordinary expenditure could not be met with any 
degree of regularity. It is said that in anuinl)er .of instances useless and 
unnecessary euq)loy6s had to bo retained in the servit^c merely becaust; tins 
arrears of tlicir salaries and allowances (jould not bo paid ; and on several 
occasions applications were made to the Agency by^ claimants who could not 
realise their dues fi’om the State. This very unsatisfactory state of affairs 
is duo almost entirely to tho want of firmness on the part of tho Maharajah, 
who encourages an expenditure far beyond tho resources of his State. Tho 
j)rincipal sources of revenue, and tho amounts derived therefrom, arc as 
follows : —

All rovenuo is collected by the officials of the State, except the tolls on the 
Fenny river which are realised by a British forest officer and remitted to the 

u 3 
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Maharajah. No details are given of the expenditure ; but the State has an 
administrative staff at Agurtolla, five Magistrates’ Courts (three of which are at 
sub-divisions), four jails, three dispensaries, a police force, and five frontier posts 
guarded during the cold weather. It is estimated that by a careful settlement 
or khas management of the ghfits or toll stations, and by a proper supervi- 
sion of the cotton and khedda mehals, the revenue^ of the State may be 
increased by over a lakh of rupees. The zemindaries in British territory 
yield from five to six lakhs of rupees, whereas, according to the road cess 
papers, they should yield more than eight lakhs. The total receipts for 
the year, as furnislicd by the Durbar, amounted to Rs. 2,43,824, against 
Rs. 2,38,724 in the previous year. Tlio principal increase was Rs. 5,749 
under the head of land revenue from the plain lands. The family tax in the 
hills shows a decrease of Hs. 1,657, which is duo to the reduced condition 
of the liill people on account of partial failure of their joom crops. The 
present rate of the export duty on cotton is Rs. 2 per maund, or 40 per cent. 
ad valorem. 

The Police Department, like all other departments of the administration, is 
. in grt‘at need of reform. There were 652 criminal 

o ICO an( enmo. . kinds, against 625 in the previous year. 

Of these, 209 were investigated by the police. There were 2 cases of miu’dcr, 2 
of culpable homicide, and 2 of dacoity. The remainder were mostly cases of 
hurt, assault, theft, mischief, criminal trespass, and bringing false charges. 
Of 776 persons actually tried, 507 were convicted and 202 acquitted or dis- 
charged. The number of cases in which British subjects were concerned rose 
from 180 to 223. The increase is due partly to the unwillingness of the people 
in certain parts to pay the forest dues levied by the State, and partly to the 
w^orking of the rule by wliich British subje(its in Hill 3’ipperah are debarred 
from acquiring a right ot occupancy — a circumstance which, on the occasion 
of every renewed settlement of ryotwari holdings in the ocenpahey of British 
subjects, is liable to create disturbance if settlements are made willi outsiders 
in supersession of the old holders. This rule still remains in force, though the 
Durbar promised to revise it. 

The total number of suits for disposal w^as 281, against 287 in the previous 

year. Only 101 cases w'^ere contested, 69 being 
ni us ice. decreed in favour of the plaintifls and 35 in favour 

of the defendants. The aggregate value of the suits w^us Rs. 14,117-6-10, the 
total amount decreed being Rs. 6,491-15-5. The total amount of fiscs realised 
W'as Rs. 2,067-12, or about 14 per cent, on the amount in litigation. This is 
nearly twi (!0 the percentage (d fees levied under the Court-fees Act. There 
were 83 suits in which British subjects were concerned, against 81 in the pre- 
vious year. They were plaintiffs in 01, defendants in 6, .and both plaintifis 
and defendants in 16. In the civil courts British subjects a 2 >pcar more as 
plaintiffs, and in the criminal courts more as defendants. 

There are four jails in the State — one at Agurtolla itself, and one at 

each of the sub-divisions of Sonamura, Koylashur, 
and Bilnnia. At the close of the j’oar they con- 
tained 75 prisoners, against 87 in the previous year. There were G escapes. 
“ The situation of the.se jails, which Ho within a few paces of British territory, 
not only facilitates the escape of jnisoners, but also tempts them to commit the 
oflence.” 


The military force consisted of 273 men of all ranks, of whom 8 were Bengali- 
Military Force umi P'routicr Hindus, 13 Cliri.stians, 113 Bongali-Mu.ssulmana. 

matters. It is said that the.se men belong to the cultivating 

classes, and make very poor sepoys. Tho remaining 139, namely, 58 Goorkhas, 
1 1 Assamttso, 45 Hindustanis, and 25 Tii)pcrahs and Maniimris, are, however, 
mostly reliable. In January and Fcbrmiry there were vague rumours of Lusliai 
movements, which caused some excitcnnmt amongst tho people of Udaipur. 
But the.se rumours, as well as similar rumours from Bilania, turned out to be 
groundle.s.s. The throe guard-posts of Dliarmanagar, Chcrakuti, and Kanmlpur 
in the Koylashur division, the two posts of Udaijiurand Fksari in the Udaipur 
division, and the post of Bilania in the Bilania division, were all duly garrisoned 
in tho winter. Owing to extension of cultivation, the first post has had to be 
moved forward to an advanced iiositiou about four miles to tho south-east of 
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the locality it hitherto occupied. The state of communications continues to be 
very bad. 

, , The number of schools and pathsalas was the same as in the previous year, 
Education. namely, 16 for boys and two for girls; but the 

_ number of students declined from 470 to 409. The 

teachers are said to be very irregularly paid, and there are no arrangements 
for inspection. The liighcst standards taught in the English and vernacular 
schools of the State correspond respectively to those fixed for the Minor and 
Vernacular Scholarship examinations under the Government rules. In order to 
make the schools more attractive, it has been suggested to the Durbar that 
the scholarships allowed by the administration should bo tenable in schools 
outside the State. The visit of the Jubraj and the Bara Thakur to Commillah 
in September 1885 was quite an event in their otherwise uneventful lives. 

rhero are four dispensaries in the State, in which 4,728 persons received 
Dispensaries. medicines as out-door patients, against 4,000 in the 

previous year. There are no regular arrangements 
for in-door patients, and this want has been brought to the notice of the 
Durbar. The prevailing diseases were fever, boyol-complaiuts, sores, and skin- 
diseases. * 

There is no regular postal system under the management of the State, 

Post Office people are not in need of 

' anything of the kind, as communication by letter 

is seldom carried on. '^fhe administration has special mes.sengers of its own, 
■who are used as dtik-runnors when necessary. The only post ollico is attached 
to the Agency at Agurtolla, and continued to w(irk satisfactorily. The value of 
money-orders i.ssued during the year was Rs. 58,534, and that of insured covers 
Rs. 10,553, the former showing a decrease of Rs. 11,498, and tho latter an 
increase of Rs. 5,108 as compared with the figures of tho previous year, Tho 
increase indicfttcs increased trade, while tho failing olf in money-orders is said 
to bo duo to tho fact that several marriage.s in tho Rajburi in the previous year 
occasioned niiusually largo remittances. 

Some of tho masonry pillars between TTill Tipperah and British territory 
„ , ,, are in a dilapidated condition, while some have been 

Bouudary maftor.. entirely destroyed. On tho sitc.s .>f three of tin* 

latter, iron pillars wore erected during tho year. Tho restoration of the 
remaining pillars is estimated to cost Rs. 1,105, and tho work will be 
shortly taken in hand. A case of dispute regarding the juri.sdiction over certain 
Tipperah punjis on tho Sylhot side has bemi pending for some time, .'lud the 
Assam Government have agreed to the proposal for a proper delimitation of 
the boundary between Hill Tipperah and Sylliet from Chooramuu post to 
Udna post east. It has been arranged that a skilled surveyor should douiarcate 
tho boundary in tho ju’esoneo of a ropresentativo of tho Maharajah, and 
the Commissioner has been directed to inform tho Maharajah accordingly. 
Another portion of tho boundary between Sylhet and Hill Tipperah has 
boon relaid by tlie Assam Goverument, and tl»e Maharajah has been informed 
that this boundary roust be respected. It was clearly shown by tho Surveyor- 
General that the boundary marks laid down by Messrs. Jones and Davoy in 
1804, in conjunction with Mr. Campbell, the Maharajah’s repre,sentativo, were 
not in their proper places, and there were strong reasons for believing that they 
had been moved further west by tin* Maharajah’s ])coplo. Indeed, in one 
particular instance, namely, tho Hatipara post, tho villagers admitted having 
removed it. 

As regards the Maharajah’s zemindaries in British territory, tho state of 
affairs is not satisfactory. The relations between the Maharajah’s amla and his 
tenantry in Noakholly are so strained that the Collector is about to recommend 
a settlement under section 101 of tho Tenancy Act. Matters are not quite so 
badi in Tipperah ; but the Collector reports that great difiiculty is experienced 
in realising the cesses, and he proposes to appoint a Cosa Collector under section 
99 of tho Road Cess Act. 

Of the Tributary States, Mohurbhunj, Dhenkanal, Baramba, and Nursing- 
_ „ _ pur have continued under direct management, 

Tbibotabv faTATEB OB BIS8A. remaining States being administered by their 

respective Chiefs subject to the general control and supervision of the

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Superintendent. The wliole demand on account of tribute from these States, 
Rs. 33,249-7-11, was realised during the year. 

Taking the Gurjhats as a whole, the rainfall was sufficient and well distri- 
buted except in certain specified tracts, and the 
were good. The winter crops- were almost 
overywhore satisfactory, and generally the autumn 
crop was up to the average. Tlic Superintendent of the Tributary Mehals states 
that tho Gurjhat people are generally well 05*, their wants few and easily 
satisfied. The public health was generally good during the year. Cholera 
appeared in Dhenkanal station in tho form of an epidemic, and gradually spread 
into the interior, and continued in a sjroradic form for several months. There 
were isolated cases in several other States; but except in Baramba and Nursing- 
})ur, where tho deaths reported were 160 and 400 respectively, the disease 
was not severe. Vaccine operations were carried on in Morbhanj, Talcher, 
Dhenkanal, An gul, Baramba, Nursingpur, and Ranpur, with more or less success 
everywhere except in Talcher, where the people are opnosed to it. There are 
1 1 hospitals, where English medicines are dispensed, an(f two others were about 
to be established in Boad and Dhenkanal, I’hei'e is nothing to remark under 
the head of roads and communications excojit that a now road is to bo made 
from Cuttack to Aiigul, and is now in course of construction, 

Tho total number of civil and revenue suits for disposal during tho year, 
^ .. including 2,805 ponding from ihe previous year.

was 13,091, against 15,678 in 1884-85 ; 10,8o4 cases 
were disposed of, leaving 2,237 pending at the end of tho year. Many of tho 
States sliow hardly any caso.s at all. Of the 10,286 cases instituted during tho 
year, Morbhanj alone had 4,529, Dhenkanal 2,490, and Baramba 1,733. The 
total number of appeals in civil cases was 233, and in revenue cases 53. 

The total number of (iriminal olfenccs r(*ported was 2,231, again-st 1,725 
in the previous year and 1,456 in 1883-81. Of these, 1,763 were returned as 
true. Of 3,150 persons under trial during the year, 1,191 ivcrti acquitted or 
discharged and 1,881 convicted. There were 29 olftuices affecting life, against 
28 in tho previous year, and 353 cases of hurt and criminal force, against 2{)0 ; 
.so that crimes of violence slightly increased. Offences against- ])roperty also 
increased, there having heon 459 ca.sos of theft, against 441, and 141 eases of 
mischief, against 77 ; but cases of criminal trespass declined from 155 to lOt). 
There were 41 cases of defamation, against 28 in the provdous year. Mor- 
bhanj contributed 632 of the total number of cases reported and Jmmght to trial 
dmiug tlu' year, Angid 250, Dlicnkanal 228, Nursingpur 140, and Baramlia 
1.37. Uforblianj had no fewiu* than nine mimlers, culpable homicides or 
attempts. I’he total number of appellants and applicants for revision wa.s 
137; ihc sentence or order was confirmed in 101 cases, reduced or altered in 
8 cases, and reversed in 13 cases. 

In accordance with tho instructions of tho Government of India, arrange- 
ments have been made, as an experimental measure, for tho trial of offences 
committed in the Tributary M(;hals within the limits of the Mehals themselves. 
Foiu’ centres have been selected within the Mehals, where .sessions are to bo 
held by the officer for the time being Ccdlector of Balasoro in his capacity 
of fx-nj)icio Assistant Superintendent of the Tributary Mehals, specially vested 
with the jjowers of a Sessions Judge for that purpose. Three or four scssioris 
will he held during tho year at Kantilo and Dhenkanal ; and Morbhanj wdl 
be visited and a sessions held by tho Superintendent during his cold-weatlier 
tour, tho Assistant Superintendent going once or twice a year besides to 
Morbhanj and Nilgiri if any necessity for his doing so arises. 

The execution of civil decrees passed in tho States against British 
subjects resident outside of tho States is a subject of much importance wliich 
has been under the consideration of Government ; and the Superintendent oi 
the Tributary Mehals has therefore been requested to formulate and submit, 
for tlio approval of Government, a rule which would cover all classes of cases of 
this description. 

During tlie year an addition was made to the Government reserved forests 
_ of Angul by adding the Durgapur block. When the 

'orest Lon-senancy. settlement of this ostatc is taken in hand, the whole 

of the exterior boundary will have to bo demarcated. Up to the end of the 
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official year no fires occurred in the reserves. There were some disputes between 
the villagers and the Forest Dcjiartment as to the area available for grazing, and 
the villager’s have agreed to pay small grazing fees during the months from Juno 
to November. At Tikarpara an experimental nursery of about half an acre was 
made on the* bank of the Mahanuddi, and toon, babul, and teak seeds were 
sown. The revenue from the forests is slightly increasing, but is not yet 
sufficient to meet the charges incuiTed. The Conservator and his Dejiuty visited 
tlie Kliondmal forests, and the question whether any reserves should bo formed is 
now under consideration. Tlie Tributary Chiefs of Uan 2 )ur, Nj’agur, Athnial- 
lik, Khandparah, Athgur, and Jioad have either reserved or protected their 
forests. In Ihiramba and Nursingpur, now under direct management, the cut- 
ting of timber trees has been prohibited. Vbiluabltj timl)er is jn’cserved in 
Morbhanj and llindolo, and to a certain extent in Dhcnkanal. 

'riiore has been no change in postal lines or communications. An arrango-

bution on the understanding that as soon as the 
postal lines begin to pay, they would be entirely relieved of the cost of their 
maintenance. As some of the post offices do not yet pay their way, the Postal 
Department does not seem to be willing to take ov’br the entirij responsibility. 
The Superintendent has I’cmarked : “ There now seiuns to be some unwilling- 
ness on the part of some of the ('hiefs to contimuitlic subscriptions; and if they 
cease to l)ay, and the Postal Dc^iartment does not take them over, the entire 
scheme must fall to the <>round, which will be a matter of great regret, not only 
from a commercial, but also from a political iioint of view.” 'riiero seems no 
doubt that the postal lines and arrangements must very shortly become 
self-paying, and it is to be ho])ed that the Chiefs will have the wisdom and 
jmblic s])irit to contiinu) their .sub.scrijdions until this result is attained. 'I^lio 
Postal Deiiartn.ent cannot be expected to do more than it has done, and the 
Superintendent has been requestid to lose no opportunity of im})rcssing on the 
(.'hiefs the importance to themselves of not withdrawing from the arrangement 
entered into. 


The number of schools at the close of the year was 1,21 o, agaitist 1,1 ol 
in the ju’ovious year; the number of pupils was 1 1, hob, against i+,8.‘)0. The 
iiggrogate nurtjber of children of the aboriginal races w’as only l,r>0'.>. Mor- 
bhanj, Athgur, and Hindole showed a marked decrease in the number of lower 
primary schools, while the number in Nilgiri increased from 48 to 81. In 
some cases the deci’caso is apjiareut and not real, owing totlu' reduction of the 
reward fund, which means that s<.)mo of the schools have not come under inspec- 
tion and the reward system. Of the 38 upi)er primary schools, 3 in Angiil were 
maintained by Government, C in the Klurndmals by a local cess on grog-shops, 
a)i(l 24 by the Native States. There were C female schools as compared w’ith 
4 in the i)revious year, attemded by 97 girls. Two hundred and sixteen 
read in boys’ .schools, and, out of 313 (the total number being educated), 149 can 
read and write. The total o.xpenditure on schools (including Government 
expenditure) was Us. (56,780, against Hs. 69,364 in 1881-85. Tlio Government 
grant was Hs. 8,042. 'I’he inspecting staff bus been slightly increased, and 
now consists of live Sub-Inspcctor.s and nine inspecting pundits. 

There are mines of limestone, mica, and coal in Angul, The coal may be 

worked at a ju’olit if the jn-oposed railway passes 
Angul. tlu’ough the estate. The existing settlement Avill 

expire in 1887, and it is proposed to commence the resettlement in tlie ensuing 
cold-weatlu>r. The present rates are very low, and a considerable area of jungle 
land has been brought under cultivation since the last settlement. The present 
land revenue demand of the estate is Us. .32,010-3-4 ?-. The total area of rent- 
free or quit-rent life tenures was 32,073 acres, and of this amount 22,570 acres 
have been resumed on the death of the original grantees. The excise revenue 
increased from Rs. 1,020 to Rs. 1,998-1-4. Owing to the introduction of the 
Court-fco and Stamp Acts from the 4th December 1885, the number of suits 
has decreased, but not to any appreciable extent. A sum of Rs. 1,280-12-7 was 
expended on works of improvement. i. , • , 

The total revenue demand of Morbhanj was Rs. 2,88,140-15-6, of winch 

Rs. 1,95,950-3-2 was collected during the year and 
Morblmnj, 10,035-4-8 was remitted. The perguimahs 
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Panchpir, Kainsari, Sanikola, and Poradiha were under measurement with a view 
to resettlement, and a report has been submitted to Government regarding 
Hamunghatti, the settlement of which is about to expire. The new building fqr 
the dispensary at Baripdda, which is a commodious and substantial building, was 
completed during the year, and a branch dispensary was opened in Bamun- 
ghatti. As regards educatioh, it is a significant fact that a Santdl was serving 
the State as an inspecting pundit, and a Santal boy, who had got a scholarship 
at Baripdda, was studying in the Balasor Zillah School; but unfortunately 
they both died during tne year, which led the Santdls to think that education 
brings evils on them, and many withdrew their children from the schools. 
Mr. Wylly, who was in charge of the State throughout the year, is opposed 
to a regular forest system, as the State cannot afford it, and there are 
no roads for easy transport of timber ; and the Lieutenant-Governor has no 
doubt that any present attempt to introduce regular conservation of the 
forests here would be premature ; but there are certain small reserves which 
should be carefully maintained, and the wasteful cutting of valuable timber 
should be prohibited throughout the State. Baboo Brindabun Chandra Bhunj, 
brother of the deceased Maharajah, was in charge of Bamunghatti throughout 
the your. 

The Chief of the Nilgiri State has practically retired from the duties of 

his oflice, and the entire administration is in the 
hands of Mr. Ricketts, a member of the Subordinate 
Executive Service, whose services have been lent to the Rajah. This State 
has constantly been a source of anxiety, and during the year a disturbance 
took place in Kharakpur owing to the surbarakars of six villages refusing to 
pay w’hat W'as due from them as rent. The exc^cution of decrees was resisted 
by force, the police were assaulted, and persons who had been arrested wore 
rescued. Vigorous measures had to be taken to restore order, and the disturb- 
ance only quieted down after some of the ringleaders had bech arrested and 
punished. The State has three stone- quarries, and the value of the stone- 
plates, cups, and other articles annually exported to Bengal is estimated at 
Rs. 50,000. The land revenue demand, including arrears, was lis. 33,110-1-4, 
of wdii<‘h Rs. 28,527-4-3 was collected during the year. 

The minor Rajah of Dhcnkanal died during the year at the early age of 20. 

The succession of his only infant son has been 
■ approved by the Governments of Bengal and India. 

The total realisable demand of the State, including arrears, was Rs. 95,492-3-10, 
of which Rs. 83,492-0-6 was collected during the year. As the people to the, 
north of the State had to travel more than 30 miles to head- quarters, a now sub- 
divisional office W’as cstablidied at Baisinga. 

The total demand of the Keonjhur State for tho native year 1292 was 
_ o . Bs. 87,854-0-3-^-, of which Rs. 85,978-12-61 w’as on 

ponj ur an o ler ta cs. account of laiulrevonue. With arrears, the demand 

amounted to Rs. 1,13,493-10-0^, of which Ks. 80,509-5-4 was collected during 
the year. The total expenditure amounted to Rs. 63,559-12-5, of which 
Rs. 1,976-11-10 was Government tribute. The jail in Athgur is a miserable 
hovel, and the Rajah has failed to carry out his promise to build a pro})er jail. 
The Rajah is reported to be a hard landlord, and to think that the people have 
no rights in the land they cultivate. Tho settlement of killah Baramba, 
which was commenced in 1881 at tho request of tho people, is now almost 
complete, and the total land revenue demand of the Btato has been raised from 
Rs. 14,111-4-2 to Rs. IH, 179-5-8, exclusive of tlie assessment on resumed jaghir 
and lakliiraj lands. This State was involved in debt when Government took charge 
of it. Rot only have all the debts been paid off, but many works of improve- 
ment have been effected. In the Boad State it was tho custom for the heads 


of pergunnahs to decide petty civil and criminal cases, and to impose small 
fines, half of which were retained by the headmen, and half credited to 
the State treasury. It was found, however, that the headmen had abused their 
powers, which were accordingly withdrawn from them by tho Rajah. Boad 
is an extensive State, inhabited chiefly by aborigines, and the Superintendent 
has asked the Rajah to devise some ready means of administering justice near 
the homes of the people. The general administration of tho Daspulla State is 
unfavourably animadverted on by the Superintendent, who had to interfere to 
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prevent oppression by the Chief. The state of the finances is said to be 
deplorable. The area of the State is 668 square miles, with a population of 
41,608; the land revenue amounts to Rs. 11,000 only, of which about Rs. 1,000 
go towards paying the Qovornmont tribute and postal charges. The present 
settlement v^ill expire in two years, and if tho Rajah only takes the trouble to 
conciliate his people he will be able to obtain a fair increase of revenue. 
Tho Hindole State has been in difficulties owing to tho failure of tho autumn 
crop, and considerable measures of relief hud to be undertaken. A settlement 
has just been ellocted, by which the total assessment is increased from Rs. 21,683 
to Rs. 34,857. The Rajah of Khandparuh is said to be a hard landlord, and 
to think that his people liave been created with tho solo object of administering 
to his wants and comforts. There is evidently much needed in tho way of 
reform, and but little chance of its being introduced except througli the authority 
and influence of tho Superintendent himself. During the whole of 1886 there 
wore only four pi'isoiuirs in the jail, all sentenced in one case for killing a 
bullock. The population of tho State is 60,206. The Superintendent was unable 
to visit the Khondmals. Tho Khonds])ay no land revenue, but a tax of 3 annas 
on each plough. This, together with an equjjil contribution bj'" Government, 
<!Onstitutcs the Khondmal Road Fund. I'lie tothl demand of Nursingjmr, 
including arrears, was Rs. 31,628-8-2.^, of which Jis. 28,398-3-8 was collected 
during tho year. A dispensary has recently Ixsen opened at the head-quarters of 
the State. The Superintendent ha.s proposed toapjioiut a joint Forest Olliccr for 
N ursingpur and Haramba, and this proposal is now under tho consideration of 
Grovernment. Nyagur was not inspected during the year. Out of a total land 
revenue demand (including arrears) of Rs. 41,125-2-8, a sum of Rs. 40,190-5 was 
collected during the year. Of the total debts of the Rajah, amounting to 
Rs. 70,300-9-7, a sum of Rs. 31,005-5-8 Avas paid ofl' during the year. A char- 
itable dispensary Avas established during the j^ear. The Rajah is kind-hearted 
but improvident, and readily runs into debt. The Superintendent states that 
several of tho Chiefs are defrauded by foreign morcbaiits, and he has rejiublishcd 
a notification issued by the lat(i Sir Henry Ricketts in 1838, to tho elloct that 
he (tho Superintendent) has no legal power to reeover debts duo from Native 
Chiefs, and in future will not receive applications Ibr assi.stauce. This action 
has been ajqu'oved by the Lieuteuant-Govmnor ; but tho Superintendent ha.s 
been a.sk(‘d to report to Govcrnnn'iit any ease of real liardship. 'J'lio finances 
of the Pal Leliera State are very bad, and the Rajah is deeply in debt. Tho 
total receipts of the State amount to Rs. 17, 1(»0-12-1, Avliile tho Rajali’s debts 
amount to about Rs. 36,009. The term of the (uirrent settlement of Ruiipur 
Avill expire in 1297 IJinli. Rights of occupancy and transfer arc recognised 


the Talchor State is Rs. 39,322. 'i’Jiis State Avas over-assessed in 1877, and in 
the case of a good many Aollages the asse.ssment of the revenue has been 
revised and reduced, Avbiidi ituli(*-ates tlii! justice uiid moderation ol the Rajali. 
A pucca building is being constnntcd for the dis[>cn.sary. The Superin- 
tendent, it is satisfiictory to note, speaks very highly of the Rajah’s adminis- 
tration. Since tho close of tho olfieial year, tlie Rajah of Tigiria has died. 
He was a ruler of tho old patriarchal typi', and aa jis much liked by the people 
of tho State. The succession of his only son has been approved by the Govern- 
ment of India. ,^. . . , , 

Mr. C. C. Stevens was in charge of thcChuti/i rsfigpur Division throughout 

Tnit TiawTAHT anj. I’owticai, the year, with the exception of tlie first ten days 
States of CjiutiX N aoi’UE. of it. 

The rainfall was sufliciont and tho (srops good in all tho States except 

Udaipur, Guiigpur, Korea, and Jushpur. The 
Stale of the peojilc, crops, and jreneral health was better than in tho previous year, 
communications. Vaccination operations ■wore curried on in tho 

Sirgooja, Udaipur, Jushpur, Gangpur, and Korea Tributary States, as well 
as in the Political States of KhursuAvan and Seraikella. 91 8 per cent, of the 
operations were successful. In Sirgooja there were as many as 8,848 opera- 
tions in 242 villages. No complaints Avero made against any of tho vaccinators. 
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No new roads have been opened in most of the States. In Sirgooja the 
road from the borders of Palamow to the Matrunga Ghftt is under construi tion. 
Large portions of the Cliybassa-Purulia, the Ghybassa'Midnapur, and tl^e 
Chybassa-Khursawan road, which pass through the Political States of Seraikolla 
and Khursaw'an, were maintained by the Siiigbhum Hoad Cess Committee. 
The Chiefs of those States should be pressed to contribute something to the 
maintenance of these means of communication. 

Fifty-six cases wore instituted in the Commissioner’s office during the 
, year, and 36 wore pending from the previous year, 

rrimi..! .nd Cml yf cases, 70 wore disposed of. There 

w'oro 17 appeals of all kinds from the decisions of the Chiefs. Tliree dcfdsions 
w'cro continued, C I’eversed, 5 cases remanded, and 3 roraained pending at the 
end of tho j’oar. Of 14 persons committed for trial by the Chiefs, 9 
were convicted, 3 acquitted, and 2 were pending trial at tho end of the 
year. There were aliogether 648 cases of cognizable and non-cognizablo crime, 
in which 1,242 persons (against 1,117 in 1884-85) were concerned; 697 persons 
were convicted, and 406 discharged or acquitted. There wore 193 prisoners in 
jail at tho commencement of tlui year, ascomjjared with 136 at tho commence- 
ment of the preceding one, find tlie number of now admissions during tho year 
was 400, making a total of 593, against 653 during 1 884-85. 4'hero was a total 
of 665 civil suits for disposal against 492 in tho previous year. Of these, 547 
were disposed of diu-ing tho year, and 1 1 8 were pending at its close. About 
half these suits were for the recovery of bond or verbal debts, 56 wore for 
posses.sion of land, and 54 were for arrears of rent. 

Ihijali liaghunath 8aran Singh Deo, tlio Cliiof of Sirgooja, and lus 
. Dt'wan, aro again favourably sjiokcn of. Tho 

feirKooja. Chief i.s mo.st anxious to do what i.s right, and 

is just and moderate in cases in w'hich his own personal interests are 
concerned. 

Rajah Dharmjeot Singh Deo is the Chief of Udaipur. TTo seems "to have 
. bad si'i’vants, and in tw'o most inqiortant ca.ses it 

has been found tliat tho Rajah’s original proceed- 
ings were perfectly legitimate and regailar, but that evoutually over-zealous 
amla put him sciiously in tho wrong. Tho (commissioner of Chutia Nsigpur is 
trying his best to obtain influence over the Rajah, and to show him that ho has 
a personal interest in his welfare. 

Rajah Pi'otap Narain Singh Deo Bahadoor of Jushpur ajipears to be an 

able, energetic, and conscientious ruler. Owing to 
.u'sipur. a partial failure of his eyesight, tho judicial work 

is done by his son, acting under his advice. 

Rajah Raghunath Siklmr Deo of Gangpur is said to bo disposed to 

worry his .subjects too much for special pecuniary 
Oangitur. Contributions. It, however, appears that ho has a 

difficult State to manage, tho inliabitants pos.sessing a largo share of the 
cunning which is attributed generally to the Gloria character, and in the 
disputes between the Rajah and his subjects, the Commissioner found tho latter 
to be principally in the wrong. 

The state of affairs in Korea were not satisfactory. Tho only hope for 

the good government of this State lies in tho 

Korea an( ot er . tates. Rajah’s being well advised, as ho appears to be 

unfit to govern without help. Tho Rajah of lionai is on had terms with bis 
relatives and with important classes of his subjects. The Commissioner will 
ascertain more accurately tho causes of these differences, and try to bring 
about more satisfactory relations. As regards Ohangbhakar, it apjiears that 
the Chief holds extreme views regarding his rights over his subjects. T'he 
Political State of Seraikella was well managed. The Thakoor of Khursawan 
being a minor, lus property is now under the control of Government, and 
managed by the Deputy Commissioner of Singbhum with the assistance of a 
duly appointed manager. A quarter of tho debt duo by tho State was paid 
during the year. The minor Thakoor is now in his 18th year, and the Deputy 
Commissioner has been taking steps to instruct him in law and zemindari 
management. 

T’ho tribute payable by tho several States amounts to Rs. 4,686-2-9. 
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The question of increasing the allowance given to the Maharajah of 
g Sikkim has been under tho consideration of Gov- 

emment; but as the Maharajah has not adhered 
to the terms of the treaty under which he is to reside in his own country 
nine months.of the year, the question has been dropped. 

In consequence of internal dissensions in this State, it was considered 
Bbootan advisable to delay, till the cessation of those dissen* 

sions, the payment to the Bhootan Government of 
the sum of Rs. 50,000 annually made under existing treaty engagement.

The most important survey work carried on during the year was flic 
_ , , experimental survev of pergunnah Bisaroh in 

Aliizafti'rpiir cadastral siirvo\'. ‘it aI - 

Aluzimorpiir, nuundiiifi^ therein a record of rij^hts 
and settlement of rents. Tim operations Avero carried on under Chapter X of 
the Bengal Tenancy Act,* and a notification under section 101 (3^ was duly 
publi.shod in the Culciiihi Ga^'ctte of the 1th November 1885. 

The cadasti’a! survey Avas conducted by a professional survey party under 
the superintendence of Colonel Barron, of the Survey Department, Avho 
recently completed suece.ssfully tho survey of the Benares district. The Avork 
of record of rights and sottleinont of fair rents Avas carried on by jVfr. Collin, 
C.S., with the assistance of Iavo Deputy (Vdlectors, under tho iinmediato .super- 
vision of the Director of tho Agricultural Departnuuit, avIio in this matter acted 
in .subordination to tJio Board of IJeA'cnue. I’hc ofliccrs of tho Survey Depart- 
ment recorded the areas of holdings, facts of undisputed possession, of crops 
groAvn, and of irrigation. Tho maps and measurement records of each A’illago, 
as they were completed, were at once made OA'or to tho revenue oi'nt ors, Avho 
immediately proceeded to tho A’illago and dotcrinined and recorded the status 
and interests of all parties, from tho proprietor doAV’ii to the under-ryots. Tliey 
also recorded the amounts of existing rents, and settled and recorded fair rents 
on the application of either landlord or tenant, and without .such application, 
also, AA’hen it appeared that tho tenant was holding land in excess of or loss than 
that for Avhieh he was payini; rent. 

The total area cadastrally surveyed to tho end of Juno 1880 wjis 110 .square 
miles. Tho rent.s Avore recorded and the .status determined t>f 15,870 tenants, 
Avhilc fair rents were settled on the application of either hindlord or tenant in 
the cases of 3,5 iO ryots. Boundary disjmtos, of AA’hich there were 3‘11, mostly 
of a petty character, were aini(\'ihly setthid, and in no case was an appeal made 
to the Special Judge fi’om tho decisions of the Sottleinout Ollicer. The tenants

In all cases in Avhich fair rents haA'C been settled, tho existing rents have 
been recorded as fair. Tho law jn'esumes that existing rents are fair till tiie 
contrary is proved, and does not permit of their reduction except on the ground 
of a fall in tho prices of staple food-crops since tho rents were last fixed, or on 
the ground that the area of the holding is less than that for wliicli tho ryot 
has been paying rent. Neither of these grounds for reduction in rent having 
been found to exist, existing rents have not boon reduced. On the other hand, 
landlords have not .shown that prices have risen since the rents were last fixed, 
nor have they adiluced evidence that the ryots are holding land in excess of 
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that for which they are paying rent. Existing rents therefore have not been 
enhanced. Unauthorised cesses and abwabs have not been recorded. 

The total cost of the operations of both survey and settlement to the end 
ol June was Rs. 1,33,710, or 8 annas per acre on tlio area which had 
boon cadastxally surve}'ed. Within this sum is included the cost of such 
non-recurring items as tents, camp equipage, travelling allowances to officers 
joining their appointments, and other charges wdiicli are necessarily incurred 
when a survey party is organised in a new district. It is not possible at present 
to give an exact estimate of the cost at which the combined operations of survey 
and record of rights might bo done in this district by survey and settlement 
parties in full working order, as the results of the first field season are never a 
fair criterion ; but, as far as present experience enabled the survey and settlement 
officers to form an opinion, it was anticipated that the total cost of the opera- 
tions would not exceed 8.J annas per acre. Tiio success of the work, so far as 
it has gone, nay fairly bo judged by tlio absence of that friction and those 
difficulties which were expected in connection with it. There was no opposition 
and there were no obstacles of any kind. 

Since iho close of tlio year, tho orders of the Secretary of State have been 
received tliat this cxperiinontal survey should, for t.l*c prijsent, bo abandoned. 

The revision of the survey of Midnapur was practically brought to a 

clo.se during the year. The work cunsi.stcd chiefly 
ot tlie measuromeut and testing ot estates imper- 
foetly measured, of the preparation of duplicate copies of settlement records 
pertaining to tcmporarily-sellled pergunnalis, and of the correction of survey 
registers. Copies of 59$) ma|)s, S!i cliittas and 9*> khatians were made during 
the year. Two boundary disjiutes and (iOf other eases tvere disposed of. Tlio 
eost'ineurred amounted to Its. 19,150, against Hs 33,859 in the previous year. 
The offieeof the Junior Superintendent of Survey was abolished on tlie,':i()ili 
June 1880. A few copies of maps only were kdt to be ])reptm;d, for which a 
small esl^ablisbment was apjiointed under the Oolha^tor. 

The demarcation of the boundaries of the (Joverumeut lands on the sides 

of the Grand Trunk Hoad continned, and the W'ork, 
so far as it related to the district of Iliigli, Avas 
coniph'te. The total area recovered thronglioid the 
entire lenglh of the road in this distriet measured about 8(j() bigluis of land, 
wbi<‘h are now under settlement. Of the 209 eiicroacliment cases decided 
dining tlie year, only 17 were adverse to fJoverinnent. The cost incurred 
during the year amounted to Rs. 3,450.

The demareafion w'us made on the basis 
of the tliak sinwe), and resulted in a net ineri'ase of 750 bighas oAa'r the thak 
area. The total expcndifiire incurred during the year amounted to Rs. 4,714.

Rs. 10,000 per square mile toAA'ards the cost of the survey, and the balance of 
the cost, estimated to amount to Rs. 4,000 a mile, Avill be divided betAveen 
Imperial and ProAuneiul funds in tho proportion of two-thirds and oue-tliird 
respectively. Legislation being considered necessary, a committee Avas appoint- 
ed to draft" an Act, which, with the report of the committee, is now under the 
consideration of Government.

There were 151- original settlements, 834 resettlements, and I'Jli sum- 
mary settlements, making in all Cl I settlements concluded during the year. 
The revenue assessed was Ks. 2,43,518, being lis 5G, 180 in cx(;ess of that 
previously received. Of this increase, 11s. 43,293 resulted from original settle- 
ments, 11s. 10,990 from resottlemeuts, and lls. 1,847 from summaiy siittle- 
ments. The number of settlements concluded in 1881-85 was 790 with a 
revenue of lls. 1,68,005, and an increase of Its. 25,503 only. The JDivisions 
showing the heaviest increases during the year of rejiort wore — Dacca 
(Its.

The number of estates belongings to Government during 1885-80, n)anaged 
directly and farmed, amounted to 2,950, and the number of private estates 
matuii^cd by Government wa.s 209. Tl«c total demand from estates belong- 
ing to Government during the year 1885-86 was Rs. 31,98,925, out of which 
Rs. 21,02,332, or 65 82 per. cent., were collected, against 07-91 per cent, 
collected in the previous’ year, and Rs. 1,32,208 were remitted, leaving an 
outstanding balance of Rs. 9,59,385. The ])ercoutago of the current collections 
on the current demand was 08-40, against 69*11 in 1884 85, and of arrear 
collections on the arrear demand 60-12, against 65-14 in 1884-85. 

One thousand three hundred and liftcon estates, of which 209 belonged 
to private porson.s who had refused selthmiont, with an annual rental of 
Rs. 27,63,045, were managed direct at a cost of Rs. 1 ,96,803, or 7*1 per cent, 
on the demand, being the same as the jjorcentage of the previous year. 
Includitig an arrear balance of Rs. 1 1,04,618, the total demand of the year was 
Rs. 38,67,663, out of which Rs. 26,78,174, or 69*2 per cent., were realised, the 
corresponding pcrccnlage of tlic previous year being 71*1. The percentage of 
collections on current demand was 96*9 against 97*1 in 1884*85.

The rc.snlts of direct management during 1 885-86 were not very successful by 
comparison witli other years. Rut, nevertheless, the net income was larger than 
could have been obtained had the estates been farmed out. Tlie allowanco made to 
middlemen in such eases is 20 per coit. on the rental, while the most allowed 
for direct maiiagoment, including improvements and conti'ihutions to roads and 
schools, is 10 per cent. ; to this adding 3*1 per cent., the amount by which 
the collections of the year fell short of the current demand there would bo an 
advantago of 6*9 per cent, in favour of the form of management adopted, oven 
if the farmers paid hi full, which they never do. They really pay, in proportion 
to the current demand, no better than the ryots wlion dealt with directly, and, 
from a financial point of view, the additional 10 jior cent, allowed to them is a 
lo.ss, against which the only set-olF is the comparatively trifling interest on the 
outstanding balance, in so far as that exceeds the amount to which it would 
reach were tlie estates directly managed. 
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In the Bardwdn Division the realisations amounted to 68 6 per cent, on the 
gross demand and 94*0 on the current demand, against 73 0 and 101-3 in the 
previous year. The falling ofE has heen general. Tlic khas mehals are mostly 
iM the districts of Midnapurand HugH. lii Midnapur the percentage on the 
current demand has fallen off from 101-7 to 95-3, owing principally to indifferent 
results in the Majnamuta and Jalamuta estates, wliore Ks. 4,62,310 were 
collected, against Ks. 5,03,053 in the preceding year. Tlie balances on these 
estates at the end of the year were Rs. 1,78,451. against Rs. 1,70,760. In the 
Presidency Division the collections on the gros.s demand fell from 70-9 per cent, 
in 1884-85 to 63-2 in the year of report, the decrease l)oing in all the districts 
of the Division except Jcs.soro. In the R;'ijshahi Division the percentage of 
realisations on the gross demand rose from 74-4 in 1884-85 to 81-2, and the total 
collections also cx(!ccdod the current demand. Except in Dacca, the collections 
exceeded the current demand in all the districts of the Dacca Division, the 
highest being 115-3 in Maimanstinpb, and the lowest 103-0 in Bakarganj. In 
Dacca the percentage was 90. i’he collections in the Chittagong Division 
improved, especially in the Chittagong di.strict, where the perc('ntage of 
collections on tho cuiTcnt demand rose from 03-4. in 1884-85 to 100 •4. The 
collections in this district rose from Rs. 2,95,273 in, 1883-84 to Rs. 3,33,027 in 
1884-85 and to Rs. 3,83,407 in 1885-80. In the Patna Divi.sion the collections 
were 05-7 per cent, on the gross demand and 88-5 per cent, on the current 
demand, against 70-3 and 88*7 ])or cent, respectively in tho preceding year. 
In Durbliunga short collections were due to litigation which is still pending in 
the High Court, and the rnbbi crop failed in tho Bhabmih sub-division of 
Shdhdbad. Tho collections in tho Bhagalpur Division fell off to 08-2 and 
90 0 per cent, from 74'3 and 90-8 in the previous 5-car. Tho docrea.so vras 


ir.ost marked in Piirtioah, whore eollections Avero temporarily suspended on 
account of damage caused b5" tho floods, llns collections in the Orissa Divisiem 
amounted to Rs. 3,02,510, or 92-7 per (^ont. on tho current demand, a'»'aiiist 
111-4 in 1884-<S5 and 03 5 in 1883-81. Of the balance of Rs. 1,05,399 out- 
standing at tho clo.se of the 5'ear, Rs. 33,700 have since been realised. Tho 
collections in the Chutia Nagpur Divi.sion Avero satisfaetoiy. 

The allotment made for the management and improvement of Govern- 
ment estates during the year avus Rs. 2,10,151 f<»v management proper and 
Rs, 05,000 for miscellaneous improvements, or in all Rs. 2,75,454 In addition 
to this ainonnt, Ps. 27,000 wei'o placed at the di.sj)i)sal of llie Hoard of RoA-emio 
for reproductive Avorks on Government estaies under the super\'ision of the 
Public Works Department, and Rs. 30,0<H) wore .assigned to the iMajuumuta 
.-iiid Jtdamuta estates in Midnapur for the inaiutcnancc c*f khalls and gram- 
bliarics. 

The sum of Rs. 54,753 Avas .spent during the 5'oar on the improvement 

of GoA'ovnmeut estates by the oxcaA-atiun of tanks, 
the sinking of avcHs, by drainage, irrigation, em- 
bankments, and similar works. In addition to 
this amount, Rs. 27,342 wci-c spent from tho funds of the Orplianganj market, 
in the 24-Pei-gunnahs, on reproductive iinj)rov(.‘inent.s to tliat estate. Tho 
usual contribution of 2^ per cent, on tlio collections was mad(5 for tho con- 
struction of roads and for education on GoA-ernment estates. The Agricultural 
Dc})artmcnt gave some impetus to the «*ultLvation of iicav staples on GoAUTimient 
cstat<;s. The estate of Pichasa, in the Patna district, was placed under tho .super- 
vision of Mr. Allen, Assistant to tho Director of the Agricultural Department, 
for making cx]Aorimcnts, Avhich AVerc attendod^Avith success. In the Government 
estates of Shi'ihilbud the experimental cidtivation of AA-heat was tried on scientific 
principhis under the supervision of tho same oflicor, and tlie result was 
succes.stul. Suoccs.sful attempts Avero made by Mr. A. 0. Sen, another oflicer of 
the Agricidtural Dc 2 )artment, to cidtmito niattar, Avheat, mn.ssoorco, and tho 
potato in BardAvfln. In some ])arts of the country tho use of the Bihi}'^ sugar 
mills is increasing, and there is a hopeful tendency- in some places to acjcept

^ub-divi.sional Officer of Dinaporc nro said to have succeeded, but to have 
been declared by the cultivators to bo suitable only Cor soft soil. Two bulls 
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for breeding purposes have been purchnsedi and will be maintained on the 
Government estates at Uuxar and Nasriganj. in the Shahdbdd district. 

The condition ot the ryots on the Government estates in the Dacca, 
^ . Presidency, Chittagong, Patna, and Chutid Nilgpur 

ont itioii ot ryots.. l)i visions was generally good. In parts .of Uardwdn, 

Bhagalpur, and Kdjshdhf losses were sustained from inundation. In Orissa 
some distress was telt by r} ots of the estates bordering on the Chilka Lake 
and its neighbourhood. A grant of Hs. 0,!')00 was made for tlieir relief. The 
ryots of the Pirso estate in Jhdasor sulfered much damage from tho C 5 ’clone 
of September 18iS5 ami the sea-wave that followt'd it. Sanction was given to 
tho rcmi.s.vi()n ()f rent ft)r the Audi year in tho ease of those ryots who 

lost their whole ero]). and to the remi.ssiou of (hree-fourths of tho rent in the 
case of those ryots who saved only’ one- fourth of their crop. 
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?Harbs' Estates. 


Tftere were 97 wards’ estates and 79 attaehod estates, or a total of 170 
estates under Government management during the year 1885-86. In the 
preceding year the numbers wei’e respectively 107 and 90. The annual rent 
denmnd was Rs. 93,42,744, and the collections, amounted to Rs. 87,77,430, or 
93-9 per cent. The rctnissious amounted to Rs.* 3,84,000, and the balance 
outstanding increased from Rs. 75,78,418 to Rs. 77,82,737. The percentage of 
realisations to current demand was rather better than in either of the two 
))ree.eding years. Collecthms were best in the Chittagong Division and lowest 
in the Orissa Division, the percentages being lOO'l and 78-3 respectively. 

The total demand of rent duo to superior laiidlords was Rs. 4,11,478, of 
which Rs. 2,67,970 were current and Rs. 1,13,508 arrear. The paynnmts 
amounted to Rs 2,80,424, and the lialanee, after deducting remissions, was 
Rs. 1,20,189, of which Ks. 75,419 represent e-urrent and l>s. 03,070 arrear 


balance. The balances are heaviest in the Ratna, Presidency, and Ravdwaii 
Divisions. 

The introduction of u<!w forms of receipt under the Hcngal Tenancy Act 

accounts for short collections on three estsites — Sri- 
Knvet of the Mpngal Tenancy nugur, Sultatigaclia, uiid Lolit Molian Rai ; and there 

is I ea.son to suppose that in two of these eases .some of 
the ryots at least bad just cause to dispute the validity of demands made against 
them. On Srinagar, though it has been found necessary to remit arrears amount- 
ino- to the whole rental of several y(‘ar.s, tliebalaneo still outstanding exceeds two 
yei^irs’ income, and the Lieutenant-Governor, in investigating the .state of the 
property while on tour in Sejitcmber last, came to tlie {^inclusion that a survey 
and record of rights wais necessary in order lo ascertain the rent-roll. In the 
<-ase of the Sultangacha estate, the High Court disallowed rent improperly 
as.ses8ed on rent-free land by the late proprietor, who, witli a retital of Rs. 1 ,2(5,926, 
loft behind li ini an arrear demand of over four lakhs. Far from realising the.so • 
enormous arrears, the Court of Ward.«> has never been able to collect oven the 
eurreiit demand. Where heavy uiircali.suble baUiuccs, and the result of parti- 
cular suits, indicate that the ryots chailongo with eirect the validity of the rent- 
roll, the introduction of the now forms of receipt, in which the annual rent has 
to he spt'citied, must bring disputes to an issue, with the ultimate effect of putting 
an end to a state of things wliicli can he only n'gardcd as intolerable. The 
I.olit Mohan Rai estate is small, and the friclion on it is sufficiently accounted 
for by the fact that tiio manager and the greater part of tlio collecting staff wore 
absent from it during most of this and the preceding year, conducting civil suits 
at Dacca. 

The total cost of management during the year was Rs. 7,91,970, or 7-9 per 
cent, on the current rent and cess demand. If the charges for the construction and 
repairs of cute.hcry buildings and for survey and .settlement are excluded, the 
cost is reilucod to 7*0 per cent, on tho demand. T'his percentage is lower than 
that of previous year, hut tho reduction is entirely due to the low rate of 
charges in the Rardwan estate. The charges, as usual, were lowest in those 
Divisions in which the estates arc largely lot out in j)utni. Thus the charges of 
management of the Nasliipur mal and dehuttar estates arc 2T and 2*2 per cent, 
respectively, of tho Sym<lpur estate 1*6 per cent., and of tho Bardwdu Raj 2 5 
per cent.

settlements of other estates in tho Clmtia Nagpur Divi.sion, are now under the 
charge of Mr ! . A. Slack. Seven of the estato-s under tho Court of Ward.s 
i” which arc nianagod under the Encumbered Estates Act of 
lo^Uj^havc been selected foi’ tlio operations which arc now in j>rog'ross.’’

Considerable distre-ss was occasioned in several portions of tho country 
r. 1 . f .1 . . severe iuundation which took nluco in 

Wards* c.s tales. the tcn.'intry on September 1885. It is true that ultimately tho soil 

18 fertilised by the deposit of river silt Avliich the 
water brings with it ; but temporarily, while the inundation lasts, the sufibriuirs 
of the people are necessarily great. In the Kanika estate in Orissa a cyclone 
accompanied by a storm-wayo, occurred on the 22nd of September. Out of 
290 villages m tho s )uth of this estate, 11 were completely swept away, and 108 
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were partially destroyed. Throe-fourtlis of the population of these villajfoH aio 
said to have perished. The precise loss of life has not been ascertained, but 
it probably exceeded 5,000 persons. Rents were remitted and relief was 
Hberally granted ; but the effects of this terrible calamity will be felt for many 
years to come. The condition of other districts in the province, which did not 
suffer from special causes, was generally prosperous.

Dl'UINi! the y£?ar 1885-86 seven Bills occupied the nttention of tin* 
Council of the Lieutenant-Oovernor of Benj^ul. Of these soveu Bills, foui 
were pas-sed by the Council, of which two received the assent of the 
Crovernor-Geueral, — Act 1 (B.C. ) of 1886, an Act Ut further amend the Villac’c 
(.'howkidaii Act, 1870; and Act IT (B.C.) of 1886, an Act to amend A(!t II 
(B.C ) of 1860 and the Calcutta Police Act, lb66. 

'i'his Act receiv(‘d the asscuit of the Governor-General on the 24th May 18'^6 

The object of the Act is to introduce a bett(‘r 
.\ft 1 (B.C.) of 1SS6— an Aoi to system of appointing punchavats, and sccurintr the 
da'ri Ao more cortaiu and punctual payment of chowki- 

dar.s. The Act provides for the selection of 
punchavats hy a magistcjial oflicor on the spot, and fixes three years as the 
term for whit;h the appointment shall he held. In order to secure the mon* 
cortaiu and puuctmd payment of the ohowkidars, it is provided that tlie 
punchayats sliall pay in their collections to the Magistrate. In case the 
punehayats find themselves unable to reali.se the chowkidari assessment, power 
IS given theiu to appoint a tehsildar, whose salary will bo collected from the 
defaulting villagers 

Ihis Act received the assent of the Governor-General on the 28tli May 

18^6. The object of the Act is to enable the 
Calcutta and JSnburhan police to arrest without a 
warrant drunken persons guilty of riotous iir in- 
decent hehaviour in the public streets, and persons 
committing offences against public decency. 

This Bill was introduced on the 86th January 1886, and referred to a Select 

Committee. The report of the St lect ('ommittee 
was presented and the clauses of tho Bill settled 
without amendment on tho 27th March 1886, and

Constables. The cost of the force employed on purely politic work is approx- 
imately estimated at Rs. 20,22,480, or 7*0 pies per head of tho popxdation.

In the chapter on Police 
j)ublished in the General Annual Administration Report for 1884-85, it Avas 
stated that the icports on tlic working of the Chauki'dari Act wore not genera iiy 
favourable, Ihe complaint.s referred principally to the irregular manner in 
whi(;h the chaukidars were paid. During the year a draft Rill was under the 
con.si derat ion of tho Lieutenant-Governor, which it was hojied woidd reform 
the defects of the present Act, without abrogating its principle. Tlic Legislative 
(’ouucil ultimately came to the couclu.sion that tho existing system should have 
a further trial, and accordingly, since tho conclusion of the calendar year 1885, 
Act 1 (R.C.) of 188G, to amend the Village Chauki'dari Act, 1870, wu.s passed. 
Tiie amending .sections provide for a bettor system for tlie appointment of 
panchiiyat.s, and for the more jiunctual payment of tho salaries of the chaukfddrs.

There were no punitive police in any distiict except liakarganj, where a

The jtolice maintained order at 172 fairs attended by about four and throe 

quarter millions of people. Only 140 cases — none 
of them of a serious nature — were reported, and 
convictions were obtained in 100 of tlicse cases. These figures are a striking 
indication of the peaceable and law-abiding character of the people. 

'I'lie percentage of educated Irtspectors was 00'4. Among Sub-In.spectois 

the percentage increased from 08 to 08*4, among 
Head-constahles from 78*6 to 70*1, and among Con-

The police service is said not to bo so i)Opular as it used to be 
when the work was lighter, and many men now resign after a short trial. 
Indeed, it is said that in some of the eastern districts it is practically impossible 
to keep the force up to its full slrengtli.

The Judge accpiitted the 
accused, as the principal evidence was that o:& an approver ; hut the officers 
implicated were dismissed. In another case, whicJi occurred in Karfdpur, 
the principal accused w'as the village panchiiyat. In three of the proved 
cases, ado(|uate punishments were inflicted. There wox'e only six petty cases 
of extortion by the Police. Thexiumherof judicial punishments under the 
Penal Code decreased from 385 to 3*23 ; those under the Police Act from 243 
to 2 11 ; and departmental pmiishmoiits (including dismissals) from 5,815 to 5,482. 
Judged by figures, the C(Uidncl of the police thus appears to ho improving. 

The number of men wearing good-conduct slrij)OS was 19,570, an increase 

of 1,051 on the previous year. 3'ho possession of 
l)i«ciphm; and inspection of f Inve stiiucs entitles th(i wearer to a good-conduct 

allowanco or one rupee per month. iVlonoy re- 
wards wex’o received by 1,057 ollicersand men, against 2,049 in the previous 
year. As regards inspections by District Superintendents, orders have recently 
been issued which will somewhat rednee the amount of inspection to he per- 
fornn'd by them, and will give them more time to attend to important Avork at 
liead-qnsirtcrs.

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The Presidency is ajiparentlv the most criminal division, with one co|rnizable 
case to 472 of the population ; and Dacca the least so, with one to 824. Of districts, 
Ddrjfling stands first with one to 81, and Noakhally last with one to 1,022.

('Oliiftagong and Ori.ssa) showed an increa.se, mainly in non-cognizable crime. 
In Bohnr the |)<'roentage of non-j*ognizabio crime was only 41*4, while in Ihmifjd 
it is .54'}1. In the Dacca Division it is 59‘2, in the Patna Divi.sion only 38*8. 
The Inspcctor-Generul states that among the well-to-do re.sideuts of JBa.st.ern 
Uengal, the pereoutage in Noakhally is as high as 83-4 ; iu Clya it falls as 
\o'w as 20*6; and iu Chutia Ntigpur, whore litigation, for its own .sake, is 
even less practised, to 22' 1 in Loluirdagd With referoiujc to the detTeaso 
in the number of cognizable cases, (;ousidcrably more than ono-lialf is accounted 
for by a deerea.se of 2,70U iu imisunces, of 400 in salt prosec ution.s, and of 200 
in excise pro.secution.s. 

'Jhe percentage of cases <lcelared false decreased from 6 3 to 0 0; but 

there can be no doubt that the actual percentage 
•also c mrgos. vcry much liigher. The number of ca.ses ex- 

cluded from the returns as false through mi.stako of law or fact was no li.vss 
than 9,183, and different divisions show groat variations in this respect. 

Out of a total of 0,402 ca.ses declared false, pro.secutions were instituted 
in only 1,404 cases and convictions obtuiiiod in only 353. The subject of ])ro- 
seeiitions for false charges is one on which tlierc is much dillerenco t>f opinion, 
and there is still considerable diversity of practice as regards the institution 
of such prosecutions. In the district of Nadiya the percentage of prosecutions 
was 46*0 and of convictions 40-4 ; wbilo in the adjoining di.strict of des.sor 
only one conviction was obtained in 35 cases. i\nd even in tlic same district 
there is extreme divergence of procc<lure, as in two sub-divisions of the 24- 
Pergunnahs prosecutions were instituted in every instance, whereas in a third 
there were only 7 i>r<jsicutious to (59 false ca.se.s. In Chittagong only two 
pro.se<*utions were in.stituted, thousrh a hundred caso.s wore declared false, and 
the Commi.ssioiier exi)laiiis that this disregard of orders was duo to the weak- 
ne.s.s of the staff. In this, as in some other districts, there appears to have 
been too gieat a temleney to note oii (J. false forms that there is not sulli- 
cient evidence for a proseculiou. In Moiighyr the results were extremely bad, 
there having been 2 fO false cases, 30 prosecutions, and only 4 convictioiH. 
As the Inspector-General remarks, figures such as those moan delay in institu- 
ting a pr(;secution, and dilatory procedure after iiislitution, until the eases 
become thoroughly stale.

was 76,831, of whom 52,919 wore convicted, the percentage being 08*8, agaiust 
(>7 7 in the previous year. The higliest pcrcentagts is shown by Ddrj fling, 
Howrah, and Patna, and the lowest by Pabufi, Khulna, and Bakarganj. The 
results in Pabmi were oxtromoly bad, and though various causes are assigned, 
the Magi.stratc cannot bo altogether absolved from responsibility. The criminal 
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work in tliis district is heavy, and the normal number of officers will probably 
have to be increased by one. 

The percentage of convictions to arrests, of convictions to persons 
* brought to trial, and of convictions to persons 

actually tried, show an increase on tho previous 
year under all classes of crime. 'Fhe percentage 
of convictions in offences against tho person continued to bo low. The 
percentage of convictions to tho number of poi’sons tried at Sessions trials was 
only a lower average than any diii’ing tho last five years. In three of 

tho jury disti’icts (Patna, Dacca, and lliigli) there were more uo({iiittals 
than convictions. In Ihirdwan (also a jury district) rcsidts wex’o better, tho 
percentage of acquittals being 39*1 ; but in the adjoining district of Midnapur, 
where trials are held with tho aid of as.scssors, tho percentage of acquittals 
was only 17*7. In tho Dacca Division tho percentage of acquittals fc'll from 
()()*0 to 3l*l, but no reason is assigned for this marked improvement. In 
Dollar (excluding I*atna, the only jury district) the results of Sos.sions trials 
wei’O satisfactory, the acquittals varying from M**3 per cent, in Champaran to 
*21-*3 in Shahabiid. In Dacca five and in Dardwan two viu’dicts of juries were 
refei’red and set aside under section 307 of the Ci^do of Criminal Procedure. 
In two cases out of tliroc referred in lliiglf, nnanimous verdicts of not guilty 
were set usid<*, and in a fourth case the Judge accepted a verdict with which 
Ini di.sagreed.

In tlya, too, the results 
were very bad, the Magi.stratc alleging as the reason tho large number 
of jxrofessional receiver.s of stolon jirojx'i’ty, many of whom are per.sons of 
outward rospectubility and of some iutiueuce, against whom evidence can 
very seldom be obtained.

The figures- for 1885 are very much the same as those for 1884, except 
that there was a considerable decrease under class VI. 

Under class I there was a small increase of 3-3, due solely to an Increase 

of 103 under rioting, as all the other heads exhibit 
piibSnlnqiiUm^^^^ a decrease. The iierccntage of convictions in 

rioting cascs was only 43*7, against 41*1 in 1881. 
'Fhe Dardwan Division shows an increase of 00 cascs, of which thei’e was an 
increase of 26 in Midnapur. There was a serious case in the Jliduapur 
district, in which some four or five hundred people, said to have boon headed 
by one of tho Moyna zemindars, forcibly cut the Government embankment 
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near Ghanpur, thereby Hooding a large tract of country and destroying the 
crops. Tho most serious feature connected with the rioting in tho Presidency 
Division was the fact that as many as 13 were attended with loss of life. The 
Cuttack district shows 45 rioting cases, against 18 in 1884— a rise of exactly 60 
per cent., duo to the disputes in connection with killa'Koojung, the property 
of tho Bardwan Raj. Out of 70 cases in tho Chutid Ndgpur Division, 32 
occurred in Manbhiun, in a portion of which (pei’gunnah Burrabhura) there 
are disputes relating to the cultivation of indigo, and the relations between 
Messrs. Watson and Company’s Manager and the ryots are in consequence 
very strained. Tho Dacca Division shows 413 rioting cases, against 438 in 
1884. A docrea.se in Champaran is attributed to the people being more than 
ordinarily comfortable ; but, as has been pointed out by tho Inspector-General, 
it is in Eastern Bengal, where the ryots are well ofPand the pressure of poverty 
is least felt, that the offence of rioting is most ingrained and prevalent. In tho 
Santal Porguunahs occurred tho so-called “gola-kata” case, an occurrence 
on the Ganges near Rajinehal, in which tho Sub-divisional Officer of Rajmehal 
and some other Europeans in a boat ivero attacked by tho boatmen of some 
other boats, who were under tho impro.ssion that tho mhihs were, at tho 
instance of Government, ii^ search of human heads to bo thrown into the river 
at the site of some bridge about to be constructed. Tho offences relating to 
coin do not call for any particular remark. There tvoro 119 cases, against 101 
in 1884. Seventy-one persons were convicted and 44 di.scharged or acquitted.

The results in jury districts continued to bo very bad. In Bardwdn, out 
of 19 persons committed for murder, only 1 was convicted and IG acquitted. 
In Dacca out of 298 persons tried, only 91 were convicted, and in Patna only 59 
out of 179. On the whole, excluding jury district.^, wliere cionunitments are 
carcfull}' made, acquittals are the exception ratlur tlian the rule. 

Tliercwere 24,103 true cases, against 24,221 in 
1881. The annexed statement shows the number 
of cases under tiie principal heads of this class during 

the past two years : — 

llcfiCiiplion <if oiiine.

The variations hardly call for any notice. The Tnspeclor-Honeral thinks 
that, but f<u* a ccitain amount of agricultural disire.ss in tlio spring, there 
w'ould have been a return to the lower ligures of the three pi'cvimis years. 
An increase of 11 per cent, in the i)er(reiitage of ca.ses ending in conviction to 
c.'Ksos decided is a sati.sfaetoiy feature. The bulk of the cases of mischief to 
animals is made up of ca.ses of poisoning cattle for the sake of tlieir hido.s. 
d'liis crime is (‘xceedingly diflicult of detection ; a few pca-Icavcs covered with 
arsenic are thrown on the ground in front of a grazing animal, and the deed 
is complete. The eoiuinissioii of this offence is further facilitated by the 
absence of any restriction ou the sale or jios, session of poisons out>ide munici- 
jialitics. The difliculty of detection renders it all the more noce.ssaiy to pa.ss 
adequate sentences when any case is proved. In par.agiMph 32 of the resolu- 
tion on the report for 1884, the Inspector-Gt'neral was asked to notice separ- 
ately cases of miscliicf by fire. This has been done, and the judicial results 
are extrenudy ba«l, only 8 persons having been convicted, against 150 persons 
afujuitted. Firing of houses is a eoram<»u method of revenge in this country, 
and the nature of the houses renders the offence exceedingly easy of commis- 
sion. At the same time, as the lusjjector-Geueral remarks, false charges of 
arson appear to possess a peculiar attraction as a means of inflicting injury 
on an ouemy, no fewer than 117 cjascs (out of 384 cases reported) having been 
declared false. The districts of Nadiyd and the 2 1 -Porgunnah.s had 18 true 
cases each and not a single conviction. 

As rcgai'ds dacoity, the Ksijsluilu, llardwsin, and Chutld Nagpur Divisions 
are the worst in the onlcr named, I1.5jshahi having hold the first position since 
1880. One division, Chittagong, was entirely free from this crime : indeed, 
during the last six years there have boon only eight cases in it. Ton districts 
exhibit a clean sheet, nine more have only one case each, and twelve have less 
than five. The seven worst districts are lldiikura with 13 cases, Birhhum 
with 10, Dinagc}mr and Dalrjfling with 11 each, and Mursheddbaid, Mainbhum, 
and Pabnil with 9 each. The Inspector-General remarks that it is ordy in the 
Itajshkhi, Ididnapur, and Gya circles that organised dacoity has been found to 
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exist. Cf the lO-l clacoitios of tlio year, 85 aro returned as “ professional,” as 
opposed to “ local ” or “technical;” but the Inspector-General doubts if the classi- 
fication has bo(;u ])ropcrly understood and applied, and thinks that, until any 
particular j?ang is detected, local oflicers would return its work as technical. 
The results of trials for dacoity were, as usual, unsatisfactory. In IJunki'ira 
they were extremely bad, as only one man was convicted out of 84 sent up. 
The Inspector-General nunarks that the lUrbhuin cases were undoubtedly the 
woik of nn*n ilriven to crim#*, by distress, and occurred oidy in those parts of 
tho district in whicli charitable relief and relief works were not in operation. 
Out of 10 cases decided, ti ended in conviction, but the number of persons 
convicted (14) was small cousidcrin;;^ that Cl were sent up. I'lio Afurshodabad 
Police sc'nt up 74 mou, of wliom 28 were convicted in 1 1 cases One case, in 
wliich the women of the house were stripped and hurnt with foiv.bes, was 
extremely pceuliar, as the dacoits were a mixed j^ang of llralimans and 
Mahomedans. One of the Pahna eases, in wliich no projierty was taken, is 
believed to have been the work of an unsuccessful deeroo-holdcr to frighten 
his debtor into showing where Ins money was hidden. Two mail-rohherios, 
which occurred near Serajganj, apiioar to have been technical dacoities, 
the object of tho olfenders being to procure tho dismissal of tho runners 
or of the overseer in charge of tho lino. In tho Hhagalpur Division 
tl;('re were 1(» cases of dacoity, against nine in 18S4, and of these six occurred 
in Purneah and three in Alnldah. Detection and results wore alike very bjul, 
as but tivo cases wt'ro brought to trial, and of tliese only one ended in a 
conviction. Ifesults wore cipially had in the Chiitia Nagpur Division, Avlicre 
dacoity cases exhibited a further rise from 17 to 20, while only two cases ended 
in conviction. 'lli(‘re were 11 (^tiscs in lltizariViagh, of which tho polici' 
succeeded in working out only one. Eight persons were convicted at the 
{Sessions, but six of tlicm were afterwards released by tho High Court. 

This class .sh()w.s an uniiuportiint doorcase of 47 cases, 2,538 against 2,580 

in 1884. T'ho pcreeaitage of persons convicted to 
•Minor < ftVtu-i's ni’itm-t the rer- persons tried Avas 82‘4, the low percentage lieing 

])artly due to the ftict that some oOeiiees under this 
class arc compoundablc ntider .section 845 of tho Criminal Procedure Code, iind 
that compositions are reckoned as acquittaks. There Avere 2,407 casot of Avrotig- 
ful reslraitit and c<)iitinomont, against 2,580 in lS8t. The Dacca DiA'ision shows 
tilmo.st tAvice as many cases ((548) as any other division, ItardAA'jin coming next 
Avith .877, Tlun’o cati bo no doubt that the large iiinnbcr of ctises in the Dticcu 
Division has some connection Avith the greater proviileuco of unsatisfuctorv 
reliitiotis bctAA cen landlords and tenants, attempts to enhaiKte rent, combinations 
to resist enbaneement or to Avirbbold even just dues, and generally Avith agrari m 
disputes of A'arious .sorts. The proportion of false cases to cases reju'rted in the 
Jhieca Division is sIicaami as nearly 8 per cent., but this figure jirobably falls 
short of the actual percentage. Cases of Avrongful eontinemeut or restraint 
of r\ ots l>y zeiniiidais, to comjjel ])aynient of rent, eras a punishment for 
opposition, are believed to he gradually disajipcariiig, tho few true ca.ses that 
occur being generally so OA'crluid AAutli exaggeration as to remit r comdetion a 
dillieult matter, otdy 38 per cent, of the cases decided having ended in conviction.

The percentage of persons convicted in police cases tt» persons sent up for trial 
Avas 01 '8 to 00 2 iu 1881. Tho district of Alurshedabad shows a large increase 
r»f 538 cases, whicli is attributed to tho scarcity prevailing in the western 
j)f>rti<)ii of tho district, and to the em])loyment of the police iu relief measures, 
more particularly after the bursting of the Laltakuri bund, AVidch gave bad 
characters greater freedom of movement. TTio Uaj.slialn Division shows a net 
decrease <»f 582 cases, Uungpur having 822 fcAver, and Bogra 408 fewer. The 
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decrease in Rungpnr is attributed to general prosperity, while the Inspector- 
General thinks that ill-judged action on the part of the assistant in charge led 
to the concealment of crime in Hogra. Maimansingh, which showed 424 fewer 
oases in 1884, now shows an increase of 532 — a result which the Inspector- 
General coi^iidcrs to ho due to a more honest system of keeping the returns. 
Taking together all sorts of honse- breaking (serial Nos. 3G, 37, and 43 of 
Statement A, part I), Sarun shows a decrease of IGl, and Champarau of 125 
cases. Muzaft'et'pur and Sarun have now shown fewer cases for four years 
running, and the latter district had only 34(5 cases in 1885, again.;t 1,219 in 
1880. Gy a, on the other hand, has nearly 1,200 more than any other district, 
and continues to show by far the worst judicial results. 9’lic District Suj)erin- 
tendents of Patna and Shdhabad complain that tlieir districts being easily 
acticssible are considered a good field of operation l)y criminals from elsewhere, 
and that the natural difticulty of detecting these cases is increased by the social 
status of the receivers. The decrease in Sarun and Chainparun was no doubt 
partly due to the success of measures taken to settle the Mughya Domes. 
There was a large decrease of 297 cases in Purneah, and a still larger increase of 
405 in Mojighyr, whic-h was probably due to bettor reporting by the chaukidars.

The percentage of jx^rsons convicted in police cases to persons sent up 
for trial was 89‘G, against 88-G in 188 4. 

Out of 1,210 persons called upon to sboiv cause, 750 wore required to find 

security, and 410 were discharged. Proceedings 
^ ^ were thus instituted airanist only one person in 

every 54,515 of the population — figures which demonstrate the leniency and 
even sparingness with which the sections of the Criminal Procedure Code 
relating to this subject have been resorted to. In liong.d 1,078 cases Avore 
instituted on tin', report of the poli<‘o, and 77 by petition before the Magistrate ; 
of those, 695 of the former and 34 of tbo latter ended in couAuction. .Some 
of tbo cases AVi've dchi)’cd for long periods — a fact Avliicli was p«jssibly due to 
the orders that the iiKiuiry should ordinariij' be held on the spot. A case in 
Nadiya occujiiod more than a year, one in the 24-Pergumiiihs 330 da}'s, one 
in Tipperah 32G, one in llakarganj 205, one in Jalpaiguri 223, Avliile ten 
other cases occuiiicd more than 100 days each. The aveiage duration in 
Tipperah Avas 107, in Maklali 112, aiui in the 24-Pergunnahs 90 days.

^ against 507) in the districts 01 Ivhulna and the 

24-Pergunnahs is duo to salt being cheaper, and that it Avill continue unless 
sudden raids are made in the Sundorbunds. I’he Commissioner, however, dissents 
from this view and considers that there has been an abatement of police 
vigilance. Tho increase in Chittagong from 28 to 45 cases is explained by pros- 
ecutions against persons taking brine from a spring in the yootakoond bills, 
and by smuggling across tho Naf at a time during tho rains when salt was 
selling at 8 annas a seer on this side and at only two pice in Arracan. Excise 
cases show a decrease of 202, for which ganja and fermented tari cases are 
chiefly responsible. Patna, Gy a, and HazArib^gli make up between them 211 
of the opium cases, and Puri has 53 of the 307 ganja cases. Tho number of 
vendors punished has fallen from 553 to 3G8. Chittagong returns 22 opium 
cases, some of which arc said to have been of groat importance, and to liavo 
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decidedly affected the illicit trade with Burmah. There is a lar<?e decrease of 
2,656 cases uraler the head of public and local nuisances. It is possible that 
the municipal bodies are more lenient or loss keen on sanitation than heretofore. 
Pei’haps tlioy fool loss sure of their footing owing to their not knowing the law 
so well as oflicial Chairmen, Joint- Magistrates, and Vice-Chairmen. The 
Commissioner of Bardwan thinks that the decrease is largely duo to diininishod 
activity on the part of tlie police. That suburban districts like Howrah and 
Hiigli should show such large decreases as 414 and 878 is certainly a notice- 
able feature ; but it is as yet too early to pronounce an opinion as to whether 
this is in any way duo to the new municipal But no change of 

policy can bo ao<*eptcd as an excuse for an abatement of poliiai vigilance quoad 
those offences which are cognizable by thorn, such as those under section f34 of 
Act V of 18(51, and sections 2(50, 270, 277, 270, 2S3, 285, 286, 280, 201, 204 of 
the Penal Code. 

'Ihc jurisdiction of this branch of the force was considerably increased 
^ during the year by the organisation of police on 

ai wa^ o uc. Eastern Railway districts under a separate 

Assistant Inspcctor-Genci*al, and on the 'Pirhut and Bengal and North-Western 
lines under the Assistant Inspector-Gcnci'al, East Indian Railway. There 
were 1,517 cognizable and non-cognizable cases, and 1,121 persons were 
convicted out of 1,535 brought to trial. Including 23 cases of suicide, there 
were 214 accidents, and 118 persons were killed, of whom 23 wore Railway 
servants, twenty-six casc.s of opium smuggling were detected, and Rs. 2,352-15 
paid away in rewards. During the year the system, initiated in tlio jirevious 
ycarontlie Eastern Bengal and Northern Bengal .systems, of restricting the police 
to the duties of detecting and preventing crime and keeping order, watcli and 
ward being jirovided for by the railway authorities us on the East Indian Rail- 
way, was finally sanctioned.

Class 1 shows a decrease of 701 cases, chiefly made up by ofl’ouces against 
public justice (403), false evidence (HI), and offences by public servants 
(101). Mischief shows a large increase of 1,08(5 cases, and cheating a decrease 
of 173. Under “ Special laws” there are 1,394 fewer ca.ses, municipal cases 
having fallen off by 1,003, salt cases by 535, pound cases by 462, excise cases 
by 118, and breach of contract cases by 107. liailway cases show an Increase 
of 297, stamp cases of 146, vaccination cases of 10(5, and miscellaneous of 374. 
The police were employed in 4,814 cases, the pcrcamtage being 4*5, against 4*6 
in 1884. This percentage is not at all too high, and, generally speaking, 
District Magistrates a])pear to keep a sulhcient chock on unduo rtiferonces to 
the police. 3,971 cases were transferred from the head of cognizable to non- 
cognizable crime. In the Dacca Division tlicie was a large decrease of 2,198 
cases, appearing in every district and in every class exccjit cla.ss V. Tho 
C’ommissioncr considers tho low percentage of cases declared false to bo very 
satisfactory ; but, as pointed out by the Inspector-General, tho figures are 
quite worthless, the low percentage being duo to tho fact that a caso not 
declared to bo false must be shown to be true, and that in most instances, 
where a Magistrate dismisses, be does so without expressing any definite 
opinion one way or the other. Cuttack shows an incroa.so of 665 cases, mostly 
under classes V and VI. It is suggested that tho cyclone was respousiblo for 
disputes about land and fallen trees, which eventually terminated in cases of 
mischief. The Inspector-General thinks that tho connection is not very 
evident. But it is seldom that zemindars and ryots are agreed as to their 
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respeotivo rights to trees ; moreover, trees along boundaries being blown down 
would bring conflicting claims to a head. Similarly, there might naturally have 
been disputes with regard to the cultivation of land the owners of which had 
been killed in the cyclone. It is doubtful whether the decrease under the head 
of offences against public justice and false evidence denotes any real decrease, 
some small districts having more cases than larger districts. Moreover, the 
number of cases would largely iucrea.se if Civil Courts wore to take action 
under section 470 of the (kxle of (Mininal Procedure oftencr than is at present 
the case. Tlu) figures under the head “ Oflences I’clating to marriage ” it dicate 
that different Magistrates must have very dilfereut views regarding these 
P* 'osetiutions. There wctc 3,434 ca8e.s, in I2,0y(} of whitdi jtrocess is.sueil. Onlv 
1,000 persons appeared before the Court, of wlioin 128 were dischargt'd after 
appearance, 850 actpultod, and only 244 convicted; 3,434 cases and 214 
persons convicted — a result wbicb show's that those eases are “ frittered away ” 
in different ways without any serious intention of bringing them to trial. The 
Magistracy cannot exercise too grt'at caution in taking uj) and dt'uling with 
tluiso cases ; but the abtivo figures indicate in many cases an unwillinyne.ss, 
and even a refusal, to administer the law as it stands.

1 , 182 in 1(8(84 and 1 ,1 50 in 1883. TTiis net inei’(>ase 
Itc-c-onviclKuis. .satisfactory, as it accompanies a (li'eiu'aso 

of nearly 5,000 in cognizable crime. No doubt .sujjorvd.sioii is imj)ri)viug from 
year to year ; but in this respect India Is still a very long way behind other civil- 
ised countries. The Mugbya Dome .settlements in .Sa, run and Champaran have 
continued to prosjior, and in the latter district it was (‘xjiectcd that the Domes 
would from tbi.s year bo iiidep<mdeat of G<)veriimont aid. T’he Saruii Domes 
a]>pear to be lo.ss easy to reclaim ; a quiet life t)£ toil is said to bo irksome to 
them, aud 4G of them absconded during the year, no doubt upon thieving 
expeditions. Still the Magi.striite notices a marked improvement in tlie cultiva- 
tion of their lands and in rcsp(?ct of the feeling with which they are regarded 
by their fellow- villaj^ors, by whom they are now employed as field- Jaboiirors.

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The dccrcRso occun’od mainly under the heads of street offences and public 
nuisances; but there was a substantial decrease of 506 cogruzablo offences 
under the Penal Code, the niiinbor of thefts being’ 242 loss than in the previous 
year. • 

The number of persons arrested and siimmoned fell from 54,888 in 1884 
to 46,781 in 1885, the number beiiifr more than a thousand less than in 1883. 
The number of persons convicted was 39,000, beiiip; 84’04 per cent, of those 
arrested, ajyainst 47,391 persons convicted in 1884, bein^ 8634 per cent, 
of those arrested. This decrease of 1-70 per cent, in 1885 occurred, however, 
wholly in non-cog-nizable crime and chiefly in conservancy prosecutions. The 
ratio of convictions to arrests ^br coj?nizablc offences under the l*enal Code was 
65 in 1885, against 58 in 1884. Out of 11,921 persons convicted of offences, 
cognizable and non-cognizable, under the Penal Code, 6,371 were Mahomedans, 
4,125 Hindus, *104 Cliristians, 18 Jains and Buddhists, and 3 Jews. 

The proportion of false cases has been steadily decreasing year by year ; 
there were 296 in 1885; against 473 in 1884, 532 in 1881 , and 91 1 in 1879. 
Though convictions are said to have been obtained in 51 castes out of 00 in which 
prosecutions were instituted, yet sentences of imprisonment were awarded in 
three cases only. 

The total value of the propei’ty stolen in Town and Suburbs fell from 
Rs. 1,53,184 in 1884 to Its. 97,504 in 1885; while the j)evccntago recovered 
fell from 08’75 to 49*65 (the same percentage as in IST^sb It may, however, 
be noted that the percentage of 1 884 was abnormally good owing to the fact 
that a large sum stolen in previous years was recovered in that j’car. In 
1883 the percentage recovered w'as 51*73.

There were five murders and 1 case of culpable homicide in 1885, against 
six murders and four cases of culpable homicide in 1881 ; but, on the other 
hand, there were live attempts at murder, against one only in the preceding 
voar. There was a satisfactory decrease in the number of cases of grievous 
hurt from 45 to 21, and of hurt by dangerous weapons from 51 to 44. The 
numher f)f assaxdls on piddie sci*vants has steadily fallen year by year. The 
homicidal statistics of Calcutta a})pcar to show that in a majority of instances 
the murdered persons are prostitutes, or the murders arc (*ommitted in the 
houses of prostitut(5s, or on account of women of that class. In 1 885 three out 
of the five persons murdered were prostitutes, while the numbers in 1884 were 
four out of six. There were convictions in only two cases. In one of these 
memorials w’cro submitted to the Lieutenant-Governor with a view to the exercise 
of the prerogative of mercy in favour of Tin CowT-y Pal, who had murdered his 
mistress, a prostitute ; but as there wore no redeeming or extenuating features 
in the case, Sir Rivers 1 liompson declined to intc^rforo, and the law was allowed 
to take its course. In another case all efforts to trace the murderer were 
unsuccessful. The unfortunate victim, w'bo again was a prostitute, had exchanged 
her gold ornaments for brass before leaving licr house to accompany her visitor 
to the house of assignation (a jirccantion which is commonly observed by women 
of that cla.ss), and thus the mnrdei*(T failed to secure the valuable ornaments for 
which lie a]>pcars to have committed the crime. The number of true cases of 
house-breaking and luiking house-trespass decreased from 160 to 146, and of 
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thefts from 1,790 to 1,640. The value of the stolen property in the latter class 
of cas(!s (of which one-half was recovered) was Ks. 70,973, against Ks. 1,14,771 
in the jircivious year, the amount recovered being Ks. 36,384 as compared with 
Rs. 82,429 in 1884. With regard to cases of criminal breach of trust, it is 
satisfactory, to learn that, owing to the conviction of several habitual receivei’s, 
the practi(;e of blctHling liags on cargo-boats has to a great extent ceased. A 
few sentences of imprisonment, without the o])tion of a lino, umh'r the Gambling 
Act have had the ix'sult of reducing the number of cases to 6o, against an 
average of 89 in the live preceding yeai*s. The number of street oifiMic(?s fcdl 
from (>,002 in 1884 to 4,604 in the y<‘ar und(*r rt'view. 'I'he lower ranks of the 
force have bo<;n warned to ust> their powers of arrest in siuili cases sjiaringly, and 
the fact that luiedless and v('xatious arrt'sts were not made apj)ears to be 2 )atent 
fi’om th(! fact that 99 per cent, of the ])('i’.sons jjiit upon tlieir trial before the 
Magistrat(‘, w(*rt! (!onvi(;ted. Although an increased number of steamers and 
sailing vessels entered the i)ort, the number of off«‘iic,es under the Shipping Acts 
decreased from 330 to 26o. Under the Poi-t Act tlieie Avas again an incrt'use in 
the number of ])rosecutions for carrying excess of j)as.seug(‘rs. Unless heavy 
fines are imposed in sucli cases, the jirolits derived render it worth while to run 
the risk of detection and ])rosecution. 

The number of true cases aa^us 2,998, against 2,971 in 1884. In two out of 

the (iv'o murder cas('s the victims were iirostitutes, 
CoKni^ablc crime in the Suburbs, ^ud ill another case t WO little girls Avere imisoued 

with iirsenic. Uast's of housc-br(‘aking(inchuliug cases of lurking house-tre.spass) 
increased from 47 in 1881 to 101 in 1884 and 123 in 188o ; but the value of the 
Ijrojierty .stolon detu’t'ased from l?s. 0,9o8 in 1884 to lbs, 2,.>ol in 188'>; of the 
hitter amount only Hs. 614 avsis recoA^ered, hoAvewer, as again.st b’s. 2,478 
rc'covered during the preceding yinir. 'riie majority of casi'S wi*re A’^ery petty. 
The number of tlu'fts fell from 492 to 400, and tJie value of the stolen projierty 
from Us. lo,13o to Hs, 10,391. 

The number of non-cogniziible offences rejxatt'd in tlm Toavu avjis 27,2o0, 

or a .slight decrease as com|)ared Avitli th<‘. ligures for 
Non-ceffnizjiblc crime in tlio the iircvious year. In till* 8uburl)s the numbers fell 

Ironi 3,180 to 2, 13o. I here w.is an incrtntse of 
1,.')41 pro.sc'cutions in the Town under the (.'ousc'rvaiu'y Act, but a largi' d(s*rease 
of 1,9(>'‘> ca.scvs under the Pt'iial Code, childly under the heads of rioting, affray, 
and public nuisanee.s — a decrea.se which Avas .said to be due to the orders issued 
to the ])olice on the report for 1884, directing them “ not to t'xceed their legal 
poAvers.” The necos.sity for amending the Caleutta I’olice Act of 1860, so as 
to enabh' the jiolice to arrest drunken and riotous pi'rsons, and jiensons Avho are 
guilty of outraging the public decency by committing nui.sances in thi' [uiblic 
stri'ets, was brought to the notice of GoAmrnnient in 188.>. It Avais ci'rtainly' a 
defect that jioAvers ^Jossessed by mofussil jioliee under section .31, Act Vof 1801, 
should not be po.s.se.s.sed by' the jiolice in (hleutta; and as the nece.ssity' of* 
extending the poAA'ers of the jiolii'o in tiie directions above indicated AA'as A'ery 
pressing, a Pill aa’us introduced to remedy the defect. I'liis Hill Avas subse- 
quently j)assed into Iuav as Act IT (H.C.) of 1880, and it is hojicd that the iwils 
comjilained of may noAV bo reduced to a minimum. There Avas one ease of 
extortion, in Avhich a Fairiqiean constable and a native shoji-kei'jier extorted 
a cheque for Us. 1,000 from a EurojAean sho])-kei‘per under the threat of 
reiioi’tiug him for having in his shoj) (rertain inqirojier articles for sale. 'Jffie 
extortion AAais the result of a lu'cconcei-teil con.sjiii’acy, in Avhich the native 
shoii-keeijer ap^Acars to Iuia'c been the priine'moA’'er, and the accu.sed AA'ere both 
found guilty' and each was sentenced to tAA'o year.s’ rigorous inq)ri.sonment. In 
]>aragraph 10 of the Uesohitiou on the re[)ort for 1883, it AA'as directed that 
miscellaneous proceedings umh'r the Criminal Proiiedure Code should in future 
be shoAvn in <.*la.ss V'l, heading 29, This Avas done in the rejjort for 1885, It 
is notoAvorthy that thei’O were no (*ases, either in Toavu or Suburbs, under 
(Ihaiitcrs X, XI, or Xll (iiublic nuisances, urgent nuisances, and disjmtes 
regarding j)o.S8ession of immoveable jAroperly). Out of a total of 451 cases 
in the U'oAVAi, 441 fell under Chajiter XXXVl (maintenance), and 10 under 
Chajitor VII 1 (security for keeiung the iieaco or for good behaviour). The 
number midor Cluqiter VIII appears to be remai'kably small for so large 
a city.

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The number of cases of suicide in tlio Town and Suburbs was 54, n^inst 

- . 51 in 1884, and the number of accidental deaths 
Suicides and accidental deaths. ^47, against 264 in 18S4. Of those latter, 104 

were cases of drowning, 37 deaths wore duo to falls from trees or buildings, 17 
were caused bv the persons being run over by carriages, and 13 resulted from 
snake-bites; the remainder being duo to various other causes not specified^ 
Taking into consideration the incompctency and carelessness of native drivers 
and tlie naiTOwness of many of the most crowded thoroughfares, it is surprising 
that carriage accidents are not more frequent. In addition to the 17 cases 
referred to above, there were 12 ceases of carriage accidents which terminated 
fatally, and in wliicli tliero was evidence of rashness or negligence. In eight of 
these eases the drivers of tram-cai*8 ivere concerned. On prosecution six of the 
men were discharged, tlie other two being convicted and sentenced to six months’ 
and one year’s rigorous imprisonment respectively. Of 10 other servants of the 
I’ramway Company w'ho were prosecuted, 1 3 wei’O warned, fined, or imprisoned, 
the other three being discharged. Tlie fact that 94 drivers of public and private 
carriages Avere convicted of rash and furious driving, out of 109 who were 
prosecuted, should have a good ellect.

No important change.s were made in the working of the Arms Act during the 
pa.st ii“d no sjiocial remarks arc culled for under this head. I’he increase 

in tin* transport of arms and ammunition to limigal frontier districts and the 
North-Western Provinces was probably duo to rumours of imjiending distur- 
bances on the Afghan frontier. Out of eight per.sons prosecuted for petty 
oll'ences under the Act during 1885, seven Avero convicted. 

The Fire-lJrigade rendt'red assistance at .3!) firc's, of which 7 Avei’o in the 

Toav'u, 17 in the Suburbs, 14 in Howrah, and 1 in 
the 24-Pergunnahs. The loss of ijrojierty Avas only 
Rs. 99,2.') 1, against Rs. .5, 00, 348 in the previous year. There Avas only one serious 
fir(‘ in the Suburbs, AA'hich destroyi'd a jute store-house at f’hitpore, containing 
3,2-30 drums of jute. The most disastrous fire in the ToAvn occurred in the 
Jorubagan section, and comph'tely de.stroyed a range of brick-built godowns 
containing 4,000 drums of jute worth Rs. 14,000. None of the fires were 
attended with any loss of human life. 

The total cost of the police in the Town increased from Rs. 4,28,783 in 

1884 to Rs. 4,0t),344 during the past year, the 
^ increa.so being princijially due to the appointment 

of the new mounted police sanctioned in December 1884. The co.st is met us

The cost of the River Police aa’Us Rs. 30,919, of Government guards Rs. 46,849, 
and of aihlitioual constables Rs. 29,438. 'I’lic number of up-countrymen in the 
force amounted to 1,899, while it contained only 219 Bengalis; of the native 
otK<;ers 85 AV(!re Bengalis and 89 up-eountrymen. OAvingto the discipline enforced 
in the service, coujJed with the fatigue and <?xposure which the duties entail, 
Bengali recruits AA'ill not come forward for eidistmont. In the higher ranks there 
is said to be almost a sufficiency of Bengali-speaking men. The casualties in the 
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force amounted to only 333, or 10’88 per cent. Only 64 men were dismissed, 
against 114 in 1884 and an average of 105 in the five preceding years. 
Twenty-eight men died, giving a mortality of 9*13 per thousand, against 8’56 in 
the previous year. It is said that many others go homo sick and die in their 
own country, which would account for the very low percentage of deaths 
recorded. Sickness is caused, it is stated, not by want of proper accommodation, 
but by exposure at night in malarious localities, and a large number of young 
up-countrymen break down every year before they become acclimatised. Cases 
of serious venereal disease have steadily iiicreasetl since the abolition in 1883 of 
Act XIV of 1868. 

In the Town previous convictions were proved against 280 habitual offenders, 
„ , , . . , and 128 notorious criminals were i)lioto<»;raplied on

tlieir release trom jail, and thoir names were 
registered by the Detective Department. It is satisfactory to notii that great 
attention was paid to the registration of old offenders, and that no efforts were 
spared to keep under survtallanco all membtjrs of the criminal class who are 
known to live by crime. The practice of entering only habitual offenders in the 
thana registers is a good one, as it saves an over-worked ]iolice force from a 
good deal of unnecessary labour, and at the same time enables sujiervision to bo 
more con(!(mtrated upon the worst ci’imiiuds. 

Tlio total iiumbor of persons killed by wild animals and veil mioiis snakes 

was higher than that in any of the preceding- four 
years, d’ho following table sho-.vs the liguros 
for the past five years: —

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As in the preceding year, the Vatna Division showed the greatest number of 
deatlis (2,181 ) and tlio Chittagong Division the least (101). In the Suburbs of 
Calcutta 13 deaths w(’re rep(»rt<'tl during the year, all of which were caused 
by snakes. In the Chittagong Division the number of deaths was nearly tho 
same as iu the previous your, being 101 against 188. There was an inereaso 
in tho nuinbi.T of deaths in each of tho remaining divisions except tho I’aina 
Division, Avhoro the number fell from 2,019 in 1881 to 2,181 in 188'). The 
inereaso is ehielly notieeahle in the number of deaths under the heads (1) 



of Maldah and tlio Saiital rergmmahs, the increase in the number of deaths 
from snake hitos was duo to the heavy rains that flooilod the low lands and 
drove tho snakes to seek shelter in and aroniid human dwellings. 

The total number of cattle killed fell from 12,307 iu 1864 to 12,223 in 
1885. 'J'he Presidency Division showed the largest numhor of deaths (3,201), 
and tho Patna Division the least (2.58). In four of tho divisions there Avas an 
increase, and in five a decrease. Tlie inereaso in the Rajshald Division Avas 
said to bo duo to improved registration. In the Bhagalpur Division tlio bulk 
of the incroasG occurred in the Jlonghyr district, though there Avas ahso some 
increase in Purneah and tho Suntal Pergunnahs. The increase in Mongliyr 
and tho Santul Pergunnahs Avas also attributed to improved registration. 
Tho decroaso in tho Maldah district was owing to a large number of leopards 
and tigers having been killed during tho year by shikarees, while that in the 
Soopolo and Mudohpurah sub-divisions of the Bhagalpur district was attrib- 
utable to the action of the river Kusi, Avhich has washed away much of the 
jungle which formerly gave shelter to these animals. Tho number of cuttle 
killed by tigers and leopards and panthers Avas 4,751 and 5,156, against .'•,033 
and 5 709 rcspectiv'cly in 1884 ; Avhilc the number killed by avoIvcs and hyenas 
amounted to 8.01 and 773, against 531 and 286 respectively in the preceding 
year. Tho number killed by leopards and panthers in the Nadiya district

fell from 2,842 in l'*84 to 2,045 in J885. This showed a slight improveiuent, 
hut the figure for 1885 was still very largo, and the attention of the Commis- 
sioner was again drawn to the matter. The number killed by wolves and 
hyenas in the Presidency Divibion was shown to have been 257 and 231, against 
24 and 14 in the jnveeding year. The Commissioner stated that the wolves 
referred to above wore either leopards, hyenas, or jackals, as there are no 
wolves in any of the districts of the division. The number of deaths caused by 
snakes was nearly the same as in 1884, viz. 311. 

Tire number of wild animals destroyed was 5,932, against 6,906 in 1884. 
There was a doorcase in all the divisions except Chittagong, where the number 
increased from 25(5 in 1S84 to 270 in 1885. The Uajshalif Division showed 
tlie largest nutnher of animals destroyed (1,474), hut there was a falling off 
of 288 as compared with the figure for 1884. I’hc two districts of this division 
which showed the largest decreasti were Rungpur and Jalpsligurf. 'Phe 
di'crease in the former district was duo to the amount placed at tlie disposal of 
the Magisti’ate for expenditure during 1885-86 on account of rewards being 
insuflieieiit for the carrying on of sy.stematio operations. The decrease in 
Jalpdigurf was said to have been due to a diminution in the number of wild 
beasts in the southern portion of the I >onar.s. In the Rluigalpur Division tho 
number killed was 87f( against 1,043 in 1884. The decrease* Avas observable in 
all the districts of the division except JIaldah. In llhairalpur tho number of 
wolves killed fe*ll from 337 in 1884 to 86 iu 1885. I ho decrease was said to 
liave been due to the fact that a Hhikaroe was punished for an attempt to pass 
off tho heads of jackals as those of wolv(*s. In Nadiya no tillers or leopards 
were killed by professional idii/curecu during the year. In the Sautul Perguri- 
nahs, owing to a good harvest, the p(?oplo were not driven to kill wild animals 
for the sake of the reward. The increase in Maldah was attributable to a large 
number of tigers ae.d leopards having been killed by shikureea in expectation 
of rewards on the sanctioned scale, which, however, couli not be paid at the 
time for want of finuls 

No special measures otlter than tho issue of free qtiimpiennial licenses 
under the Indian Arms Act wore adopted in any of tho tlivisions for tho 
desti notion of wild animals tind venomous snakes. In the Presidenev Division, 
124 licenses, either for the de.struction of wild aitima’s or for tlio protection of 
crops, were granted in tho 24-Pergunnahs, 217 in Xsidiya, 57 in Murshidtibad, 
779 in Jessor, and 1,559 in Khoolna. In tho Bard wan Divi.sion two licenses 
Avero granted in lilidiiapur for the protection of crops as Avell as for tlio des- 
truction of wild animals, and 994 in Birhlinm, both for .self-protection and 
destruction <*f wild animals. In the Bhagalpur district 683 licenses were 
granted in Form VIII and 11 in Form XI, and in I’urnoah and the Santal 
Pergunnahs tlie number of licenses issued ill Form VIII Avas l,59.j and 362 
respective!}. The District Olliccrs Avem unable to furni.sh the oxnirt number of 
licenses granted in the^e districts for the protection c)f crops and for the destruc- 
tion of Avild animals, as neither tho register of licenses kept in tlioir oftices, nor 
the applications for licenses, give .sufticiently exact information on the point. 
The officei's in (piestion Averc directed to see that correct information is fur- 
ni.shed under this head in future. In the districts of Monghyr and Maldah 17 
and 373 licenses rt‘spccti\'cly Avere granted for tho protection of crops and 107 
and 1,075 for the desli'uction of wild animals. As regards the Patna Division, 

5 licenses Avero granted in Oya, 16 in Shahabad, 3 in Sarun, and 32 in 
Champiirun. In the Hajshjihf Division 35), 15, and 72 licenses in Form XI 
were granted in the Rajshilhf, Puhm'i, and Rungpur districts respectively. 
(If *2,942 lieenst's for the po.sscssiori of arms granted in Dacca, only 22 were 
given for the de.struction of Avild animals, and the rest for the protection of 
person or crojis. In Bs'ikarganJ 2,566 licenses were granted during the year, 
and in Maimansingh 1,158. I’ho Magistrates were, however, unable to specify 
the number giA’-eii for the de.struction of wild animals. In Farldpur 13 
quinquennial licerisos were granted for the destruction of wild animals and the 
protection of crops. In Balusor 4 licenses in Form XI wore granted. In 
Puri 1 license was granted in 1882 for a term of 5 years, which is still in 
force. In the Ilazilriluigh and Lohardaga districts of Chutia NAgpiir tho 
number of licenses Issued for protection of crops was 492 and 1,7*‘51, and tho 
number issued for de.struction of wild animals *4 and 54 respectively. In the 
Chittagong district 1,612 licenses were issued for possession of arms, most of 
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which were for protection from, and destruction of, wild animals. In the 
Noakholly district 2 licenses were granted for tlie destruction of wild animals. 
In the Chittagong Hill Tracts, whore the Arms Act is not in force, 177 cut- 
down muskets were given to the people living in outlying places for the 
protection of themselves and their crops, and also for the destruction of 
wild animals. 

The number of snakes destroyed was .53,995, against 51,787 in 1884 and 
.38,856 ill 1883. Tliiire was a decrease in all the divisions except Kiijshiihi 
and Patna, whore the figures rose from 059 and 27,127 in 18S4 to 1,250 and 
34,364 respectively in 1885. In the Patna Division there was an Increase in 
all the districts except Gya and Chamjiaran. T'he decrease in these two 
districts was said to have been due to the fact tliat there was no money avail- 
able for payment of rewards. No explanation was given of the cause of the 
increase in the liajsluild llivi.sion : the disproportion between the number of 
snakes destroyed and the amount paid as rewards was due, as in the preceding 
years, to the faid tluit people residing at a distance seldom thought it worth 
their while to undertake a long journey for the sak(^ of a small reward. The 
number of snakes kilhid in the Hardw'an Division Vvas 2,0<)5, agfiinst 2,3S7 in 
1884. The decrease occurred principally in* the Hankura and Bfrbluim 
districts, whore the figures fell from 363 and 820 in 1881 to 243 and 333 
respectively in 1885. In Bankura the decriiase was owing to the payment of 
rewards having been stopped in the middle of the year for want of funds. 
The number of snakes killed in the Bhagalpur Division was 8,922, again.st 
11,342 in 1884. The largest decrease ^from 1,358 to 617) oceurred in the 
Bhagalpur district. The ]\Iagistrate ascribed the detirease to the grad mil 
reduction in the rates of reward paid for the destruction of .snakes. In Piinieih 
the decrease was owing to the fact that towards the clo.s<; of tin? year no rewards 
could 1)0 ])aid, as the expcndiltue on this account, had cxeiM'ded the sanctioned 
allotment. The dee.rease in the Santal Pergunnahs was, as in the ca.si! of wild 
animals, attributed to a good harvest. T'he returns for (.liilcutta and the Gurjat 
Mehals WTre. as usual, blank. In Dinagepur, Darjiling, and RIaimansiugh 
only 3, 1, and 3 snakes respeetivi'ly were killed, as compari'd with 1, 4, and 75 
in 1884. In Chittagong, Noakholly, and the Chittagong Hill Tracts, wIhto 
93,627, and 57 snakes n'spectively were killed, no rewards were pmM for tlu'ir 
destruction. The sy.stein of ])aying rewards for the do.struetion of venomous 
.snakes on the authority of c M titicates {jraiited by indigo-pliiutors was in opera- 
tion during the year in the districts of Muzalferpur, Durbhanga, und Monghyr. 
In the last-named di.strict the system was said to have worked well. 

Kowurds for the destruction of snakes wito olfored by municipalitii's in all 
the divisions of Bengal ; hut the amounts actually paid were very .suiall, excejit 
in the Patna Division, where a sum of Ks. 1,746-10-6 was exjiendod, against 
Hs. 1,630-2 6 in 1881. The total amount paid in reward.s for tlie de.striietion 
of snakes was Bs. 9,738-14, against Bs. 10,081-2-6 in 1881, of which muni- 
cipalities ])aid the sum of Jls. 2,181-3 in 188.) and Bs. 2,801-1 2 in 1884. 
While, therefore, there was a decrease in (he total cxpeiidituro on account of 
rewards, there was an increase of 498 in the number of jiorsons and three in the 
number of cattle killed by snakes as compared with the deaths from the same 
cause in 1884. 

Tiie total amount paid in rewards wasBs. 29,88 1-4, against Bs. 42,374-11 
ill 1884. Of this sum, Bs. 20,115-0 were paid for the de.striietion of wild 
animals, against Bs. 32,293- 8-6 in 1884. The dilb'reuce was duo jiartly to 
the reduction, on account of financial pressure, of the grant jn-ovidod in tho 
Provincial budget for the year 1885-80 uiidcn* the head of “ Bewards for the 
dc.strue.tioii of wdd animals and venomous snukes, and paitly to a deruGaso in 
the number of tigers and wolves (h'stroyed during 18S5. No rewards were iiaid 
for the destruction of wild animals in tho feubarh.s of C>alcutta or in tho di.stricts 
of Bfrhliihn and Howrah. Tho largest expenditure was incurretl in the 
Chutid Nagpur Division, where a sum "of Bs. 6,118-2 was spent in this manner.

-of tlie District and Assistant Superintendents) was 
Rs. 2,18,909, against Rs. 1,02,291 in the previous year. 

There was no change in the disposition of the Civil Police during the year. 

. The police of the noi*thern post at Demagiri were 

liiri n ion. used as patrols both to the north and south, instead 

of being placed at outposts, as the District Superintendent and the Deputy Com- 
ini.ssioncr considered this the most otfootive means of employing them. 3’he 
Inspector-General, however, ordered Sirtlniy outpost to be re-occupied. The 
experimental head-quarters at Raicha, in the soutli, wore abandoned, and Ruma, 
which is the most suitable place, is again the head-quarters of the Frontier Police. 

All the subadars and jemadars can road and write. Out of 91 inferior 
Fducation officers, 56 Can read and write, and out of 543 

privates and constables, 198, or 30 per cent., arc 

educated. 

The District Superintendent was not satisfied with the drill and musketry 

of the force, and the officers were said not to bo 
' ' as good in their drill as they might be, and did 

not render the Distrie.t Superintendent the assistance he was entitled to 
expect from tliem. Witli a view to remedying this defect, an application 
has recently been made to the Oovcruintnit of India, in the Milittiry Dejtart- 
ment, for the services of two well-drilled men from one of the Goorkha regi- 
ments of the lino. 

The total casualties were h.5, again.st 70 in the previous year. There 
CaMialiii's. were 20 deaths, against 10 in 1884. Thirteen 

men deserted or were dismissed for overstaying 
leave, 24 resigned, 9 were dismissed, and 19 were discharged on pension or 
gratuity. 

The year was generally an unhealthy one in the hills, and there were 

Adinissions into hospital. admissions into hospital, against 1,528 in 

the previous yunir. 

The conduct of the force was generally good, only one havildar and 
Conduct. recruits liaving been punished for misbehav- 

iour, the first by dismissal, and the recruits judici- 
ally. In the civil police a head-constable and a writer- constable were dismissed 
on account of bribery. 

Inspection was decidedly better than in the previous year. In the Hill 
ins]>cction. Tracts there is but little crime, and it is the frontier 

posts tliat require inspection. 

Rut little was done during the year in the way of improving coinmuni- 

Communication* and transport. nations. A surveyor joined after the close of the 

year, and laid down a now line from Ruma to 
Polytai. The formation of a coolie corps was sanctioned towards the close 
of the year. This corps will be used both for transport, when necessary, and 
for opening communications. Tlireo now elephants were pui chased during 
the year at a cost of Rs. 4,000, bringing the total up to the sanctioned number

of seven. One animal died, however, in the course of the year, and another 
after its close. The nine mules which were left alive were to have been sold 
us soon as the coolie corps had been established. 

• A sum of Rs. 9,430 was spent from the P(‘lice budget on buildings, of 
Buildings which Rs. 3,350 were expended on potty repairs and 

Rs. 6,074 on petty constructions below Rs. 1,000. 
In addition an expenditure of lls. S,400 was incurred from the Public Works 
Department budget. The barracks at Rangamati were reported to bo in a 
wretched condition, and new barracks are under construction. 

There were 53 cognizable cases, against 33 in the previous year. There 

was an increase of 4 cases under class 11 (serious 
offences against the person) ; of 4 c.ises under class 
HI (serious ofhmces against person aiul property, or against propoty only); and 
of 13 cases under class V (minor olTcnces againsr, ])roperty); and a decrease of 
1 case under class IV (minor ()ff(m<!es against the person) T'he inci’ease in 
class V was chiefly in petty thefts of grain, as the year was one of considerable 
want in parts of the Hill Tracts. I'ho ducoities were technical ones only. One 
man was killed by raiders (believed to bo Malienpniii) in the Kankheong valhiy 
in February 1885. ’ , 

The police investigated all cases. Out of 86 persons arrested by the j)olice 
in cognizable cases, 53 were convi(!ted. Five police; cases were cominittcd, 4 
under class 11 and 1 under class 111. Sixteen persons ivere scut up, and they 
were all convic.tod. 

4'he police were not siUMtessful in the recovery of stolen property, though 
they recovered ])roj)«Tt.y in a fair proportion of cases. Something was recovM'red 
in 31 cases out of 36, or in 5S'3 per cent., but the value t»£ tin' property 
re(;overed was only Rs. 438 out of a total value of Rs. I, <1,3 1 lost, or 10 6 per 
cent. 

There w^as a large decrease in uon-eognizahle crime, the number of cases 
having fallen from 533 in LS^^l to 65 in 1885. The decrease was almost 


entirely under ela.ss I (olV(*n(!('.s agaimst the State;, ))ublic tranquillity, (&c.), 
tlio number of cases for the two years having been 505 and 37 re.spe<‘tiv('ly.

Proci'ss was issued 
against 149 per.sons, and as u.sual a larg(;r number (157) appeared. Of these 
93 were convicted and 16 were awaiting trial, the reinaiud(‘r (49) being 
acquitted.

I'lie cases 
of 5 persons were remanded for re-trial. Of the number convicted, 31 were 
sentenced to death, 18 to transportation, 1 to penal servitude, 42 to rigorous 
imprisoinnent, and 1 to simple imprisonment. A fine was imposed in oidy one 
case.

In 25 cases hoard by tho lligli Court on refer- 
ence under section 307 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, tho verdicts wore 
set aside in 18 ca.s(!,s, new trials were ordered in 3 cases, and in the remaining 
4 cases the verdict was accepted.

Fifty-nine juveniles were sentenced to detention in a Reformatory S(diool, 
against iOO in 1884 and 44 in 1883. Fifty-one juveniles wore so sentenced 
1)7 Ma^nstrates in the interior, G by the Presidency Magistrates, and 2 by 
tlie Sessions Judges of Kajslulhf and Sarun, respectively.

w'as 39,113, as compared with 40,240 in 1884. Of

charged, 34,753 wore convicted, 45 were committed

fines. Besides the persons shown as sentenced to imprisonment, 4 persons 
wore sentei\ced to ii*j;orous and 1 person to simple imprisonment for terms not 
exceeding one yenr, on failure to furnish security for good behaviour. 

During the year, 242 European British subjects, involved in 216 cases, 

were brought to trial in the criminal coui'ts of 19 
districts, as compared with 291 persons, involved in 
227 cases, who were brought to trial in 20 districts 
in 1884. Of the persons tried in 1885, 189 wore convicted and 51 acquitted 
or discharged. Of the 214 cases disposed of during the year, 211 were tried 
by European Magistrates, and 8 by Native Magistrates in Bardwdn and 
Nadiya. 'I’he districts in wliich the largest number of such trials was held 
wero^ as in 1884, Chittagong (101), Darjilina: (80), llowrah (27^, and the 
24-Pcrgunnahs (28). The offences with wdiich the European BritLsli subjects 
vvcrc commonly charged were breaches of local and special laws (under which 
156 Avcrc charged), criminal force and assault (88), and hurt (13). Out of 156 
persons charged with offences under local and special laws, 92 were reported 
from Chittagong alone, of whom t51 w'cre charged with offences under the 
Merchant Shijipiug Act (I of 1859), and the rest with committing offences 

on roads under section 84 of Act V of 1861. Nine persons in Darjiling and 

7 in the 24 IVrgunnahs w'ore charged with criminal force and a8.sault:tho 
trials of the remaining 22 persons similarly <;harged wore distributed among 13 
otlior districts. None of tiie.,persons tried before Magistrates claimed to be 
tried by a mixed jury. 

The total number of witnesses who attended the different courts during 

the year was 422,629, as compared with 422,984 
in 1*884. Of the former number, 410,602 were 

examined by Magistrates, 11,588 by Sessions Courts, and 489 by the High 

Court in its Original Jurisdiction. 

The number of persons whipped under judicial orders during the year was 
. 1,965, or 188 in excess of the number for tho

Mr. K. V. Wcstmacott, c.s., officiated as 
Inspector General of Jails from the 1st Jauuaiy to the 26tli September 1885, 
and Dr. Lethbridge was in charge during the remainder of the year.

The daily average population increased from 15,101 in 1884 to 15,177 in 
1885. The difference (76), however, was not large, and is probably duo to the 
fact that scarcity ])rcvailcd for some part of the year in certain districts, and 
led to an increase of j)etty crime. The central jails contained a larger 
proportion of the totiil prison population thsin they have ever done before — 
o5-96 per cent, in 1885, as compared with 54’8G in 1884. The proportion in 
district and subsidiary jails was 42’05 and I’OO respectively. As no pri.sonor 
sentenced to less than six months is sent to a central jail, the above figures 
necessarily jioint to an increase in the number of sentences of six months’ 
impri.sonment and upwards. 

There was a very slight difference between the number of jirisoners 

released in 1885 and the number released in the 
iJelcasex. prcvious year. 27,870 prisoners were released on 

expiry of sentence, as against 27,345 in the previous year. T'hc number 
reh'ased on a))p<‘al iiicrea.sed from 1,670 to 1,750, tin* ratio piir cent, being 
highest in Chittagong (15*4), Noakholly (13 0), Dinagepur (13-1), Pabnd 
(13-3), and Balasor (13*0). The number disebargod under the mark system 
decreased from 1,665 to 1,565, and ilio result is duo to the fact that the mark 
system has been more carefully worked, and that the number of prisoners 
sentenced to two years and over (to whom alono tho system is applicable) 
is decreasing Twenty-two jirisonors were released on medical grounds, 
and 75 comparatively short-term prisoners were discharged witli tlio sanction 
of Government from tho llazaribagh Jail on the 21st July owing to a 
severe epidemic of cholera. 

The number of convicts transported beyond sea decreased from 521 to 468. 

Seventy-two were rejected by the Medical Board 
Transpjrtations. Alfpur, against 107 in 1884, tho numbor of 

rejections from Bengal being two less than in tho previous year. T he rejec- 
tions from other provinces fell from 70 to 37. 

As r(;gards religion, tho marked decrease in tlic number of Christian 

prisoners still continues. There was a very slight 
r.a!onfcnvh-u dccrcasc ill tho numhcr of Mahomedans, while tho 

number oi Hindus received into jails decreased from 
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18,375 to 17,975, their percentage to the total number of convicts showing a 
slight fall from 57*36 to 57*01 The previous occupation of convicts presents 
only one feature worthy of remark, namely, that the number of persons 
imprisoned, who were in Government employ, decreased from 1,407 in 1884 to 
1,228 in 1885. This decrease indicates either that a closer supervision is 
exercised by the Government officers over thoir native subordinates, or that 
the morale of the latter has improved under the influence of education I’ho 
number of juvenile (those under 16 years of age) convicts decreased fro.n 408 
in the previous year to 355. 

Tlmre has been a decrease in the number of sentences not exceeding

sentences from two to ten years. 1 ho number of 
prisoners sentenced to simple imprisonment has increased from 1,8(58 in 1884 
to 2,028 in 1885, while sentences of rigorous imprisonment show a slight 
decrease from 30,005 to 29, .314. 

'i’he number of fomalo prisoners admitted direct into jail was 1,573, of 

whom CG6 were married, 37 unmarried, 714 
eiua <>. ijnsoticis. widows, and 15G ’prostitutes. The large prf>por- 

tion of widows and ]n’ostitutes is noticeable. The proportion of Hindu females 
to Hindu male prisoners is 5*8 per cent ; whereas the proportion of Maliomodan 
females is only 4*0. The reason for this smaller percentage is that there are 
fewer widows and unprotected females among Mabomeduus, and geucraily a 
greater seclusion of fomulos. 

At the (dose oi the year 1881, lOG Burmese prisouers wore coufiuod in 

the jails of Bengal. Twemty were received during 
uiiiK hc 1885 and live died, leavhig 121 at the close of that 

y<^ar. 'I'lie conduct of these pri.souevs has during the past year eoiiliiuuHl to 
he good. Hetters have boon removed from most of those men, who have be(‘n 
for two or three yrnrs in our jails, and otluu’s have been promoted to bo night 
watchnu'ii. As workmen they continue to do excellent .service. 

The number of re convicted prisoners dccrea.sed from 3,915 to 3,014, or 

from 12*22 to 11*55 of the total number of convic- 
prisoners and bad tions. It is a sigiiiflcant fact that the uumliei* of 
habitnals admitted to jail showed a considerable 
decrease in certain districts in which attention was givimto ]n*osocutions for bad 
livelihood. On the other hand, in Holiardagsl, whore tlioro were no such 
prosecutions, and in Maimansingh, where there wore only two, the number of 
habituals admitted to jail were respectively twice and nearly four tinms as 
many as the number admitted in 1884. The number of bad characters 
imprisoned in default of security was G59, against 556 in 1884. 

T^ho number of prisoners unable to road or write was 87*0 per cent, of 

tl>o whole, those able to read or write a little 9*7, 
.ducaiion. those able to read or write well 3*3 per cent. 

These figures show hut little difforeneo from the ju’cwious year. Experience 
in England has shown that literary education has not produced the good rosxilts 
on prisoners which were once expected from it ; in India industrial iiistruetion 
is perhaps the most potent of the educational influences available to Govern - 
meut for the purposes of reformation. 

The daily average number of under trial prisoners was 1,1G9, ag.iinst 

1,170 in 1884. The number convicted was 14,45(5, 
Uuder-trialaud civil prisoners. cent, of the total admitted, against 

48*2 per cent, in 1884 and 45*1 per cent, in 1883. The acconunodation for 
under-trial prisoners has been increased in certain third class district jails, 
and it is hoped that there will be no overcrowding in future. The average 
period of detention was 17*36 days, against 17*3() in 1884. Tho number of 
civil prisoners admitted increased from 3,545 to 3,793. 

Tho system of classification requires the complete segregation at all 

hours of female, juvenile, under-trial, and civil 
prisoners, and, as far as possible, the complete 
separation of habituals (B class) from those con- 
victed for tho first time. The number of offences committed by prisoners was 
48,789, against 56,564 in 1884. Having regard to tho total jail population, 
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tho number of oileuces may appear to be somowhat excessive ; but all olfencos 
in Ikmgal jails are carefully recorded, even thouj^U the offeuco be of a very potty 
charuett r. 'I'he followiiifj^ table shows the nature of offences committed in 1885 
and tlie four previous yours : — 
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Owiny: to the depression in tho jute trade, tho Alfpur Jail has boon work- 
inef at half time, and this jail alone accounts for a docroaso of 4,891 offences 
relating to work. Iho decrease under tho head of “smoking or ])o.sses- 
siou of foi'bidden articles *’ is^ due to the stoppage of building work, as, 
Avhen this is going on, largo bodies of free arlizans come into tlio jails 
and work in company with the prisoners. 'I'ho following table compares the 
statistics ill regard to punishments for tho last live years: — 
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For tho reason above noticed, tho Alipur Jail accounts fora decrease of 0,872 
out of a total decrease of 7,708 punishments. The punislimont of reduced diet 
has been discouraged under tlie orders issued last year, and the number of 
instances in Avliich it ivas inllieted decreasedfrom jXi^73 to 2,480. Corporal 
puui.shnicnt was inllieted in only 347 ca.ses. Tlie number of wliippings per 
1,000 of tiie pri.son pojmlation Avas very little OA^or 3, Avhereas tho yearly 
aAU'rage in English convict prisons Avasll'l-'l per 1,000 for the li\'e and a lialf 
voars ended Slst Mareli 1878, and 9-8 for the six years ended 31st March 1885. 
Solitary connnement was inflicted in 3,333 in.stances, against 3,6b8 in 1884. 
Under the relaxations prescribed by the Jail (Jode, this puriLshment is far less 
scA'orc than solitary conlincniout as carried out in tho ca.se of judicial sentences 
under tlie Penal Code. 

All jails, oxcejit tho Alfpur Jail, at wliich there is a military 
guard, are noAv guarded by AA’arders. l*olice guards were temporarily 
employed at Ilazaribiigh and Chaniparun owing to an outbreak of cholera, 
fl lierc has been inuc'li sickness amongst the warders, especially in the 
malarious districts of Ihmgal Proper. A special allowance had to be sanctioned 
by (jovernment for Avarders in unjiopular districts, and since then there 
1ms been a dccidt.'d improA'enient in th<^ guards, and there is no want of 
recruits. Punishmonis Avere inflicted in 3,133 instances on head-warders 
and warders. There Avi'ro only 14 escapes of convicted prisoners, against 
24 in 1884; but 20 under-trial prisoners escaped from subsidiary jails, 
such escapes being in some ca.so.s duo to tho insecure condition of the 
buildings and tlio fact of there being no enclosing walls of masonry, but only 
pali.sades of bamboo. Out of the escapes of convicted prisoners, eight wore 
from jails and six from subsidiary jails. There has been a steady decrease 
since 1870, Avhen the number of escapes was 192; and in tho year under report 
37 jails out of 45 in the jirovinco show no escapes. The worst case in tho list 
of escapes Avas that which occuiTcd in broad daylight from inside the Pabnd 
Jail, showing extremely defective arrangements for guarding. In one ctt.se 
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at Barisal a water gang of four prisoners was being taken, as usual, to the 
liver, when one of them deliberately ran off, but eventually surrendered him- 
self while the police were searching for him. Of the 14 convicted prisoners 
who escaped, all but three were recaptured. 

Excluding the charge for buildings constructed under the Public Works 
Expenditure. Dopnvtntcnt, the gross expenditure on jails and 

* subsidiary jails amounted to Rs. 11, lG,4)t>3, being 

higher than any year since 1 880, and Us. 59.933 more than in 1881. Tlier<‘ viiis 
an increase under every head. 4'lic total expenditure on subsidiary juils alone 
(again cxeludiiig public works) was Rs. 85,32‘2, against Hs. 83,368 in 1884, the 
increase being dut! to higher prices paid for provisions, and the entertainment 
on the warder staff of men drawing higher pay than in the jn-evions year. 
'1 ho daily average population of convicts a»id under-tried pri-Muiers increased 
from 14,125 in 1881 to 14,198 in 1885. There niu.st, therefore, necessarily 
have been some increase in tlu! cost of diet, even had tlio relative prices of the 
various items composing it vomaiiK'd the same; but in fact there was an increase 
in tho average price both of rice and <hill, the two principal urtieles of diet 
used. Fr<'m the comparative table of prices subpiitted by the Iiispectordener.al 
of Jails, it appears that rice rose from Rs 2-8 in l*s8l to Rs 2-8-7 per maund 
in 1885, and dall from Rs. 2-G-lO to Rs. 2-7-9. On the. otlier hand, tlie price of 
Avlicat and liidiau-eoni decreased, and some of tho Hehar jails sIioav a 
less expenditure. Moat and salt were eheaper, but fisli dearer. Tlie expendi- 
ture on diet per prisoner was under Rs. 20 in tin' jails of Sliiihiibad, Manblnim, 
llaxsir, Sarun, Singbluim, Rhagalpur (distviet), and Run'; while it exceeded 
Rs. 27 in Darjiling, lioluirdaga, Dacca, Chittagong, Muzairerpur, and 
llaziiiibagh. 

I’he charges for establishment rose from Rs. 3,88,181 in I88t to 
Us. 3,94,703 in hospital charges from R.s. 39,071 to Rs. 19,142; clotliing 

from Hs. 58,314 to Rs. (19,487 ; and contingi'iieios from Rs. 76,829 to 
Rs. 88,360. 'I'iiere was an iucreasi^ of siekne.ss during the yenv, and many 
)>risonors, though not aetually in ln).sj)ital, were given extra diet. 'Fho inerease 
on ai'count of clothiim to a iiguro never reached before, viz. Rs. 4-14-3 per 
head, was to a vi'i y .*< 11^11 exti nt duo to tlio juovision of warm jungealis for 
weak prisGin'rs iii unhealthy jails, 'rransfor ehargiis and (ravelling allowance 
increased owing to tlie attempt to introduce Ijeliar xvarders into Rengal jails, 
a ehange in the system of giving privilege leave to jailors and a.ssistant jailors, 
and tho transfer of a large luiniber of jni-oners to cenlral jails and from 
central jails to district jails in the ease of jioliee registi'red ju-isoiu'rs, xvho, 
under orders of CJovevnim'Ut, are reh'ascd in the districts iti which tlu'y wiTe 
convicted, 'ri-e expetnliture muh'r the lioad of petty eonstruetioii and repairs 
was Rs. 23, 104, against Its. 17,21 1 in the previous year. Some useliil work

720-!'t) to lob’h], and ot tlie (‘onvalesceiit and 
infirm from 821 TO to 1,01.5. 'fhe total average number of prisoners emjjloyed 
on mamitactures deeicased fiom (), I78T8 to 6,,34()-9l), the |»roportion to the 
total number of jivisoiu'i’s showing a decrease from 47-!>0 to 16-(i2 percent. 
Tlie net. cash earnings increased from R.s. 2,^t),.5I7 to Rs. ;>,6.'),2(>2, or an 
earning of Rs. 57-10 per bead on the jivt'vago number employi'd on mamifac- 
tui'CS only. The Rrcsideiuiy Jail lieads tho list Avitli an average ('ariiiiig per 
2 )ri.soner of Rs. 80-7. 'I he tent-making industry at Buxar lias been established 
on u sound footing, and in future this jail xvill, iindi'r the recent iiistructitm 
of tho Government of India, receive a large number of orders. The smaller 
earnings in the otbor central jads lexcejit Bliagalpur) is attributed to a 
diminished demand, to lower ^irices for coir and liand-niudc cotton goods, and 
to a reduction in the tasks owing to an iinh('ulthy year. Among district jails, 
that at Ddrjfling stands first with an averge earning of Rs, (53-14. The 
broad-making here has continued to bo carried on very successfully and is of 
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p;rcat bcnt'fit to tlio station, wltoro bread of {:i[ood quality is not procurable in 
the market, '^riu' t)utstanding.s duo to tlic jtiils at the end of the year wore in 
some cases vei’y larjio. 

(Subsidiuiy jails continued to be, as in previous yetirs, under the direct 

inana^oinont of sub-divisional ollicors with ci vil 
n .Ml i,ii\ jui lio.spital a.ssistiints as Deputy Superintendents. The 

number of visits of inspeciion ])aid by a sub-divisioiuil ollieer .should never fsill 
below 77, that is, ei<;lit fortnightly visits during his four months’ tour, and two 
visits a woek during the remainder of the year. There has been a marked 
improvement in this respect during 1885, and no fewer than jails wore visited 
by their Superintendents more than 100 times during the year. In six instances 
tlio number of visits paid was below GO. 

The total number of prisoners admitted to subsidiary jails was 28,014, 
against ^.\S,625 in 1881, the daily average number being 7*38’ 18, against 748*00. 
The number of convictc^d prisoners admitted was 14,130, against 14,519 in 
1884. The average' period of detention of nndei’-trial prisoners oxcoedod 20 
days in the jails of Cliandpnr, (jobiiidpiir, and Kislioreganj. 

With reference to the lleport and the Resolution on the administration of 

- jails for 188 1, the government of India remarked 
that a comparison of the health statislhis of Bengal 
jails with tlio.se of other provinces clearly showed that much might stillbo done 
to ameliorate tlu5 condition of prisoners in the Lower I’rovinco.s, and 
added that “ the prison moi'tality of Bengal cannot bo eonsidei-ed satis- 
factoiy when contrasted with the deith-rate of the free population of 
tho province ; for, as stated by the Ollieiating Tnspoctor-t.Tonoral, the I’atio 
obtained by a very careful regi.strution carried out in Niuldoa ( wliich of lato 
years has l)een notorious for its miliealthiiuiss under the superintendence of 
Alajor iiamsuy did not exceed 8i)*G, or say 40 per 1,000, whereas the death- 
rate in Bengal jails during the year 1881 roprcseiitt'd a ratio of u))wards of 50 
per l,000,” It w IS also observed that iu 18 of the 45 prisons in Bengal, tho 
mortality was above the gi'iunal average', and that in 7 of these tho death- 
rate varied from lt)2-2 to *384-4 per 1,000. 

Dr. Lethbridge demurs both to tho usefulness timl fairuc.ss of a com- 
pari.son betw('en Bengal and provinces where the <!liinatio conditions aro so 
ab.'oluiely dift’erent, and points out that ho has to place together the figux’es of 
radically tlivu'rse districts, siu;*'. as, for instanee, .M.ximansingh in Kasiorn llengal, 
and liaxjir Avl I ich immediately adjoins the North-Western Broviiice.s. 11 is argu- 
ment is that, iu the vast province of Lower Ib'iigal, there are far greater variations 
between ditferc'nt districts tliun exist in other provinces, in respect of salubrity of 
climate and the general health and .sanitary conditions of the jxopulation from 
which tli(' prlsoner.s come. His main conclusions ai’e the following, namely, 
(1) that tho ino.st jxotent of all eaust'.s of mortality is the hrokem-down constitu- 
tion of tho pri.souers admitted to jails iu unhealthy districts ; (2) that jail 
mortality is not dao to any cau.sos connected with j.ail lifo, as is clear from 
the fact that a very large proportion of the prisoncr.s die witliin the first six 
months of tlu'ir incarceration, and their chances of lifo improve after that 
jxeriod; (5) that it is a mistake to (taleiilate tho death-i'ate on tho daily averago 
numb(;r confined in jails. This method is ab.solutely valueless iu the case of jails 
in unhealthy districts, though it may give aiiproximato results if all tho pri- 
soners admitted arc uniformly healthy. If a largo mimher of men with broken- 
down constitutions pa.ss tlir<nigh a jail, a certain number of them will certainly 
die, and the mortality calculated on the daily averago population is in such 
cases useless as a means of ascertaining the sanitary condition of such jail. 
Sir Rivers Thomp.son boliovc.s that thc.so conclusions are coi’roet in the main, 
'^riiero cannot, ho thinks, bo a doubt that tlio condition of health of tho free 
poiiulation must largely influence the dHuth-rato in our jails. At fir.st, it is 
possible that the conditions attaching to jail lifo havo a depressing effect, and 
that this is intensified by the sickly state of many of the prisoners when they 
first come in. But thus has nothing to do with jail management, or with 
the arrangements made to reduce to a minimum the risks incidental to a state 
of enforced restraint; and tho Lieutenant-Governor can only repeat what 
ho said la.st year, that it is rather to unremitting watchfulnes.s and care on tho 
jiart of the jail officials in carrying out tho various arrangements for tho 
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well-boinp: of the prisoners, than in any further additions to or iinproveinonts 
in the jails, that wo niu.st look for a reduction in the mortality. 

The following; table compares the sickness and mortality among convicted 
and under-trial prisoners in jails and subsi«liaiy jails since 1870 - 
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year under review. This i.s largely duo to the severe |)revalem;e of cholera in 
several di.striets, which alone acc.oanled for 10‘o of the ([(vilhs. 

The total number of deaths among conviets in jails and subsidiary 
jails Avas 888,* or 00 I ) ])cr 1,000, as compared with 001, or oO- 1 per 1,00(), 
in 1884. Excluding deaths from choh'ra, the deatli-rato is reduce. 1 |o ,00-1 
])er 1,000, as against Kh.'} in tlie j)revious year. Of those who dic'd, .‘0-00 tier 
cent. Avere admitted in indillV'rent heallli, and JiO'l I in bad lu'alth. Tim 
death-rate is onhanecid by the heavy mortality in the following jails, in .some 
of Avhich cholera accounts for the increase'. : — 
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Jalptiiguvf, Dinagepur, rurncah, Kungpur, BardAVaii, Singbhiim, and 
Bogra are extremely unhealthy districts, and the high rate must bo 
attributed to tlic unhealthy conditions of tho people admitted to the jails, 
and the prcvudeiice of malarious diseases in the stations in Avhudi those jails 
are situated. As n^gards Ilajshahi, the jail is, as the Lieutenant-Governor 
is aAvarc from a i)crsonal vi.sit, situat('d on tho banks of the Ganges. It has 
ample, well-ventilated accommodation, a si)acious open compound, and its 
sanitary arrangements are, so far as can bo judged, as good as they can bo. 
But it has the mi.sfortune to receive most of its prisoners from such unhealthy 
districts as Rungpur, Dinagepur, Jalpsiigurf and Bogra. 40 ;i ])er cent, of 
tho prisoners admitted were in iudilferent health, and 11*8 in bad health, while 
there wore 17 deaths from cholera during the year. The Khulna jail has been 
at times overcrowded, and receives its prisoners from some very unhealthy thanas 

♦ Inoliuliiig two flMfSof suiciile. 
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in the Sunderbuns. Champaran and Maimansingh, in both of which special 
enquiries have been instituted, are notoriously unhealthy districts, and 
the high luortulity at Ilazsiribagh was due to a very severe outbreak of 
cholera. At Mongliyr one uudor-trial prisoner died betbro Ikj could attend 
court; one died four days, and another eight days, after conviction ; while one 
nuin died from injuries due to falling into a well. As regards Jalpdigurf, 
out of 513 prisoners the medical officer declared 80 to be in bad and 3“^ in 
indifforeiit health. riio Inspector-GonoiMl remarks — “ Only those who know 
the standard of health whicli is considered good in a malarious district will 
understand the moaning of siudi terms as bad and indifferent as applied to 
Jalpaigurf prisoners. Of the 513 prisoners referred to, 20 died. Of those 
who di(Hl, 8 were admitted in bad health, 11 in indifferent health, and only one 
in good licalth.” 

The remarks of the Inspector-General, referred to above, are borne 
out by the figures of mortality according to the length of time passed in jail. 
Out of 830 (ionvicts who died, 304 had been less than six months in jail, 
210 more than six months and less th in a year, 144 more than a year and 
less than two years, 45 more than two and less than three years, and 73 above 
three years. Moreover, the following table shows that, prisoners discharged 
during* 1885 had inqiroved in health during their residence in jail : — 
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The year 1885 was an unhealthy one as ri'gards fevers of malarious 
origin, and the Inspector Gom'ral ascribes it to the imiisual rainfall daring 
the unboalrh}" months of tin? year. 4’here was a considerablo increase in the 
admissions from dysentery and diarrlnea — 7, 7Gt against 7,001 in 1884 — tho 
number of deaths at tho same time rising from 271 to 318. Tliere were 21 
cases of .small-pox with -t deaths, and 240 cases of cholora with no loss than 
147 deaths. As thc.se ejiidemies liav'o Imm'ii tho snbjc'ct of sj)e(:ial reports, 
it is not necessary to notieo them turrher hei’c. 4’ln' cases returned under the 
head “ Reinittc'iit and eojitinued fevers” showed a decided decrease ; but tho ratio 
per mille of deaths to admissions indicates that those eases have been of u 
severe tyjie, no le.^s than 02'7 per mille dying, as against .30 7 in 1881. 
A disea.so has been returned under this lu'ud which has been tho .subject of 
a. sjjocial (Micpdry in tlie Ali[Mir Jail by a t'ominittce eom])')scd of Drs. 
(doghorn, .bmliort, and Clarke, 'i'ho re])ort of (lie Cominiitee, ri'ccnlly received, 
fully justified its appointment. It Jnis lieon shown that cerebro-s])inal iiicningitis 
has pi’evailed in many jiarts of India in jails and in emigrant .ships Avithout 
being ri'cognised as a disease distinct from remittent fever, with Avhieh it 
h IS Ix'on eonrminded. The Committee .are of opinion that defective ventilation 


and tlie crowding together largo bodies of huin.'in beings arc the most 
imp irtant hygienic defects which can, in the pro.scnt state of our know- 
li'dge. 1)0 said to favour the development of such a disease. 


At the Ab'pur Reforinatary .School tho number of boy.s on the l.st 
... ^ .January 1885 was 105. During tho year 27 boys

a total of 132, or tho .same numbiir as in 1884. Of the.se, 17 were released 


on e>}>iry of .sinitcnco, o»ie was role.a.sed on bail, four were transferred to 


the school at Ilazaribagh, one was retransferred to the Aliporo Jail, and one 
died, leaving 108 boys at tho e.lose of the year, of wliom 53 were Hindus, 54 
Mahomedar.s, and oik? native Chri.s(iaii. 


'Die di.seiplino and general beliuviour of the boys was satisfactory. The 
punishments increased from 3 3 in l.'‘84 to 4'7 in 1885, and this is duo to the 
larger average number of boys in tlie school during the yoar. Tlio number 
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of cases in which penal diet was given foil from 131 to 1X7, and this 
number might bo further reduced without impairing discipline. The fact 
that 106 boys were locked up in cells as against only 14 in 18S4 has attracted 
tlio attention of Government, and enquiries are being made as to why it was 
found necessary to resort so often to this somewhat severe form of punislinient. 
The mark system, under which the boys can eucli earn an anna per week for 
good behaviour, attention and indiistry, continued to work well, and has 
proved a groat stiniulant to eumlation amongst the b()5%s. 

'J’he increase in the number of admissions into hospital from 1-03 in 
1884 to 2‘91 in 1.S85 is duo to the greuter number of hovs in the seliool. 'Phe 
year was exceptionally healthy, and the only boy who di(‘d was sullbring from 
clironio dysentery when received from the iVesideucy Jail. 

'Ihe cost of inainienan<;c per head fell from Ks. 1 I0-!) in l<S8t to 
Rs. 128-12-4, the deci'ease being fhielly duo to the larger average number 
of boys during the year 1885. ’While tlsero W'as a decrease in expi'iiditure 
under the heads of constructhm and repair’s and contiugen(!ies, there was an 
increase under the heads of diet, hospital, clothing, tind tixe(l estallshmeni , 
Diet charges rose from Its. 2 873 7-9 in 1x84 to Ks. 3,5()7-4-9 in 188 ), 
showing an increase ptr head of Ks. 2-12- 1, tind this was due to the higher 
pi’ic(*s of rations which 2)rcvailed during the 5’ear. The cost per head for diet 
in the school (Ks. 33-0-5) as com])ared with that in tho Alqmr Jail (K’s. 25-2-3) 
was exce.ssive; and though the cost of diet [icr head must of course increa.se in 
an inverso ratio to the number of jtersons to bo fed, still eiujuiries ffl'o lu'ing 
made for any sjtoeial reasons for suclt a diflereiice. 'J’he mantifac.tory ojxu-ii- 
tions were well earried out, sind tlies3'.stem of education and industrial training 
continued to he the .same as in the previous y'lar. 

Kejxu'ts wore received during the \'ear regarding 48 rele.a.si'd bovs. Of 
the.se, 3(j are said to he doing well sind to bear a good eharactor .‘imongsr 
their neighbours ; four bo\s could not bc' traced; l\va> were sent to jail for tlicfi, 
jiud regarding six tin; rc^xnls were unfavourabh'. 'I’he.se reports sliow on tin' 
whole tJiat the discipline and training undergom?! in the iuhiitiition are pro- 
ductive of s/itisfactoiy results.

The water siip2)ly is excellent; a bathing plailonn has been con.stru<'.ted 
during tho .year, and new latrines are lieing provided. Tho daily avt'rago 
number of sick rose from 0‘8S in 1884 to 4-04 in 1885, tho increase being due 
to the fact that the daily siver.T,go population increased from 8T5 to 172, and 
that there wa.s an ojiidetnic of cholera during the year, two out of four deaths 
being duo to thsit disease. 

Tho number of puni.shmont.s inflicted increased from 205 to 252 — a small 
increase coiujtared with the increa.so in the number of hays. ^ 

In tlie Kp.solution on the Kepott for 1881, the Lieutenant-GoA’-ernor 
remarked that the sy'stem of five hours’ school work and live hours’ industrial 
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labour each day at ITazAribapfli would admit of more rt'laxatiou. I'he buperiu- 
tondent appears to have reduced the .school liours to tliree aud to have increased 
to seven the number of hours for industrial work, the total number of hours 
remaining the same. The Lieutenant-Governor is certain that ten hours’ 
application each day to books aud labour is too much for groAving lads. Only 
one hour appears to bo alloAA’’ed for play from 2 to 3 r.M. j the two hours 
deducted from industrial work might with advantage bo achlcd to the time for 
rest and recreation. The Inspector General t)t . Tails has been rc(|U08tcd to take 
stcp.s to assimilate the systems of education in the two schools as far as possible, 
and the subject will bo specially noticed in the liejjort for the current year. 

The cost of diet per head w'as Its. dd-l-O, against Rs. IjO-B-lO in 1^84, 
thus being almost exactly the same as the cost in the Ab'pur school. The 
expenditure on building showed a largo increase owing to the construction ot 
the 72 now cells ah’cady referred to. The total expenditure under all heads 
Avas Rs 21,708-1-3, as against Its. 11,030-2-3 in 1881*. 

The Deputy Superintendent recteivod 70 letters from released boys during 
the year, and it is staled that, of the boys released since the school avus opened, 
only tAvo have reverted to evil habits.

The percentage of cases decided in favour of Government increased from 
75 to 86A. 

Taking the litigation in the High Court only, the percentage of cases 
decided iu favour of Government decreased from 96 to 87^. Of the 305 appeals 
shown as compromised, remanded or withdrawn, 169 from Tirhut and 133 from 

ryots of Government estates objecting to the enhanced 
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assessmont of rent fixed by Government. All these suits were decided in 
favour of Governineiit by the lower courts. The Midnapur cases were sent 
back for retrial, and the Tirhiit cases were withdrawn at the suggestion of the 
Advocate General. 

The result of Government litigation in the lower appellate courts was 
more unfavourable, the percentage of cases decided in favour of Government 
being 63 per cent, only, as against 93 in the previous year. In the courts of 
first instance, the ])ercentagc of cases decided in favour of Government was 
88, against 69 in the preceding year. Out of the 7 1 cases decided adversely 
to Government, no less than 43 were cases under the Land Acquisition Act, in 
which the courts gave the claimants a little more tlian the amounts tendered by 
the Collectors as compensation. 

The total value of tlic cases in which decisions were given adverse to 
Governn^ent fell from 11s. 6,19,974 to Rs. 4,78,645. Of this amount, 

Hs. 13,305 composed the value of the suits in the High Court, 11s. 3.106 the 
value of suits in zillah a))peals, and thehalancc that of original suits. In original 
suits decided adversely to Government the value of suits to obtain possession 
of land, estates or other property, or for tlie recovery of rents or debt bonds, 
was Rs 1,00,386; of land acquisition suits, Rs. 2,15,001 ; and of suits for 
the reversal of revemio sales oii the plea of informality, non-liability, &c,, 
Rs. 1,41,250.

value is under lis. 100; for,* if dclivcrv is not given, section 54 makes 
registration compulsory, and if delivery is given, u registered instrument of 
ti-ansfoi* is not rcHjuired. Moreover, the provisions of tho Ueugal Tenancy Act 
(VI 11 of 1885) will have the same effect as regards deeds relating to the trans- 
fers of permanent tenures. Tho Government of India have accordingly 
been asked to modify tho existing forms of Statistical Statements 11 and I V. 
The increase in tho number of deeds of mortgage of value less than Rs. 100 
was very large, being KJ’hO j)or cent more tliaii tho previous year. The number 
of leases for terms of one year and less exceeded the number registered in the 
jn-ecoding year by Id'Tl per cent. Of the total registrations, amounting to 
723,901, tho number relating to immoveable propmty was, as shown above, 
597,410, or 82'52 per cent, of the whole. A marked feature of tho year’s 
operations was tho numbin’ of optional registrations, amounting to {137,809, or 
10’67 of tho whole number. Compared with the figures for tho preceding year, 
optional registrations increased by 7 72 per cent., while compulsory registra- 
tions iucreased by only 3*01 pin* cent.

Jessor, Noakholly, Fan'dpur, 21-Pergunnah8, and Khulna (4,701). These 
districts in respect of this particular item of registration occupy precisely the 
same relative position as they <lid in 1884-85. 

7’lie number of term leases registered in Bengal Proper was 130,258, against 
„ . ^ 127,607 in 1884-85, tho figui'es for the whole pro- 

trm tasjh. viiico being 180,939, against 175,045. In fiv^e dis- 

tricts the number of such leases exceeded 10,000, namely, Jessor with 
17,248 registrations, Bakargauj with 13,516, Farfdpur with 12,819, Tip- 
jierah with 10,950, and the 24-Pergunnah8 with 10,t)36. There was 
an increase of over 1,000 registrations in each of the four districts of 
Bakargauj, Khulna, Noakholly, and Jessor, while tho numbers in Muzaffer- 
pur fell from 0,212 to 4,810, and in Maldab from 2,026 to 970. The 
increase in Biikarganj is partly due to the resettlement of some largo 
estates ; in Khulna to the new settlement of jungle lands bordering on 
the Sundorbuiis; in Jessor to the Tenancy Act, under which tenants can 
now only sublet for a term ot years. In Muzafierpur bad crops in 1884-85 
and disputes between indigo factories caused many term-leases to be registered 
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whereas the same causes did not exist in the year under report. In Maldali the 
docreasp, is attributed to tlio settlement of several pergunnahs having boon 
temporarily stopped by their zemindars. 6,100 leases for one year or loss wore 
togistcr-od, as against 5,36J3 in 1884-85. Tlie total value of lo ises of all kinds 
registered during the year was Us. 92,99,354, against Rs. 1,00,86,412 in tlio 
preceding year. But the number of leases increased from 154,275 to 161,932. 
Of this number, 75'43 percent, were for amounts not exceeding f{s. 25. As in 
1884-85, Bebar took the first place as regards registration of deeds of laro'o 
values, tlie average value for each lease being Rs. 119’55, against Rs. 30*86 in 
Bengal.

From this statement it appears that of the classes specified, the most 
numerous purchasers in the case of entire revenue-paying estates Avero those 
classified as “ others,” excluding mahajaiis, traders, money-lenders, zemindars,

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intermediate temircholdcrs, and ryots. Zomindnrs wore the largest buyers of 
shares in such estates ; ryots in the case of reveimo-frec properties; ar.d small 
talukdars and tenuroholders iii the case of intermediate tenures, llevenue- 
free properties are evidently keenly sought alter ; the ryot puir-hasei^ 
numbered 10,089, while tlio zemindars, talukdars, and niahajans put together 
amounted to only 0,008. 'I'ho figures show clearly that the agricultural (da.s8es 
are not parting with their interests in the soil, and that mahajan and money- 
lending purchasers arc not so numerous as is sometimes alleged. The total 
number ot purchasers of tlie latter class amounted to 9,739, while the zemindar, 
teiiurehohler, and ryot piirchasers amounted to 00,677.

cent., were money bonds; the ratio in the previous 
year was 72‘11 jhw cent. As many as 30,5;i3, or more titan ono-tbird of the 
whole, were registered in .lessor alone. A'otliing new is said regarding this 
enbrmous regi'-tration of bonds in .Je.ssor, wliicli, tliough le.ss by 125 than the 
number regi.stered in tlic previous year, is nearly four times as large as that 
of tin; 24-IVrgunnuhs, the district in which the next largest number of bonds 
Avert; registered. In former yoiirs it has been attributed to tlio high price of 
food-grains ami to tlio fatd that the completion of the railway works, which 
used to provide employnumt for tlio poor class of people, has compelled many 
to borrow money. T’hese causes are not peculiar to Jessor, and arc not 
by tliemselves suflicient to account for the extraordinarily largo number. 
l)idobtednc.ss may be a cause for increa.so of bonds in some districts; but the 
increase is equally evident in districts that are undoubtedly prosperous. It 
is said that in Midnapur the traders frequently mortgage their homesteads in 
order to have more money to invest in business. The more frequent registra- 
tion of bonds is doubtless to a great extent due to the increasing facilities for 
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Commissions, appeals, and pro 
secutions.

The total increase in the number of operations was 5T6 ])cr cent, on the 
operations of the preceding year. In every district there was a profit to 
Government after all tho expenses in connection with tho working of the Act 
had been defrayed. The total not surplus was Ks. 5,80,488-15-1 1, against 
Ks. 5,20,391 in 1884-85 ; or, after deducting all charges on account of station- 
ery, printing, printed forms and registers, iron record-racks and buildings, 
Es.

The number of registration offices open at Ihe close <*f the year was 292, 

against 290 at tho close of 1884-85. Three new 
offifps ond iispcc- ym-al sub-rogistry offices were opened during the 
year — at Pipli in Purf, at Poopri in Muzaffer- 
pur, and at Daudkandi in Tipperah.

The small 
number of inspections f 21) made by the Inspector-General was the unavoidable 
result of his illness ; but the total number of inspections made by the first and 
second Inspectors increased from 257 to 284. The increase from 64 to 102 
in the number of inspections of Sudder Sub-Registrars is also satisfactory.

The total nunjber of coremonies registered was slightly more than in the 
previous year. Chittagong, as usual, shows the largesc number (2,895), while 
Dacca comes next with 819 and Rungpur with 80)3, as against only 535 in the 
previous year. Dlainiansingh has 021, while Rsijshdht shows a decrease from 
844 to 505. hxujgpxir and Raj^lulh^ have thus changed places, but no 
reason is assigned ft)r the variation. In no other di.strict did the number of 
registrations amount to 400, while in Pahna and Nadi}’?! the numbers were 
only 22 and 8 respectively. The Officiating Inspector-General rojnarked that 
“ no practical advance has been made so far as registration under the Act 
is concerned, and people do not appear to havo come to apprecnato the Act 
any more than they did in former years. It was tliought that the appoint- 
niont of Qazis under the Qaais’ Act, XII of 1880, would liavc tho effect 
of increasing the number of registrations ; hut so far this would not appear to be 
the cu.so.” It is not stated wlietlu'r any particular effect has been pi’oduccd by 
tho alterations in the rulos and juocedure under Act I (H.C.) of 1S7G, to which 
reference was made in the Jtesolution on tlie Report of the working of the Act 
for 1883-84.

of ^882.^ Compunioii Act VI aggregate iKuninal capital of Rs. 51,46,000 

registered in 1884-85. Of these, ten are Tea Com- 
panies with an aggregate capital of Ks. 18,46,600, two Trading C<unpanic8 with 
capital of Rs. J 2,20,000, one Jiisuranco Company with capital of Rs. 10,00,000, 
and one Indigo Company with capital of Rs. 60,000. 

Four companies incroo.scd their capital. Their original aggregate capital 
was Rs. 60,80,000, and the increase amounted to Jis. 27,60,000, of which 
Rs. 25,00,000 is accounted for by the Indian General Steam Navigation Com- 
pany, Limited, which increased its capital from Rs. 55,00,000 to Rs. 80,00,000. 

Out of 23 companies under liquidation, 15 with an aggregate nominal 
capital of Rs. 1,01,11,000 commenced winding up during the year. Of these, 
7 were Tea Companies, 7 Trading Companies, and one Pressing Company. 
The Great Eastern Hotel ^\'inc and General Purveying Company, Liuiited, 
liquidated on the 28th January last, and re-appcared under tho same name and 
with tho same capital on tho 4th February following, i.e. within a week after 
its liquidation. The remaining eight coinpanies that went under liquidation in 
previous years were finally wound up last year. 
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The total number of companies working in Bengal at the close of last 
year was 231. 

The Manager of the Indian Pressing Company, Limited, was prosecuted 
dnder section 64 for not filing notice of the situation of the Company’s office. 
The case was tried by the Presidency Magistrate, Calcutta, who discharged 
the Manager with a warning. 

The total receipts from all sources aggregated Us. 6,995, against Rs. 7,089-6 
in the previous year, showing a decrease of Ks. 94-6, while the total expenditure 
amounted to Rs. 588, which is chiefly made up of the salary of the establish- 
ment of the Registrar of Joint-Stock Companies, consisting of a clerk on Us. 40 
rising to Rs. 50, and a peon on Us. 7 a month. 
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The fourtli general election of (’oinmissioners, hold under the Calcutta

ten'd us (jualitied slu)wed a fulling off of 1,089, or over 10 per cent. 'I’liis 
<lecrease is suid to be du(^ to the more rigid scnitiny exercised in examining 
claims. 

Twenty-nine general nu*etings were held by the Commis.sioners during 
the year, of which 1 ^ were 8 j)eciai gi'iu'ral meetings, three were (piarterly, and 
six were sj)ecial meeting's. Of standing Conimittecis there were 108 meetings, 
and of special Committees 30 meetings. The Town Council met 40 times, 
the Water-suitply Extension Committee 10 times, the Bustee and Tank Com- 
mittee 19 times, the Mark()t Committee 11 times, and the Town Improve- 
ment Committee only once. 

The Town Council dealt, as usual, with a large numlK’r of matters of

regulations for house drainage, the drainage works for Hastings and Bang Bazar,

The expenditure of the General Fund exceeded the roceipta of the j'ear 
by Rs. 54,300, thereby reducing tlie opening balance from Ra. 3,40,478 to 
Ra. 2,86,178. The expenditure of the Water-rate Fund exceeded the i<:coij>t8 
by Rs. 1,26,907. This is due to the charges on account of the extension works, 
and will be permanent. The rate has therefore been raised from 3,}^ per cent, 
to 5 per cent, from the beginning of the current year. The expenditure from 
the Lighting-rate Fund showed a small excess of Rs. 0,244 over tho receipts of 
the year. 

There are certain special funds not included in the above statements. The 

receipts of the Police-rate Fund during tho year 
State of the special funds. amounted to Rs. 2,93,551, and the disbursements 

made to the Commissioner of Police amounted to Rs. 2,95,077. Including tho 
opening balance of Rs. 20,790, there remained a sum of Rs. 25,204 in hand at 
tho close of the year. This rate has been reduced to 2 per cent, from tlier current 
year. The receipts of the Jute Warehouse Fund amounted to Rs. 22,501, 80 per 
cent, of which, Rs. 18,001, together with an unpaid balance of Rs. 120 on account 
of the previous year, Avas paid to the Commissioner of Police for maintenance 
of the fire-brigade. After meeting inspection charges, there was a surplus of 
Rs. 1,933, which was credited to tho General Fund. The Hackney Carriage 
had an opening balance of lis. 12,018: the receipts during 
tho year were Rs. 17,913, and the expenditure on account of ostablishment 
and contingent charges amounted to Rs. 5,508. Tlie Cart liegistration Fund 
had a balance of Rs. 8,662 at tho beginning of tho year : the receipts during 
tho year amounted to Rs. 70,428, and expenditure to Rs. 4,848. The Marcus 
Legacy Fund had at the commencement of tho year a cash balance of Rs. 4,275 
and- Government securities of Us. 70,000. The socurilies wore sold and 


re-invested in 5 per cent, municipal debentures.

Though much remains to be done, it may be s.nid that most of 
the mm'o urgent ca.ses have now been di.sj)o.sod of, and the chief duty 
of tho Couiinissioners will con.sist in muiutaining tho ground they have 
gained. In tho Subuidhs nothing of this kind has yet been attempted. On tho 
20th March last the new main in connoetion with tho cxtcrulod water- 
supply of Calcutta was op(?ned at Bultah. Tho proceedings wore attended 
by a large body of the Commissioners, who liad invited the Liouteuant-Governor 
to presuhi at the ceremony. 

During the year fifteen tanks wore filled up by tin? Corponation, and one by 
the owner. Besides llieso, two were being filled iiji by tJie Corporation and six 
by the owners at the close of the year. Twelve tanks have been emiitied by tho 
owners, and will bo filled up during the current year. The sites of tw'o filled-up 
tanks in Jorapukcr and Goalapara bustee in Ward No. 6 have been acquired 
by the Commissioners, who propose to convert the space into a place of public 
recreation. 

Forty-ono bathing platforms have boon conqihjtcd, and arc in actual 
working order. Six more have been completed, but have not boon connected 
with the piping. Nine sites have been obtained and platforms are und(;r construc- 
tion, and proceedings have been undertaken for tho acquisition of sites for 28 
additional platforms, making a total of 84. A census was Uikcu on tho 1 1th and 
18th April last of tho number of persons who resorted to these bathing platforms. 
The total numbers amounted to 62,003, of whom 40,194 were males and 
21,809 females. These figures are interesting, and show how popular tho new 
bathing platforms have sjieedily become. 

The grant for street improvements was as usual Rs. 30,000, of which a sum 
of Rs. 24,035-4-1 has been expended. This grant is intended for petty 
improvements only, all important works being undertaken from the di'omage 
budget.

BENGAL ADMINISTRATION REPORT. 


[ 1885 . 80 . 


The civil litigation of the Commissioners during tlie year was insigni- 
ficant. Tliore was only one small suit for the 
Law salts. recovery of rates, whicli was decreed in favour of 

the Commissioners. One appeal was made to the Small Cause Court against 
the assessment of a house; but the valuation made by the municipal assessor 
was upheld by the Judge. The Commissioners had to defend in the Small 
Cause Court a suit which had been brought against them by a contractor for 
the recovery of the value of certain stores supplied ; but tlie suit was disraLssed. 
Hiis diminution in the amount of litigation is said to bo due to the establish- 
ment by the Commissioners of a “ Conciliation tribunal,” consisting of three 
(Commissioners selected by the Town Council, to which any dispute between 
the Corporation and a member of tlie public may, with the consent of the 
latter, be referred. This mode of arbitration, whicli has everything to 
fomraend it, is said to be very frequently resorted to. 

In the Polic.o Court 18,998 prosecutions were instituted for infringe- 
ment of the provisions of the Municipal Act. In the License Department the 
fines imposed amounted to Us. 11,298, in the Conservancy Department to 
lis. 4,72o, and in the Health Officer’s Department to Us. 482. 'I’lio total of 
the fines imposed amounted to Us. 16,500, against Us. 10,151 in the previous 
year. Under the Vaccination Act, 1,565 persons were proceeded against ; of 
these, 892 wore va(!cinated and 180 inspected, 225 absconded, and only 54 
were eventually fined for contumacy. Proceedings were taken by the Com- 
missioners against tlie Tramway Company in the Police Court for their 
negligence in keeping in proper repair some of the roadway used by them. 
There were three such charges, resulting in the Company being fined Us 50 
in each case.

ita statistics. I'liis cliaiigc is ill accordance with the recommend i- 

tion made by the Army Sanitary Connnission. The number of births rogisf. . ’ 
was 8,358, as compared with 8,290 in 1884. The Health Officer is of opin 
that birth registration during the year was more satisfactory than formorl} 
a birth-rate of 29*3 per niille was obtained, as compared with the EnglLsh 
rate of 34'4. Among the vatiou.s race.s, the recorded birth-rates per mille

The number of do.iths recorded during 1885 (exclu.sivo of still-birthsl was 
12,707, as compared with 12,694 in 1884, giving a death-rato of 29 3 per inillo, 
against 29*2. 

At a special general meeting held on the 11th February 1886, a whole- 
time Health Officer was appointed by the Commissioners, and the a])point- 
ment, regarding which during the past few years ili'^re had been much corre- 
spondence, leceived the sanction of the Lieutenant-Governor. Dr. Simpson 
assumed charge of his duties, after the year closed, on the 10th May 1886. 


MT'NICIPAL ADMJNLSTRATIOK AND LOCAL SELF-GOVERNMENT. 


Dcking the last five years, atid even from an earlier period, complaints were 

frequently made as to the insanitary c«)uditiou of 
the suburbs immediately surrounding the town 
of Calcutta, and it was strongly urged that, to effect 
any improvement in the former, they should be 
united with the town under one system of muni, 
cipal government. Indeed, the necessity of the measure was recognised so long 
ago as 1864, both by the late Justices of the Peace for the Town of Calcutta 
and the then Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. Accordingly Sir R. 'riiompson 
in a Resolution dated the 20th Juno 1885, appointed a Committno, under tJio 
presidency of iho Hon’hle H J. Reynolds, c s., c.s i., to prepare a scheme 
for the amalgamation of the urban portions of the subm’bs with the town.

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The Commissioner of tho Bardwsln Division in his annual report on the 

working of the municipalities in his Division during 
the year 1886-80, reported that tho elective system 
h„d on the wholo worked well. Man'y mombm 
of the Municipal Committees took a lively interest in their work, and tho 
Cojumittees as a body fully appreciated tho responsibilities they had taken 
upon themselves, '^rho working of the Act in tho district of Nadiya was not 
BO successful as in tho other districts of tho Presidency I )ivi.sion. There was 
too much of party spirit manifested by tho Commissioners in their delibera- 
tions. This was notably tho case in the Sautipur Municipality. In the 
24-Pcrgunnuhs the Magistrate remarks ns follows: — “ On tho whole tlio now 
Commissioners appear to me to have done their work well. 'Boo much time no 
doubt is often spent in oratorial exhibitions, and petty jealousies and iiupationco 
of control by an Honorary Chairman, who is no longer a Government odicial, 
give rise to occasional disscn.sions and interfere with a (.•ominittee’s usefulness, 
in tho end, however, the election sclunne will, I think, prove a success. Meet- 
ings arc well attended and ai’c held more regularly than formerly, and tho items 
of businc.ss are freely and (d’tcn very warmly cjiscusscd.” Tho ( ‘ominissiom'r 
of tho Division gcni'rally agrees witli the Magi^lrate in his remarks, and adds 
that tlie new Commissioners have on the whole t;iken a (h'cided interest in their 
work, and that if their deliberations havo not iilways been marked by that 
courtesy to each other and deference to the decision of llie imijority that ought 
to prevail, these were defects to be anticipated, and it may be trustt'd that time 
and experience will do much to vomi'dy tlnun. T.octil associations watch tlio 
proceedings of the Corporations and criticise them not always in a. very friendly 
tone, and the authority of tho Commissioner is i‘iv(jucntly invoked to set aside 
or amend those decisions. 

*llic (Jonnnissioru'r of the TJiijshahf Division rcc<trJs the following remarks 
on the working of the in'w Municipal Act ; — 

“ Darjiling and Jalpaigitri are not elective municipalities. Knrseottg 
declined* to ho elective, and the Commissioners had to be appointed. Tho 
Municipal Coiumissimicrs of Dinagojmr and llnngjinr wisely elected tho 
district otllcers as Chairmen. In these four mnnicipalities mnnici|)al admin- 
istration was consetiuently as good as ever, iiiid then! were no disjrutes. In 
liamjtur Bcauloah a Government otllcial witli some training was elected 
Chairman, and has on tho whole done very well. Among the elective muni- 
cipalities, tlio Municipal Commissioners of Hogra and Sinijganj, and then 
those of I’abiui, have a.s a body done best. In llampiir Jleauleah there 
were dilTereuccs of opinion, and troublesome refereii(!cs in eon.sc'qiu'nee. 
in Sherojrur tho Municipal Commissioners as a body misbehaved grossly 
towards their Chairman owing to jealousy a)id parly spirit, the matter being 
reported to Government at tho time. In Nattori! jealousy of the ollleial Vice- 
Chairman was .sh(»wu by .some Commissioners, who on one occasion recorded 
objectionable lajiiiarks, which, however, \v(>re ri'pndiatcid by others. 

“In all the elective innnicijjalities, except Dinagepur and Itungpnr, there 
was, as was only to he expected, at first an insuHicieut regard for the roquire- 
ments of tho law, and jealousy of the (’hainnan was eviiieod as also a desire 
to prevent his exorcising his powers imhq)eudently of the Conimissi()n(!r.s in 
meeting as mucli as possible. Tlioro was no ajipoiiitment of any conse([iience 
made in these municipalitie.s, and .so there was no rivalry of party candidates. 
In one municipality an attempt was made to dojirivo tho ralii-payors of a good 
Assistant Surgeon, and (o ap])oiut an inferior ono to a dispensary hospital, 
the general impression being that this was advanc.ed in the interest of two 
Municipal Comnii8Hioncr.s, who are nujdical practitioners. This was opposed by 
tho elected native Chairman to his credit. Fortunately this required an alter- 
ation in tho budget, and a memorial signed by numerous rate ])ayers, olKeial 
and non-official, waa sent to me protesting against the proposal, which was 
disposed of by my refusing to sanction the alteration in the budget ” 

Tho Commissioner of tlie Dacca Division states as fidlows:— d’lie working 
of so many municipalities under elected Chuirmeu. and geiuTally the inanago- 
ment of the towns by the representatives of the rate-payei*.-!, is the mo.st 
interesting feature of tho year’s municipal history. It would not bo safe 
yet to veutui'e on an opinion as to how the new system will work ; but 1 am 
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Introdjjrlion of tlio of 

L(H*al 8olf-(jruvortjniciit in 


incliiiefl to think that it will ho more successful in the small towns than in 
thnso of larpe size and with a largo popuhition. Dacca, for instance, has an 
aclTiiivable Cliairniaii, anil tho constitution of the Municipality is as good fi,s 
could 1)0 ox[)oci'od; hut I atn not (juito satisfied with the state of afiaiis. There 
are con dieting interests, and Connnissioners (elected ones specially) are in consid- 
erablt' awe of thtdr constituents. However, there is no reason yet for despair, 
and time may remove tho ohstaeles to improvement which now exist.” 

A question was raised as to the interpretation of the tcrni “resident” 
within tho limits of a manieipality. which occurs in clause 2 of section 15 of the 
Munici])al Act. It ju’ose in connection with the election proceedings in the 
Serumpiir Mnnicipalitv. A e’eiitleman, who was a rate-payer of both the 
8eranipiir ami Mali Municipalities, app(*ar<‘d as a candidate for election as a 
Commissioner for tho Serumpur Municipality. An objection was raised against 
his candiduluro on the grovind that ho was not a permanent resident of Seram- 
l)ur. The gentleman had two residences — one at Bali, where his family re.sides, 
and tilt' other at Setam])nr, where ho carried on his pr<*fession as a medical 
practitioner. Tt was stated that under clause 2, section 15 of the Act, a contin- 
uous residence', without a hrcjjk elnring twelve months preceding the election, 
was necessary ; and that i4‘ a man left liis jdace of abode at all during the year, 
he forfeited Ids right to he considered a reside'ut. T’ln* epiestion was referred to 
the Li'gal |{<Mnemhranc('r for his opinion; and with his concurrence it was 
decided tl)at a person who paid tlie muidei])al taxes in two places and resided 
from time to tinio in both nas ( iililled to tlto rights of a voter, and was com- 
petent to stainl for electio)) in both tho muidcipaiiti«'s. 

Act III (B.C.) of 1SS5, (-ntltled tin Act to extend the system of T^ocal Self- 

(lovernmont in Bengal, was passed by tho Bengal 
Legislative Couneil on tlio 0th April and it 

rc(u>ivod the assent of the Governor-General oti the 
11th July following. The object of tins jMiaetment is t > give the people of 
Bengal a substantial int('rest and rt'spou.sihility in the manngomcMt of their 
own local aiVairs. IMio District R<»ad and School Committees had very limited 
powers, and these powM'vs wei*o generally exercised under close oflhaal control. 
The ('onnnittees liardly offered any attraction to men of education and sibility 
who desired to particijtate in the nianagonent of public business, and they 
ail'orded no r<-lit f to the Govennnetjt staff in the administration of tlie depart- 
ments of work with wliieli tliey wore supposed to deal. The Local Self- 
Government Act will suf)ply the peoj)lo witii that field of usefulness they 
wanted, and will relieve (iovernmi'iit ollicers of nnich responsibility. TTie Act 
has force and elfect in every district in these Provinces, oxce|)t in the districts 
of Singbhum, the Santal Pergunnahs, ami tlie Chittagong Hill T'racts, and in 
the tow'ii of ('aleatta, aial in all those towns which are incorporated into munici- 
palitit's under the ])rovisions of the Munitnpal Act. it provides for the establish- 
ment of a District Board in every disti-ict. and of l.ocal Boards in suh-divisions 

of districts, where the Lieutenant (iover- 
nor may think there is available material 
for the formation of such (yommittoc'S. 
It directs, however, that in every sub- 
division of tho sixteen districts, named in 
the margin, uLocal Hoard shall be establish- 
ed. It also provides for the formation 
of Union (Jonnuittecs in a village or group of villages in any suh-di vision 
of a district. The members of Union Committees shall be elected from among 
the residents of the Unions, and shall in no case bo less than five or more than 
nine. Hie Act has, however, given tho Lieutenant Governor power to direct, 
by an order in writing, for reasons to be stated in such order, that any Union 
Co. nmittoe shall con.sist, either wliolly or in part, of meinhors appointed by the 
Commis.sioner of the I)ivi.sion. J'ho constitution of Local Boards in the districts 
mentioned above shall consist of members, of whom two-thirds are to bo elected 
and one-third nominated by Government. In all tho other districts the mem- 
bers of Local Boards are to be appointed by Government ; but tho Lieutenant- 
Gov'ernor has boon vested with tho ])ower to enter the name of any district 
in the third schedule of the Act. Tho number of members of a Local Board 
shall ho fixed in each case by Government, but sliali not be less than six. A

By a notili 
cation dated tho 1 st October best, the Auirious District Boards were jilacod i 
funds by the transfe'r of the bal'iiices of the District Load Committees unde 
the Cess Act, they cinising to exercise their functions from that date.

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At tlic close of the year the Pilot Service was S~> strori}^, including 40 
o. ,,, „ Government pilots, 21 licensed pilots, and 24 not 

lully qujililied leadsmen and mates. Ihe number 
of qualified pilots, both service jiiid licensed, was Gl. This brings the number 
to within one of accepted constitution of the Pilot Service. Four leadsmen 
apprentices arrived from England during the year to recruit the service. Out 
of the total number of leadsmen apprentices, seven, on passing the necessary 
examinations, were admitted to the mate’s grade. One of these appointments 
was reserved for a locally, selected candidate ; but as no candidate appeared at 
the examination, which was duly advertised to take ])laco in April 1886, it 
was decided to include the vacancy among those to be lilled b}’’ cadets from tho 
training-ships in England. Tho leadsmen’s quarter’s at Garden Ileach, under 
tlie superintendence of J\tr. ]\Iignon, are now well established and are reported 
to be comfortable and attractive. 

The number of steamt.‘r.s w'hicli arrived at Calcutta durang tho yt;ar was 
. 587 ivith a gmss tonnage of 1,803,982 tons, as 

lipping. against 532 witli a gross toimago of 1,243,500 tons 

in the previous year. I’lio number of sailing vessels rose from 371 to 414, and 
the gross tonnage from 480,374 to 010,457. The increa.se of tonnage indicates 
a revival in the trade of the port.

Tho gross tonnage of the port was 3,840,325 tons, against 3,475,145 in 
1884-85. There w’as, however, still a falling off compared with 1882-83 and 
1883-84, v/heii tho tonnage amounted to 3,961,294 and 3,937,195 tons 
respectively. 

The receipts under the head of pilotage during tho year were Rs. 7,59,771, 

or Rs. 20,021 in excess of 1884-85. The mer- 
’ cantile community have benefited to tho extent of 

Rs. 1,34,077 during the year from the reduction of pilotage by 15 per cent, 
carried out on tho Ist August 1881. During the yew tho Branch Pilots piloted 
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on an average 5-30 vessels a nionlli, against 4-99 of 18S4-85, the Senior Master 
Pilots 3’41 against 3’02, the Junior Masters 2*38 against 192, and the Mates 
2‘58 against 3'4l. Six vov'ssels were placed in chai’ge of leadsmen apprentices 
ii> the temporary absence of qualified pilots. 

I’here was a marked decrease (from 61 to 37) in the number of groundings, 

Casualties. cascs wa.s any damage done, while 

the pilot in charge was considered to blame in only 
four cases. Of the 16 collisions which occuiretl during the year, six were cither 
unimportant or accidental, and ti VO were the result t>f mismanagement. In three 
oases only was serious damage done. Taking groundings and collisions to- 
gether, the percentage of accidents to the number of vessels was 2‘G6, against 
3*72 in the preceding year. 

Fifteen departmcntid enquiries were held during the year to investigate 
the conduct of pilots in (jonncction with casualties which had occurred to vessels 
in their charge.

9 Engineers, out of 11, 44, and 30 candidates 
re.spectively. Lor Local (V-rtiiieatc.s, only 1 candi- 
date appoareil for the Master's examination, and 2 for examination as First 
Mate, all of ivlioiu passed ; whih? out of 3 candidates for the Second Mate’s 
examination, and 33 for Engine-drivers, 1 and 24 resjioidivcly passed. Five 
candidates appeared for cortiticates (•£ comjietency as lirst-class lOngiiioers of 
inland steamers, of whom none pas.sod; wdiilo all tho 4 candidates for certilicalcs 
of competency as second-class Engiiict'rs of inland vi'ssels were succe.ssful. Out 
of 11 candidates for certificates as Commanders of iidand vessels, and 2 as Shij)- 
surveyors, 10 and 1 respoctivoly j)assed. Four candidates obtained licenses 
as steam-tug pilots of the Hiighlf. Of tJio 4 licenses to native pilots, 3 
wero renewed during the year. Eighteen new permits were granted to native 
coasters between 100 and 200 tons, and 11 wisrc renewed, l liroe vcs.sels were 
registered under tho Mcrclmnt Shipping Act of 185 1, and the rotristry of G 
was cancelled. One vessel was registered under Act X of 1841. Sixty-tivo A 
and 436 H cortiticates under the Native Pa.«sengers Act VIll of 1876 were issued 
by the Port Officer during tho year, showing a d(>creasc of 8 and an increase 
of 64 certificates respectively compared with tho figui'cs of 1884-85. 

During tho year tho lloalth Ofiicer ins]jc<*.tcd 780 in-coining vessels, of 

which 64 G were engaged in tho foreign trade and 
eatio ( c oit. wore coasters. The total number included 

387 steatners and 393 sailing vessels, which, classified according to nationality,

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wore'GCo British, 39 French, 12 Gorman, 6 Norwegian, 4 Swedish, 17 Ameri- 
can, 9 Austro-Hungarian, 5 Italian, 1 Danish, 15 Arab and Turk, 4 Zanzibar, 
2 Maldivc, and 1 Siamose. The crews amounted to a total of 35,879, of whom 
18,989 were Europeans and 16,890 natives. The out-going vessels inspected 
■were 626 in number, of wiiich 551 wore in the foreign and 75 in the coasting 
trade. They carried a total number of 15,332 European and 10,134 native 
seamen. Compared with tho [)revious year, the number of vessels inspected 
shows an increase; 715 in-coming and 4S2 out-going, ora total of 1,197 vessels, 
liaving boon inspected in 1884. Tho increase is repoi'ted to be partly due to 
tho new system ititroduced in September last of granting bills-of- health on 
board after inspection of vessels. 

'rhe health of tho European seamen was exceptionally good during tho 
year. 'I’he aviu'age number jidmitted into the hospital was 1,167, against an 
average of 1,254 for the five previous years. The d<5ath-rato, 23*6, fell also 
t(i nearly one-half of what it was in ls84. Tlio mortality from cholera during 
the past year appears to have been tho lowest ever x’oeorded in tho port, the 
ratio per millc being 4‘13, against 2 1 '37 in tlie previous yeax’, and 19*91, the 
mean of the <|uinquemiinnx 1880-84. The <listribution of this disease on tho 
river seems to verj'- nearly cciincido with its distx'ibutioix on shore, and tho 
decline in mox'tality from this cause among the seamen coxTCsponds very closely 
with the figures for tho whole town. There wex*o no deaths from uiarrhma 
duriiig tim year, but there was an increased prevalence of dysentex*y as compared 
with the two preceding years, the death-rate being 3*54, against an avox’ago of 
2*34 for tho five jxrtivious years. Fev(u*s wtirc more numerous than in tho 
jxrevious years, 'riioro were three case.s of sm.dl-pox, but none terminated 
fatally. Tlie number of cases of sunstroke udnuttod into the hospital fell from 
13 in 1884 to 5 in 1885, which shows that ciideavoux*s are made to prevent 
unnecessary e.^posuro of sail(»i*s onboard shi])s. There was no inci*easeof vene- 
lial disease uim>ng tho Europoaix soanxen, notwithstanding tho withdrawal of 
tho Oniitagious Diseases A(!t from (’alcutta. 

'riie total xuortality afloat atid in hospital among the native population 
of tlie pox*t, numbex’od at 25,000 in tho census of 1881, gave a rate of 4 per 
1,000, as compai*ed «ith 7 in 1884, the decrease being due to a falling off in 
the number of deaths from cholera. Tn 1884, 13S deaths froixj cliolora occui'red, 
AV'hile in 1885 the number foil to 59 — a lower xuortality than has been x’ceorded 
in any year since 1880. Bowel-complaints wore iuox*e numerous than in 1884. 
Fcvei’s and siiiall-po.\, however, caused hwex* deaths. 

Tliirteoii cases of scurvy among Eux’opean seamen, a^ainst 24 in 1884, 
were treated in the past year. 3'ho disease was iix no case due to impx’opor 
food or neglect of rule.s. Seven cases of scurvy wore fomid on hoard a vessel 
from New York carrying ti lascur ci'ow. It appeared from enquiries made that 
tlic vegetables supplied to them were not in accox*daiico wit.li tlie term.s of their 
agreeimmt. They were, moreover, supplied with two iudifrorent and suspicious 
kinds of lime-juice — one containing an insulheient quantity of citi‘ic acid, 
and tho othor an excess over tho authorized standard. 


The sanitary coc.dition of both batiks of the river w'as to some extent 

unsat isbictttx’y ; but measures were taken for tho 
Sanitary rondition of tlu- river venioval of the more serious nuisancos. A groat 

number of floating bodu's ai'o still met with in 
the , river. Last year 00 human bodies and 4.130 cax’tiasses of animals wore 
removed by the eonservaney estiiblishmciit of tho liiver i*olioo, against 
80 bodies and 3,975 cax*(aissos in the pi*evious yeax*. 

There were no complaints during the year regarding the quality of the 

filtex*od water supplied to tho shipping by the 
a(.er-hii i>p y. Municipality; Ixut the Health Oflieer objects to 

the manner in whicli the water is conveyed to the shipping. The attention 
ot the Municipality has hcen called to the remarks made by him on the subject. 

The usual enquiries were made as to the health and tx*eatmcnt of lascar 

crew'S. Only one case of ill-treitment was brought 
ij.^car i rews. notice, in which no lime-juice was supplied at sea 

to the crew of a sailing vessel, and compensation was subsequently made to tho 
crow. Tho Conqxiilsory Vaccination Act w-as, owing to tho absence of small- 
pox in tho port, and pending the pa-ssing of the new Act, not put in force.

The increase in ree(Mpts was chiefly under the head “ Deposit moiu'y of Uritish 
seamen.” It is said that, owiiig to the depression in trade, tin? demand for 
European seamen fell so low that it was detmu'd ox])edlent, in the etise of 
every seaman di.s(!harged by mutual consent, to re(juiro him to deposit a portion 
of his wages as .security against his falliiiir into dislri'ss. 'I'ho amount r(‘;ilist‘d 
on this account during the year exceeded that ri’ahsed in tins p)-('vions year hv' 
lis. 10,112-10-11. hi* Avhole of it, howei'cr, was not re])aid hetoro the close 
of the year, as many of the seamen from whom d(*p(>sits had he? n lakt'n during 
the hilter jiart of the year had not iip to its elo.se obtained employment eitlu'r 
on boardship or on shore, tind tliere rtmiained, therefore, a balance in hand 
«)f Rs. 5 32y-9-l, 'I'lie amount realised as “ deposit momjy f)f native se inniu ” 
fell from Rs. 8,717-8 4 in the year 1884-85 to Its. I,00t-l-4 in the year under 
review, the decrease biing attributed to the diminution in the number of .seaim>n 
discharged. 

The total amount received during the } ear on account of the estate.s of 

deceased Jhitish seamen was Us. 0,888-9-4, the 
Detcased seamen, wliolc of wdiicli was remitted to the Hoard of Trade 
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as usual. Including the balance brought forward from the previous year, 
the receipts on account of the estates of deceased native seamen amounted to 
lls. 4,681-10; the disbursements amounted to Rs. 2,926-16-9, and Rs. 295-3-2 
lapsed to Government, thus leaving a balance at tlio end of the year of 
Rs. 1,469-7-1, which might have been reduced but for the fact that the effects 
of some estates wore deposited only a few days before tho close of the year, 
and there was not sufficient time for their disposal. 

Tho total amount remitted by seamen to their families at home was 
^ , Rs. 16,990-11. This is considerably less than the 

^ amount remitted in any of the three preceding 

years, and tho decrease is said to be probably duo to the unprecedentedly high 
rate of exchange ruling for tho raouey-ordors by means of which these remit- 
tances are made.

being due to the fact that fewer ships arrived during tlio first quarter of tho 
year under report. '^I'lie health of Ihe seamen, both Rurojiean and native, is 
reported to have been good. The number of casualties at sea among the former 
was 41, against 27 in tlie previous year, the chief cause of doatli being drown- 
ing. Fifteen cases of scurvy -were reported during tho year, 5 of wliieli were 
among European and 10 among native seamen. In every in-stanee due enquiry 
•was instituted and proper stops were tak<*n to reaiedy any dc'focts brought to 
light. Three complaints regarding siiortness of provi.sions and lime-juice, and 
one of extortion, were made by native seamen during the year. In all except 
the last, which proved on einjuiry to be groundless, conipeiisatioii was after 
due enquiry awarded. 

The receipts of tho Chittagong Shipping Ofiico during the year under

the landing (*f a nninber of heavy marine boilers, and snbsi*(pient onlsiih' woi’k 
in putting them on board inland sttnnnors then undt'r const ruction. The increase 
in tlui <*harges was caused by the completion of tlu' mnv 10{)-t(»n barge, the 
cost of the er(‘W and the working expenses of wbicli are met from the earnings 
(jf the crane. 


I’hc receipts from the Inland vos.scls’ wbai’ves amounted to Rs. 3,93,587 

as compared witli Rs. 3,55,081 in 18S4-85. '^Phis 
111 iim incrca.so was duo to increased iiafllc, at luvirly all 

the wharves, both on the (’aleutta .and the Howrah banks of the rivei*. As 
regards expenditure, there was an increase of Rs. 31,420, which was maiidy 
duo to increased ehtu’ge tor inter(\st on accotmt of tlie lojms raised for the 
IbtAvrali foroslnu’o whaivcs, to the transfer from Part HI to tlie Inland Wluu'f 
1 lopartiiuait of the rimt and municipal taxes payable on the Scebporo chnr 
land, and to increase in working expenses and .salaries. The not I'cvonue of the 
vear amount('(l to Rs. 1,47,176 against Rs. 1,10,090 In tlio previous year. 

The receipts from Strand Bank lands umounti'd to Rs. 1,73,342 and the 

charges to Rs. 1,06, .371, aj^aiust Rs. 1,84,124 and 
.sirand Bank Rs. 1,28,130 respectively in the past year. The 

decrease in both reeeipt.s and chnrg('s was eausoil by the elimination of the 
ineome and expenditure on account of the Seebpore ehur land. The net 
revenue amounted to Ha. 66,071 os compared with Its. 55,988 iu 1881-85. 

The re(;eipts credited to the Harbour Masters’ llcpartment amounted to 

Rs. 5,21,061, or Rs. 36,845 less than in the previous 
iiarixtnr Aiastcrx lioi'urtmtnt. decrease wus inaiuly duo to a falling off 

in tho receipts from mooring hire and Harbour Masters’ fees, and is explained 
by tlie fact that the port cliarg(*s duo from 61 vessels tliat (jritered the port 
during the ye.ar remained unrealised at tho close of tho year. It is explained 
that these charges arc seldom paid till a vc.ssol is clearing; and though there 
is always a considerable amount outstanding, it is seldom so lai'ge us in tho 
eoar under review. 
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An important amoiidinent was made durin*; the voar in tlio pnvmont 
of overtime fees to Assistant Harbour Musters. Under the old rule Assistant 
ilurbour Masters were al]t)wod extra fees at the rate of Rs. 16 for all work 
j^erformod on Sundays and rocoffiiised holida\’a, and for all work perforineil 
between the hours of 8 p.M. and 5 am.: thus if an Assistant Harbour Master 
attended a vessel on a Sunday or holiday before o a.m. and remained on board 
till after 7 or 8 a.m., he was entitled to two extra fees of Rs. 10 each. The rule, 
as revised, entitles liim to only one extra foe for nif^ht and holiday work, unless 
he has been on duty for more than eight hours.

the steamers arriving in the port in the past yc-ar, liM, witli an avt'ragt' tonmige 
of 8,l()d, came from Knrojican ports /'ni llu! Suez Oiinal. Tlio averago tonnage 
of sailing' vessels and sleamers employed in the tradi' of the, port was 
and 2,628 lospeetively. 

'rwelve casualties happened to vc.ssels whilst in eliavge of the Assistant 
, Harbour Masters during the ju'ar In four of iheso 

the Assistunt Harbour Masters are stated to have 
been in faidt. In the other eai-es tin; aeeldoiits were I'aiised l»y ein-umstunees 
over which the olllecrs of the I'ort Trust had no eoiilrol, 'Pho ju!reentiig(i of 
aceidents was loAver than in the preec'ding two years, being MO against 1 21 
in lb81-85 and Ml) in 188.6 St. The percentagtt is still considerably higher 
than in the eight years ending 1882-86. 

The niijorings were all (ixainined daring the year, those found defcctivo 

being re))la(*ed with new materials. Kighi moorings 
^ ''"“"‘J'’- weie aboii.slu'd — six to increase the length of Xos 6 

and 4, Hastings’ moorings, one at Matiabrnz to give fiH'e aj)proiieli to the 
landing-stage, and one at Uoloolieriah. An e(|U!d number of new moorings was 
laid, so that the totiil number of moorings remains tlio same (228) as at ilie, 
close of the previous year. Of tbe.se, 178 are li\ed and 56 swinging. 'I’wo fixed 
moorings arc obstructed by wrecks, ten fixed and two .swinging are reserved 
for (Tovcrnniciit, and nine fixed and live swinging for vessels belonging to 
the Port Trust : 157 fixed and 16 sAvinging moorings are therefore available! for 
A cs.sels trading to the port. Of these', 21 fixed and 26 sAviuging moorings are 
leased out tei priA'ate firms, leaving 166 fixed and 20 .sAvinging moorings aA^ad- 
able for the use of tlio public. The dredge r Avas employed on 16!) days during 
the year, at a ceist of Rs. 61,701, the avenige ce>st of 1,(J00 cubic feet dreelged 


being Ks 22'H2.

The working of the Commissioners’ tramway appears to have been very 

satisfactory during the year. The receipts, which 
raimtay. amounted to Rs. 1,60,1-43, wore hisrher than those 

of any previous year except 1882-83, when they came to Rs. 1,60,549. In the 
past year, however, there was not the heavy jute crop of 1882-83, which 
brought a largo traflic to tho line ; while, on the contrary, the rival competition 
between certain inland steamer companies caused such a reduction in freights 
as to induce importers to avail themselves of tlie river route. 'Fho breach in 
the Eastern Bengal State HaiUVay lino at Buggoolah caused by the extensive 
Hoods of September 1885, put a stop to all tratlic by rail from and to tho upper 
stations for some time, and the diversion of business thus caused lasted for 
some time after tho breach had been repaired. The results of the working of the 
lino wore, on the whole, better than those of any preceding year. Tlio expendi- 
ture was Us. 2,956 less than in tho past year, and Rs. 4,903 loss than in 1882-83. 
The income on account of port approaches, wliich amounted to Hs. 4,27,943 

against Hs. 4,81,486 in tho previous year, consisted 
ort approai les. mostly of confributions from tho other parts of the 

Commissioners’ account, the direct income being only a small sum derived from 
the earnings of the anchor- vessel, the sale of condoumod stores, and a few 
other miscellaneous items. The expenditure amounted to Hs. 4,94,133 as com- 
pared with Rs. 3,99,853 in the previous year. 'I'he excess of cx])('nditure was 
duo to the provision of h’s. 80,006 on account of depreciation, and to the payment 
of a dockyard charge of l{.s. 15,409 incurred in 1883-84. An expoiulituro of 
Rs. 13,620 was incurred for converting the survey vessel Clydemioii. light-vessel 
to take tho place of tho Mermaid^ which was destroyed by fire in February 1885. 
Exclusive of these items, tho expoiulituro amounted to Its, 3,85,104. 

With the exception of the Nynan tracks, which have been very low since 

September 1885, tliere was no serious obstruction to 
i\cr i- anno ». navigation during tlie year. The formation of new 

bars and the shifting of old ones have, however, caused considerable anxiety. 

Besides the survey of the channels in use from Kulpi to Saugor, together 
. with the Saugor Roads and tho Gaspar clianncl to 

.. urvoy etc nvor. survey of tlio river from Calcutta to 

Chandurnagar was made during the year. Tho services of the Deputy Conscr- 
vatijr and his staff were placed at tho disposal of the Government for a re-survey 
of False Point Harbour, which was considerably altered by the cyclone of 
the 22nd September 1885. 

Tho damage caused to tho light-house at False Point by the cyclone has 

been completely repaired. The light was extin- 
ig it an ig it. lonscH. gnislied for a time on the night of the 4th December 

188o- owing to the breakage of the pin of the lam p- valve ; but instructions 
have been issued for the immediate lighting of another lamp in case of future 
accidents. The light-house at Saugor was inspected and found to bo in good 
order. The liglit-house at Cowcolly is in need of repairs. These will bo 
executed during tlio current year. 

Tho new fia.shitig lights were exhibited from the Eastern Channel, Pilots’ 
Ridge and Mutlah light-vessels on tho night of tho 15th April 1885, and it was 
proposed to discontinue the burning of blue-lights, except at the Eastern Cliannel, 
during the south-west monsoon. In consequence, liowever, of tho strong objec- 
tions urged to this proposal by pilots and masters, it has been decided to continue 
to exhibit them every lialf-hour during the south-west monsoon, and every hour 
during tho north-east monsoon at the Eastern Channel, and every hour at 
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Pilots’ Pid^e. Certain modifications liave also boon made in the flashes 
of the Eastern Channel and llid^o liglits. 

In order to facilitate the export trade of the port, it has been resolved to 

Shalimar wharf and sheds. ooiitiiiue the use of the Shalimar wharf and sheds 

tor railway traffic, particularly for the storage of 
export cargo, at fixed rates, and to provide coolies for handling goods, and to 
run a steam-launch between Howrah and Shalimar during those months when 
the wharf and sheds at the latter place are occupied. 

The petroleum whai‘f and depot at 13aj-Baj, the construction of which 
„ . , 1 c j 1 been postponed for want of funds, wore put in 

Itanu during tlio latter portion of the year, and have 
now been completed. They were opened for traffic on the 10th July 1886.

There was a considerable decrease in the number of vessels trading with 
the United Kingdom and those employed in the Narainganj trade; the cuii.se.s 
of the decrease being a deelino in the importation of salt from, and the export- 
ation of jut<i to, the United Kingdom during the yc'ar. On the other hand, 
owing to a sudden rise in tlie t'xportation of rice, there was an increase in the 
number of otlier vessels visiting tlio port. TaUing the year’s statistics as a 
whole, tliero was a net inereaso of 16 vo.sscls and a net doensaso of 2,818 tons 
in the total tonnage, compared with the figures of the previous year.

Owing to the fall in the value of jute, a smaller (piautity of it was exported 
than in the previous year. The shipments would have been fewer still were 
it not for the fact that, according to the prevailing practice which had been 
born of necessity, the vessels in -wliicli the jute was exported were specially 
chartered for Chittagong, and engagements had been entered into with 
them some time before hand. This is a drawback which must necessarily 
detract from tbo popularity of tho port ; but there is every hope of its disap- 
pearing as the port increases, and tho advantages of its situation forthejuto 
trade becomes more widely known. There is already an indication of this in 
the fact that during the past year several high class vessels put in at Chittagong 
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for charter, n'hc rise in the exportation of rice during the year was dui to an 
unusually largo demand, for this commodity from the West Indies, Mauritius, 
Ceylon, Madras, and Cochin. Salt and oil wore not largely imported, as thp 
supply ala’eady in hand, owing to excessive importation in the previous year, 
was more than the demand. 

The total income of the port during the year amounted to Rs. 66,165-12*11, 
against Rs. 75,387-15-6, the total receipts of the previous year. The decrease 
was clnefly under “ Pilotage collections,” the decline in which was due to the 
stoppage of tlio levy of s))ecial ])ilotagp. From tlio beginning of the current 
year the pilotage receipts and disbursements will be separated from the Port 
Fund a<*(!onnts, and will form a distinct account. The question of making 
pilotage compulsory at Chy;tagong is still unsettled, and one of the grounds 
which have been urged in favour of the measuro is that the receipts of the 
J’il<>tago Fund should be so far secured as to cover all jjossible charges against it. 
A .Rum of Us. 1,226 was realised during the year on account of the water-supply. 
The .scheme, the total cost of which has been put down as Rs. 12,806-14-9, has 
been in operation sineo January 1886, and in the three months of the past year, 
during wliicli it was Avorked, thp receipts amounted to nearly 10 per cent, of the 
total outlay. • 

riio total expenditure of the port during the 5’car amounted to 
Rs. 47,893-10-4, air.uust Ifs. 51 ,714-9-5, the total expendituro of the previous 
year, .slanving a decu’easc of Rs. .3,820 15-1, Avliich was chiefly duo to less w'ork 
having been done for tlu* port by tlu' Dockyard 'lining th«' year, to the absence 
of Milittivy I.)e])iirtment <‘h!irg(-s, and to the fact that no jiercentagp was dr.iwn 
by s]>ecii!l pilots as in provioMs years 

Two now wssols, with a gross tonnage of 400 tons, Avere built during 
the y(':ir, tigaiiist six vessels, witli :i tounag(‘. of 1,022 tons, in the previous year. 
It is believ(?d that the full in the fndght for the carriage of jute from Naraiii- 
gaiij Avus the cause of fewer vos.sels Ix'ing l.)iult. 'J 'he j(5tty and moorings in 
the ])ort wore kept in yood order, and the buoyugo ari'angcments ary satisfac- 
torily reported on. The Avhistling buoy on the South Patch, which broke 
adrift in July bust, aa'us not rccoA'cred, and orders were given tori place it. I’lie 
port boats Avore all aa'oII looked after. 

fl’ho lights at Normaii’.s Point ajid Kutubdea were ropaii’ed l)y the Pablic 
Works llepartment during the year. The defective character of tli(\so liglits 
has more than once been commented upon, but the (pu'stion of renewing them, 
and of siii)plyiiig genoially the Avaiits of the port, must bo deferred till the 
larger question (.4* tlie formation (J‘ the Port Trust at Chittagong is iinally 
di'cided. A Pill in coiineetion with tins measure is likely to be introduced at 
the next si's.siou of llio LogislatiA'C Council. 

Tw'o ai'cidimts occurri'd to vessels in the port during the year, ugaimst eiglit 
in the pii'vdous year; neither of tliese Aver<* of a serious nature. In one casi* 
the pdot Avas found to bo in fault and reprimanded. Two A'cssols Avoro lost 
oulsido the port. 

J’lie lieallliof the port was very much be dor than it Avas in 1884-85. There 
Avas only one Joath from clndera. and the admissions to hospital AVore fe.wer. 

The follcAving statement .shoAvs the shipping trade and income from 

i)ro-a Ports Orissa ports during the past three 

' vears: — 
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During the year under review the ports of Orissa wore visited by a most 
violent hurricane. A storm- wave swept the whole coast line from the mouth 
of the Devi river to the north of Balosor, wrecking a few ships and causing 
Isnnentable loss of life both at sea and on land. The trade suffered materially 
from this cause. 

The receipts of the port during the year amounted to Rs. 6,422, and 

False Point the charges to Rs. 6,644, against Rs. 11,900 and 

Rs. 8,936 in the previous year. 

In the arrivals there was a decrease of 20 steamers with 40,701 tons, and 
an increase of 18 sailing vessels with 1,949 tons as compared with the year 
before. There was a net decrease of two vessels with 3‘<,852 tons 'Jho 
decrease in the number of steamers was «iuo to the cessation of the steamers 
of the British India Steam Navigation Company»calling at the port on their 
inward-bound voyages, and tlie intTcase in the number of sailing vessels was 
owing to tlio brisk export of rice to foreign ports. 

The quantity and value of grain exported to foreign and home ports 
during the year amounted to 089, .340 cwt. and Hs. 29,09,231 res])octively, 
against 803,740 cwt. and Its. 2(5,30,930 in the preceding year. There was thus 
an increase of Rs. 2,78,30l in tiio value of grain exj)f)i ted, notwithstanding a 
falling off in the quantity by 1 14,40() cwt. This result was due to the exportation 
during the year of a larger (piantity of tine rice to foreign ports on acc-oiint of 
high prices olVcrod for it there. All items of import, except spic.es, considerably 
decreased owing to tlio diversion of the trade from the Raise Point route to 
that of (’haiulbally in Bala.sor. The falling olf in th<‘ value of inipt)rts was, 
however, nominal, as opium imported to the value of Us. 2,41,929 for tluj 
districts of CJuttack and J’nn' was omitted from the returns owing to the 
non-n'ceipt of the refjttisite ])apers by tin; Collector. 

Tlio construction of new buildings to lake tbo place of the (Jovernment 
ofliccs and tbo oflicers’ quarters, wliicli were washed away by tint storm-wave, 
was commenced, stud a sum of Us. 1,939 is reported by the Public Works 
Department to have boon sjient up to the close of the year. Tint luirbonv was 
resurveyed after tlio cyclone at a co^t of Us. 2,148-12-9, and a now chart, showing 
tin? results of the eliange.s in tint harbour, has been published. The lmo}s were 
overhauled and painted after tint cyclone, and the mooring shackles, swivels, 
forelocks, and chains cleane<l. Xitnt buoys were laid during tin* year in place 
of thos(; wuslnul away by the storni-Avaves. 'Fin* tlagstatf, wbieb was blown <lown 
by the cyclone, will be crecti'd again when the new buildings at the port are 
tinisbed. 

Rive casualties happened to vessels during the year. 

TTic receipts and expenditunt of tint port amounted to Rs. 1,147 and 

Rs. 1,199, aguin.st Us. 2,731 and Us. 2,119 in tint 
prtivious year, 'Flat falling olf in the veectipts was 
due to the payment of port duos by four only out of the 19 steann rs of the 
British India Steam Navigation Company which called at the port, the remaining 
12 having jtaid the dues at False Point, through which they came. 

Tlu're was a decrease of six steamers with 21,890 tons and four sailing 
vc.sseh W'ith 1 37o tons as compuiod with 18S4-80. "Fhis was owing to the 
unfavourable state of the export trade, in cotisecpu nco of tlie failure of ciops 
in some ]iarts of the distriet, and high prices prevailing on that account. 

The quantity of grain exiiorted to foreign and home ports declined from 
244,879 cwt., valued at Us. 7,91,528, to 1,04,089 cwt., valued at Rs. 3,51,279. 
The value of import rose by Rs. 3,436, the chief item being ker<».siii(W)il. 
It is leported that people generally prefer it to the locally manufactured oil, 
on account of its cheapness. 

Tlie llagstall was n Fitted, and new metalled Interito roads and foot-j»aths 
on tho Pui'f sand above the beach leauing to the port were made during 
the year. 

Three casualties happened to vessels during tho yx'ar. 

Tho receijits, leaving out of account the Government contributions, amount- 
ed to R.s. 4,144 agaiiust Us. 3,968, and the charges to 
Bnlnsor. 7,073 against R.s. 6,019 in tho j^revious year. 

There was an increase of 42 .steamers wdth 17,787 tons and a decrease of 
27 sailing ves.sels with 9,363 tons in the arrivals, and an increase of 36 steamers 
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with 26, >^68 tons and a decrease of 29 sailing vessels with 6,865 tons in tho 
departures as compared with tho previous year. Tho rise in the number of 
steamers and fall in tliat of sailing vessels were due to increased passenger traffic 
and decreased exports of rice. • 

The exports to foreign pt)rt8 rose by Rs. 40,145, while those to home ports 
fell bv lbs. 3,48,601, the iiet decrease being lls. 3,08,450 as compared with the 
preceding year. This decrease was owing to tho want of that commercial pros- 
perity which was prevalent in 1883-84, when there was a full bumper haiwost, 
and the jiartial failure of tho crops in Bengal created a strong demand at high 
pri(H'S. The imports, which decreased by Rs 4,50,067 as compared with the 
year before, were higher than in any preceding year. 

The number of pas.soiigers that arrived and departed during the year 
was 73,084 and 64,691 respectively, against 09,462 and 02,982 in 1884-85. 

4’he w’CoUl)", bi-weekly, and tri-woekly steam service between Calcutta and 
Chandbally continued as before, and a regular communication between Cuttack 
and Chandbally, rid the Kendrapara canal, was maintained by small canal 
steamers running bi-weekly between those jdaces. The steamers Bassicn and 
/'//o/ continued running on the lialasor line during the year. 

Tho only improvement was tlio construction of a floating jetty at tho 
cu-stoms ghilt in addition to the existing one, which is slighty damaged, but 
yet stTviceablc for .steamer {mrj)o.ses. All the buoys were overhauled, cleaned, 
and painted, and the beacons, marks, and tide-gauges were all cleaned and 
painted. A strong wooden s])ar, 47 feet in height painted black and surmounted 
1)}' a basket, was piit on Shortt’s Lsland in lieu of a bamboo beacon ; and in 
addition to tlie old beacon at lialasor, a stout one throe feet in height, 
surmounted by a basket, was also jdaced on Palm Tree Point. 

3 he .JJiota l)ar and the (.'handi[)al and Celerity bars were in the same state 
as the year before, and tlnac was the same depth of water over them.

Tub meteorological conditions of tlie yi^ir may, for the purposes ()f a. 

, , . ,, general review, In' Ixist ronsidered liy dividing tlio

year into tour period.s : lir.st. Ilie eold-woather sc'ason, 
or the months of January and February ; seeontl, the liot-weatluu’ period, 
eonsisting of Mareh, April, and May ; third, iho south-west monsoon period, 
lasting finmi the end of May up till about the end of 0«‘toher or eonnuenco- 
mont of Novemher ; and finally the two north-east monsoon or e.old-weather 
mouths of Novemhiw and Deceanher, which close the year. 

The chief features of the nuaeorology of .lanuary I.S8") were that atmos- 
pheric prt'.ssure wtis in excess in all districts, and 
particularly in llcluir and Fast llengal. Usually 
an increased pressure is accompanied hy decreased 
temperature; and in Ih'har and East liengal, where the exi'ess ))r('ssure was 
most clearly markeil, temperature was distinctly helow tho normal for the 
])eriod; hut over the remainder of tho jiroviiice, temperaturt*. was decidedly' ahovo 
the normal. A di'cidedly' deticient rainfall was reported in Oris.sa, »South-wost 
and East llengal and Chutia Nagimr ; hut in lleliar aiid North Hengal tlu* fall 
was practically normal. dMicre was also a marked tc'iidency for tlu* southerly, 
or moist winds blowing from the Hay' of Hi'ugal, to set in at tho .southern 
stations much earlier than usual; and theses winds during the last week 
of the mouth brought up con.siderahle amounts of moisture. During .Fanuary 
.several coiisiderahle atmosplu'ric disturbances occurred over Xortlierii India, but 
only two of them were of .sutlicient intensity and area to alfi'ct the weather in 
Bengal, and tlieso both gave rain to Hchur, and the second also to tho greater 
part of North Ih'iigal. 

The conditions in Febrnaiy changed somewhat, and a slightly di'llcient 
jiressuro was registered in Orissa, CImtia Nagpur, and Houth-we.^L Bengal, with 
slight ex<*es.s })rc.ssure in other districts. Eollow'ing, appart'iitlv', to a certain 
extent on tho carlv setting in of moi.st winds at tho southern stations at the 
laid of January', there was in Fcbruaiy a ccnisidiwahle increase in tho fre- 
ipience of slight disturhainu’s in Orissa, South-west Ih'ugal, East Hengal, and 
(.Miutiii Nagpur, which gave excess rainfall to Orissa, South-west and Ea.st 
Bengal, and slight ex(^os.s to Cliutij'i Ndg])ur, while in North ihaigal and in 
Behar rainfall was in defect. I’lio increasojl ])re(:ipitatioii of rain w'as accom- 
])anicd with largely increased cloud proportion in all distrhts, though the 
dryne.ss of tho air was still eonsidei’able, and at the .samo time the heavier 
rainfall was aecompanied hy diinini.shed temperature in all districts. 

Tho usual rapid increase in the temperature of the province took place 

in Marcli, the average rate of increase Ix'ing nearly 
Hot-weallicr period— Marc- li to (l(»<rrees a woek. '^Phis is sliowu by tho 

fact that the average of all the records of 
maximum temperature in tho province for tlie first week showed that 
tho mean maximum temperature was Si •4°. In the .second week tho mean 
maximum temperature had risen to 87-0'’, and for tho third it was 
while for the fourth week in March the mean maximum temperature was 
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93*1®. Tliis is of course a very rapid increase indeed. The decrease of 
pressure wliicli ncconipauies the increasing temperature was clearly noted in 
March ; but the fall was scarcely so rapid as usual, and thus the average 
pressure for March was in slijrht excess in all districts. Temperature ^v\ls 
decidedly below the normal in Orissa, though over the remainder of the prov- 
ince the variations from tl»e normal were small. There was a comparative 
absence of the usual hot-weather storms, and those which occurred were only 
of slight intensit)', and gave veiy little rain ; and lienee, though there was a 
slight excess rainfall in South Hehar and Clmtia Nagjnir, there was a slightly 
defective fall in North liengal, and a decidedly defective rainfall in North 
B(?har, (Jrissa, F’.ast Bengal, and South-west Jicngal. The diminished rainfall 
was also accoinpanii'il by comparative dryness of the air in all distincts 

The meteorology of April was of consi«leral>lo interest ; and while one set 
of conditions obtained up to the 22nd or 23rd, these conditions became 
comjiletely reversed for the remainder of the month. For the first period 
winds were very strongly westerly over the whole province except in North and 
Fast Bengal, and rainfall was practic-ally absent excejit for a few showers 
which were reported from Noith Bengal, and which were induced by a small 
area of low pressure, which developed in Behar and passed into North Bengal. 
With the continuance of the dry westerly wind current, tine dry very hot weather 
with high maximum temperature in all instances, ranging up to 109-7" at Bard- 
wsin on the 23rd, and almost c(»mplete absence of rain, were rc'portcd in almost all 
districts up till the 23rd. On this date the movements of the barometer became 
irregular, showing that conditions were becoming unsettled, and on the 24th a 
strong easterly current set in over North Bengal and Nortii Behar and at some 
stations in South Behar. A considerable amount of inter-action then necessarily 
took place between the two w'ind systems, which was followed by an almost 
daily succession of the local hot-wcather storms cjilled nor’-westers for the remain- 
der of the month, and which storms broui>ht moderate amounts of rain to 
Fast Bengal, North Bengal, and South-west Bengal, smaller amounts to Orissa, 
while the rainfall over tin? retnainder of the province was scanty. 

In May during the first half of the month, easterly, south-easterly and 
southerly iiioist wind currents jirevailed to a great extent over the province, and 
therefore conditions were similar to those of the last week t>f April, and tlte 
first ten days of May were characterised by the frequence of local storms 
or nor’-westors, whicdi brought (ioinjjavatively heavy vain. The moist winds 
wore then slowly driven back by an advance of dry westerly winds, and 
with their advance the formation of storms and the probability of rainfall 
(•eased. Towards the end of May, however*, the moist southerly winds again 
began to advance, and showers became more frequent, i^articularly in Fast 
Bengal. 

For the first five months of the year, or for what may bo called the pre- 
monsoon period, the rainfall over the province gcMierally was de(;idedly smaller 
tlunr usual, not amounting to more than about tlirce-fourtlis of the normal. In 
Orissa the fall was above? the normal considerably, but in Behar and North 
Bengal the rainfall had been very deficient. The distribution of the rainfall 
for each month arrd for the five months is most clearly shown in the following 
table as a ix'rceiitago of the normal fall for the [)eriod : —

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1 he general influence of the highly heated land surface of India in 
c , May began to draw the south-east winds across 

June”to equator, and from about the 18th to the 2l8t, 

strong monsoon winds began to bloAV at the Ceylon 
stations. This first northerly movement of the monsoon winds a 2 )parcutly 
advanced as far as the Nicobars, and it was followed by a short lull, and no 
further advance took place until the first week of Juno. At this time strong 
winds again began to blow in the centre and south of the Hay, and under the 
influence of the high temperature which then obtained in Jlengal, ai;d by a 
steady fall of the barometer over this area, which coniinued from the 0th uj) till 
the 8th of Juno, the monsoon winds advanced over Kast and North Uengul 
on the 7th and 8th of Juno, and gave in many cases excessively heavy rain. 
'I bey then spread out in a westerly dii*ection, giving the first general licavy raiii 
to South-West Bengal and Chutid Nagpur on the 11th and 12th, to North 
Bohar on the 15th, and to South Behar and Orissa on the 10th and 17th of 
the month. The monsoon was therefore about a week later in establishing 
itself than in 188 t. 

The south-west monsoon set in over the* province with about normal 
strength, and gave good general rain in all districts. In the latter half 
of June, two small and rather fet'blo barontetrit^ dej^rossious were fcu’incd ncur 
the head of tlie bay, the first of which i^assc'd through South-West Bcugfd into 
Oliuti.4 Nagpur ami thence into the North-West l*roviuc(?s, and the second crossed 
the coast near Balasor, and then i)assed into Chutisi Nagpur, Avherc it bi’oko up. 
Kaiufall in .June was thei-eforc very considerably in excess of the normal in 
Chutia Nagpur. It was also slightly in exce.ss in East, South-West and North 
Bengal, while Behar and (Jrissa only received about half their iionual aniouut.s. 

In July the Bay of Bengal monsoon current continued fairly strong, and 
the Bombay branch of tho current was .ajijiarcntly stronger than usual, and 
a very considei*ablc amount of iuter-action took phu;e between the tw'o c-urrents, 
which produced very heavy rain in Behar and North liengal. In July four 
feeble barometric dejiressions were formed — two over tho Sunderbuus and tw’o 
at the head of the bay, one of which crossed the coast near Balasor, and 
tho other to tho south of Ealso Point.

A great increase in the strength of the monsoon sc'cnis to have taken 
])lace in August and September, and over the greater part of the ju’ovince 
excessive rainfall was received during tliis jicriod. In August in jiartienlur tlie 
heavy rainfall Nvas to a great extent caused by a constant sueeossioii of feeble 
barometric depressions, wdiieh followeil one another so rapidly that there Avas 
scarcely any maiked interval of even dimiui.Jicd rainfall between them. No 
less than nine feeble d('])rossions passed over the jjrovinco in August — three were 
formed in Central Bengal and moved toAvards (Jhatiu Nagjiur and South Behar; 
two were formed in South and South-East Bengal and jiassed through South-West 
Jind Central Bengal into (’hutiA Nagpur ; tw’o woro formt-d at the head of tho 
bay and jjassed through West beugal into Chutia Nagpur; one avus formed off 
tho Orissa coast, and also jAussod through Orissa into Chutia NagjAur ; and the 
ninth was a feeble deju’cssion formed over S<uith btihar. As all these? depiessions 
brought heavy rain, South-We.st bciigal. South bejhur, and C'hufia Nagpur 
received an excessive rainfall ; North Behar and East Bengal also received falls 


in excess of the normal; Oiissa received a normal fall; and North Bengal 
Avas slightly in defect. JtAvill give some idea of tho extraordinarily heavy 
rainfall in August, when it is stated that the tall in flic MidnajAur Division was 
trom 22 to 23 inches in excess of the normal ; in the Chittagong district it was 


21 inches in excess ; and in tho 24-Pergunnalis, Bankura, and Saugor Island 
•listricts tho excess fall received Avas from 15 to 20 inches. 


Tho rainfall in SejAtember was brought uja by a fairly strong monsoon, 
wliich was also much heljped bv the indraught towards three depressions which 
jAassed over the province, ana one of which remained jAersistently over parts of 
Central and Northern Bengal for several days. In addition, too, (m the 
22nd u small but extremely violent cyclonic storm passed through Orissa and 
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thence through Chutid Nagpur into Behar; and this also brought up very 
heavy rain to the districts through which it passed, and indeed gave excep- 
tionally heavy rain to Bcluir. In tliis month the rainfall was extremely 

largely iu ox(;es8 in Behar; it was also rather largely in excess in North, 

Kast and South-West Bengal, while it was about normal in Chutid Nagpur 
and Orissa. Speaking generally, over the whole province the rainfall was 
about 33 per cent, in excess of the normal. As the rainfall of the two 

months August and September caused exceptionally heavy floods over largo 

districts of the province, the time distribution of the rainfall in the various 
districts is of importance, and in the table below the rainfall for each of the 
weeks in these two months, in each meteorological division, is given as a per- 
centage of normal fall for the period.

At the commencement of October the south westerly winds very rapidly fell 
off in strcngtli, and though they gave fairly general rain to the province for 
the first two or three days, yet they practically ceased to give general rainfall 
to the province from about the 3rd, and the main part of the rainfall of 
October was brought up to Bengal by two barometric depressions, the first of 
which formed off Madras about tho lOth of the month, and travelling parallel to 
the coast line just reached the bunderbuns on the 14th and 1 5th, while the 
second was a diffused depression which passed across the west coast of the 
Bay in the neighbourhood of Vizagapatam, giving very heavy rain on that 
coast. Both of these depressions caused tho conditions in Bengal to become 
very disturbed, and gave light general rain to the southern districts for some 
days. The rainfall in October was therefore below tlio normal in all districts, 
the fall in Behar and North Hcngal being particularly scanty. 

On tho whole tho south-west monsoon of 1385 was a strong one, though 
it was perhaps a little late in establishing itself, and though it fell off in 
strength very early and rapidly, and thus tho close of the general rainfall 
brought up by it was also early. It was particularly strong in August and 
September, and also strong in J uly ; but on account oi its comparatively early 
close and commencement, the actual amount of rain received during the five 
monsoon months did not differ so largely from the normal as was generally 
thought, and thus for the whole of the five mouths — June to October inclusive — 
South-West Bengal received a fall which was 24 per cent, in excess of the 
normal, ChutiA Nagpur received a fall 22 per cent, in excess. South Behar a 
fall 19 per cent, in excess, while Kast Bengal, North Bengal and North Behar 
received falls rather less thun 10 per cent, in excess of tho normal. Only one 
district — Orissa — received a rainfall smaller than the normal during the mousoon 
months, and here the fall was only 79 per cent, of the usual quantity. The 
statistics of the south-west monsoon of 1885 may be best summarised in the 
form of a small tabular statement, where tho rainfall for each of the months — 
Juno to October — for each meteorological division is given, the fall being 
expressed as a percentage of tho normal fall for the period, and a sixth column 
of figures being added giving the total fall of the five months also expressed as 
a percentage ol the normal full for tho period. 
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The average fall tn each meteorological divieion erjtrteeed oa a percentage of the normal fall 

for the moneoon period 1885.

At the close of October, north-cast monsoon conditions obtained over the 

whole of tlic province, and those conditions were 
North-east monsoon period j-ather more stroiifflv developed than usual, for they 

were being intonsinod by the occurrence of heavy 
rain on the Madras coast from Musulipatam down to Crallo. At tlie commence- 
ment of November, however, the heavy rainfall along the Madi’as coast suddeidy 
ceased, and a cyclonic storm was formed in the soutliern part of the Bay, which 
moved in a westerly direction and crossed tlie coast, about midway between 
Madras and Masulipatam, on tlie evening of the 2nd November. It would 
appear that the storm crossed the entire Peninsula without breaking up, though 
it was a largo and by no means an intcn.se storm. It affected the weather 
even in Bengal, and rain Avas received at most of the southern and at stmio of 
the western stations, and the rainfall was of course most marked in Ori8.'<a. 
A break therefore took placio in the noi’th-ca.st monsoon conditions early in 
November up till about the 7th, when again northerly winds appeared ; but 
on the Id-th of the month again conditions became disturbed in the Bay, 
and shortly after a cyclonic storm of considerable size, and moderate or eve.n 
very considerable inten-sity, was formed in the extroino 80 uth-we.st of the Bay. 
I'his storm, after its formation on the 15th, travelled in a most unusual course 
towards the north-ea.st, until on the morning of the 25ird it 8tru‘;k the coast to 
the south of Chittagong and passed inland. During the advance of the storm, 
weather conditions in Bengal bic.amo disturbed over the whole province, 
but the rainfall brought up by the storm was to a great extent confined to East 
Bengal. After the storm had broken up again north-east monsoon conditions 
set in over the province. In November pressure was generally above tlu! 
normal, and temi)(?ratui e below it, while rainfall was contined to that brought 
up by the two cyclonic storms, and thus, though rainfall was in sliylit excess 
of the normal in East Bengal and Orissa, it was almost entirely absent over 
the remainder of the province. 

The meteorological conditions in December very closely resembled the 
normal conditions for the month, except that i-ainfall was decidedly more 
abundant than usual over the greater part of the province. 'fhe mean 
oressuro was nearly ecpial to the average, the variations of the mean temjier- 
ature from the normal were slight, while cloud proportion and humidity were 
generally in excess. The considerable rainfall was brought about by the fact 
that the province was visited by two disturbances, which had generated in 
Northern and Central India, and which extended in an easterly and southerly 
direction, so that the disturbed conditions reached Bengal and giive fairly 
general rain over a large part of the province, though the rainfall was 
heaviest in Chuti4 Nagpur, Orissa, and S»mth Beiiar. Doling December, 
therefore, rainfall was in considerable excess in Orissa, Cliutia Nagpur and 
Belmr, in moderate excess in South-West Bengal, and in slight excess 
in North Bengal ; while the only district which reported a slightly defective fall 
was East Bengal. With the oxcepthm of the two periods of disturbance from the 
1 Ith to the 14th and from the 18th to the ^Ist, when skies were heavily clouded, 
humidity high, and winds to a certaiii extent easterly, ordinary north-east 
monsoon conditions obtained for the whole of the month, and the sky was 
cloudless, temperature and humidity wore low, and there was a steady 
northerly wind current blowing over the Province. 
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The above being a ver^ general summary of the meteorological conditions 
of the year, it is still desirable to give a brief record of the changes and 
variations of the motoorological elements under the headings of pressure 
temporaturo, humidity, cloud proportion, wind, storms and rainmll ^ 

The mean pressure of the whole province for January wai decidedly 
l*n>ssnro. above the normal, the average excess being 0 0o5" • 

m February conditions were altered, and the excess 
y a defect of only four-thousandths of an inch. In Mar d 
becaiuo in excess by 0*04", and this was followed in April b” 
a further oscillation, and in this month pressure was in defect by 0‘012" 

Slav a very considerable excess pressure was estuldislied, the mean excess bcin" 
no less than 0‘077", and it was probable that this excess pressure had the effect 
of retarding somewhat tlie commencement of the south-west monsoon. For 
the pre-monsoon montlis, tlicrefoic, pressure had generally been in excess of 
the normal by O-Odl," wliicli rendered it probable that the monsoon would have 
been lighter than usual — a supposition, however, which was not borne out by the 
facts. For the first two mouths of the monsoon period the variations of 
pressure from the normal wcre„exceedingly small, being only a defect of 0-003" 
for June and one of O-OOS" for July. lu August, owing to a constant succession 
»)f barouietric depressions, which wore formed or passed over the province, 
pressure became in defect by 0*04" ; but for tlie following three months pressure 
was in excels by about 0 Oa", while finally in December pressure was almost 
abstdutely normal. It may thus bo said that pressure was 0-026" in excess for 
the cold-wtatlur period — January and February ; 0 035" in excess ior the three 
bot-wcatlicr months ; only 0 001" in excess, or almost absolutely normal, for the 
.south-west monsoon period, and 0-017" in cxco.ss for tlie north-east monsoon 
season — November and December. For the wliolo year, thcrelore, tlie mean 
pressure of the province has been in excess of normal pressure by 0 0 16", 

The variations of temperature from the normal have been railier consider- 

able throughout the year. January commenced by 
emperature. being dccidcdly warmer than usual, and the mean 

temiieiaturc for the month was 0-7° in excess of the normal. In February 
temperature was abnoi-mally low, and in some cases temperatures of 6° lower 
than the normal were registered, though the moan temperature of tiie montli 
for the whole province was only 2-8” below the normal. In March this defect 
liad to a great extent disappeared, and the mean temjicraturo was only 0-6” 
below the normal. For tlio following four months, tomperuturo was iu each 
case above the normal ; but it -was only iu May that the excess was large, 
when it amounted to 1-2°. In August temperature fell 1-0" below the normal, 
ami in Septemher the defect was 0 6° ; but in October and Novx'inher temper- 
ature had riseti above the normal, and in the former month the excess was 1-2'', 
while in the latter it had fallen to 0-5°. Finally in Deccniher tlio temperature 
was almost absolutely normal. It will be seen that these variations to a great 
extent compemsato for each other, and for the whole year the mean temperature 
has lliereforo been almost absolutely normal, the variation being less than 
}i tenth of a degree, though the variation is towards the side of defective 
temperature. 

The humidity of the air has been, so far as the records can bo trusted 

almost uniformly slightly smaller than usual until 
close of the year. For the first six months 
of the year, certainly, the air was slightly drier than usual. During the two 
months— July and August — the condition of the air was almost normal ; but 
the next three months there was again a slight deficiency in the humidity; 
while iu December, owing to a rainfall much heavier than usual, the moisture 
in the air had perceptibly increased. 

An almost opposite variation lias taken place in the cloud proportion, 

and, out of the first nine months of the year, it was 
Cloud proportion. ^pj.[i ^nd May that tho sky was rather 

less clouded tlian usual. At tho end of the year, again, out of the last three 
months, only October recorded cloud proportion smaller than the average, while 
the remaining two months showed a very distinct excess. It would therefore 
appear that cloud proportion has generally been decidedly larger than usual for 
tlie w'hole year. 
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The principal point of interest in the wind systems of Bengal during .January 

was though the north essterly monsoon current was 
t *’ on the whole a fairly steady one, yet at the close 

of the month there was a distinct tendency of the southerly moist winds to 
set in at the southern stations earlier than usual. In February the north-erst 
monsoon winds were decidedly less steady than usual, and slight atmospheric 
disturbances were more frequent, and those caused the wind system also 
to be disturbed, and during the periods of disturbance winds became more f)r 
less easterly. In March, with the commenceniont of the hot-weather condi- 
tions, winds became more southerly and south westerly, though there was in 
this month a rather distinct prominence of the wo.'.terly element in the 
wind directions, which caused comparative dryness of the air and absence of 
hot-weather storms. This prominence of westerly winds over the province 
continued up till about the 23rd of April, and from this period a com- 
plete change in the wind systems took place, and wind became easterly and 
south-eastei’ly over a large part of the province. This strong easterly current 
continued to blow, giving disturbed weather and many local storms, up till 
nearly the middle of May, when it was gradually driven back by a dry 
westerly wind current, which remained a promii\cnt HieOituro in the meteorology 
of the month until quite its cAosc, when southerly and south- easterly winds 
again sot in, which shortly afterwards ushered in the rainy season. During 
the rainy season the wind directions were almost »>£ nornjal character, and the 
velocities were fully up b) or rather above the normal till (juite the end of 
September. At this time and the beginning of October, the monsoon cur- 
rent blowing over Bengal commenced b) slacken rapidly, and the, ordinary 
transition conditions between the retreat of the south-west monsoon and the 
advance of the north east monsoon, during whicli winds are light and variable, 
obtained over tlie province until about the 25th of October, when northerly and 
north-westerly winds set in over the whole province, and cold- weather conditions 
obtained. This is decidedly e arly fe>r the setting in of these conditions ; but 
during November the steady northerly winds were disturbed by the exi.stejico 
of two cyclonic storms in the Bay, and the north-easterly monsoon current in 
November was not so steady as usual. In December also the steaditK'ss of 
the northerly current was interfered with by the existence of two pono<ls of 
distuibance, and on the whole for the tw'O months — November and Decenibor — 
the uortlterly current was wanting in steadiness and in force. 

The most noticeable storm of tlic year was a snmll hut extremely violent 

cyclone, which W'as gej)crate<l to the north-west 
of the Andamans on So|)tember l«Sth and Ihth, 
and which travelled rapidly in a north-westerly direction crossing the Orissa 
coast on the mornii»g of' the 22nd September, and then passed througli 
Orissa, and thence through Chutui Ndgpur into BiAiar, when it appaienf.ly 
broke iqj tm reaching the hills to the north of Bcluir. It gave very 
little warning of its formation, and no certain warning of the direction 
of its movement, or of what precise part of the coast it was approaching. 
The centre of this storm pa.s8ed over False Point at about 6-30 a.m. on tho 
22nd and by its violence, and by tho severe storm-wave by which it was 
accompanied, did much damage and caused much loss of life at that station 
and in other parts of Orissa. The storm was decddedly small, tho whole diam- 
eter of the storm where tho wind force amounted to a strong gale being only 
about 100 miles, while the central calm was only about 6 to 9 miles acro.ss. 
It was accompanied by excessively low pressure, and 27*2 inches was recorded 
at the False l*oint obsoiwatory at the time of the central culm a pressure 

which has rarely been recorded in such cases. , , . „ , » 

A number of smaller cyclonic storms occurred during tlie prevalence of tho 
south-west monsoon over the Bay, the majority of them being generated over 
the sea area, but a few of them were formed over the land. 1 hose storms 
■were about 23 in number, viz. 2 in June, 4 in July, 9 in August, 4 in Si*pteni 
ber 2 in October, and 2 in November. Tho majority of them were more or 
less’ feeble, and in most instances only ga-ve heavy ram ; but a few gave rise 
to strong winds and bad weather. The following is a list of all those which 
are known to have occasioned rather high wind and rough sea m tlie Bay 

Storm of June 15M, to Idth . — This was a comparatively feeble storni, 
but it lemaintd almost stationary for some time, the centre moving slowly

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from tho Dortli-cast cornor of tlio Bay over th© SuiidorliuTis to^tho north or 
Riid north-west of Midnapur, until it reached tlie Chuti^ Ndg^ur hills, where it. 
broke up. During? its passage onward, heavy rain fell over South BengaJ 
and Orissa, and the influence of this do])rossioii was felt so far ns Gopal- 
pur. The sea along the west coast of the Bay up to this station was very 
rough. 

Storm of June 2iith to 27th . — This depression was formed at the head of 
the Bay, or over the Sunderbuns, a little to the east or south-east of Saugor 
Island. It moved slowly towards the Balasor coast and then ijassed inland. 
Heav}' rain accompanied the advance of this small storm. Fairly strong winds 
wore also reported, the wind velocity at Saugor Island being 32 miles per hour 
on the 27th. 

The False Point cyclone before alluded to. 

Storm of October 1*2/// to 15///. — It formed off the Madras coast about the 
10th, and, travelling parallel to the coast litie, just reached the Sunderbuns on 
the I'lth and 15th, and then broke up. 

Storm of November 1.?/ to 3/v/. — The weather became unsettled in the 
south of the Bay oft’ Negapatam on tlie 1st. These conditions developed into 
a cyclonic .storm ofmodoi a.>e intensity', which readied the coast between Madras 

MiisiiUputam on the Urd, and passed inland in a northerly or north-westerly' 
direction. The disturbance was rather largo and diffused, and the whole of 
the western stations of flic coast area w'cre affected by it. 

Cyclone, or cyclonic storm of November 14/// to 23rd. — The first intimation 
of the cyclone was received from the unsettled condition of tbo weather at 
Diamond Island on the 14tli. 'I’lie cyclone ajipcars to have gradually formed 
off the Ceylon coast between Trinconialec and Negapatam on the 17th. The 
storm then travelled slowly northwards, and its centre was off tho coast between 
Madras and Negapatam at 10 a.m. of the isth. It progressed slowly in a 
north-easterly direction on the 19th, and moved towards tho Arracan coast, and 
the storm was opposite Akyab at 10 a.m. of the 22nd, and on the morning of the 
23rd it pa.sscd inland to the south of Chittagong, wliere it broke up, 

111 January rainfall Avas entirely Imniglit about by the depressions wbicli 
, drifted from Northern India. A few showers were 

■ reported about the 10th, a few more on the Ifith, 

but the next general rain oceuired on the 28rh and 29th, wdion almost every 
station in Heliar and almost all in North Bengal received rain. The districts of 
(Irissa, Soutli-We.st Bengal, and East Bengal averaged only a twentieth of an 
inch of rain in this month, while the other districts retteived about three or 
lour-tenths (tf an inch of rain. 

In Fehrusiry rainfall was decidedly more frequent than usual, and 
Orissa, South-West Bengal, and Fast Bengal received about two and tlirtJt! 
inches of rain, Chutia Nsigpur about an inch. North Bengal and South Behar 
about a (juarter of an inch, while in North Btdiar rainfall was practically absmit. 

In Alarch rainfall was confined to a few broken periods onl}'. There 
were a few .sluAvers on the fir.st four days of the month in South-West, East and 
North Bengal, lleliar and (fliuti/i N/igpur. A fow showers fell in Oris.sa on 
tho 19th and 11th, and rainfall again occurred on tho I5th to tho 17th; but 
from tbo 2Gtb to the end of the month moderate amounts of rain fell in South- 
West, East and North Bengal, and Chutid Nagpur. North and East Bengal 
rt'.ceivcd from about oiio to one and-a-half inches of rain, while the remainder 
of the provitice received an average of about half an inch. 

In April rainfall was to a great extent absent up till tlie 25tli, when a 
succession of hot weather storms set in over Orissa, South-West Bengal, East 
Bengal, North Bengal, tuid to a certain extent in Ohutid Ndgpur ; so that in this 
montli East Bengal received nearly four inches of rain, South-West Bengal and 
North Bengal about an ineli and a half, and Orissa two-thirds of an inch, whilo 
very small amounts fell in tho other divisions. 

In May rainfall was largely deficient in all districts except Orissa, which 
recciveil an excess fall. The largest defects in May were reported from tho 
<*asteru stations of East and North Bengal. A very large and important area in 
which there was a defective rainfall of from two to four inches included 
almost the whole of the liungpur, Dinagopur, Bdjshdhf, Bogra, Pabnd, 
Malduh, Alurshiddbdd, Santdl Pergunnahs, Bfrbhiim, Nadiyd, and Bardwdn 
districts, and parts of the Hiiglf, Midnapur and 24-Pergunnah8 districts. 
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Also Gopalganj in Sarun, Singbhdm, Khulna, and Nattore showed defects 
varying up to four inches. In May East Bengal reported between eight and 
nine inches of rain, North Bengal and Orissa about five inches, South-West 
Bengal three and a half, Noi-th Behar two inches, and South Behar and Chutid 
Ndgpur about an inch. 

In June the rains set in a little later than usual, and thus rainfall was 
below the average in parts of the province. On the other hand, there was a 
considerable excess rainfall in Chutia Ndgpur, and a slight excess over South- 
West, East and North Bengal. Compared with the normal fall, the eastern and 
northern districts in many cases showed a largo excess, and at certain stations in 
North Bengal there was an excess of from ten to fifteen inches. The southern 
parts of South West Bengal, including parts of Bilnkurd., also showed distinct 
excess rahifall, varying in some cases up to as much as ten inches at Satkhira, 
while the whole of Chutid Ndgpur was decidedly in excess, the avei’ago excess 
being from 4 to 6 inches. 

Assuming that when the difference between the actual and the normal 
rainfall is loss than 10 per cent, cither in excess or defect of the average, the 
rainfall may bo considered normal, then the rainfall for Juno was normal in 
the following districts: — Mitlnnpui', 24- Perguiniahs,. Howrah, Bardwan, Bdn- 
kurd, Nadiyd, Jessor, Chittagong, Noaklia.ly, Maimaiisingh, Bogi’a, Jalpdi- 
gurt and Mdnhhiim. In the districts of Khulna and I’abnd the rainfall was 
between 10 and 20 per cent, in excess, and in the following distri<‘.ts the fall 
was more than 20 per cent, in excess: — Faruhmr, Dacca, Commillah, Knng- 
pur, Cocli Behar, ITazdribugh, Lohdrdagd andSingbbum. 

In the following districts the rainfall was more than 10 and less than ‘20 
per cent, in defect: — Hugh, l.hblu'uu, Bakargauj, hdjshdhf ami Novtli Bhagul- 
pur ; and the defect was from 20 to 40 per cent, of the normal in Balasor, Mur- 
shidabad, Maldab, Dinagepur, Slidliabdd, (layd, South libagalpur and Santdl 
Porgunnabs. Tii the districts of Cuttack, Purucah, Duvbhanga, MuzalVarpur, 
Cluunparun, Sarun and Mongli}’!* the fall was from 40 to 00 per cent, in delVet ; 
ami lastly in Purl and Put nd districts the defect was more than Ot) per cent, of 
the normal fall. 

In July rainfall was in excess in North Bengal ami in Behar, wliile it 
w'as in defect elsowhero, the defeei being largo only in Orissa; compared with 
the normal fall, and considered in the .sumo way us in the rainfall f(tr .luno, the 
following districts rt’ceived a normal rainfall in July : — Cuttack, Bardwan, Bdn- 
kurd, Hlrbhnm, Diliirshidaljdd, Nadiya, Hakuvganj, Nr>akhally, Maimaiisingh, 
Palma, Bogra, Pmneah, Saruii, Cayd, Patna, Moiighyr, South Bhagalpui, 
Lohdrdagd and IManbhiim. The following districts received falU between lO 
and 20 per cent, in excess of the normal : — Hugh, Chittagong, Itdjshdlil, and 
Ilazdribiigh, and the following an excess of between 20 and 50 jier cent. — 
IMidnapur, Jessor, Uungpur, t?ooch Behar, Darjiling, Duvbhanga, Mnzatfarjmr, 
Champavan oml Santdl Pergunnahs ; and in the following di.stricts the 
exco.«sfall exceeded 50 per cent of tho normal fall : — Maldah, Dinagepur and 
Jalpdigurl. 

On the other hand, defects of bi'twcen 10 ami 20 per cent, of tho normal 
full were rogi.stered at the districts of Balasor, Howrah, Kliuliia, Farldpiir, 
Dacca and Shdhdbdd, and defects of from 20 to 50 per cent, in the following 
districts: — Purl, 24- Pergunnahs, Commillah, North Bhagalpur and Sing- 
biuhn. 

In August there was a great increase in tho strength of tho monsoon cur- 
rent, and excejit in parts of Orissa and of tho northorn divisions of the pnivinco, 
every district received an extremely heavy rainfall. I'ho excojitionally heavy 
nature of the rainfall maybe indicated by saying that in the Midmipur district 
the average rainfall was 35-27 inchc.s, again.st tho normal 12-73 inches; in the 
24-Pergunnah8 the average fall was 28 04 inches, against tho normal 12*28 
inches; in the Bdnkurd district it was 2711 inches, against 12‘23 inches; in 
tho Bardwdn district H)-48 inches, against 11*03 inches; in tho Hazdrihdgh 
district 23*3t indies, against 12*53 inches; and in tho Siugbliuin district 20 58 
inches, against 13*02 indies. Finally, in the Chittagong district, tho average 
rainfall was 42*58 inches, against the normal 21 02 inches. 

Compared with tho normal, in Orissa the Purl district showed a defect 
of 29 per cent., and tho Ckittack district one of 10 per cent. The Balasor 
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district, on the other hand, was in excess by 23 percent. In South-West Bengal 
every di.strict showed a large excess fall, the smallest excess being 18 per cent, 
in the Bfrbhiini district ; while in the Hdgll and Midnapur districts the exceeip 
was about loO per cent, of the normal. In East Bengal, Conimillah showed 
a slightly defective fall, while Maiinansingh received only half its normal 
amount : the other districts received excess falls, varying from a third up to 
more than half the normal quantity. In North Bengal, Rdjslulhf and Pabnd 
showed sHgljt excess falls, while all other districts showed considerable defects. 
In North Behar, Chainjuiran and Sarun showed large excess falls, and other 
districts falls somewhat in defect Finally, in iSouth Behar and Chutid Ndgpur 
generally in all districts the fall was about half as largo again as tho normal. 

In September, again, rainfall was generally largely in excess, and compared 
with the average fall, and considering that a variation of 10 per cent, in excess 
or defect is a normal fall, in this month the following dl^ricts received an 
average rainfall -.—Cuttack, Balasor, Howrah, and Jalpaigurf ; the following 
districts received falls in defect varying from 10 to 20 per cent, of the nor- 
mal Midnapur, Noakhally, Cooch Behar, and Miinblnim ; while the following 
districts received falls between 20 and &0 per cent, in defect :—Piirf 24-Per- 
gunnalis, llugH, and Singbhum. ’ 

On tho other hand, the following districts received falls between 10 and 20 



Khulna, Murshidiibdd,^ Biikarganj,^ T)acca7‘Bogra, PurS 

Jiiiagaipur, oaruiij llazaribaph, and Lolidrdagd.. In tho following districts tho 
fall was between 50 and 100 per cent, in excess of tho normal : — Conimillah 
Mainmnsingli, l»abnd, Maldah, Dinagepur, Champdran, Gayd, I’atnd, Monghyr’ 
and bantdl Pergunnahs; wlnlo rainfalls in excess bv more than 100 per cent’ 
were received in Durbhanga, Muzaftarpur, and South* Bhagalpur. 

In October, owing to the early close of the monsoon, rainfall was in consi- 
derable defect in all divisions of the province, tlic defect varying from very 
small amounts up to between three and four inches in North Bengal and North 
Behar. In a few small districts rainfall was above the normal, such as in 
Nacliyd, Noakhally, Farf'ljiur, Maiinansingh, Pabna, Jalpdiguri, Lohdrdagd 
and bmgbliuin ; but, on the other hand, defects of between 50 and 90 per cent’ 
of the nuimal full were A^ery common. ^ 

In Orissa the defects varied from 29 per cent, in the Cuttack district to 
04 per cent, in the Bsdasor district. In South-West Bengal tlie divisions were 
all in defect except Nadiyd, and the defects varied from 17 per cent in the 
Jessor district to 54 per cent, in the Khulna district. In East Bengal there 
were, as stated before, three districts which received an excess fall, but the dis- 
tricts in defect varied from 7 per cent, in Bakarganj to 26 per cent, in Dace7 
In North Bengal the divisions were all in defect except two, and the defects 
ranged from 50 per ctuit. in Bogra up to 92 per cent, in Dinagepur. In North 
Behar the smallest defect was 78 per cent, of the normal, and the largest 95 
per cent, in North Bhagalpur. In South Behar the smallest defect was 59 per 
cent, in the Santill Pergunnahs, and tho largest 93 per cent, in Gayil- while 
linally in Cliutia Nagimr the two districts Lohardaga and Singblmm received 
excess falls, Manbhum was in defect by 9 per cent., and llazdribi'igh by Cl per 


In November rainfall was practically confined to Orissa, which received an 
average of I 34 inches under the influence of one of the storms previously 
described, and to East Bengal, which received 158 inches under the influence of 
the last cyclonic storm described undei* tho heading of storms. Jn these two 
di.strict8 rainfall was therefore in excess, but in all other districts there was a 
marked defect; wliilo in North Bengal and Behar absolutely no rain was 
received. 

In December rain was received in excess in all districts except East Ben- 
gal.^ In Chutid Ndgpur there was an average excess rainfall of 2-07 inches 
in bouth Behar the excess rainfall was 1-57 inches, in Orissa the excess was 
1-08 inches, in North Behar 0-90 inch, and in South-West Bengal 0-49 inch. 
The excess in North Bengal was very small, being only 0*16 inch, and similarly 
the detect in East Bengal was small, being only 0-18 inch. 
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Tho system of meteorological observation established in I8'^3-84 for the 
nr 1 • * X, , extension and development of pr«>vincial meteoro- 

Pepartmeift.** * eeoroogica logical reports has been Steadily followed. Tho only 

change of importance which has taken place in the 
administration of the Department during tho year 1885-86 was the reduction 
of some of the observatories of the second c ass, viz., Sibsagar, Bankipur, 
Hazdribdgh, Cuttack, and Chittagong, to the class of third-class observatories. 
1 lie above stations have now furnished more th.an ten years’ complete regis^ers 
of hourly observatiotis on four days of each month. A good knowledge havhig 
thus been obtained of tho diurnal changes of the various motooi-ological 
elements, theMeteorological Repoi’ter to the Government of India has thought it 
desirable to suspend the registration and reduce these observatories to third- 
class stations from 1st January 1886, in order that tho money saved by tho 
reduction may bo more profitably employed in extending meteorological work 
in other directions. The records of the self-registering wind instruments will, 
however, be continued at Chittagong, Hazdribdgh, and Cuttack, and at Sibsagar 
those of tho Seismic instrainents also. Tho imperial third-class observatory at 
'I’ozpur in Assam, and the two provincial third class observatories at Mafdah 
and Krishnagtt.’ in Bengal, the establishment of wliiyh Was sanctioned last year, 
were started during tho year under report. The voluntary ob.servaloiy at 
Bndkurd, to which reference was made in last year’s report, began to send in 
returns to the iiengal Meteorological Office from Juno ls85. 

Tho oritrinal number of imperial and provincial observatories in Bengal and 
Assam at the commcncomcnt of tho year 1885-86 was one first class, seven 
second class, sixteen third class, and twenty- two provincial third class; but by 
the change in the clu.ss of some of the.se .stations frotn tho 1st .lauuary 1886, as 
noticed above, attd by the adilition of the three provincial and one imperial 
obsorvutorios, they will in future be classed as follows : —

tiecond cbtHH ohfiervaioricji . — Those arc at Dhubrf and Saugor Island. Botli 
were inspected during the year. Tho Saugor Islainl observatory was gein'rally 
in good condition, but the working of tho Dhubri observatory was far from 


satisfactory. 

These arc 14 in Bengal, 1 (Akyabl in Biirmnh, 4 (Sibsagar, Silehar, T’ura, 

and Tczpur) in As.sam, and 2 (Gopaipur and 
lin|ioriai tliinl-cLwH oLsorva- Cocontula) ill Madras. The two last are maintained 

, in connection with the Bay of Bengal storm signal 
service. Only four observatories of this class are provided with anemographs, 
viz., I lazi'uibiigh, Dtirjiliiig, Cuttack, and Chittagong. 

Eight observatories were inspected during tlic year, viz., Gayd, Bankipur, 
Hazdribdgh, Dacca, Darjiling, Durbhanga, Jessor, and Purneah, and in all, 
except Gayd, Jessor and Dacca, the instruments were found to bo in perfectly 
good order. The rest of the observatories were not inspected, but the returns 
received from them were satisfactory. 

These are 25 in number, of which 11 were inspected during the y’ear. 

With the exception of Kurfdpur and Muimau- 
Provincial third-ckss stations. gingh, the stations are said to have done gonerully 

satisfactory work. 

The earthquake in July 1885 caused considerable damage to instruments 
at some of tho Northern Bengal stations. Tho anemometers and wind-vaiios at 
Rungpur, Sirdjganj, and Maimansingh were thrown down from the pillars on 
wind) they were erected and were badly injured. Tho barometer at Bogra 
was buriea under a heap of ruins in tho Circuit-house, but it was fortunately 
not much injured. Tiie wind-vane and the anemometer at Bogra were rescued 
before tho building came down. The instruments had therefore to be removed 
to the zilla school building. 
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The nunibor of stations reporting rninfall in 1884-85 was 172, and during 
_ . tlie year 1885-86 this number was increased to 214 

Bam-rocording stations. stations. Satisfactory returns are now received 

from the great majority of the stations, and the rainfall registration of the 
province is being carried on with fair accuracy and with considerable punc- 
tuality. The rainfall station of Hookitolla was swept away by the storm <*f 
23rd September, and the rain-gauge at Jajpur was blown over. The former 
station remains therefore suppressed, but the rainfall registration at the latter 
was resumed from the 27th October 1 885. 

The Bay of Bengal reports of the storm signal service wore published 
, every day without any break during the year. The 

aiy « cat lor report. arrangement under which the report forms were 

upplied last year by the Survey of India Departmont, Lithographic Branch, was 
continued this year also. 'I hero has been no change in the number (20) of 
the reporting stations over the Bay area. The telegrams were ret^eived very 
regularly from almost all the stations. This report was supplied to 39 Govern- 
iiieiit omcors and 22 subscribers, paying at the rate of Rs. 2 a month. The 
receipts from subscribers during the year covered the cost of printing the 
reports and of distributing^ them*. 

The Bengal Daily Weather Reports were published last year duiuiig tin' 
period 20th April to 7tli November. The number ot stations which furni.shed 
observations for this report during tlie year was 37, against 32 of the jiroceding 
year. T liese reports were published and issued to 99 Government officials and 
19 subscribers, as compared with 101 officers and 3 siibsci’ibt.'rs dming the pre- 
vious year, lilost of the new subscribers woie mercantile firm.s.

The rainfall was genenilly abundant, but uncvonly distributed. In the 
(earlier months sowings botli of aiis and amnn rice Avore retarded for want «)f 
luoistui’C, but fidl amends w(!ro made hdor on ; and bad it not been for the 
damage done by the August floods, bumper harvests would have been secured 
tlirougliout the Division. In Ihirdwsin both uns and amun yield(*d full avei'uge 
crops, except in tlie Cutwa subdivision; in JhinUurd the outturn is cliurac- 
t<.‘rised us ‘‘ splendid,” and in liirblmm the liarve.st is estimated at very slightly 
below the average. Throe-fourths of the district of Midna})ur derived beiielit 
instead of harm fi’om the heavy rain of August ; iu the Sudder subdivision the 
«*utturn was ab<»vo the avtirage, and ov(u-ywherc else fair results Avere obtained, 
except in Oliatal, where the unit harvest suffered considerably, and is said 
to have been only five annus. 'Diis was, boAVOver, iu groat measure com- 
pensated by a bumper cro]) of loro rice.

But in the juu ts exposed to the floods the 
Avliolo crop was lost, the damage being but partly made up by very (.'xtensivo 
cultivation of eold weatlier crops. Howrah having lo.st a very largo proportion 
of its Aviiiter rice, recouped itself to some extent by a go(Kl crop of boro.

In Bard wan, B^nkurd, and Bfrbhiiin the price of rice was high, owing 
to the prevalence of scarcity during the earlier part of the your, but this was 
compensated by a falling oft in the latter part iu consequence of the improved 
prospect of the urop. In Hiiglf, Howrah, and Midiiapur the rise is attribu- 
table to the loss of the crop caused by the floods. 

The wages of labour generally remained almost stationary except in the 
famine-sti ickon tracts, where the rate was rather below the average, lii lliigli 
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and Howrah the demand ft>r skilled labour greatly exceeds the supply ; but as 
large number of lads are being trained in the various factories, gradual progress 
in this respect is anticipated. ^ 

The people were badly off in the districts of Bardw^n, Hdnkurd, and 
Bi'rbhiim during the first half of the year, and the relief operations which had 
to bo undertaken in some places wore continued until the month of November ; 
but the good outturn of the rice crop placed them in better circumstances 
before the year closed. In Midnapur and Hdglf there was considerable 
suffering in the flooded tracts, and the condition of the weaver caste, which has 
been very much depressed for some years past, is said to have still further 
deteriorated ; the rest of the population suffei'ed no permanent change for the 
worse. In Howrah, owing to the ready market for produce of all kinds and 
the brisk demand for labour, even the floods — exceptionally disastrous as they 
were in this district — appear to have but a slight effect on the condition of any 
class of the pojmlation.

The rainfall was above the avemge of the preceding five years in all 
the diistricts of the Division ; but, excejit in Khulna, the fall was not well 
distributed, and the crops suffered alternately from drought and flood. In the 
24 - Fei’gunnahs the season b«>gan well, but transplantation of rice was retarded 
by an insuflicient rainfall in July, while the August downpour was so heavy 
as to swamp hirge areas of tlio young crops. The total outturn, however 
(except in the tract affected by the September floods), is reported to have 
been nearly up to the average. In the small portion of Nadi^ d that was un- 
affected by the floods, the outturn of aus paddy was good, and throughout the 
district the soil, enriched by alluvial deposit left by the inundaiiou, yii-lded 
excellent cold-weather crops. The cultivation of wheat is rapidly expanding 
ill this district, and received a s])ccial stimulus from the loss of the winter 
rice in the year under review. Of the subdivisions of Jessor, Magurah and 
Naiail reaped good crops of winter rice, but lost most of the aus crop ; while 
iu the Sudder subdivision and in Bongong the floods had the reverse effect, 
destroying most of the amun, but only slightly injuring the aus. In Jhenidah, 
in spite of the inundations, the year is characterised as exceptionally pros- 
perous. In Mursliiddbdd the distribution of the year’s rain was very un- 
favourable to the crojis, the whole of the paddy being destroyed by flood, 
while the yield of au/un was up to the average only in the Kandi subdivision. 
Khulna enjoyed well-timed as well as plentiful rain ; the floods affected only 
a small portion of the Satkhira subdivision, and everywhere tdse the crops 
were excellent.

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Ihe prices of food-grains, wliicli had been high during 1884-85, rose still 
higher in 1885-86 ; but in Nadiyd and Murahiddbdd the average price of 
Tice 18^ reported to have been somewhat lower than in the preceding j’car. 

There was no change in the wages of labour except in the 24'Pergnnnali8, 
where they are reported to have been on tlio increase. In this district, 
especially in the neigbourhood of tl»e metropolis, the numerous mills, factories, 
presses, &c., pay high rates for labour. 

The condition of the people during the year was not, on the whole, very 
favourable. It was affected by the floods to a more or less extent in every 
district, and in Murshidabdd and Nadiyd depression had been caused by drought 
in previous years.

The rainfall was sufficient, and on the whole well distributed, though in 
some parts of the Division, notably in Farid pur and Maimansingh, floods 
were caused by excessively heavy rain in Juno, and the subdivision of Bhola 
in Bslkarganj suffered to some extent from an unusually copious fall in 
September. In Dacca the umuii crop was a bumper one in the Manickganj 
subdivision, but the outturn in the othtir three subdivisions varied from 10 to 
1 2 annas. The crop was very full in Farfdjjur, and quite up to the average 
in Maimansingh and Bsikarganj The less important am crop was not so 
good, as it suffered more or less from excessive ruin, especially in Farldpur. 
Of other important crops, jute did well in Farfdpur, but not so well in 
Dacca; sugarcane was below the average in Farfdpur, while betel-nuts were 
plentiful and cocoanuts sufficient in Bdkarganj.

There was thus very little change from the high prices of the previous 
year, and in Bdkarganj the rate even increased. 

The price of labour began to increase in this Division in 1883-84, and 
advanced very greatly in 1HS4-85. The wages of the latter year were main- 
tained throughout 1 885- 86, owing to the prosperity of the lower classes and 
the brisk demand for labour of all kinds. 

There was no diminution in the prosperity of the agricultural classes, who 
are exceptionally well off in this Division, especially in Bdkarganj and Maiman- 
singh ; but there is a considerable population of young men who have received 
a certain amount of English education, living in idleness, supported by their 
not very wealthy relatives.

The rainfall of the year was above the average in all the districts excejit 
the Hill Tracts, and was, on the whole, well distributed throughout the Divi- 
sion. The rice crop was generally fair, but the jute in Tippt rah and the cold-

The wages of labour are usually high in this Division. The lowest rate for 
unskilled labour is four annas a day, while as much as eight annas a day 
can sometimes bo obtained. 

Tho condition of tho inhabitants of the Division is almost always good, 
and was rather above the average during the yettr 1885-86. Unfortunately 
for themselves, the possession of surplus I'uuds tends to promote continual 
litigation. Tho inhabitants of Chittagong and Noakholly earn large sums as 
lascars and firemen, tlio Borooab Mugbs are well-known as tho best and most 
highly-paid cooks, while even ordinary workmen find very remunerative 
employment in Burma.

Tho tendency of food prices lias been to fall slightly, but not to the 
extent which might have been expected from the excellence of tho harvests. 
A large amount of grain was exported, and it is believed that stocks have been 
replenished. 'Pho weges of labour are stationary, being exactly the same as 
in the previous years. 
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The general condition of the people during the year under report was 
better than in the years immediately preceding. The good crops of^ the year 
have brought much relief after a succession of bad harvests. Plentiful stocks 
of food are believed to exist, and complaints of want are no longer heard. 
Labour was abundant, and there was no necessity of migrating to other parts 
of the country in search of food.

The rainfall in all districts was heavier than in the preceding two years : 
it was also very unevenly distribulod over the dilferont months of the rainy 
season, and the exeovssive fall in August and September was followed by floods in 
some part of every district. In Mongliyr, llhagalpur, Purncah, and Alaldah the 
hhatloi crop sufTcrod more or less; and in some parts of lihagalpur and Purnoali 
the aphuni or winter rice crop was also afi’ccjted. In !Monghyr the rice on 
high lands sustained much injury owing to the early cessation of the rains.

The marked differences between Monghyr and Bhagalpur and the rest of 
the. Division are no doubt to bo accounted for by the supeidor means of dispos- 
ing of agricultural produce in these two districts. Prices were, on tho whole, 
mneh lower than in tho pnwious year, owing to fair winter crops and prospects 
of a good harvest. Wages of labour remained steady throughout tlie year. 

4'he condition of the people, never very satisfactory in tho districts of 
this Division south of tho Ganges, seems, on the tvhole, to have improved during 
the year under i*eport, and they are slowly but surely recovering from tlie 
effects of previous bad seasons. In tho district of Maldah there was some 
pressure ou account of the floods, but it was confined to a very limited area.

In all the three districts the rainfall was much less than in the preceding 
year. In (Juttack, however, a sufficient quantity of rain fell in July, August, 
and September, when it was most needed, and there would have been a bumper 
harvest had not a terrible cyclone on the 22nd September destroyed all hopes of 
good crops in the Jajpur and KendrapdrA subdivisions. In the ICuIdip pergun- 
nah of Kendrapdrd, the whole of the cultivation was lost, and in the porgunnah 
of Korora the loss amounted to 75 per cent. In Puri the yea** was also an 
unfavourable ona 'Phe scanty rainfall from the middle of May to tliat of .Juno 
retarded the puddling operations, and dried uj) tlio crops to some extent. 
Towards the end of Juno a sudden flood entirely destroyed the crops on the 
low lands, whore rejilauling was impossible. Tlicfi-o was also an unusual 
amount of rain in N«ivombor atid December, which, though advantageous to 
the spring crops, did considerable damage to the ripe crops in the ground. In 
Balasor the rainfall, though not up to tlie average, was well distributed, and 
the .larafl rice crop (tlic only importjint crop in the district) was a full average 
one. The cyclone of the 22nd September, which caused so much destruction 
in Cuttack, did but little mischief in Bal.asor and Piirf coast. 

In Cuttack and Purf the average price of rice was considerably higher 
than in the previgus year, the figures for the two sudder subdivi.sions being 
36 seers 8 cbittucks and 17 seers 1) chit tacks respectively, agiiin.st 18 seers 
8 chlttack.s and 19' seers 0 ehittaeks in 18^4-85. In Bula.sor, whore prices are 
kept UJ), in spite of good barvests, by the export trade, there was very little 
change. The average for the .Sudder subdivision w-as 21*4) seers, and that for 
tlie Blmddruck subdivision 29 7 seers, against 22-0(5 seers and 29 seers in 
the jirevious year. Tlicio was no change in the wages of labour. 

In Cuttack the cyclone left a cou.siderablo proiiortion of the population 
of two sulidivisions almost destitute, and relief ojieratioiis were carried on 
amongst them; while thrunghout the di.strict the people were worse off than in 
the previous year. In Halusor a succession of good years has hud a great effect 
in improving the material condition of the pooiile. - 'riiere is a considerable 
increase in wealth, and the mode of living has much impi-ovcd. In Purf the 
geiuei-al state of the people showed no marked cliango during the year.

The rainfall varied greatly in different parts of the Division, from 
32'51 at Chattra, on tho west oJ HazAribagh, to 75-14 at Giridhi, in the same 
district. The fall at Cliattra was exceptionally light; generally speaking, 
more rain fell throughout tho Division than in tho previous year, and it was 
distributed more evenly. Tho result -was a good winter rice crop every- 
where, except in tho western j)oi-gunnahs of HazAribAgh, in which, as tho Deputy 
Commissioner reports, “ a great deal of the higher lying lands had not been 
cultivated at all, and a great deal of what had been cultivated boro indications 
of tho crops having been poor in a greater or loss degree.” The crops 

wore fair, except in Palamow, where they were injured by excessive rain in 
August. Singbhtim is reported to have been exceptionally fortunate, every 
important crop yielding a bumper outturn ; and not less than a 14-anna crop of

I'he average price of rice was lower than in the previous year in every 
district but Maiibliiim, jvberet “ the brisk demand for expert to other parts 
of the pi’ovince kept prict'S at a much liiglior level tlian tl>oy would otherwise 
have attained.” I'he price of wheat fell in Ilazdribagh and Lolulrdag^. 

The rates of skilled and unskilled labour remained almost unchanged except 
in Mstubhiim and Singbhum. In the former district the wages of unskilled 
labourers are reported to have risen from 7 pice to 2 annas per diem. The rise 
took place when the railway works w’ere first commenced, and the rate has not 
fallen since, notvvitlistanding the largo number of labourers seeking employment 
at the beginning of the year. In Singbhum also the rates for earthwork are 
said to have risen owing to better rates given by the railway contractors. 

Kxcopt ill portions of PTazuribilgh and Milnblnim, the people were, on the 
W'hole, far better off than in 1884-85. Some parts of Hazdribdgh have suffered 
for three or four years from scanty harvests ; but the good opium crops of 
the past two j’^cars nave counteracted to some extent the failure of food crops, 
and the good liarvcsts of all important staples secured dimng the past year 
have considerably improved matters. In porgunnahs Kendi, Ahoovi, and 
Choi, however, where the rainfall was again doheient, there has hccii no such 
improvement in the condition of the people. In the Giridih and Kharakdiha 
tlianus the cultivators are fortunate in having the collieries to turn to for 
work when their cro[).s fail. In Manbhdm a good deal of pressure was felt in 
many parts. Thero was something like a scarcity in pergunnah Bagda, where 
relief was promptly sent out. The di.strcss, it is said, was intensified by the 
closing of work on the Bcngal-Ndgpur Kailway, which throw some 13,000 
persons out of work.

In tlio last chapter accoaiit has been of tlio weather, rainfall, 

and harvests of the year in the different, divisions of the Lower Provinces, 
and notice has been taken of the prices of food-^^raina, of the waji^es of labour, 
and of the material condition of tho agricultural classes. It will be convenient 
to give here a brit'f statement of tho relief measures wliich were undertaken by 
(iovernmeut during the year: l.~ In districts where distrOvS.s prevuiLd on 
account of doticicnoy in harvests of previous years. 11. — In districts whore 
injury w’«s done to crops and houses by tho floods of August and September 
1885. III. — In the district of Cuttack, in Orissa, on account of tho destruction 
of life and property caused by tho cyclone atul stonn-Avavo of the 22nd Soi)tom- 
ber 1S85. 

I. — In tho cold wcatlidr of 1 884*85, the local areas specified in the margin 

gave more or less cause for anxiety on account of 
existing or apprehended .scarcity of food owing to 
croj) failure, and local officers were ompowci’ed to 
meet with adequate moasimes of relief any sudden 
emergency sliould .such arise. No such emergency, 
however, came to pass. The cold weather months 
of li'>84-''5 pa.ssed over without tho occurroiico of 
any noticeable event in tlio way of distress among 
tho people, or demand upon Oovornmeiit for assist- 
ance. The winter rice and tho mbi harxn'sts, oven 
where they xverc poorest, afforded tho people 
emjdoymout and relief ; while the expenditure from 
local funds on dihtrict roads and other local 
improveraonts was directed towards tho same end. By degrees the area 
calling for special caro or attention from Cfovermnent nai’rowed down. Tho 
winter rice harv'ost in Borxra was fair, and con.sequently the district soon 
ceased to give cause for concern. A similar remark apjdies to Nmliya, which, 
until tho floods of August, stood outsido the area in need of relief. The Maldah 
district, in the early ])art of the year, called for observation ; but after the 
favourable robi hardest matters improve<l there, and no relief o})erations wenj 
neces.sary. In .some isolated tracts in iMnrsludab.id the people were somewhat 
pinched, but tlmro was mnvhero any actual distress calling for Government aid. 
In Monghyr and Bhagalpur also a fair rabi rendered relief measures unnece.s- 
sary. In May 1885, tho Lieutenant-Governor was able testate that, as far as 
the effects of the monsoon of 1884 weie concerned, in tho Patna and Bardwsin 
Divisions alone did any reason for anxiety continue to exist. Tho anxiety in 
regard to the affected tracts in the Patnd t)ivision xvas always of a mitigated 
character, and more in the nature of apprehensions for tho future than of concern 
regarding existing distress. But over about 1,000 stjuuro miles in tho Bdnkura, 
Bardwan, and lifrbhiirn district.s, in which there had been crop failure more 
or less pronounced for two successive years, serious distre.ss, necessitating the 
e.stablishment of .systematic relief oponition.s, became apparent in tho spring. 

»Su<di mcas\n‘es first became neccs.sary in certain isolated tracts in tho 
Bardwan and Bfrbhum district.s, but later on distress appeared in lidnkurci, 
and there also it became necessary to administer relief. In tho relief of 
di.strc.ss in the Birbbum district tho Government was ably and effectively 
secondcfl by the Indian Association and the Sadharau Bralimo Somaj, whoso 
delegates wore early in tho field, and who afforded tho local officers valuable 
assi-stunce, while al.so di.stributirig in an effective yet economical manner the 
funds which ]>rivate charity hud placed at their disposal. Good work was also 
done in Bfrbhuin by two local Associatioips, and among tho zemindars of the 
district, Babu Budh Singh and Babu Bishan Cliand Dadhuria and Rai Dhapato 
Singh maintained at much cost kitchens w'hore a largo number of poor and 
helpless persons were fed daily. 
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The classes who stood in need of relief wore, as might have been expected, 
(a) the beggars and others who, in ordinary times, subsist on the charity of 
their neighbours ; (i) the day-labourers. I’ne poorer among the landholding 
and cultivating classes were no doubt a good deal pinched ; but it cannot be 
said that among this class there w.as any general want of food in the distressed 
areas. The supply of food was always plentiful in the markets and at prices 
which can hardly bo said to have touched famine rates. For example, the 
highest price touched by rice, which is the grain usually eaten in those districts, 
was 13 seers 14 chittacks in llardwiln, 13 seers 12 chittacks in Bjrbhum, and 
16 seers 4 chittacks in Btinknr/i. Those are not famine rates, and tlie diffi- 
culty lay in the fact tliat the failure in the local crops i-cstricted the labour 
market and forced on Government the necessity of providing employment for 
those whoso circumstances jirovented them from emigrating in search of work. 

The relief operations of Government in the affected tracts f(;ll under three 
main head.s — (a) advances under the Land Improvement and Agriculturists’ 
Loans Acts ; (6) Public Works; (c'l gratuitous charitable relief. Under the first- 
mentioned mode of relief administration, Bs. 1,25,00() were advanced in the 
Bardwan, Ihinkurd, and Bfrbhum districts from the 1st April to the 31st 
December 1886. 

The Public Works system of relief was carried on by grants made from 
time to time in aid of the ifi.strict Road Cess funds, and by s])i.-cial gi'ants for 
excavation of tanks, &c., which did not fall ])roperly wdthin the province of Road 
Cess Committes to execute. 'I'he grants made from the 1st April to the 31st 
December 188-5 to the district funds for relief works anmuiitcd to Rs. 7,000, 
while the special grants for public works of the nature ju.st moutioued reached 
a total of Rs. 22,000. 

Under the head of charitable relief, the oxpenditnro from the 1st of Ap il 
(when charitable r(!lief on a systematic scale becitmo nccossary to the end of 
Df'Ot'mbor 1885 umouutod to Hs. 42,000. Of tliis sum, Rs. 24,100 wtis spent in 
Blrbhun., Rs. n,.500 in Bankiini, Rs. 7,000 in Ihirdwun. 'llieso sums were 
largol}’’ supplemented by exjtenditure from funds subscribed by the public and 
expended through the unofficial agcneio.s. 

Among .subsidiary methods «)f relief the following may bo mentioned : — To 
chowkidars, wlio iti Hu so districts are oftiai paid by grants of service land, and 
who sutTered with the ie.st of the agricultural i>opulation, while their jtublic 
duties prevented them from loving their villages in search of employment, 
special money advances were made. Sitccial measures of assistance were set on 
foot to enal)le the women of the hotter classe.s, who could not go abroad in 
search of employment, to earn a livelihood at their own homes. 3'liese and 
the liiorc regular operations cost the Government, from the 1st Ajiril to Decem- 
ber 1885, a total sum of Its. 1,{)G,(K)(). 

In the administration of all measures of relief it was sought from the 
beginning to adhere to the provisions of the Provisional Famine Code. 3'hcun- 
oflicial agencic.s for the distribution of charitable relief were satistied witli giving 
a daily dole of food, somewhat less than that pre.scribed by the Code, and some 
local officers wore disposed to act likewise. No deviation, lunvever, from the 
Coile scale was sanctioned, the Lieutenant-Governor being convinced that, from 
a scheme drawn up with the care and deliberation which was l)estowed on the 
Famine Code, no deviation should ho lightly permitted. The following state- 
ment shows tlio daily average mimhor of per.sons receiving charitable relief in 
each of tliose districts through Government agency^ and through private agency, 
as far as was known, in the months from May to September 1885 : —

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With the fall of normal rain in Juno in Bardwdn and BdnkuM, and abun- 
dant rain in Hirbhum in July, all apprehensions of another failure of crops 
were removed, and the numbers of persons receiving charitable relief began 
steadily to diminish. By the end of September it was ftmnd possible to begin 
<-losing^ relief centres in Bankurd ; and as during October prospects in all three 
districts continued to be favourable, tho Lieuteuant-Grovernor ordered that 
charitable relief administration should cease from the lt)th November. Relief 
wtnks, however, remained open, where necessary, till tho 1st December, by 
which date harvests were everywhere itt active operation. 

'I'he Lieutenant-Governor is glad to record that tho success of the relief 
operations in this L)ivision in the prevention of mortality from want of food 
was complete. From time to time reports, sometimes of a moat circumstantial 
character, of movtulity from starvation reached tho Government, but these 
rumours were on investigation in every case proved to be without foundation.

The floods whlcli occurred during xVugust and Se])tomher 1885 in South- 
We.st and Central Bengal, and imparts of tlie Hliagalpnr Division, were caused 
hv the excessive rainfiill of'.Auirust and September, details of which have been 
in the* .xeetion tlealing with the meteorology of the year. The Ganges 
rose to an unusual heiglvt at t\»e point where it bends to the south and inundated 
parts of tho districts r.i Maldah, t\\o Sat^tal Pergunnahs, North Bhagalpur, 
and Purneah in tho Bhagjxlpur Division The great rivers into which tho 
Ganges divides as it pas.ses through Central Bengal also rose to unnsuid heights 
and spilled in destruetive floods over Central and South-Western Bengal. The 
total area affected by serious floods is estimated to have been from 3,500 to 
4,000 square miles. 

In tho Bhagalpur Division the damage done was not very cxton.sive. In 
Maldah tho hhadui crop over about 100 square miles of country was to a large 
extent destroyed, and this cau-sed temp(>rary’ distress to tho inhabitants of the 
locality which was floode<l. A grant of Rs. 10.000 was made for relief opera- 
tions in t'liis district. In tho •Sant.41 Fergunnalia, North Bhagalpur, and 
I'urneah the inundated areas Avere .small, and tho injury to crops of no consider- 
able signiflcance. Small .sum.s, to relieve cases of urgent di>tres.s, were placed 
at the disposal <»f tho local oflicers. In these localiti -s flood.s are of normal 
occurrence; and though the floods of this year were unusually high, tho damage 
which they caiised was not such as to call for any systematized relief operations 
on the part of Government. 

The Mur.shidabdd di.strict suflered more than any other part of these Pro-

vinces, Nadiya perhaps excepted, from the floods. 
In Murshidahad it i.s cstimati'd that the floods ex- 


tended to about 1,250 .square miles, or more than one-half of the total district 
area. The tracts flooded wei'e cliiefly the Bagri or low-lying lands ; while the 
Kuril or up-land.s, which sufEeriid in previous years from scanty rainfull, were 
benefited liy' tho heavy rain and partial flooding. P’or the immediate relief of 
di.<tr( ss in this district, the country was parcelled off into relief circles, and grants 
of Rs. 25,000 for agricultural loans and of Us. 1,000 for charitable relief were 
made, the.se .sums being in addition to tlicjse raised and received for the Inunda- 
tifm.s Di.stress Relief Conmiittce. By the beginning of Getober the floods had 
.sub.sided except in the very low lands. Tho jute and mulberry crops were, for 
the mo.st part, .saved, and kulai, which was most extensively grown, gave an 
abundant harvest. The Murshidabild district was one of those visited by tho 
Lieutenant-Governor last September, and tho impression left on Sir Rivers 
Thompson’s mind, after pcr-sonal inspection of the locality, was that, though 
much temporary hardship and discomfort had been caused to the cultivating 
classes, the floods had done them little or no permanent harm, and, in fact, had 
ensured to tliem for the next few years crops far more abuuduiit than those 
which they have lost. 

There w'u.s no abnormal mortality among the cattle, nor any unusual sick- 
ness among the people ot this district in consequence of the floods. 

In the Na(li\d district, Mr. Melitus, who was placed on special duty to 
enquire into the extent of the floods and to distribute loans for the relief of 
dihtrc.s8, estimated that the whole area affected by unusual floods was close on 
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2^200 square miles, and he clt^ifies the inundated tracts into— Paris benefited 
“7 K ^ floods, i.e.j where the injury to the standing crops was slight and not 
to be compared with the compensating advantages ; parts where there was 
considerable loss, but where it was generally admitted that the ryots would 
be more than compensated for all loss after harvesting their rabi crops ; lastly, 
parts where the greater portion of the crop was destroyed, and whore, consider- 
ing the injury to houses, loss of cattle, &c., the loss would probably not bo 
compensated tor by the increased rabi outturn of this season. I’heso three 
classes of areas were estimated by Mr. Melitus to cover about 1,000, 800, and 
400 square miles respectively, the tracts most injuriously affected being situated 
chiefly in the Sudder and ICushtea subdivisions. 

In the Sudder subdivision, which suffered most severely from the floods, 
the auSf or autuntn crop of rice, is the most important crop of the year, and in 
that subdivision it was estimated to have yiehh'd no larger outturn than from 5 
to 6 annas.^ 'J'he jdeld of the amun or winter rice was e.'itimuted as a three-an»ia 
crop only in this part of tlie district. The Kushtea subdivision fared com- 
paratively well, as there the aus was a ten-anna crop and the amun not much, 
if at all, less. In the rest of the district tlie crt>ps were not much uiuha' tl>o 
average. Tlirtiughout the district tlie soil, enriched by alluvial deposit loft by 
the inundation, yielded excellent cold-wcalhei» crops. 

There was much general discomfort in this di.strict on account of lo.s.s of 


houses and personal j)roporty, while in the tracts where most damage was done 
there was disti'oss, nowhere, however, amounting to starvation, among toe 
poorer classes. Grants of Rs. for agricultural loans, Rs. ->,()()(> for relief 

works, and Rs. 2,000 for charitable relief, were made by (iJovernment, and local 
subscriptions were raised for tlio redief of distress. 'J'he district ra])idly recovered 
from the effects of the flood with the rijjcning of the rub/ (;rops. 

In Jess(U' f<»ur hundred .square miles of country were more or lc.s.s flooded. 
The effects of the floods on the crops in tliis district have boi'ii noticed in 
the cltaptqr on llainfall and Crops. In the llongong subdivision many houses 
were also injured. To meet immediate wants, a sum of Rs. 1,500 was placed 
at the Collector’s disposal for charitable relief, and local subscriptions were 
raised. A small grant for agricultural l<»an.s was also made. 

In the Bardwan district only a small tract of about 28 S(pjaro milo.s of 
„ ' T» country was submerged — chiefly by the overflow 

of the Bhagirallu river, but m this area lo,000 

Barclwiin. bighus of amif/i rice and 10,000 biglia.s of aus rice 

were almost entirely destroyed. The laml submerged, however, did not suffer 
from la.st season’s dVouglit, and the cultivators were therefore able toivithstand 
the effects of the inundation. It was believed that the imindations were of 


great benefltto the rabi cultivation. 

There wore two floods in this district. The first flood was chiefly confined 

to the basin of llie Selai river which burst its banks, 
Mulnaimr. flooding Gluittal town, destroying many Iiouses, 

and overflowing the neighbouring country. Rater on the waters of the belai 
and of the Kusai rivers again ro.se and flooded tlie western portion of the di.strict, 
broaching the embankments in many places. In the whole district about 1,000 
square miles were flooded, of which some 750 square miles ivere under cultiva- 
tion. Of the cultivated area, it is estimated that 150,000 acres of rice ivore 
destroyed, 105,000 acres damaged, while 225,000 acres c.scaped without injury. 
The hiss of human life was small (only three persons are mentioned as having 
been drowned and two persons as having been killed by the fulling of a house), 
but some loss of cattle was reported. Tlie loss of houses and the damage done 
to public roads were very groat. The general effects of the floods on the crops 
in this district have been noted above. Grants of Rs. 10,000 for agricultural 
loans and of Rs. 1,500 for charitable relief were made by Government, while 
local subscriptions amounting to Rs. 6,500 were also raised for the latter pui’pose. 
Relief committees were organised where needed. . 

In this district the flood was heaviest in the JulianabAd sub-division, in 

which an area of about 263 miles sufiered from 
serious inundation. In tlio Sudder and Scramporo 


subdivisions there was some loss of crop in low lands, tempered with corre- 
sponding gain in high lands. The loss of the amun crop is, however, an almost 
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aiiEuul occurrence in pnrts of this district on account of the floods of tlio Dainuda y 
and as a frreat jiortion of it is sown souiGwhat speculatively, its loss is not 
severclj’ felt. No loss of human life occurred, and lew cattle were drowned, 
but there was .some mortality amonp: cattle on account of want of fodder. 
Grants of H 8. l,o()0 for charitable relief and lis. 2,000 for agricultural loans 
W'ere sanctioned by Government. 

In this district about 213 s(|uare miles of country wore inundated, and m 

two-thirds of this area tlio rice crop was lost. The 
sugarcane, jute, and vegetable crops were destroyed 
over abont 12 square miles more, and it was reckoned that about 15,000 houses 
were overthrown by the flood waters. The loss of the rice crop was to some 
extent made up by an exten.sion of boro idco cultivation, but the wliole outturn 
of rice was estimated at only six niinas in the flooded area. Only one life was 
reported to have been lost in the floods. Subscriptions for the relief of distress 
were raised in this district and in Iliiglf. 

lleference is necessary to the co-<q)oration afforded by the Flood Relief Com- 
inittoo, which w'as appointed at the end of Soptomher 1 885 by the Lieutenant- 
Governor, on the invitation ot a number of gentleinon in Calcutta, to collect 
subscriptions and organise relii'f for those form.s of distress with which Govorri- 
ment agency could not adecpiat^ly co])o. This Committee acted in hearty 
co-operation with the local olliccrs, and their successful exertions in the relief of 
persons wdio hail lost thinv houses und moveable property laid many familic.s 
under a debt of gratitude. The Committee received subscriptions amounting to 
Rs. 65 ,G 6 o, including sums collected in Jiombay, in Assam, and at Lahore, and 
expended about lis, in the ridief of (li.stre.s.s. 

With the sanction of the Lioutenant-Govenior the balance of the Commit- 
tee’s Funds has heon invested in Government securities and deposited in the 
Lank of Bengal iu the names of four trustees, viz., — a Member of tlie Hoard 
t»£ Revenue, the President of the Chamber of Commeieo, the President of tlio 
British Indian Assoeiation, and the Master of the d'riide.s’ Association, to form 
a nucleus of a distress fund to be ajiplied ])romptly on the occurrence of future 
calamities by famine or inundation iu theso l*rovinces. 


HI.— THE &TOKM-WAVE OX THE OHr.sS.\. COAST. 

A groat calamity overtook the province of Orissa in the .storm-wave which 
submerged a portion of the coast of the Cuttack district at the mouth of tho 
Malianadi river on the 22nd JSeptember 1885. Tlie centre of tho cyclone 
which drove np this sea-wave appears to have pus.sed over False Point. Over 
this place at 0-20 A.M., on tho date named, broke a sea-wavo 15 feet higli. 
The wave .submerged the village of Jumbo at the terminus of the Kmulrapurri 
canal to the north-west of False Point, and rolled on in a north-easterly 
direction over tlic Kaldip and Karara jiergunnah.s, belonging to tho Kauiku 
Wurd’.s c.''tate, till it lost itself in the Brahmini river. The Kaldij) and Kurara 
jiergunnalis included 200 villages with a pupulatiou of about 20,000 persons, 
and iu tln-.se perguimahs an area of about 250 .s([uarc miles was submerged. 
I'devcn village.s in theso pergunnahs w'erc oomph tely swept away, every man, 
woman, anil child having been drowned by tlio storm-wave, and all trace of 
liou.ses baving been wa.shed away. About 150 more villages in the same 
pcrgunnah.s were entirely levellecl and their crojjs coin])Ietely destroyed ; a 
cou.siderable part of the population, however, e.scaped. In the villages west of 
the.se perguniiahs many lives wore al.so lost, and much damage was done to 
cri>ps. It wa.s estimated tliat about 5,000 jiersons were drowned by the storm- 
wave. In the interior of the Cuttack district, about Jajpur, there was great 
de.struction of trees and houses. I’hreo hundred lives wore lost by falling 
tiee.s, walls, and homesteads. The Executive Engineer’s liouso at Aquapada 
wa.s entirely wrecked, the roof bodily carriisl away, and some of the masonry 
pillars do.stroyed. '1 he European.s (liiie a lady) at the lime in tho house were 
driven outside, and were for some hours exposed to tho violence of wind and 
rain. Ininiediatoly after tho disaster on tho coast the Commissioner of tho 
division and officers of the district staff visited the devastated country and 
di.stribuied food to the survivois. Charitable relief w'as administered at -the 
beginning of the relief ojjerations to about 8,000 persons daily. A grant of 
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lls. 20,000 was made by Government for this purpose. The Commissioner 
was also authorised to make advances under the A^ricuhurists’ Loans Act 
and the Land Improvement Act in cases of urj^ent necessity. Another grant of 
Ks. 20,000 was sanctioned out of the funds of the Kanika Ward’s estate for 
eliaritablo donations to ryots of that estate. I’lie villages which were not 
utterly destroyed were ro])orte(l by the Commissioner to liave recovered from 
the effects of the stoim witli remarkabh} ra[)idity. Trade; was for a time 
susjiended, whilst the inhabitants sot to work to repair tlieir Ijomosleads, but 
within a short time few vestiges of the destrmttivo character of the storm 
remained. 

'Jhe effect of the storm-wave in tlie lialasor district was far lcs.s disastrous 


than in the Cuttacjk district. The only tract in this district which suffered 
very seriously was the Government es ate Birso, wliere the loss was chiefly in 
cattle and crops. It was found that most of the tenants in this estate had lost 
either their wlmle croj), or at least tlirec-fourths of it. llelief was granted by 
remission of the cniire rent of the estate for the year 129:J f.lS., and by 
money advances. The Govermnent estate of Noanand also suffered, but there 
was little loss of its paddy crop. Here, as in^other jjarts of the Balasor dis- 
trict over wliich -the cyclone passed, there Averc a large number of houses and 
trees blown down by the wind, and in [)laces sugarcane plants woi o uprooted. 

With tlie above exceptions, the sea-coast of the Balasor district, which 
is for the most part uninhabited and covered with jungle, did not seriously sulfer 
from the sca-wuve and cyclone. The wave was stopped in this district by the 
embankment of tin; sea-coast canal. Tliis cmbankini'iit is said by the local 
oflic(;rs to have saved hundreds of s(iuaro miles of country from being sub- 
merged by salt-water. 

The district of Purl did not suffer from the cyclone and the sea-wave.

sliow of orchids was excellent, and the general appearance of tlio garden was 

very satisfactory. The river frontage, which had suffered from erosion, was 

protected by a facing of broken brick metal, which made it fairly secure. 

A large (juantily of mahoguny .seed wa.s rceedved during the year from 
Kew and Jamaica. Much of tliis was distrihutt'd, and the rcmaintlor having 
heeii sown in the garden, yielded alaait ‘20,000 seedlings. Other timber 
jdants of useful sor^s were grown for distribution. The Superintendent reported 
that a year’s further experience confirmed him in the belief that the paper 
nuilherry tree (which supplies the material from Avhieh the Az/y/ar cloth of 
Poljmesia and the bulk of the paper of China and Japan are nianufactured) 
finds a congenial soil in Bengal. The bark of this plant is considered by 
English paper-makers to be noaidy the best of paper fibro.s. The utilization 
of the fibre of the common plantain for paper-making has been rendered possi- 
ble by the invention of a machine patented by a retired officer of the Madras 
Army 

Tho herbarium attached to the garden received material additions 
during the year. Valuable specimon.s were ecintributod by Mr. Kunstler from 
Malaya, by Mr. Pantling from the Eastern Himalayas, by Mr. Duthie from 
Kumaun, by Mr. Gamble from Madras, and by Messrs. Clarke and Mann from 
Assam and the Khasia Hills. Intoro.sting contributions were also received from 
Mr. Boi.ssicn, 8ir J. Hooker, Mr. Talliot (Cunara Fore.sts), Mr. Ellis f Chittagong 
Hill Tractsj, Uaron ^’’on Mueller of ^[elbourne, Professor Engler of Breslau, 
Dr. Cooke (Poona), Dr. Giles, the Naturalist with the Gilgit Expedition, 
Dr. Treub (Java), Mr. Cartes (Penang), 3Ir. Hallct (Singapore), Mr. Campbell 
(Maiibhum), and ^lajor Scdgiwick. 

Fifty-throe thousand seven hundred and fifty-two plants wore is.sued 
and 0 , 2.11 plants were received during the year; ‘1,202 packets of seeds were 
distributed and 014 packets were received. 

The Lloyd Botanic Garden at Dsirj fling wa.s reported to be recovering 

from tlie ravages of tho cockchafer grubs. The 
Botanical Garden, Dur- Imidj^lips from the Sanitarium Hill, which used to 

cause much damage, have ceased. Dr. King was in 
communication with the Dilrj fling ^lunicipality for the resumption of the plot 
of land situated between the Eden S mitarium and the Botanic Garden, to he 
worked as a vegetable garden for tho benefit of the station. 

The expenditure on the Cakulta Botanic Garden amounted to Bs. 69,870, 
there being a set-off of K.s. 1,091 realized from the sale of surplus plants. The 
cxjienditurc on the Lloyd Botanic Garden at Darjiling amounted to Its. 7,372, 
while tlie .‘•ale of .surplus plants yielded R.s. 741. 

An exhibition of silk cocoons was held at Rampur Beaulcah (for tho first 

, .... , time at this place) in January 1886. Tho number 

Lxiiiitiono sik coconns. exhibits, 230, was much smaller than that at 

the Borhampore exhibition last year, but it is hoped that though this first 
effort to improve the local silk cultivation has been on a small scale, it has 
produced some good. Tho exhibition has fostered a spirit of emulation among 
tho eocoon ri'arers by bringing t' gether cocoons of the various silk-producing 
tract-i, and ustoni.shmont was expressed by many of tho exhibitors at seeing 
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work superior to what they could themselves produce. The exhibitors appeared 
to appreciate, on the whole, tho object of the exhibition, and there is reason 
to hope that similar exhibitions in the several silk-producing districts may 
lead to good results. A sum of Rs. 1,548 was collected by subscription for the 
lidmpur Beauloah exhibition, and grants amounting to Rs. 1,543 were made 
by the Lieutenant-Governor from Provincial funds. A sum of Rs. 1,870 was 
given from tho collections in prizes to exhibitors. 

Exhibits wore received from tho following districts: — Hijshfihi 141, Mur- 
shid^bdd 83, Bfrbhdm 5, and Nadiyd 1. 

It is intended to hold an exhibition next year in a place to be decided 
upon hereafter. 

I'ho appointment, for a period of two years, of a special ofTicer to advise 
Origin of the Agricultural De- tlio Lioutonant-Govcmor on all matters relating 
pnrtmeiit. to agriculture and statistics, to undertake pre- 

liminary enquiries in connection with the experimental survey in the Patna 
Division, and to assist in obtaining detailed information required by tho 
Secretary of State as to Governniont and wards’ estates, was sanctioned bv 
tho Government of India in May 1884. On l^Ir. binucane’s return from fur- 
lough at tho end of December 1884, lie was .selected to bo tho Dii-ector of tho 
Agricultural Dof)artment for tho perfoniiauce of these diitie.s, and was at first 
employed mainly on prcs.siug work in comiection with the Bill which subse- 
quently was passed as the Bengal Tenanc}' Act. On tho 2nd May 1885 a Keso- 
lution was issued, doftuiug broadly the fuuetious of the ucwly-creatod office 
to be of Uvo kinds — agricultural research, iuchidiiig the arrangements f )r the 
experimental survey in Muzutfarpur district, and for the maintenance of the 
results oldainod by a 8y.stcm of village records, as also the collecliou of the 
roturjis of the prices of food-staph's required by tin* B('ng.d Tenancy Act; 
and agiicultural imju’ovcmciits, to be undertak<'n with the co operation of such 
societies as the Agri-Ilorticultural and tho Zoological, of local Committees, 
and of such landowJiers or farmers as might bo good enough to lend their 
assistance. In regal'd to duties of the first elass, ho was jilaced under tho 
control of tlio Board of Revenue, and direet(!il to n'port to them ; while his 
etforts fo" agricultural inqu'ovoment wore to ho made under tho direct orders 
of Government in the Revenue Department. The services of ilr. Allen, es., 
placed for one year in charge of tho Govcrnnu'iit estates of Shahabad, of 
Mr. Arnbiea ( ’hum Sem, c.s., and Mr. Sakhawat Ilossein, Dejmlv Collector, all 
gi’adnatcs of the Cirencester College, were placisl at his dispo.sal, so far as 
this could be done witliont interfering with their other duties. 

Tho following narrative refers to the period from tlie date of Sir. Fiimcanc’s 
delegation on .spocdal duty, and more particularly from May 1885 to the end of 
July 1880.

Burrows of Bihiya, and Moulvio 
Fazl Imam of Patini. A programme of exjicriments to ho tried during tho 
present year has been arranged Avith the Agricultural and Horticultural Society. 
In Bengal more, perhaps, than in other parts of India, there exists a large 
<dass of educated men eonnocted with agriculture by their daily piu'snir.s, ami 
ready, when properly ajiproachcd, to work w'ith official experts for the purpose 
of ascertaining facts, testing supposed improvements, and diffusing u.seful infor- 
mation. In this IlAiurnl iM iivfihniilv tlin most iwoinisiiirr fiplil vrI;

this respect Bengal is ju'obably tho most promising 
opened to the Agricultural Department. Tho readiness Avith which any real 
improvement is accepted by the ryots in these provinces is illustrated by the 
fact that they have bought from the Department 6G4 of the ploughs in\'ented 
by Mr. tsen and Ritter Von ScliAvarz, and ordered 400 more, though the in- 
strument has not as yet been perfected, and its sale is therefore not pushed.

c'xisting practices ultogetlior, can do much good by introducing in such places 
as Bhagalpur and Patna tho practices proved by experience to be beneficial 
in Bardwan or Maimaiisingli. To take another example of tho same thing, it 
may bo inentione'.l that efforts have from time to time been made to improve 
tlie quality of Bengal wheat, by introducing seed from Muzuffiirnagar and Delhi 
in iirnorance of the fact that the very best wheat in all India, known as Buxar 
No. 1 club, is largely' pioJueed and oxpoited from the Baxdr and Sasserani 
.siibih'visions of tihalulbild in Beliav. 'I’lds Species was appraised by the 
Coimnittee of the Calcutta Wheat and Trades’ Association, and was compared 
Avith the grain produced in the neighbouring division of Bhagalpur, and found 
to bo 4 annas per maund superior to the latter in value. Tho Baxtir seed was 
accordingly introduced into Bhagalpur, and yielded a grain doscribcxl by the 
Coimnittee of the Wheat and Trade.s’ Association to be a ‘splendid description 
of wheat — soft, mellow, bold, regular, and of good colour ’ — and 6 annas a 
maund superior in value to tho local Bhagalpur grain. Ap))lications for some 
Imndrcds of luaunds of Baxdr seed have since been received from various 
landholders in the Bhagaljiur and <jther divisions for experimental cultivation 
species. Here iiaiuiry and knowleilge of the facts elicited by it have shown 
the way to one very tangible and important improvement.” 

It is noticed by Mr. Allen that the sole exception to the preservation by 
The same cultivators of all sources of manure is the Avaste 

** of bones, the best substance for restoring the 

{.hosphoric acid Al'hicli every crop takes out of the soil, 'riio bones Avero 
formerh' suffered to lie Avherc they might bo of some little use, but are 
now collected gratuitously, ground into meal at Ballj’^ and elsewhere, and 
exported to Kuropo to the great detriment of Indian agriculture. Mr. Allen 
Avrites : — 


“ The only way to bring home to him (the cultivator) the folly <^f wasting 
this manure is to show the improved outturn from crops which have been 
in!inui«-d Avith })ones. 'I'he quickest nu'aos of rendering bones soluble and 
efFoetivc is to di.ssolA'O them in acid, but tlte proco.ss is too costly for adoption 
by the ordinary farmer. Accordingly, I proceeded to ferment bones in various 
places, and these Avill be applied to crops not ordy' at the domoiistration farms 
under my charge, but in a number of villagi‘s under the Court of Wards. It 
i.s to bo hoped that tho incrojised outturn, and tho ease with which this manure 
can be i)rci)ured, may overcome caste prejudices, but of this it would be 
unwi.so to speak too confidently. In one case I induced an intelligent zemindar — 
Moulvie Fazlar Rahman of Dunri, to manure his beet-root with some bones 
which lie had buried some years ago. Tho result was that he obtained finer 
roots than ho had grown heretofore ; but they Avere literally unsaleable in 
the local bazar, solely because they had boon manured with bone. No such 
juejudice Avas shoAvn at Arrah against the wheat Avliich I had grown there on 
ia»id similarly treated, so tho experiments Avill be continued with tho field 
enjp'!, though tho effect of bones is usually mure apparent when applied, as in 
Europe, to root crops.” 
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Greater success has been obtained in the Bardwdn district, as stated in the 
following passage of the Director’s report 

* T> ** was distributed in small quantities among selected talookdars 

m Bardw&n, and was used as manure on rice and other crops with beneficial 
results. Brahmins are now glad to take it in their cloths with their own 
hands, though perfectly aware of what it is they are taking. The pundits have 
declared that there is no harm in their doing so. Already small quantities 
of this manure have been purchased by ryots and talookdars, who have had 
an opportunity of observing the benefits resulting from the use of it, and 
Mr. Sen reports that there will be no difficulty in disposing of largo quantities 
of it, for manureal purposes, when the next paddy crop is beinsr sown.” 

Owing to the absence of a village agency — a want which affects the Gov- 

A • 1 . ernmcnt of Bengal in every effort towards adinini- 

strative reform — it has been impossible to prepare for 
Bengal returns of the area sown with each crop, as is done in other provinces. 
On the other hand, the residence in the interior of almo.st c\cry district of 
skilled men engaged in agriculture or trade, and willing to supply information, 
enables the Director to afford, as to the ]>robabIe outturn of crops, infornnition 
of the character on which traders arc accustomed to*act. His forecast of the 
Jute crop, founded on the reports of some hundreds of skilled correspondents, 
has been favourably noticed by the Duinleo Cliambcr of Commerce. He also 
supplied a valuable report on wheat and its adulteration, which may lio of use 
in the trade. 

An Agricultural Show was held at Dumraon, in the district of Sluilisibsid,

tlie same mighbouvhood, in rebruary 1880. On 
the first t)f tlicse annual gatherings the Director writes : — 

“ One nst'ful result which followtid the Doomraon Agricultural Exhibition 
was that the IMaharajali of Doomraon, with a laudabh' desire to test tlie value 
of improved ineth<'ds of cultivation, opened out on his zmit lands tlie experi- 
mental farm already described. 

“ There? was considerable competition in exliibits, of grain, millets, pulses, 
and oil-st'eils. 

“ The ryots at the E.xhibition asked for samjiles of th(‘ best varieties of 
some grain which w'ore not produced locally, viz., wdiite varieties of linseed, 
gram, janera, and peas, and some tine qualities of paddy. They al.so took 
much interest in the awards for wheat, and on the recurrence of a similar 
Exhibition last cold Avoather in the neighbourhood at Barrahpur, some of the 
ryots who had received prizes at this Exhibition, but failed to do so at Barrah- 
pur, questioned the propriety of the awards and seeniod to bo ketmly interested 
in tlic results. If these Exliibitions are continued, and the cultivation of the 
better kinds of grain is thus fostered in iShaliabiid, — the district whieli has 
taken the lead of all others in attempts at agricultural imjiroyoment,— the culti- 
vators on Government estates may ho induced to grow pedigree w'heat for seed 
alone ” 


As to the second, he states : — 

An Agricultural Exhibition was held at Barrahpur near Doomraon at the 
end of February 1880, and as 1 was present at it my’self, 1 can testsfy to its 
liaving been a .successful one. It was largely attended ; the ryots took inttcli 
interest in tlio proceedings Mr. Power, tlie Collector, Bfr. Jenkins, tho Suh- 
divisional Officer, Mr. Allen, and tho Executive Committee, took great pains 
in organizing this Exhibition, which they attended at much personal inconveni- 
ence. It was held in connection with a local meld in asomcw’hat out-of-thc-w’ay 
place, and was not accompanied by any of the social festivities which some- 
times make these gatherings attractive. 

Under skilled supervision and w'hen supported by' the public, such Shfnvs 
produce excellent results, in diffusing agricultural knowledge, and in attracting 
the sympathy of the wealthy and intelligent classes to the details of the most 
general and indispensable of industrial pursuits. 

An Exhibitioiv took place at Kissenganj, in Purneab, in January 1880, 
at whicb there was a nady sale for axes, sickles and bill-hooks exhibited by 
Messrs. T. E. Thomson and Company. A demand has since arisen for the 
seed of superior class of potatoes exhibited. There were Exhibitions also orga- 
nised without European aid in tho BAkarganj and Noakhally districts.

There was an increase of 57 ,S 5 G acres in tlm areas of reserved forests owing 
to addithms in the Orissa and Jalpaigurf Divisions. The area of protected 
forests has remained very luueli as before, while the Depiirtmcnt has l)ocn 
relieved of the suporintchdenco of a wide exttmt of district forest. On the 
whole, the area watched lias diminished by 171,818 acres.

Information has for the first time been colhscted during the year under 
liciKarcatidu. rcvicw regarding the length of the boundarii's of 

Surveys. all IJengul forests, except those in Orissa. Nino 

hundred and twelve miles of boundaries wore rocloared during the year, and 
593 miles were k< pt clear as tiretraces. I’wo hundred and tlirco miles’ also 
were newly demarcated at the unusually high average cost of Hs. 14-15 per 
mile. Satisfactory progress was made in the surveys of boundaries in Dsirifling 
Chutiu Nagpur, and Singbbiiin. 

The provision of detailed xyorking plans for all forests, to guide the coii- 
Workin- piau.s. trolling oflicors in their management for a long 

series of years, is a point on which much stress 
has been laid by the Government of India; and it is clear that without 
such plans no thoroughly systematic administration can be expected. Little 
could be done in this direction during the year, owing to want of the proper 
establisliment. It was found iicccssaiy to trust the work to an officer already 
in charge not only of a forest division, but also of two of its subdivisions 
and it was natutally impossible for him to find much time for the extra duties 
thus imposed on him. Since the close of the year, a special working plans 
division has been created, in charge of an officer who can devote the greater 
part of his time to the work, and better progress may now be expected.

controlling stafP continued to be combined with 
that of Assam during the year under review. 

. ^ Since the commencement of tho current year, a 

separation has been mutually agret'd on and carried out. 

Six hundred and twenty-four new oases of breaches of forest law and 
forcrtiaw. o'ffencos Under the Tenal Code were taken into 

court, and 730 cases wore compounded, against 443 
and 800 cases, respectively, in the previous year ; 222 of the prosecutions actually 
proceeded with were instituted in tho Ddrjfling Division, chiefly cases of 
unauthorized fellins: and grazing, and 215 convictions were obtained ; and 127 
cases occurred in the Sunderbuns, of which the large majority werepiosocutions 
of permit-holders for n(»t returning their permits. The Sunderbuns division, as 
usual, shows the largest number of cases compounded, 317, the whole amount 
realised as compensation to Government in the division being Ks. 6,886, of 
which one case of cutting mndri wood, east of the Pussar river, accounts for 
no less than Rs. 4,035. 

Tlie area of forest which it has been attempted to protect from fire has 
.p „ been largely extended during the past two years, 

ores res. 1883-84, actioii was .confined to 530,071 acres, 

in 1884-85 the Department sought to protect 806,209 acres, and in the year 
under review the area placed under protection rose to 829,253 acres. The 
additional ureas taken in hand arc in the Angul and .^ingbhdm forests, where 
great difficulties have to be encountered, arising in Angul from tho impossi- 
bility of properly clearing the boundary at tho numerous points where its 
exact position is a matter of di.spute wdth the adjoining Native States; and in 
Singbhdm from the wild character of tho aboriginal races inhabiting tlie forests, 
who have been accustomed from time immemorial to burn tho jungle at 
certain seasons, and do not li.ston readily to any arguments in favour of relin- 
quishing their ancient practice. In 8ingbhiim, only 20,900 acres out of 
101,120 were successfully protciited, and the whole of the area in which no 
measures of protection were attomptt;d, viz , 233,480 acres, was burnt. The 
results were rather better in Angul, where out of 170,200 acres success was 
attained in the <‘aso of 100,614 acres. In all other forests tho measures taken 
proved unusually .successful. Of 54s, 933 acres taken in hand, only 12,304 were 
burnt; in other words, the ])er(*entage of failui’o in tlieso forests was only 2'2 ; 
but tho total pcrceiitago was raised, by the inclusion of Hingbhnm and Angul, 
to 20. Although, as regaial.s the ratio of su(rc(;s.s to fadure, IJcngal is far behind 
other provinces in which ])rotectivc o])erations on a large scale are attempted, 
the statisti<.‘s given in the Inspector-General of Foi'ests’ Review of Forest 
Administration in British India for 188t-85 sliow that immunity from fire 
is scciu’ed in Bengal at a less cost per aero than in any other province, except 
t\ic Central Provinces and Berar, and it would certainly bo uiuleslrablo to 
contract operations in order to reduce the pcvcontago of failure. 'Hie difficulty 
felt in Angul w’ill probably be solved by the survey of that mehal now in con- 
templation ; and the obstacles whicli the Hubdivisional Officer of Singbhiim 
states that ho finds in the way of getting ilie Kols to understand that forests are not 
to be fired may bo overcome by patience and judicious explanations, joined w’itb 
the necessary coercive measures. Excluding Singblnim, only (>67 acres, out 
of an area of 2,119,390 acres in which no special protective measures were 

attempted, sulTercd from fire. , . 

Grazing rules were finally passed for the Darjiling subdivision in the 

course of the year ; and it is satisfactory to learn 
Grazing. that tho grazicrs observe them willingly and have 

ceased to agitato for further privileges. 

One hundred and foity-six acres of regular ])lantation8 were added dui-ing 

the }'ear, and the cost of this work, with that tif 
riantations nud cousorvancy. preserving the plantations previously existing, 

amounted to Rs. G,l 10. Seven ty-soven acres wore jdanted out in Orissa, but the 
result of the extension is reported to havm boon unsatisfactory, and 50 acres of 
tfin were added in the D.irjfling subdivision. Larger areas would have been 
planted out had not orders been pas.sed under tho general financial reti-eiich- 
ments to reduce expenditure. There arc now 2,150 acres of regular planta- 
tions and 931 acres more come under tho head of “Cultural operations” — a

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term which includes the filling in of blank spaces in forests in aid of natural 
reproduction, and tho formation of nurseries in connection with these opera- 
tions. Of the whole area of 3,081 acres, 1,032 are covered by hill trees. 


mainly oak and tun, and 1,069 acres by plains trees, teak, tfin, sa^ &c. The 
greater portion of the remaining area is planted with bamboos. Special 
attention was paid to tho cutting of creepers in Kurseong, whore 2, Cl 2 acres 
were freed from creepers at a cost of 1-^ annas per acre, and in Bax d, whore 
creepers were cut over 7,198 acres, at a cost slightly exceeding half an anna 
per acre. 

Experiments with mahogany seed were continued during tho year. The 
seed would not germinate at l)drjiling or Kurseong; but on its removal to 
tho Terai a moderate degree of success was attained. In the Buxd and 
Cluttagong Divisions the seed germinated freely, but in Chutid Ndgpur it was 
less successful. In Chittagong, divi-devi and paper mulberry seedlings were 
successfully planted out, but India-rubber again proved a failure. 

Thirty'-six new lines of export roiuls and inspection paths wore opened,

Departmental working, that is to say', the 'felling, collection and carrying 
of timber and other forest produce by departtnental agency, is little resorted 
to in Bengal, the greater part, both of timber and fuel, being removed from tho 
forest under the permit sy'.stcm. Under the head of “ 'I’imbor ” direct opera- 
tions of the Department were almost entirely confined to the removal of sfll 
logs from the remote parts of the rcstjrved forests in tho Baxil and Orissa 
Divisions. Of the 100,398 cubic feet of fuel removed by departmental agency, 
the Darjiling subdivision accounts for 153,017 cubic feet, which is not more 
than half the quantity dealt with by the Department in the previous year. 3’hc 
reason of this appears to be that the supply’^ of firewood to Ddrjfling is now left 
almost entirely to the dealers, the Department only keeping up a reserve iuox'der 
to prevent undue enhancement of prices. Tho increase in the quantity of both 
timber and fuel removed by permit-holders is accounted for by a revival of the 
demand for both cla.sses of wood in tho Sunderhuns. In tho previous year it was 
reported that the firewood merchants, having large stocks on hand in Calcutta, 
were holding out ugain.st prepayment for produce removed from tho forests, and 
this had caused a considerable falling off in tho quantity removed from the Sun- 
derbun.s in 1884-85. As their stocks ran out, however, and they saw that it was 
hopeless to expect an alteration in tho rules, tho merchants gave up their opposi 
tion ; and in l885-b6 removals of forest produce from the Sunderhuns were made 
on the same scale a.s in 1883-84. There was also a slight increase in the Tccstu 
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subdivision, duo to larger demands for fuel on tea estates. On the other hand 

removed in the DdrjHing subdivision greatly decreased, 
/>wing partly to the growing scarcity of trees tit for timber in the forests of this 
Bubdivision, and partly to the introduction of a new rule requiringr enhanced 
prices for trees over eight feet in girth. There was a further falling off in removals 
tmm the reserves of the Baxd Division, unexplained in the report, but presum- 
ed to bo due to timber merchants continuing to send their agents into the 
"hutan forests, wliere timber is obtainable at almost nominal rates, in preference 
to paying the rates fixed by Grovernincnt in the Baxtl reserves. It is under- 
stood that the Bhutan Government levy no fees for extraction of timber, 
and trees^ can, therefore bo brought across the frontier and sold at a profit 
by charging little more than the actual cost of foiling and carrying away. 
The number of bamboos removed from the forests was ^4,3&9,803, against 
21,710,120 in the previous year.

The gross revenue is not as large as it was in each of the three years from 
1881-82 to 1883-81, and the surplus is not quite uj) to the amount reached 
during that period ; but the charges have been less during the yijur under 
review than in any year since 1880 81 ; and, as will bo seen from the following 
statement, the proportion of surplus to gross revenue has made a decided 
advance towards the percentage attained in 1882-83 and 1S83-84: —

The Tnspector-Oenerars review of forest administi’ation in Briti.sh India 
for 1884-85 shows that, as regards projxu’tion of surplus to gross revenue, 
Bengal in that year stood sixth on the list of the provinces of India; the 
improvement during the year under review should raise the province to the 
third place, unless a similar advance has been made in other provinces. The 
improvement was due almost entirely to increased receipts from the Suuderbuns, 
where the revenue depends mainly on the Calcutta demand for timber and fire- 
wood. There was also some increase in receipts from the Orissa forests, and 
from the small area under the Department in Chutiu Niigpur. The only 
divisions at present worked at a profit are the Suuderbuns, with a surplus t»f 
Hs. 2,79,74*2, and Chittagong with Its. GO. 578 ; the loss in tlie other divi.sious 
varies from Rs. 10,082 in Orissa to Rs. 51,2GS in the new and only partially 
developed Chutfa Nslgpur forests. In the Dai-jiling Division the deficit was 
less than in the previous year ; but oiviiig to slack demand for timber, and the 
absence of departmental operations, increased deficits are shown against both 
Jalpiiigurf and Baxtl. 

The falling oft' in outturn and receipts in the forests of the Himalayan 
ranges and the Terai is duo to causes beyond the control of the Department, 
and, except as regards the Dsiijfling subdivision, which was overworked in 
previous years, need not bo regarded as other than temporary, while steady pro- 
gress has been made in the<»tlier <livisions in all branches of forest conservancy. 
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1 N last year’s report the actual outturn of the indif^o crop for each year 
from 1876-77 to 1883-84, and the estimated yield for 1884-86, were shown as

There has boon a decline ( f 2<S| per cent, in the exports of indigo during the 
year 1885-80 as compared with those of 1884-85, ard the ligures are the lowest 
since 1879-80; but the uvera‘;e price realized, per inaund, was considerably 
higher than that of the pi*evious year, probably in consc fproncc of the smaller 
outturn of the crop on sale and also in eonsctpicuco of the quality of the crop 
being in many instances above the average.

With the decline in the outturn there has been a corresponding falling 
off in shipments to the several countries named, excejit in the case of Russia. 
The principal decrease has been in exports to the United Kingdom. 'I’lie 
prices realized in London during the past year were fairly satisfactory, as the 
indigo sold generally realized prices higher than those paid at Calcutta, the 
reduced crop naturally causing a considerahlo advance in London values. All 
the East Indian indigo imported has gone into consumption, and the position of 
the dye is now said to bo very strong. The stock in London of all kinds of 
East Indian indigo fell from 12,158 chests at the c\o<c of 1884 to 9,135 at the 
close of 1H85. Largo shipments direct to the United States still continue, 
although, owing to the short crop in the year 1884-85, they were smaller than 
in the year under review; the largo shipments direct to Germany were similarly 
affected. With a rapidly increasing population, and in absence of competition 
from other dyes, the consumption of indigo in the United States should 
continue to advance.

The total iiutnbcr of tea gardens known to exist in the year was 3G0, 
but of these 10 furnished no reports, and in two it appears that no tea was 
produced. The total area under plant was G3,459 0-21-|-j acres, and tin out- 
turn for the year was 11, 040,081. 11b. Comparing the figures for 188-5 witli 
tliosc for 1881, it will be observed that there has been an increase of 2-3 in the 
number of gardens, of 7,700 acres in the area under tea, and of 2,300,391 Jit) 
in the total yield. The year was a favourable one for tho tea industry, and the 
average yield per acre varied from 4241b in Julpaigurf to 158 53 in Dacca, 
the average for tho province being 312'123tl) per acre, against 28I'157tl) 
in 1884, or an increase of nearly Oltt per acre. The greatest increa.se occur- 
red in the Chittagong Hill 4 rsicts, where the average per aero was nearly 80lb 
greater than in the previous year. 'I'lie average pri(!o of tea for tho wliolo 
province was 10 annas 9 pie.s ])cr lb as against 8 annas 9 pie in the preceding 
year. 

The reports of the several tea-growing Divisions are -summarized below: — 
In this Division there were 29 gardens during the year, two more than 

in 1884. Of thc.se, only 20 have submitted reports. 

1 tagong. rjijjg .season was favourable for tea, and the produce 

secured good prices in the market, owing to its fine quality and tho steady 
demand both in London and Calcutta. Tho industry is said to bo now on a 
thoroughly sound fooling in Chittagong, had gardens have been weeded out, 
boundary disputes have been settled, and tea can be made cheaply and of good 
quality. Tho supply of labour w'us ample. 'I'he manure most commonly used 
was cow-dung, but alluvial deposit, oil-cake, and bone-dust were also employed. 
The totaloutturn was 115,G761b more than last year, but owing to the difference 
in the number of gardens that furnished reports, no comparison can be made 
with the figures for 1884. The higho.st yield per aero was 442tb, and the 
average 283’58’.ilb, against 2S8lb last year, or a decrease of nearly 4Jlb per 
acre. In the Jlill Tracts tlio area under mature |)lanta remained unchanged, 
but the outturn increased from 14,9771b in 1884 to 22,1271b, and the average 
per acre from lGG'42lb to 245'85lb. 

In Lohdrdagi'i the number of gardens remained unchanged, but one 
garden of 400 acres produced no tea. There was an 
utid 1 ugpur. increase of 293 acres 1 rood in the area under plant, 

as compared with 1884, of 117,15211) in the total outturn, and of nearly 2llb 
in the average yield per acre. The heaviest crop per acre was 488tt». In 
Ilazdribagh there was a .slight decrease of 29 acres in the area under plant. 
Oue garden of 45 aoi’os under immature plant produced no tea. The outturn 
was 23,9G2lll) more than last yiar’s, and the average per acre nearly 301b 
greater. The seu-soii was generally good, and favourable rates wore obtained 
in the market. The supply of labour in Lolidrdagd was sufliciont, but 
.scarcity was felt in Ilazilribagh, owing to emigration.

There is no special law to regulate tho importation of labourers, nor aro they 
employed under any contract which mates it obligatory for them to serve for 
specified periods. 

The Deputy Commissioner remarks that when the survey of tea lands, 
which is now being made on the blocking system, reaches the fertile tracts of 

unrosoryed forests, there will probably bo u)any applications for land for tea 
cultivation.

2 for children 
during the noii-mamifacturing months. The reduction was not anticipated by 
the coolies and totik them by surprise, and the real results cannot be known 
till the experiment is repeated next year.

'llio results obtained at tlie only coffee plantatifin in Lohardagd were dis- 
couraging ; the average yield per acre fell from 5 1 -211) in 1884 to 30^11, in 1885. . 

The most important feature of last year’s operatioms was that tho jilanting 
Cinchona jilantation and febri- wus entirely confined to yellow bark trees no red 

bark Jiaving been put out anywdiore. One/hundred 
and cigbty-seven thousand plants of the hybrid variety, and 239,000 of Ca/im/a 
Led^erknu, were planted out. There are now over five millions of trees of various 
ages in the plantation, namely, red {Sitcciruhra) 2,932,000, yellow (Calisaya 
Ledgeriana) 1,325,118, yellow {Ca'isaga Verde and Morudn) 183,300, hybrid 
672,100, and other kinds 25,093. Tho crop of the year was not large, havinff 
amounted to 205,4101b of dry bark, of which 181,2801b wore red, 15,950lb Avero 
Calisaya, and 8,1801b. wore hybrid bark. The bulk of the crop was, as usual 
made over to tho febrifuge factory. ’ 

The expenditure on the plantation amounted to Rs. 79-728-2, a^-ainst the 
budget allotment of Bs. 97,805. Of this, Ks. 12,052-9-9 represents the capital 
expenditure on the young trans-Teesta plantation at Kuiigjung, which has not 
yet come into bearing; and tho balance Rs. 07,67-5-8-3, the working expenses 
of tho old plantations at Mungpoo, including Rungbeo and Sittong. The capital 
account is thus brought up to Rs. 10,96,255 ; but, as has been explained in 
previous years, this has been recouped by the saving effected by the substitu- 
tion of cinchona febrifuge for quinine in Government medical institutions. 
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The demanfl for the febrifuge was considerably less than in previous yeors. 
The outturn from the factory, which is regulated by the demand, accordingly 
fell from 6,4641b in 1884 85 to 4,743ib auring 1835*86 — namely, 4,tt251b ot 
ordinary and 11 Sib. of crystalline febrifuge. Certain improvements devised 
in the method of working the factory, and the introduction of grinding 
machinery, have raised the percentage of febrifuge obtained from the bark to 
three per cent. The cost of manufacture, however, rose to Ks. 12-11-2 per pound 
of ordinary febrifuge, and tts. 19 0-9 per pound of crystalline febrifuge. The 
rates exceed those of the preceding year by five annas per pound in the case of 
the fornier, and by eight annas per pound in the case of tlio latter. Tliis was 
entirely due to the smaller quantity manufactured.

The decline in the i.ssncs is entirely duo to the pre.scneo, at the dcp(';is at 
Calcutta, jMudras, and Bombay*, of the largo (|uantitv 7,000 pounibs) of London - 
made febrifuge sent out for sale under instructions from the Secrotiuy of State. 
Three thousand five humlrod pounds of this li.ave been made over to the 
Bengal depot, while 1,750 pounds have been distvilmted to tlie depots at Madra.s 
and Bomba}’’ ro.speetivel}’ ; ami until those largo supplio.s are absorbed, the 
demand for the 31ungpoo febrifuge must continue to ho limited. 'Jho (lecrca.sc 
in the sale of febi’ifuge to the public is duo to the extromel}’ low price (Bs, 2-1 
per ounce) at which <|uininc wu.s obtainable in the inark«‘t during the year. 
It is, however, anticipated that the depression in the })rice of quinine, which i.s 
due to special causes, will not last.

Forty -.seven mills and factories of all kinds, employing over 40,000 hands, 

wore at work in the 24-I*ergunnahs during the 
5 ’ ear. Tlxo jute and cotton indu.strics continued 
in a dojiressed condition ; and the production of 
gunnies in the jute mills has boon much curtailed 
ill order to reduce the glut of stock m the market. 
As regards the cotton mills, the CVdIoctor reports : — 

“ The previous j'ear had bequeathed to a trade etnharra.ssed by the over- 
production occasioned by the starting of new .spindles the remains of about 
the worst crop of Bengal cottons whiidi had been grown for many seasons, and

^cesBimted^ by the depressed state of the trade and very generally enforced. 
Witn me rams, as usual, a better demand sprang up; prices of yarn advanced, 
and when new cotton came to market in November, the industry was estab-s 
isned ^ a firm basis. Tito new Bengal cotton sliowed good quality at first, 
but rapidly deteriorated. If ortunately the abundance and cheapness of Bombay 
cotton larucly compensated for this ; and though the consumption of yarns 
xell oft when the hot weather set in, the year ended with fairly encouraging 
prospects. I? uU time working witii artificial light has been resumed in the 
cold weather, and the production has been larger than ever. It is therefore 
very unsatisfactory to note that the temporary closing of an important outlet 
for^ Calcutta yarn in Burmah, owing to the troubles in that country, has 
seriously hampert'd the trade, which has, moreover, to compete with ever- 
increasing imports of Bombay sjiinnings. Tho tendency of the Bombay 
competition ajijiarently is to drive tho (J.ilcutta mills on to tho coarser number 
of yarns, since Bombay, with its splendid selection of cotton, better climate. 


and bettor work-people, can .spin 20.«f. cheaper than Calcutta.” 

he silk indu.stry of Mur.sliidabjld is aI.so deprcissod, owing to the com- 
pctitiori of other .silks in the Kurojiean market, (-iood prices were rcali.sed for 
the indigo of Nadiya, Mursliidabad, ami Je.s.sor ; but in the two latter dis- 
tricts the s'^ason was unfavouiable and the outturn wa.s small. Sugar continues 
to be largely inanufuctured in the J3u.ssirhat and Bara.sct subdivisions of the 
2-t-Pcrgunnabs, and in Nadiya, Khulna, and Jossor. In the last-iianii d district 
there arc over 2-)0 sugar factories, wliicli arc <istimated to have turned out 
mauuds of sugar. Kxcellent pottery is made on the hank of tho 
l<‘h:nnati in Khulna, amt specimens luivo been sent to the Tmlo-Colonial Kxlii- 
bition ill Tiomlon. 

d’ho \)uttuni of indigo diminished in Bhngalpur and Monghyr, hut for 

, , , . the loss thcrehv oiaMsioned e.omjieiisation was in 

" ‘ ])ai't made by' an onliaucoment in tin' price or tlie 

manufactuiH'd an icle. There are signs of a revival of iiidiao cultivation in 
Maldali. The silk iiidustiy of this district is in a .state of decay, and the 
Commissioner places the tussur and hafta industry of Bhngalpur in the same 
culcgorv. 'I’liis wouhl at first .sight appear inconsistent with the pro, sent 
brisk Nuroperin ilemaiul for tussur, hut it is imdorstood that this demand is 
lurgelv supplied by Fn iicli inanufaeturer.s, wlio import tussur silk in tho raw 
state and ■weave it into ciotiis in France. 'I’lio nuinufaeturc of bidri w'urk in 
I’urneah is said to bo gradually dying out. 

'I'lie l)c<»garli copper mine is still in an exjierimontal stage. Cnly two 
coal mines in the Govt'riuueut estate of iho Damiu-i-Koli were worked during 
the year. 

There arc no other mines at work in the Division. Copper, talc, coal, 
antiinonv, iron, silver and lead are .said to abound in tho Ikiiika suhilivision ot 
the Bhagalpur dLsiriet, hut the zemindars are. too greedy and rapacious iti 
their demands, and so deter tli'.).so who w'ould make exiieriuionts ; ami are too 
deficient in enterprise and kiiowdcdge to undertake anything themselves. T'liis 
obstacle to the developmont of the mineral rosoui'ces of tho Division wxis com- 
montod on in the la.st year’s rcjiort. 

Mr. Ambler, Avlio has successfully' worked slate quarrie.s in Moiigliyr for 
some years, has started a patent enamcllitii; process by which slates aro made 
up to resemble granites, serpentine marble, e'er*. Specimens will bo in tlie 
market in tlie course of a few months. 

There is a considerable amount of .stone quairy'ing carried on in the 
Santiil Pergnnnalis, both along tho chord and loop lines. Some of the quarries 
belong to Government, but the groat bulk to private individuals. Tlioso quarries 
give *omploymout to considerable number of labourers ; but tliougli the wages 
are liigb, they do not attract the amouiit of labour tho quarries aro capable 
of absorbing. This is due to tho monotonous and severe character of the labour 
required. The Deputy Commissioner says that many of tlio quarry farmers 
with large contracts are willing to employ as many as 4,000 or 5,000 labourers 
a day, if they could get them. 
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The principal manufacture in this Division is tea, which has been separately 

noticed. The manufacture of gunny-bagfs in 

BAjshdhi Division. Dinagepur is stoadily decreasing, and they are being 

supplanted by mill-made bags. Molasses is made in largo quantities, and is a 
thriving industry owing to the impetus given to the cultivation of sugarcane 
by the introduction of sugarcane mills. There was a falling o£B in the silk 
production ; and in view to stimulating this industry, an exhibition of silk cocoons 
was held in Itampur Beauleah in January 1886. There was an increase in the 
manufacture of indigo. The manufacture of country cloth seems inclined to 
recover from the depressed state into which it had fallen. A brewery has been 
opened at Sonada in the Ddrj fling district, which can turn out 700 hogsheads a 
month during the season from April to November. Last year it only supplied 
liquor to the Military Department. The copper mine at Suruk was flooded, and 
did not work during the year. The mine at Rhenak in ISikhim continued to 
employ about 100 labourers daily. 

There are no mines in this Division. As regards manufactures, there is 

little to add to what was reported in previous years. 

Dnira Division. Bilkargaiij two steam oil-mills have been started 

at Jholakatty, where als5 the manufacture of glass lamps and tumblers has 
been cornnieneod. An enterprising potter of the Goaluiido subdivision of 
Furreedporc is making very fair pipes of 12" diameter, which are useful for 
village roads. 

Indigo is extensively manufactured in all districts of the Division, except 

Patna, whore there is none, and Gayii, where there 
are only two small factories under native manage-

ment. 

In Shahabiid tlie industry has gradually declined of late years, partly in 
consequence of successive unfavourable seasons and general depres-sion in the 
trade itself, and pai’tly owing to scarcity of land by tho extension of canal 
irrigation. A system of indigo cultivation callod 7 Wwa?<>a prevails in- this dis- 
trict, under which tho crop is sown in February or March and “ forced” by 
ai'tificial irrigation. 

In Muzaffarpur the cultivation of indigo continues to increase, and in 
1885. 80.000 tiighas were under indigo, against (50, 000 in tho previous year. 

Considerable tracts of country have recently been let in ticca en masse to 
indigo-planters by zamindars, who wish to draw an income without trouble as 
ab.seiitces ; for example, the Ohowdhry of Nanpur. 

The outturn of indigo in Durbhanga was a poor one in the year under 
report. In Sarun there arc 53 indigo factories, imduding outworks. The total 
area under indigo ivas <51,200 bighas, against 55,(580 during tho preceding year, 
and the outturn was 10,500 maunds, against 8,5(t0. 

In Champaran the outturn of indigo was n little larger than in the pro- 
ettding year, Viut the rise in the price of indigo in the Calcutta market gave a 
considerable rise in tho value. 

The Lieutenant-Governor has, during the period of his administration, given 
close attention to tlie important .subject of indigo cultivation in Behar, and it 
has boon his object to promote the |iernuinent intere.sts of this most valuable 
industry’ by romovintr the abuses to which it is ofion. In this ho has been ably 
supported by Mr ITalli<lay and the responsible officers of Behar, as well as byr 
the Behar Indigo Planters’ Association, and it is with much pleasure that Sir 
Rivt‘rs Tluimpson recognizes the 8uccc.ss which has attended their efforts, and 
tliii satisfactory relations which have been cstabli.shcd between planters and 
cultivators. It i.s understood that the cultivation of indigo now' rests on a sound 
cormnercial basis, aiul is advantageous to all parties. Indeed, it may bo here- 
after iinpo-sible to conduct it on any other principle, as the ryots, it is to be 
liopo'l, will be in a po.sition to protect their own intercHt.s. 

The other manufactures of tho Division are, excluding the opium monopoly, 
sugar, saltpetre, tobacco, and paper. 'Pho accounts as to sugar are favour- 
able, the three factories in Gayil arc doing well, while tho introduction of hand 
turbines in ShAliahad has re.sultod in an increased manufacture. In Sarun 
Hcvei'al re-fineries, closed last y'eur, were rc-«)ponod 

There has been a iiiarke'l <lecroasc in tho manufacture of saltpetre and sul- 
phate of Sofia in the Muzaffarpur and Sarun districts. Tho trade seems to he 
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declining) and is not likely to revive under the present revenue rules, which 
do not favour the petty uianufactuiors of crude saltpetre, and therefore also do 
mot favour the development of the trade in refined saltpetre, which depends on 
the supply of crude saltpetre. In Durbhanga and Champdran also there lias 
been a decrease in the outturn of saltpetre and sulphate of soda. * * * 

I’he tobacco factory at Poosa, in the Durbhanga district, continues to bo 
kept up, but it is doubtful whether it has proved successful. 

Paper manufacture, in Shdhdbdd and G-dyd, is on tho decline, and fast suc- 
cumbing to the competition of macliine-made paper turned out at the Couper 
Mill at Lucknow.

9, against 22 of the previous year.

Sales of locally manufactured salt fell off in Outtack and Balasor, and 
the net receipts decreased in the former district by Rs. 39,998, and in the 
latter by Rs. 39,303. In the ca.se of Cuttack the Commissioner considers that 
the decrease is duo to illicit trading, while tho Balasor manufacture is a dying 
business, kept up only on account of large illegitimate pn.fit to which it servos 
as a cloak. Tlio Orissa Salt Dopurtment has now been transferred to tho 
Commissioner of Salt Revenue, Madras, 'riiere was an expansion of sales 
in Puri owing to reduction of prices, and the net revenue increased by 


Ra. 23,483. 

Tho tea industry in Chittagong has been noticed separately. Only two 
„ . ..... sea-going voissels were built, and owing to the 

" low rates ot freight the year was not a good one 

for brig-owiicrs. A specimen of the limestone found in tho Sungoo valley sub- 
division, which was locally supposed to be inferior, proved on analysis to be 
<!ul(uircous tufa, the purest liniostone. This discovery should lead to useful 
results. The districts of Tiiiperali and Noakhally are entirely agricultural 


and possess no manufactures. 

The large export of raw tussar silk to Europe for the purpose of mauufac- 
. . ture ha.s raLsed its price throughout the Division, 

Chutiu X iiKpur iMiiou. seriously affected the tus.sar silk-weaving iri-

'I’he output of coal during 
the past year from the important collieries of this Division was considerably 
larger than in 1884-85. 

The mica mines of llazaribdgh continued to ho worked, and the new Bara- 
guuda copper mine has proved a great success up to the present time. 

The manufacture of silk continues to decliiio owing to low prices and the

Bardw6a Division. interest arousod in England by the Indian 


Silk Courts at tho Indo-Colonial Exhibiti<»n may have some effect in stimula- 
ting this languishing industry. Tussar silk is an exception to the general rule 
there is now a steady demand in Europe for cloth manufactured from tussar 
cocoons, and large importations of the cocoons are made from Chutia Ndgpur 
into the chief centres of the industry in Bardwan, Bdukura, and Bfrbhum. 
The jute industry is still in a depressed state ; two mills were closed during tho 
year, and there was a considerable falling off in the outturn from those which 
remained open. The two cotton mills in the Howrah district yielded a bettor 
outturn than in 1884-85. The year was unfavourable for indigo, but there 
was no marked change in the yield of the manufactured dye. The shell-lac 
industry, which has its centre at Souamukhi in Bankurd, where there are some

75 factories, contiimcd fairly brisk during* the year, but owing to reduced 
prices tlio outturn showed a slight falling off.

but in Midnapur niid lidglf this business was very dull. Some specimens 
of the fine mats iniide in Midnapur viere sent to the Indo-Oolunial Exhibition. 
The Hanfganj pottery works turned out a smaller value of products than in 
1884-85, owing mainly to the stoppage of Government works. There was 
a slight falling in productuni at the Government Iron Works at Bardkhor, 
and private firms also coinplnin of a falling business. The Stone Company at 
Bardkhar have removed their head-quarters to Mirzapur in the North-Western 
l^ovinces. in eonsequenco of the exorbitant royalty demanded by the Bard- 
khar zemindars. TIio output of coal from the Ililnfganj mines was slightly 
less than in the previous year, owing to the depression of the coal trade for 
the first nine months of ls8o-86. There wa.s one serious accident at the mines 
— a boiler explosion —resulting in the death of eight persons

As regards the inter-provincial road and i*iver truHic, registration at the 
Karninassa bridjro in the Sljilhabdd district was commenced on the Lst Docem- 
her 1884, and sufUcient informution having been collected in ro.spect thereof, 
tho registering station was abolished frou’i tho 1st October 1880. With tho 
view, however, of obtaining data for railway extension, a registering station 
has been opened, with cfiect fiom tho lst October 1880, at Bhovgliati in tbo 
Guyd district, wbieb affords employmeut to tbo staff removod from t\ve Kanu- 
luissa bridge, llogardiug tbo rivor-borno trade between lieugal and t\ie Nortb- 
Westeru Provinces, ttio rogistiation, wliicli was commoncovl in Avigust 188-4 
at Balia on tbo Gauges, was discontinued from tbo 1st August 188<>; b\it the 
Gogra-borno trade, wbieb is much larger than the Gangos-boruc trade, will 
continue to bo registered at Maniar till the 31st !Mareh 1887, in order to observe 
tbo effect whicb tlie development of traffic on the Beneal and North-Western 
Railway may have on that trade. The arrangement concluded in August 1883 
for the registration at Bhoyrub Bazar and Dhubri, undt;r thi' orders of tho Chief 
Commissioner of Assam, of the bout traffic between Bengal and Assam remained 
in force during the year under report.

Last year the number of jute mills at work around Calcutta was 18, against 
19 in 18^4-85, and 20 in 1883 84. The amount of raw jute worked up during 
the year in 17 of thorn was 37,08,892 muunds, showing a decroa.so of 2’11 por 
cent., as comparod with the previous year, but an increase of .5-40 per cent, in 
comparison with 1883-84. No stati.stics, however, are availablo to show sepa- 
rately how much (.»f tho raw material was used in making gunny cloth and 
gunny-bags.

Last year the aggregate quantity of merchandi,se registered was 9*04 per 
cent, below the trade of 1884-85, and 9*74 pi r cent, below that of 1883-84. 
Compared with the previous year, the falling olf in the down traffic was 
6,83,415 maunds, or 9*68 per cent., and in the up traffic 2,03,770 maunds, 
or 7*39 per cent. The returns received from Jungipur and Kishonganj 
exhibited an increase of 1,82,973 maunds and 1,10,561 maunds, re8j)octively, 
as compared with 1884-85 ; while those received from NadiyA and Hanskhally 
showed a large decrease of 4,21,096 maunds and 7,09,023 maunds, respec- 
tively. The condition of the Jalangf river is still unsatisfactory. Regard- 
ing the MiltdbliAngA route, the falling off of traffic is duo to several causes, 
notably the floods, during the height of which the through traffic was virtually 
stopped, and the whole country being submerged to tlic depth of from 5 to 10 
feet, large number of boats escaped the payment of toll altogether. Again, 
large quantities of jute, pulses, &c., from tlio eastern districts, salt and coal from 
Calcutta were carried by the river steamers, which, owing to their companies 
being iu competition with the Flotilla Company, carried cargo at rates with 
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'whicli the country boats could not compete. In October there was a revival 
91 traffic, but it again fell off in November, owing to reports being spread rs 
to the unfavourable state of the river. 

The number of laden boats, the cargoes of Tfhich were registered during 
the pastjyear, wm 28,929, against 31,014 in 18S4.85 and 30,106 in 1883-84. .

It was stated in the la.st year’s report that of the two stations, viz., 

Ruiijcet and Pheydong, at which tho trade betwcou 
Trade with Sikkim. Bengal aud Sikkim used to bo registered, orders had 

been issued to close the latter station, and to open two new ones— Rlienok 
and Kalimpong : this arrangement took effect from tlio Ist June 1885. The 
statistics given in this report therefore relate to tlio trade registered (1) at 
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Runjcot during the whole year, (3) at Pheydong during April and May ]8«r». 
and l8) at the two new stations during 10 months — Juno 1885 to March 1886, 
When the re,<ristration of the frontier traffic was started in 1875, PhoyMon^ 
was considered to be the best point at R hieh to register the Tibetan trade, 
but since then great changes have taken place, and it no longer possesses the 
advantages which Rhonok and Kolimpong possess.

The number of ponio.s imported from Tibet during the past year showed 
a large increa.so. Of the total number registered, 1,264 were brought rtu 
Kalim})Oi)g, and 400 through Rhenok. 4’ho trade in cattle also sJiowed a 
great improvement, the number being 696, again.st 1: '5 in 1884-S5 and 252 in 

1883- 84. Kalimpoiigrcgistei’ed 412, and Rimjoet 173 head of cattlo. Tbo value 
of the inipoi-ts of musk, which amounted to Rs. 55,265 in tho ])ast j^oar, showed 
a largo falling off of Its, 28,835 as compared with 1884-S5, but when compared 
with 1883-84 a considerable increase of Rs. 52,702 is observed. Tho decline 
in the quantity registered is probably due to the closing of the Pheydong 
station, through which this article used to be imported in largo quantities : 
the entire supply (R.s. 84,100 worth) regi.stercd in 1884-85 pas.scd by tliat 
station- Of the past year’s registered supply, 65*83 per cent, camo via 'Kalim- 
pong, and 30*01 per cent, through Rhenok. Tho largest imports were received 
during January, F ebruary, and March 1886, when Rs. 48,945 worth was 
registered. T'ho trade in fresh fruits and vegetables showed considerable 
expansion during the year under report: the quantity received through the 
Runjeet station during the year was 73*50 per cent, of tho total trade. Tho 
import trade in gram and pulse is increasing year b)' year. Tho quantity 
brought from Sikkim la.st year was slightly more than double tho figures of 

1884- 85, and nearly tliree times t})ose of 1883-84. Tho past year’s ti*ade was 
carried on almost entirely through Runjeet, which registered 98*27 per cent, of 
tho total imports. For tho first time last year precious stones and unset pearls 
were received from Tibet: tho total imports wero valued at Rs 3,433; 
Rs. 3,183 wortli passing through Kalimpong, and tho rest through Rhenok. 
Under brass and coj)per, the trade during ilio past year showed an enormous 
increase, the imports being 123 muunds in 1883-84, 183maundsin 1884-85, and 
1,360 luHUiids in 1885-86. Kalimpong with 734 niaunds registered more than 
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half the year’s trade. The traffic in raw wool showed a great revival during 
the past year: the imports, which had dwindled from 9H maunds in 1883-84 
to 91 maunds in 1884-85, rose during the year to 2,555 maunds. Of the latter 
quantity, 1,572 maunds were brought vid Kaliinpong, and 816 maunds vid 
Khonok. The value of the supplies of woollen stuffs imported during the year 
showed a large increase of Rs. 10,539, or 30*16 per cent , as compared with 
1884-85, and of Rs. 14,964, or 48*99 per cant., as compared with 1883-84. Of 
j;he past year’s trade, Kalimpong intercepted 60*30 per cent., Rhenok 30*19 
per cent., and Runjeet the rest, viz., 9*61 per cent. The trade in yak tails 
was very brisk during the year, the value of the imports being Rs. 1,16,892, 
against Rs. 68,794 in 1884-85 and Rs. 8,924 in 1883-84. The largest supplies 
were registered at Kalimpong (Rs. 70,629 worth) and Rhenok (Rs. 36,378 
worth 1 The value of silver imported rose from Rs. 2,927 in 1884-85 to 
Rs. 41,'i97 in 1885-86. Of the latter figure, Kalimpong registered 80*39 per 
cent., Rhenok 19*33 per cent., and Runjeet the rest.

I'his stateniont shows lliat for tlio first titao last year horses, ])onios, and 
muk's were exported to Sikkim. The recorded num])er was 64*2, of which 
545 passed through Kalimpong. The trade in cattle is rapidly incroasiiig, the 
number recorded having risen from 43 in 18S3-84 to 243 in 18S1-85, and U) 573 
in the year under report. Runjeet registered 4.')3 during the year. The 
exports of Kur«?pean cotton twist, which fell from 6 maunds in ls83->:4 and 
2 maunds in 18fS4-85, rose in 1885-86 to 107 maunds. Of tho latter (juantity, 
92 maunds were registered at tho two now stations, viz , 02 uiuunds at Kalim- 
jxnig and 30 maunds at Rhenok. On tho other hand, tho exports of Indian 
twist, which rose from 25 maunds in 1883-84 to 93 maunds in 1881-85, fell 
during tlio past year to 08 maunds. Cotton piece-goods, botli Kuropean and 
Indian, showed an advance over tho figures of iho two previous years. Cnder 
the former head tho })ast year’s exports wore more than double those; of 1881-85, 
and nearly four times those of 1883-84. Of tho total value of the year’s 
exports, viz , Rs. 1 ,63,458, Kalimpong registered Rs. 95,103 worth, and Rhenok 
Rs. 40,510 worth. Thcro was a very trilling increase of 3 maunds in tho 
exports of indigo as compared with 1884-85, but w'hen compared with 1883-84, 
last year’s figures show a largo increase of 55 maunds. The largest dcsputchi's 
were made reVf hunjeet and Kalimpong, at w'hich stations 04 maunds and 43 
maunds, respectively, were intercepted. During 1884-85 thox*o was no export 
trade in earthenware and porcelain, but in 1885-80 goods valued at Us. 19,204 
were despatched to Sikkim and Tibet, chiefly through Kalimjxong and llun- 
jeot, where Rs. 6,202 worth and Its. 3,854 worth were registered, respectively. 
The quantity of rice exported during the your was 4<,089 maunds, showing an 
increase of 1,703 maunds and 3,014 maunds as compared with 1884 85 and 
1883-84, respectively. Runjeet registered 1,739 maunds, and Kalimpong 1,354 
maunds of the past year’s exports. The trade in brass and copper, although nourly 
three times that of 1883-84, xvas only 5 per cent, in excess of that of 1884-85. 
Of the total supply during tho year, 42*09 per cent, passed by Kalimpong 
and 40 09 per cent, by Runjeet. The exports of tobacco rose by 48 48 
per cent. *aud 67*78 per cent, as compared with 1884-85 and *1883 84, 

o 
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respectively. Kalimpon^ registered 54 77 per cent, of the past year’s supply. 
There was an enormous incrciiso in the value of European woollen piece-goods 
exported during the year, the value being Rs. 68,716, against Rs. 1,09.8 in 
and Rs. 2,9.80 in 1883-84. The largest exports were made tlirougli Kalimpong 
and Rhenok, which registered Rs. 85,168 worth and Rs. 2.5,844 worth respec- 
tively during the past year. The value of all otber arUelos of merchandise 
manufactured'’ amounted to Rs. 11,861, against only R.s. 4,960 in 1881-85 and 
Rs. 1 ,982 in 1 888 8 1. The past year’s tiwlo under this head cou.sisted chiefly 
of beads worth Rs. 4,148, clocks valued at Rs. *2,050. and miscollanoous articles 
worth Rs. .8,901. The value of the goods which passed through Rhenok dui'ing 
the year was Rs. 6,242, and through Kalimpong Rs. 4,269. 

In consequence of the late inteniai disturbances in Bhutan, there was a 
^ . general depression in trade during the past year. 

i™aow,thLt.<.». Ainiinistmtum lioport (or 1885-86 the 

Deputy Commissioner of Julpigoree makes the following remarks on the 
subject : — 

“It may bo noted that the trade with Bhutan has sullered owing to tho 
late commotions in that State, but with tlio cstahlishmont of a settled and 
peaceful Government a revival of trade may bo hoped for*.” 

This ti'ado was, as in proviou.s ye.ars, registered at the three stations in 
the Julpigoree district, viz , Ambari, ITantoi^para, and Baxa. The first twt> 
stations were kept open for five months, and tho third sta'iou for ton months 
of the year. Hautoopara is tho most important station for tlio registration 
of the import trade, and Baxfi for lliat of tho export tr:ide. Tlio following 
statement show's the total value of the trade intercepted at the three stations

Under the head of Tm]>erial ]\Iilitary and Civil works tliere is a saving 
of Its. 42,720, while under Proviuciul the expenditure exceeded the revised 
estimate by Rs. 42,052. This latter difference was due to the charges for 
establishment being in excess of tltc amount provided in the revised estimate, 
and to the suspense balances not having been reduced to the full extent anti- 
cipated.

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Rupees 13,335 and Rs. 1,78,049 were expended during the year from Con- 
tributions under Imperial and Provincial services against the revised estimates 
of Rs. 5,000 and Ks, 1,45,000 respectively. 

The outlay on Provincial works during the year was of almost the same 
amount as tluit for 1884-85, but it was not possible to appropriate so large 
a proportion of the grant for original w'orks, because it was necessary to provide 
for repairing many buildings, the thorough repair of which had boon previously 
postponed for want of funds. 

Imperial AVorks. 

The old and new oj)ium w'arehousos in Calcutta have been connected with 

the municipal unfdterod water-supply. Some im- 
proveinonts were made in the factory at Goolzarbagh, 
and some of the old roofs wei’e renovated at considerable expense. An e.stimate 
for reconstructing the residence of the Sub Dejuity 0])iuin Agent at Aliganj 
Jia.s been .sanctioned, and a house for the Sub-Deputy Opium Agent has been 
built at Daudnagar. 

At the mint a chimney has been built under the superintendence (if tlie 
Mint. * Mint Master. 

The olhco for the Director-General of Post Offices was completed in 

March 1880. It was commenced in September 
' ^ ’ 1884, and was estimated to cost Hs. 1,90,750. T’he 

actual cost has been Rs. 1,76,124. Combined post and tolegrapli offices have 
been constructed at Cbandbally, Jhowganj (Patna City i, and Khulna, and 
that at Darjeeling, which w'us formerly a single-storied house, has now been 
enlarged, and lias the telegraph office on the lower floor and the post office in 
the upper. '1 he new post office at Chuprah, a douhle-storeyed building on the 
standard plan, has boon completed. A top storey has been added to the post 
office at Rungpur, and additions and alterations have been made to the offices 
at Jalpaiguri, Bogra, Madaripur, Dinagepur, Ihirdwan, Bankurd, .Banikhar, 
llugli, BanVd, and Noakhally. A wire tramway of 400 feet span to con- 
vey the mails and mail runner over the river Balasun in the Di'irjiling district 
has been completed. 

AVorkshojis and out-offices have been erected at Dnllundah. 'Fhc telegraph 

store-room at Midnapur has boon converted into 
ccgrapi. quarters for tlie Post Master. '1 lie telegraph office 

at Naraingungo, the construction of w'hicb w^as commenced in November 1884, 
has been eompleted. Additions have been made to the Bunkipur office, uiul 
the signalbW quarters at Chittagong have had alterations made in them.

year. A large number of boundary pillai’s 
erected on the old Grand 'J'runk Road, in the 
Central Circle, and the new Grand Trunk Road between Phulta Ghat and 
Barakhar. Stone spurs were thrown out above the Shally bridge to protect the 
R^nfganj and Midnapur road, and a projecting portion of the left bank of the 
river has been cut away with the same object. Those sections of tlm Calcutta 
and Jessore road ncarBongong, Jadubpur, and Jessor, whitih had suffered from 
the severe flood of September 1885, woie put in order. An iron girder bridge 
was erected on the 29tli mile of the Gangos-Darjeolingroad. The consolidation 
of metal on the first section outwards of the RAnchi-HazAribAgh road was 
completed. Part of the materials for a timber bridge on the Gangcs-Darjool- 
iiig road have been collected, Tw'o 60-feet span bridges on the Tcosta-Sevoko 
road were renewed, and the metal on the 11th and 12th miles of the Silligoorcoo 
Sevokc road consolidated. The Chandbally Strand road was extended from 
the Tidal Creek bridge to the end of Plot No. 1 at the western end. 

The Gumti embankment in the Tipperah district was surveyed. A retired 
, . , ... line of embankment to protect the adjoinins countrv 

.Ud Cl.ut.dun river was comutencea 
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at Bunka. A similar embankment to protect the town of Rdmpur Beauleah 
was constructed and carried across to Akra Ghat. Tliis embankment was 
* subjected to a severe strain during the unusually high floods, and it has since 
been found necessary to strengthen it. The work is still in hand. 

Fair progress was made with the Bhagalpur water-works. The head 

works are now nearly completed, the pumping 
MisoelluieouB public improve- engines have been, erected, and the pipes for the 

distribution of water in the town are being laid. 
The works will, it is expected, be completed early in 18b7. Some altera- 
tions were made on the Calcutta race course on the maidan, the cost 
of which was contributed by the 'Jurf Club, 'fho port water-supply works at 
Chittagong were completed. A warehouse with a corrugated iron roof was 
constructed for the use of this port. Experiments have been made at Hazdri- 
bdgh in the manufacture of tiles. Work was commenced on the foundations 
of the now light-house to bo built on Shortt’s Island at the mouth of the 
Damra, but owing to tho isolation of the place and the lato date of cora- 
mencomont it was not possible to make much progress. '^I’ho most difficult 
portion of the foundations was, however, got in before tho breaking of the 
monsoon. Ai'rangcments have been made for the supply of the light, which is 
to bo a revolving one of tho third order, from Knglaud. 

The cyclono of September swept away all tho imildings at Hookey Tollah, 
and it was dotridod after the Lioutouant-Go\ ernor had visited the place with the 
Chief Engineer to build a now refuge which would accommodate tho public 
offices, aiul at the same time provide a place of safety for the inliabitants in case 
the port slundd again bo visited by a storm-wave, J’l.ms were at once pre- 
pared for the work, and it Avas commouced before the close of the year. It is 
expected that the refuge will be completed before tliii m xt monsoon season. 

There were no brick-manufacturing 0 |)erations during 188o-8t), but 

some experimental kilns and elai\jps Avore burnt to 
AVra 'metliolds. ascertain the relative <puilities for brick manufac- 
ture of the silt d<'posits at Akra. , i , 

The Scobpore Workshops were, as usual, employed in making np Avood 

and iroiiAvork, but tho stoppage ef almost all 
Scobnorc W ortshoi's. buildiiig woi’k uiid the n ltitiA'ely small outlay on 

repairs reduced tlic quantity of Avork to be done. The outlay on manufactures 
was Rs. 1,10,880, and this yielded a profit of Rs. 31,187. 

The outturn of pig iron for the y(?ar 18s5-s0 was 8,325 tons. The store 

on hand at tlie beginning of (lie year was 080 tons, 
Barakhar Iron I’vlis. ( (],(. oiid of tlic year 077 tons. 'Die 

bulk of the iron produciMl daring tlio your AA'as coiiM^quoutly sold or utilised in 
the foundry. The progress on the new blast furnace-s has been good, all that is 
required to comjilete them being the fixing of the cup and cone arrangements 
and the pipes for carrying the blast to the furnacps. Tlie operations of tlie 
foundry consisted chiefly of the manufacture of D. O. sleopm\s and jaws for tho 
Nortli- Western Rrovinces. A consiilerablo number of pipes Avere also cast 
for the lihagalpur Avater-Avorks and for private jiarties, and some bridge 
cylinders and piles were made for tho Tirhiit State Raihvay and tho Assam- 
Behar State Railway. 'I'lic number of niiscellancous castings .sIioavs a steady 
increase. Among other articles may ho mentioned ploughs and rice-bowls, 
for which a steady demand is springing up. , , . , 

Considerable exjicudituro was incurred during the year in carrying out 

rejiairs rendered necessary by carlliquakcs and 
Floods, storms, uikI acciJciits. floods. Oil the 14tli July 1885 ail earthquako 

occurred which AA'as mere or loss severely felt in Calcutta, Gumka, Bhagalpur, 
KisheiKrmii, JMaldali, Maimausingh, R/ijshahf, Bogra, llungpore, MardAvi'in, 
K b^ri«p..r, NmlivA, and Botham, n.r. At tho later phmo Utt. 8,900 
were spent on repairs coiisciiuent on tho earthquake, and m tho Eastern Circle a 
heavy expenditure was incurred. On the 16th July tho Ntwmal School at 
Chittagon*^ was burnt, and on tie 3rd AJarcli 188(5 tho Military Hospital at 
Cuttack. “On the 25th and 2(3th Juno a very high flood occurred, breaching 
tho Purl and Ganjam roads. Extraordinary high tides occurred in tho 
Hu'df durin««- Aim-ust, in whicli month there were also umisually heavy freshets. 
Some embankments at Akra were breached, and the wliole factoi^r Hooded. In 
the same month the sub-divisioniil residence at Jaluinabad (Bardwan Division), 

o 4 
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which had provioiislv boon reported to be unsafe and been vacated, collapsed 
after excessive rainfiill. Early in September the Ibinfj^anj and Midnapur 
roa<l was datuaged by floods, earthwork and metalling being washed away in * 
several places, as Avell as the floors and apron walls of some of the culverts. 
In the Jt'ssor Division a very sori<)Us flood occurred in this month. Bongong 
was for a time under water, breaches occurred in tho Calcutta and Jessor road 
between Bongong and tho 20th milestone, and tlio unmetalled road between 
Bongong and Ohogdah was submerged and damaged. On tho 8th Septem- 
ber the Ganges near Kampur Beauleah reached the extreme height of 27 foot 
1 inch, /.(?., only 2 inches lower than the highest roiiorded flood, and subjected 
the embankment to a very severe strain. The embankment was saved by tho 
exertions of the inhabitants and local otficials. It has since been sti’cngthenod. 
A evclone passed over Orissa on the 22nd September, and, besides destroying 
tlio buihlings at Hookey Tollah, severely diimaged that portion of the Orissa 
'Trunk road lying between the Brahmini and Byturni rivci’s. 'The tidal wave, 
which accompanied it, breached tho canal embankment near Balasor in several 
places, but had it not been for this (Mubankment, the wave would have passed over 
a vast ar?a of cultivated land, and the loss of crops would hav'e been enormous. 
'I'Jie dak bungalow on the bank of the Ganges at Caragola Ghat on tho Canges 
and l.)arjeeli>ig road was washed away by the riv(‘r with the bank on 
which it stood ; and slight damages were caused by floods to portions of tho 
Grand Trunk road, and the Giridi-Dumri, llanchi-Silli, and Barasnath Hill 
roads. A part of tho tuccavee embankment at Banka w'as carried away 
by heavy floods in tho Chnndan river. Unusually heavy rainfalls were 
experienced in tho Slidnapur district and at Banchkimih, while the rivers 
in tho ^lidnapur and llugli districts were in high flood, causing extensive 
breaches in tho embankments. Tho Orissa Grand Trunk road was .submerged 
and breached in places ; the Cluindni Bazar road was also breached ; the 
Kaniganj road was ovcrto 2 Jj)od and breached, and the wing walls of No. 12 
bridge carried away. '^Tho Mursheddbjul embankment near Laltikuri burst, 
the adjoining country was inundated, and great damage caused to tho Eastern 
Bengal and Bengal Central Bailways. Further particulars as to tho eJTocts 
of these floods will bo found in tho Administration Itoport of tho Irrigation 
Department. Estimates were submitted, and sjjecial sanctions accorded, for 
the necessary rc{)uirs consequent on those occurrmiccs. 

The only changes of any inqjortanee were ( 1 ) the transfer of the charge 
. , . . ^ , of the Banikluir Iron Woi’ks, which had previously 

betn under the direct control «)f the bccretariar, 
to the Suiierintendent of Works, Calcutta, as ono of tlio divisions under his 
orders ; and (2) the abolition of the Jalpdiguri Division. Tho sub-divisions 
of this <li vision have been distributed between the Ddij fling and Kdjshdhf 
Divisions.

Tho amounts provided in the budget and revised estimates for expenditure 
on tho Orissa project during the year chargeable to capital were Rs. 9,25,000 
and Rs. 0,25,000, respectively. Compared with tho revised estimate, the 
unspent balance is Rs. 1,57,270. Compared with tho budget, the unspent 
balance is more than four and a half lakhs. Tho short expenditure is mainly 
duo to tho fact that it was discovered during the year that many works had 
been for some time in progress without properly sanctioned estimates, and 
expenditure on those works was stopped by order of the Chief Engineer. 
It is also due to deficient payments for land, to some sanctions having been 
received too late in tho year, and to slow [)rogress due to insufficient rates in 
one of the divisions. The progress made with those important works must 
bo considered to b(5 decidedly unsatisfactory.

On this series of works a gross expenditure of Rs. 1,75,73,075 is c<m- 
tomidated as tho idtiinatc cost of tho works themselves, oxclnsivo, that is, of 
charges for establishment, and tools and plant, and indirect charges. Of tins 
sum Ivs. 1, 20, S 4. 519 had been expended at tho beginning of tho year under 
revioAv. ddio expenditure during tho year amounted to Ks. 2,78 720. This 
sum has been spent as follows. 

On the Mahanuddy Aveir a small sum was 
Jload-vrorks. expended in widening the apron. 

Tho work in progress during the year in the extension of the Taldunda 

Canal was mainly in tho excavation of tho 
laKinntla r anal. caiial, Oil wliicli about Ks. 30,000 was expended, 

and in tho preparation of materials for constructing tlio masonry works. 
Some progress was made in the actual construction of two or three of tho 
masonry works, but progress was hindci’ed for five months of the year by 
an order Avhich was issued to stop the works pending sanction to certain 
estimates. Considerable damage was done to the eartliAVork of this canal in tho 
27 rh, 28th, 3Sth, 39th and 40th miles by high floods which occurred in Juno 
1 8,s5, about 22 lakhs of cubic feet of eartliAvork being washed aAA'ay. These 
floods caused a breach in the Mahanuddy river embankment. 

In the revised estimates of the project provision has been made for tho 
expenditure of Rs. 8,25,455 on distributaries from tho Taldunda Canal. Very 
little progro'S Avas made during the year; only Rs. 5,357 Avas expended. 

d'ho Avorks on tho Machgong Canal extension, Avhich Avero in full pro- 

gioss, Avcrc stopped for a time ponding tho sub- 
MiiiMgmii; .ana. mission of certain estimates. Little or nothing AV'as 

done during the year, except on tho earthwork of tho canal, and in the manu- 
facture of bricks, aud construction of lock-gates and bridges in tho Avorkshops. 

'I’lio carthAvork in tho drainage works connected Avith this canal Avas 
carried on : little progress was made AA'ith tlio distributaries. Only R.s. 2,914 
Avas sj)cnt on them. 

Tlie work done in this canal during the year AV'as maiidy in eaith- 

Avork. Some small amount of Avork Avas done 
ill, 'h Loci Canal, r.ansc . on lOtli distributary from this canal. The l*ingua 

embankment on tho right bank of tho canal Avas practiiadly completed. 
Jiiipeos 2,10,517 still I’emains to bo expended on the completion of this canal 
Avilli it.s drainage AVorks and distributaries.

deepened. This AVork can only bo carried out during tho closure of the 
canals : about half of it has now been completed Tliere is a balance of 
Rs. 0,36,829 .still to be expended in completing the system of distributaries and 
drainage Avorks in connection Avith this canal. Very little progress was made 
Avith tliesi! during the j ear. The great .storm-Avavc, Avhich devastated a portion of 
the coa.-it between tlio 33rulimini and Mahanuddy rivers, rose, or is said 
to have risen, len feet above the lock coping of the tail lock of tho Koudra- 
pt'na Camd. Ihe slopes of the canal bank w ere not much cut about, and 
showed no sign.s of thc jia^sage of thc storm-wave, although the banks were 
btr.ywii Avith dead cattle, and the adjacent lands covered Avith salt water. 

On tho Gobree Canal extension thc expenditure of tho year was Hs. 25,214. 

•Surveys Avero in progress for the distributaries 
ojreft uua . which havo to bo constructed. Tlie works on tho 

extension of this canal were all completed during tho year, with tho exception 
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of u small amount of work on the Cliandbally road. A sea going steamer, 
Ctf/Vw, commenced running duruig the year from Calcutta direct to the terminal 
lock of the Cobreo (Janal. 

The canal itself is practically completed. A sum of Rs. 5,71,740 remains 
ratamoondec Caual. t() 1)0 expended, but this is chiefly required for 

distributaries and drainage and protective works. 
A flood embankment is in course of con.struction as a protective woik. 
flhis work has boon a good deal dtdayed by an accident which occuiTcd in 
August 1885 at iVitamoondeo. The escape at that place suddenly collapsed 
and was entirely destroyed. The ru.sh of water down the Patainooiub'e 
( 'anal scoured out the bed six feet deep and endangered the flood embankment. 
While end( saA'ours were being made to strongtlien it, the river rose to its 
higlu'st and breached the bank, currying away about one and a half miles of the 
(‘.anal. The escajio which was destroyed will be rebuilt, but most probably at 
another site. 

The expenditure to end of 1885-86 for works on the Mahanuddy series of 
canals was Rs. 1,23,68,209. There remains abalauco of Rs. 52,09,806 to com- 
plete the project.

the year, cbiefly on surveys. Under drainage rnd protective Avorks als(j there 
AV .as little progress. A sum of neaidy scA'en lakhs has been iJiuAudcd, of which 
only Rs. 101 has as yet been spent.

BENGAL ADMINISTBATION RETORT.

The cyclone which swept over the Orissa coast in September last year 

was a much more serious calamity. In vari- 
ous places bej’ond the reach of the actual storm* 
wave, bungfalows were unroofed, thatched houses unroofed or blown down, 
trees levelled to the around, and several boats, barj^es, and a dredger sunk. 
The only portion of the Oi'issa canals which lies within the area actually 
reached by the stoi’ui-wavc was the “ Ivcndrapslra extension” to Juniboo, where 
the banks were slightly damaged. All buildings at and near this place were 
demolished, except the brick-built houses used as telegraj)h oflice and inspec- 
tion bungalow, and some out-houses. The total loss, however, due to the 
cyclone has not been so heavy as might have been expected so far as this 
department is concerned. It is approximately estiniati d at Ks. 01,000. 

At Dowdoswell Island, where the False I’oint Harbour staff reside, a small 
refuge-house had been constructed some years ago, which was the means, in this 
cyclone, of saving the lives of the only resi(lcnts who escaped. All other 
buildings wore completely washed away with their oc.eupants. 

A project for a sea-dyke along the coast between the Mahanuddy 
I j , Hrahmini rivers, similar to that which now 

lopoiei s,ea- y o. . oxists along the llidgelleo coast, has been initiated. 
The tract of country between these rivers has on several previous occasions 
been devastated by stt>rm- waves, with the result of great loss of life. 

The expenditure from provincial funds on account of working expenses 
and maintenance, cli-irgod to the revenue account of the Orissa project, amounted 
to Rs. 3,42,577 against Rs. 3,15,737 of the previous year. The following are the

Jtamje f" (38 miles ). — Had it not been for the cyclone, this range would 
have been completed. The am«>unt of silt de})ositod by the storm-wave has been 
found to be much greater than wa.s anticipated. A large portion of it has been 
removed, but some will still remain when the Hoods set in. 1 ho lock at 
Chargachia is nearly completed, and will be shortly in working order. The 
other masonry works on this range are practically completed. 

The net result is that, though the progress has not boon quite what was 
hoiied for, the whole canal will, it is expected, be temporarily open for traffic in 
the rains of 1888, but that the traffic in range IVH will bo carried on under dis- 
advantages; further, that ranges IV A, IVB, and V will have to bo again closed 
during the next working season to be completed, after which they will bo 
permanently opened for traflic. 

The capital outlay (direct charges) on the Orissa Coast Canal for and to 
end of 1885-8G, compared with the .sanctioned estimate, is shown in the folUnving 
statement. A revisid evstimate aggregating Ws. 41,10,200 for direct charges has 
been submitted to the (Government uf Ittdia for sanction ; —

On account of the restriction in funds, the expenditure on the improve- 
ment and maintenance of the Calcutta and Eastern Canals was reduced 
•to the lowest point practicable. The plate girder bridges over Tolly’s Nullah 
at Gurreah and li>llyg‘Hnj wore proceeded with, tlie former bcinff compL^ted 

and opened for traffic in July 1885, and the latter being almost finished when 
the year closed. 

An estimate was sanctioned for dredging shoals in the Bhyrub river on 
the steamer route to Barisdl, but after an expenditure of Its. «{,972 the work 
was stopped for want of funds. No advantage resulted from the outlay, and 
it is probable that had the work been proceeded with, the improvoincnt would 
have been of very temporary duration, as the meeting of the tides causes any 
shoals removed to bo rapidly le-tormed. ^ 

1 ho canal banks, towpaths, bridge platforms, and roads were maintained 
in fair order.

The liguros show that those canals, of which the caj)ital expenditui’o now 
stands at Ks. ol ,/i!),()(J7, are thoroughly remuiuMMtive. 'J’he net ix'ceipts — that 
is, the balujica* after paying all niaijitcnaaeo and revenue (blunges — aggregate 
Ks. 1,1(),19,:}1 f since the eunuls were first taken over hy Government at the 
beginning of the present century. 

l’'lie above statement .shows that the gross revenue of the canals has 
d(H 5 reased. In 1M84-85, however, 51 sum of Its. .‘{o,lSo was wrongly credited to 
revenue, and had to be wrillon back in the j)rcsonl year: for any useful com- 
])ari son the revenue of the two years sliouhl tboreH..re be tukeir as follows : — 
lb84-«o, Ks. 5,34,541; and in 18«5-H(>, Ks. 5,14, Ot)!.). 

There wa.s a large increase of traffic when the Chitpur lock wa.s opc'iiod in 
18S2-83, and this ini})rovciucnt was maintained in tlie .succeeding year, but 
in the la.st two years tboro has been a steady decline. 4 his is mainly due to 
depression in trade, and to the opposition between the various steamer eom- 
panicp, who have carried cargo at nominal jates and so affected tl 10 boat traflic. 
This competition lia.s now ceased.

Tim operations consisted of the usual temporary triiininfr 
works for keepinir tlio rivers open duriiif; tho dry season. A breach 
which occurred in ' the embankments at Laltikuri caused an unusually I ary:o‘ 
volume of water to pass through tho upper reaches of the Ulnigii'athf and well 
s(;ourtd them out, whilst tho Ganges fell slowly at the end of tho flood season — 
a circuinstance also very favourable to the successful and economic working 
of the river. The result was that the Bhdgfrathl was maintained in excellent 
order throughout tho season, with a good broad channel and a least depth 

of three feet. ^ , t n. i 

No attempt was made to work the Mutablninga and Jellinghoe beyond 
constructing such training works as would secure to tho people inhabit- 
ing the bunks of those rivers an ample supply of fresh drinking water, 
fur with the Hiiagirathf well open there is really no demand for anything 
further. 

'I’he rosidts were satisfactory, and tho rivers wore economically and judi- 
ciou.sly w<uked. 

The tolls of the.se rivers show a tendency to decline, as will bo seen

I'hc principal works connected with the ICden Canal scheme were com- 
pleted two years ago. The following lc.ss iiiniortaut, though u.seful and neces.saiy, 
Avorks were in progress, ^’he now snpphnnentary channel for tho admission 
of tho cold Aveathor sui)ply Avas completed ; a new regulator at Myinarcc was 
constructed, and the stop dam at Joojooty Avas commenced. Tho canid fulfilled 
its purpose of suppl}iug good wfiolcs<ime drinking water to tho.so living on tint 
banks of the Kana Nuddoe, Kana Damoodur. and Sursuthi rivers, and to the 
Jinrd wan W ater-works. 

During the rainy season 31,440 acres of paddy land, and during the 
dry season 2.5,000 acres of loro rice AA’ero irrigated. A larger area would have 
been irrigated, but irrigation was stopped by order of Government. A sand 
dam bad to be throAvn across the Damoodur at Joojooty in tho dry season to 
obtain a suflicient supply of Avater; silt liad to be cleared from channel No. 1 
and from the Banka Nullah, and weeds from the Sursuthi and Kana Nuddee. 
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ni. — A gricultural Works. 

Th© works requiring notice arc the following 

^1 ) Surpai drainage works. 

2) Bullco Bheel works. 

(31 Howrah drainage works. 

(4i) Remodelling Murslicddhild embankments. 
(5) Dancoonec drainage works. 


The Surpai sluice was completed last year, the excavation of the riv(?r of 
that name has now been finished, and the permanent outer dam nearly so. 
Before the floods of 1886 everything will bo in order for the drainage oper- 
ations. 

The Bullee Bheel works wore completed before the rains of ISS.'J, and 
Bullee Bheel. ^ very Large proportion of the bheel was covertjd 

with an unusually rich rice crop, when the 
tremendous flood from the Nadiya rivers raised the Ichamuttee until it topped 
its banks and destroyed the croi)s. The flood was an almost unprecedented 
one, and such as .seldom occurs moie than once or twiCe in a century. 

The Howrah drainage works have been completed, with the exception 
Howrah drainage. of tho 11 ugH right embankment and the Bally 

khal right emhankment : the latter, however, has 
boon stopped l»y the orders of Government, and it is doubtful whether it will 
be necessary to carry it out at all. It is satisfactory to have to rc'c.ord that 
notwithstanding the rainfall of 1885 Avas exceptionally heavy, and the embank- 
ments were not conqiletcd, the outfall sluice was able to pass olf the flood 
and rain water, and full ei’ops wore raised. 

It was notice.d last yi'uv that the Avoi’k of remodelling the Mnr.she- 
. dabad emhanknu'uts was comiileted, but tliat tho 
ian.l acquisition proceedings were not lini.slu'd. 
^Yhen the ycnir under review closed, the land ae.qulsitlon was still in progress: 
it will, however, come to an i iid in 1880-87. 

Owingtotho heavy riiint’all and to tho liigh level of the Hugh' and 
. Bully Uhal the drainage of the Daneoonee .lulhis 

j.aiiiKmoi < laiiwgt . through tbo Biddabatty sluice was greatly interfered 

with, and in many cases the crops woi’o destroyed for waint (*f drainage. Tlie 
sluiec^ was in good order, the gate's liaving be-en rocontly repaired. 

TTie year under review was one in Avlii(‘h unusual inundations occurred. 

The main Gauge's and its AV('.st(u-n flood outlets — 
the. Bhagirathi, .Jalangf-Byruh, and Matahlianga — 
were in heavy flood, and on tho 23id of Angu.st tho Mur.shedaliad einhank- 
ment on the left hank of the Blnigiratlu guA'o Avay at Laltikuri. The breach 
eveiilnally became nearly half a mile in Avidtli, ami for tliroo Avecks 50,000 
cubic feet of Avater per second poured across country, di'stroying huts and crops 
in its ])rogve.ss, and eA'entually breached tlie hla.stern Bengal and Bengal 
Central Kail ways, Tlie mischief Avas aggravated by lieavy rains over tho 
inundated tracts, the rainfall having avt'raged sixteen inches in the three Aveek.s 
fnun August the 22iul to September the 12th. 

In all aliout 2,800 scpiare miles of country aa'CI’C inundated. The Hood 
was attended Avith but little loss of life, but villages aud crops wen' destroyc<l. 
A short embankment has been throAvn up to temporarily i)rotoc't tho country; 
but until tho emhankment is retiro<l, ouee for all, from the treacherous soil at 
Baltikuri to good ground, Avliero it can In; held against any flood, breaches Avill 
occur, AA'houevor tliere Is a high rise in tho Hlnigtratlit, as has hitherto invari- 
ably happoued. The length of such an emhaiikuamt Avould bo about seven 
miles, and its cost Rs. 1,80,000. 

Very scA^erc floods, due to excessive local rainfall, took place in the 
Damoodur, Hoojmarain, Darkessur, Selyc, and Cossye rivers. Embankments 
gave way in all directions and over 200 breaches occurred, and more would 
have happoued but for the streimous exertions made by the local oflicers : as it 
was tho crops were destroyed over some 720 stpiare miles in Midmipur, and 
in all 1,430 square miles Avero inundated in that tlistrict. In the district of 
Hugll 285 square miles Avcrc inundated. Tlio estimated cost of repairing the 
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damngcs done to tlio Government embankments by the floods is Us. 88,<M5, 
of whieli Hs. 35,400 was spent durin<^ the year nnder notice and Us. 31,711) 
for the Tuccavee embankments, of which Jis. 1*2,110 was expended. The- 
flood in tlic Cossye carried away the top two feet of the trainiiifr {groyne at 
the ]V[idnapur Ciinal head-w'orks for almost its entire hmpth, and did some 
slight tlamat^e to the anient and under-sluices. The same flood carried away 
and sank the swinp;^ ferry pontoons at Panckurah. 

The rainfall at Midnapur and Panckurah was 70*20 and 80*03 inches, 

a^^ainst an averatj^o for 17 years of 50*29 and 50*01 
respectively. The rainfall at Ghattal was I'l**!!, 
the averaj^c ttbr ten years) beinj^ 02*10. 

A. cyclonic storm visited the district of llalasor on the 22nd of Sep- 

teinber 1885, the centre of tho cyclone pa^sinj^ 
through False Point, where the unprocedeiitiMlly 
low barometric reading of 27*1 was noted. At IJalasor the lowest reading 
Avas 29'3. 'J'lie cyclone was accom])anied by heavy rain and a huge s'orm- 
wave. From the southern limits of tlie district to the liurrabolong river tho 
8torm-wav(? was stopj)ed by tho Orissa Coast Canal embankment, exct.'pt where 
the canal crosses certain iireeks, up Avhich tho flood rushed with increased Force 
f.iid breached tho canal banks and inundated a limited area of country 
beyond. The country between tho canal and the s(ni avas flooded to a depth 
of from 8 to 10 feet. Above the lliirrabolong river tho coast is protected by 
a continuous range of sand hills. Tlio inundated area in tho Halasor district 
amounted to about 150 squax'e niile.s, and such crops as existed on this were 
destroyed and largo numbers of cattle were drowned, but tnero Avas little or 
no loss of human life: this latter fact was due to the circumstance that nearly all 
the villages are protected by the canal bank, and that the few that ai*o not so 
are on high ground. If tho wave had not been stopjiod by the canal bank, tho 
lo.ss of life would have been great, and crops would have bi en destroyed over 
a much larger and richer area, the inundated country being chiefly grazing 
grounds ; whereas that to tho west of the canal is entirely under rice cidtivation. 
The Avavo damaged the canal by breaching tho embankimMits and washing silt 
into the bed. 'i'he cost of repairing tho damage done to the canal is estimated 
at Us. 43,89*2, of Avhich lis. 20,088 were spent in the year under rovicAV.

The total direct charges against capital account to end of 1885-80 
amounted to Its, 2, 48, (>1,848 against Hs. 2,78,88,05)7, the amount of sanctioned 
estimate, tlie balance available for further expenditure being Us, 80,27,849. 

The Sone canals are divided into two series — the Western aMain Canal 
Series and the Eastern Main Canal Series. 1’hcsc arc ro8p(‘ctively in tlm west 
and east sides of the river Sone. The head-works in the river itself are com- 
mon to both Scries. 


Head-works. 

Tho head-works of tho Sone Canals at Didirce may be regarded as 

comidete, bnt the acquisition proceedings for tlio 
Hoad- works. rivcr bave, however, not 

yet been finished. 

Some anxiety w’as caused by tlio destruction of nine piers of the Sone 
weir at Dchreo 'on the night of tlie 81st July. There Avas only a vc'rv 
moderate flood in the river at the time, and tliere can bo little doubt that the 
true cause of the failure Avas that the piers were not equal to tho constant 
working to Avliicb the shutters are now subj<'ctfd owing to tho extension of 
irrigation. In tho estimate sanctioned for tho repairs necessary provision avus 
made for increasing the tliickno.s3 of the piers trom 4 feet to 0 feet 7 inclies, 
and reducing the iiuuihor of vents at Baroou (wlioro 7 out of 9 piers that gave 
way were situated) from 22 to 20. 

WESTERN MAIN CANAL SERIES. 

This sci'ics consists of tho Main Western Canal, the Arrah Canal, tho 

Baxiir (’anal, and their branches and distributarie.s. 
Main WcsUtu and Arrah q’he Main Western and Arrah Canals have pro- 
*^®**'‘*®' viously boon reported complete, and only minor 

works in connection Avith tho distributaries taking off from them Avoro in 
progress during the year. An addituinal syphon culA'ert under the Beheea 
Branch Canal at tho 18th mile Avas sanctioned and comjilcted. Tliero has been 
considerable controversy Avith regard to the Avoi’ks necessary to coniplete tho 
drainage of the country in the neighbourhood of I’crroo. It is expected 
that this culvert and an extension of the Buchoro drainage cut, which was 
sanctioned hut not commenced during the year, will provide all that isreqxxirod. 
The Kusero escape channel Avas completed during tho year, as also a drainuge 

culvert under tho l^anmaroo escape. ^ 

A building to acconnnodato tho office of tho Executive Engineer was 

sanctioned and nearly completed during the year. 
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The only works of importance in prop^ress during tlio year have boon 

Basar Canal draiiuigo Works. All o-tcsipo channel from tho 

asar ana . Khoormahad distributary was completed, and some 

progress made with tliose from the Hultnureo, Ivhurghnr, Panjraon, Santh, 
Garriah, and Amarpur distributaries, and well as tluit iVom the Gurra Cliodbey 
(filial, which works have lately been sanctioiied. A drainage channel from the 
Itaxar Itailway station was completed during the year, and in the rains was 
lound to be very effective.

PistMbutarios for Patna Canal. il'^'tributaries. The canals have been 

nnished tor some years. 1 he Munoer, Nugwan, 
Kowah and Majlioulie distributarie.s were completed daring the year. A tehsil 
cutcherry for the circle officer was built at Datiduagar. A tehsil cutcherry at 
lUkrum and an office for the Assistant Engineer at Daudnagar were about 
half tinished at tlie close ot the year.

A high flood occurred in tlic river Sono on the 2oth and 20th of 

August I'^Sf), and the spill- water reached the canal 
ill the neigh hourh'iod of Arrah on the morn- 
ing of tho latter day. The Arrah canal hank witlistood tho flood, hut the 
Koelwar distrihutaiy was breached in several places. Tho low lauds in 
the. .'shahabad district were very generally flooded, and the banks of b(»th 
the Iloomraon and lleheea canals, which were empty at the time, were cut 
to assist in draining off the flood waters, which threatened to submerge several 
villages. No serious injury resulted from this measure. It was found that 
the Giidhaneo distriliutary iiiterferoil with tho drainage of tho coiiutry on its 
right hank, and two additional syphons have since been sanctioned to remedy 
this defect.

This work was formerly known as the Tour (’anal. Capital and revenue 

accounts are not kept for it. Tlic proprietary right 
Tenr-Mudh\ibance Canal. in this canal was acquired towards the close of 

the year by Government, the zemindar of Mudhu- 
banee accepting the actual amount c.xpendcd by him (Rs. 00,020) on the 
work in satisfaction of all demands, with the proviso that the canal should 
be called the Rajeoomar Bishun Prokash Singh of Mudhubaneo Canal, and 
that he should bo allowed to irrigate 2o0 local beeguhs free of charge. An 
extraordinary flood occurred in the Teur river on the Gth July, when the 
gauge at Ekdarco read 241 ’55, or 1‘65 higher than the higliost flood on record. 
This extraordinary rise, which occurred in a few hours, is believed to be duo to 
embankments in Ncpaulcsc territory across the Telhihai and Jummo rivers 
having given Avay. Some 70 feet of the breast wall of the Aveir was carried 
away. The liability of the Teur river to these sudden freshes renders it a 
niatter of considerable difliculty to determine on the best course to adopt to 
piovidc for future contingencies of the kind. 


HI.— AGRTCULTUEAL WORKS. 

The embankments on the Gunduk river in the districts of Sarun, Cham- 

pdran, and Muzulfarjmr are maintained by Govern- 
Rmbanitmenis. Hocnt Under tho contracst system. The embankments 

have been raised to a height of three feet above the highest knoAvn flood, and 
otherAvi.so kept in efficient repair. The Monghyr and Bazidpur embankments 
on tho left bank of the river Ganges and tho Turki embankment on the right 
bank of the river Bagmati have been kept in good order at tho expense of 
the landholders benefited. Tho total expenditure in these embankments during 
the year under review amounted to Rs. 42,999: the entire sum was spent on 
repairs and maintenance.

As the result of the severe financial pressure which • prevailed throughout 
the empire during the year under review, and which in an exceptional degree 
affected the progress of Hetigal Pul)lic AVorks generally, the action which in 
the matter of railway extension was forced upon the Lieutenant-Governor 
was rather the concentration of expenditure upon nearly completed sections 
than the extension of work over now pi'ojccts. Including Imperial and all 
other lines within the boundaries of the Province, the ,n(*t rcsiilt of the year s 
operations was an increase in opeti mileage of about 78 miles, the details of 
which are giv(;n in the following table : —

When this line was originally built, engines were light, and cheapness of 
prime cost was a matter of considerable importanco in view of the little 
exj)erienco which had at that time been accumulated regarding the pi’obablo 
traffic upon metre gauge linos. The tendency of late years has been towards 
heavier engines and better fdled trains, with the result that the renewal 
of the old iron rails with steel rails of a heavier section cannot much longer 
be deferred It is satisfactory, however, to know that the heavier steel rail is 
at present to be procured at a cheaper mileage rate than the old iron rail. 
The not result of all receipts and outgoings on account of the Hengal open 
provincial railways is slujwn in tlio following statement for the live years. It 
will bo observed that the small net profit of the first two years has been 
turned into a loss in the two last : the figures, so far us known, however, for

It will bo cnnv<'nicnt here to explain an important alteration which has 
been carried out during the year under review in tlio capital accounts of all 
the lines. Ileiv'tofore the expenditure which has been incurred fm account of 
“loss by exchange” has boon shown in the financial accounts sep.aratoly from 
ordinary capital expenditure, and in any statement showing the cost of the 
railways this item has been excluded. Had the expenditure in question been 
trifling in amount, there could have been no practical objection to this method 
of treatment. As, however, upon the Hengal State Railways alone this item 
had run up to nc'arly 23 lakhs, it wdll be understood how liable to misconstruc- 
tion was tiic system of a(;counting for this charge, which has hitherto prevailed. 
This has now been changed, and in the accounts for l«8;5-86, and succeeding 
years, the accumulat(;d loss by exchange will be shown as a direct charge to 
Capital. Similarly, the loss by exchange on stores, &c., charged off to Revenue, 
instead of being simjdy noted in the accounts, will in 1885-bG and in future 
years be a regular item of w'orking expenses. 

An important change in the police arrangements of the Bengal Provincial 
and Imperial State Railways was carried out during the year. Heretofore tho 
ordinary police w’ork (»f the railway.s, in connection with the detection of crime, 
and the maintenance of law and order generally, was carried on by the local 
district police, who in addition were responsible for watch and ward over 
goods in transit and in charge, of the railways. 'I'his arrangement proved 
unsatisfactory and has been altered, and nowall railways appoint and pay thoir 
own watch and ward men, none of whom are I’egulurly etdisted policemen, 
and the Police Department carry out all law and order work, the cost 
being debited to the ordinary police charge of the Province. So far as it is 
now po.sHible to judge, the resides of tho change of system are satisfactory. 

At the end of the year tho terms of the provincialisation of the Eastern 
Bengal State Railway were under discussion : it was decided, however, that 
existing arrangements should remain undisturbed until the close of tho current 
provincial contract. 

Colonel S. T. Trevor, r.e , was Cliiof Engineer of Bengal and Secretary 
to Government in tlic Public Works Department, except during three months, 
when Mr. W. II. Parker, m.i.c.k , Superintending Engineer, officiated for him. 
Mr. F. J. E. Spring, m.i.c.e,, was Uuder-Secrotary throughout the year. 
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EAST INDIAN (IMPEEIAL) RAILWAY. 

6' 6" GAUGE. 

WORKED BY A COMPANY. 

The following facts have been extracted from the Administration Report 
of the East Indian Railway as being of general interest. A large number of 
minor works were carried out during tho year, principally in connection with 
the improvement of station accommodation : the only work of special interest 
to the Province has been the Hugh Bridge, and regarding the prospects of tho 
early opening of that work the Chief Engineer remarks as follows : — “ If good 
progress is made with the erection of the cantilever, and if tho appliances and 
j)roparation for launching tho main girders can be completed in time, and tho 
tides should bo suitable, it is possible the launching of the main side spans may 
be effected in November, in which case the bxidgo should be ready for traflic by 
the end of 1886.” The AlipurOoal Company’s siding, called in pi-evious reports 
the “ Khairabad-Rupnarainjxur Railway,” has been comjdeted and opened for 
traffic. Tho only extension of tho Ea.st Indian Railway which was opened 
during the year under review was the branch line, 5^ miles in length, from 
Bankipur to the Bengal and North- Westex-n Railway feny at Dfglia Ghat, 
which was opoxicd for traffic on the 2nd May 1885. About 300,000 tons of coal 
wex*e raised from tho Company’s collieries at Kurhurbali and Sex-ampur 
in 1885 at a co.st of Its. 1-11-9 pci* ton. T he linc-s woi’kod by tlie Company on 
tbo 31st December 1885, representing 2,543 miles of single track, uei'e as 
follows : —

The entire capital outlay which had been incurred upon the line up to the 
end of 1880-80 was Us. 41,81,7.87, of whicli Us. 8.‘3,807 were spent during the 
year. During the Hoods of 1885 a double OO-feet span girder bridge' upon this 
line was carried away. 'J'he receipts from passenger trallic upon tlie I’atnu-Gaya 
State Railway are normally about double the receipts from gootls. No great 
development of either class of traffic is indicated in the lollovviiig table: —

6' 6 " GAUGE. 


This line continued to bo worked by the East Indian Railway with the 
satisfactory result of a 7 per cent, dividend in the year 1885. The entire 
capital expenditure which up to the end of 1885 liad boon iinrurred upon the 
line was Us. 10,88,99.3, and in addition to this the Government of Bengal had 
, up to the end of 1885-80 expended Us. 1,. 51, .508 u])on surveys and land for 
the Company. Some further small expenditure still reinain.s to be incurred 
upon the latter account, but it is expected that all land will have boon com- 
pletely acquired by the end of 1880-87. The cliaructcr of the traffic of this line 
can bo judged from the fact that goods receipts were only about Tath part of 
the coaching receipts of the lino during 1885, and that the receipts on account 
of third cla.s8 pa.’^scngers were about vtfths of the gross passenger receipts. 
The line continued to be maintained by tlie East Indian Railway Company in 
an efficient manner. Tlie financial 8ucces.s of this undertaking illustrates in 
a remarkable manner the liencfits which are likely to attend the judicious 
selection of gauge and routes for short branch lines of railway in the more 
populous and wealthy parts of Bengal, for had the gauge not been assimilated 
to that of the main East Indian Railway, working expenses must necessarily 
have largely exceeded the economical figure at which they are maintained 
under tlie current arrangement witli the trunk lino. The insufficiency of 
feeder roads has hitherto proved a great ob-staclo lo the development of goods 
traffic, but tliis is a matter which it is hoped will gradually bo rectified. 
Messrs, lloaro. Miller & Co. continued to bo the Agents of the Company as 
heretofore. 
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EASTEBN BENGAL (IMPEBIAL) STATE RAILWAY. 

6' 6" GAUGE. 

• 

This system, as explained in last year’s report, includes the Calcutta and 
South-Eastern Railway and what was formerly called the Poradaha section 
of the Northern Bengal State Railway, the length of the whole being 233f 
miles. The Bengal Central Company’s line, 125| miles long, is also worked 
by the agency of the Eastern Bengal State Railway. The length of the entire 
system therefore which is open for traffic is 369^ miles. The line is at present 
under the Director-General of Railways, and the Bengal Government is only 
interested in it financially to the extent of Rs. 30,000 per annum, which is 
paid at present to the provincial account as compensation for loss of the earnings 
of the Calcutta and South-Eastern Railway, and 4 per cent, interest, amounting 
to Rs. 1,01,430 per annum, which is payable on account of the provincial 
capital which has been invested in the Diamond Harbour branch. In view 
of the probable early provincialization of the system some details will bo of 
interest : they have been extracted from tho accounts and administration report 
of the line. 

The capital account of the line stood at Rs. 5,05,34,170 at tho end of 
March 1886. Out of this sum Rs. 24,40,700 represented expenditure, including 
loss by exchange, in 1885-80. Tho net revenue realized during the year 
under review was Rs. 12,00,420. Interest and annuity charges amounted in the 
year to Rs. 29,78,418. 4'hc following is a statement of the gross (timings and 
working expe.nses of the Eastern Bengal, Calcutta and South-Eastern, and 
Bengal Central Railways .since tho heginning of 1881 : —

Many important caj>Ital Avorks were in progress during tho year, i!io 
piinei])al of which w('re — («) the doubling of tho line from Seahlah to Nailiati 
in anticipation of tho additional traffic whieli may be looked lor upon tho 
opening of tho Ilughli bridge; (h) tho Kidd<irpur Dock extension lino; 

(c) alterations at Chit])iir for tlie more convenient handling of goods traflh^ ; 

(d) alteration.s at Seahlah ; (?) new alignment at Godlanda ; ( /’) .staff quarters 
at Nurcoldanga ; (f/) engine shed at Narcoldanga ; (A) liead-quarter offices, 
Seahlah; (i) additions to tlic Kan(;hrapara workshops. Heavy i-epairs and 
renewals of permanent-way and additional sidings wore also carried out. 4’he 
lino suffered severely from the tloods of 1885, through goods traffic having been 
stopped from the 0th September to the 4th October, but the first and second class 
passenger and mail and parcel tvaflic was kept going by boat and trolly service. 
Certain alterations of lcv<4s of formation and increases of waterway are under 
consideration with a view to the prevention of a similar calamity in future. 

Despatch steaincr soiwicos run between (Joalanda and Dacca, and between 
Diamond Harbour and Kakrahati. On Juno 1st, 1885, tho India General 
Steam Navigation Com})any started a desj)atch service betAveen NarAinganj and 
Cachar and South Sylhot. The same steamer company also worked the Eastern 
Bengal State Railway cargo steamers and flats under on agreement. Owing 
to competition wifh tho Inland Flotilla Company rates ruled very low, especially 
those for jute and seeds. Numerous cliangca and alterations were made during 
the year in coacliing and goods rates Avith a vioAv to meeting tho keen river 
competition. TJie rolling stock consisted of 82 engines, 335 coaching and 
1,602 goods vehicles. 
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BENGAL CENTRAL (ASSISTED) RAILWAY. 


5' 6" GAUGE. 

This line, which is the property of a company, is worked by tho E i^tern 
Bengal State Railway under an agreement which it is intended shall remain 
in force until the 1st July 1886. Tho terms of this agreement are that— 
the company shall bear all charges for and carry out all maintenance of way 
and works, such expenditure being limited at tho discretion of tho Manager, 
Eastern Bengal State Railway, to 25 per cent, of gross earnings ; 2nd, that the 
company shall or shall not bear their share of telegraph, pj)lic<- and other 
‘•general charges,” according as such charges are or are not included in the 
working expenses of the whole system of lines worked by tho Eastern Bengal 
State Railway agency ; iird, that Government shall purchase tho company’s rolling- 
stock upon agreed terms, and that at tho expiry of this or succeeding agree- 
ments, the company shall buy back such rolling-stock at a valuation ; 4/A, that 
the State shall provide rolling-stock sufficient for working the lino, charging 
the company for such service 5 per cent, of the gross earnings of tho company’s 
lino; ot/i, that for working their line the State shall charge tho company, 
half-yearly, a percentage of the gross earnings of tho company’s lino, at the 
same rate as tho working (‘xpenses of the whole system worked by tho Ea.stern 
Bengal State Railway agency, exclusive of exijonses ap})ortaining to inaioteTi- 
anco of way and works, bear to the gross ournings of the system for tho sumo 
half-year ; G/A, after deducting from tho gross roetiipts of the (company’s lii\e 
the payments to be made on account of general charges and working expenses, 
tlm balance is to bo divided between Govei'ninent and the company in the 
proportion of one-fifth to Government and four-fifths to the com})aiiy, thelattoi’s 
share being dimini.slied by the amount of their payment for hire' of rolling- 
stock. There are also sundry other clauses in the agreement relating to rates, 
fares, the keeping of accounts, the submission of returns, and contribution to 
funds. It will bo observed that tho terms of this agreement aro geiu'rally 
similar to those under which tho State branches of the East Indian Railway 
are worked by the East Indian Railway Conipany. 

Tlio total capital outlay of the company up to the end of 18S5 was 
Rs. 80,17, IbO, of which nearly 8 lakhs had been spent in 18S5. 'I'he 
Government of India’s outlay on account of land for the company had 
amounted to Rs. 7,20,920 up to tlie end of March 18«0, and out of this 
Rs. 1,00,720 had b(>en spent in the year under review. Tho gross revenue 
for 1885 amounted to Rs. 5,8.j,853, and working exjnmscs to R.s. r), 27 ,ll 0 . 
There was a small but satisfactory increase in the earnings of Rs. 86,31(5 
as compared with the year 1S84. 'fho cariiiiigs from goods traffic were only 
• about one-seventh of all earnings from other sources. This disappointing result 
was undoubtedly due to the .severe competition of boats upon tlio natural 
waterways which intersect tho country. 

Tho lino had tho misfortune to suffer severely from floods during 1885; 
communication was broken between the 13th September and the 25th October; 
the mail and pas.scnger service was, Iiowevcr, kept open by means of a boat and 
trolly service. Had it not been for these exceptional circuinst mcos, the results 
of the yeai*’s working would have boon doubtless more satisfactory. The 
establishment of a bonded salt godown at Khulna has been for some time 
under consideration, and a hope is entertained by tho company that if tho 
proposed arrangement is carried out, an impetus may bo given to the goods 
traffic at that place. Feeder roads aro badly wanted. The length of main lino 
was 125 J miles and of sidings 19;^ miles at tho end of the year under 
review. Ihc rates for passengers and goods remained unaltered during tho year, 
the former being 12, 6, and 3 pies, respectively, for tho four classes, and the 
most important of tho latter being ^th and ^-ih pie por raaund per mile for 
pres.sed and unpros.sod jute. 717 persons were employed by the company, of 
whom 7 wore Europeans or Eurasians. 
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RANAanAT-BIIAQWANGOLA (IMPEHIAL) STATE RAILWAY. 

S’ 6" GAUGE. 

With the exception of a small outlay of Rs. 7G4 upon land aconisition, 
work upon this line has continued to be suspended. Some additional expen- 
diture still remains to be incurred on account of land. Nothing has been done 
beyond the hi'st 2S miles. The total expenditure up to tlie end of the year 
under review amounted to Rs. 2,93,656, of which Rs. 66,008 was provincial 
money, which was spent upon surveys .in the years ] 878*81. Througn an error 
in lest year’s report the whole of the outlay was said to be imperial. It is 
possible that the 23 miles up to Kishnagar may, if completed, become a useful 
feeder to the Eastern Bengal State Railway. 

DACCA (PROVINCIAL) STATE RAILWAY. 

METRE GAUGE. 

The work upon this lino during the year under review consisted of 
the completion of the various works preparatory *to opening for traffic. 
The sanctioned estimate of Rs. 60,68,313 had been practically worked up t«) 
at the close of the year, the expenditure being Its. (50,10,031, of which 
Rs. 10,97,042 was spent during the year under review: an additional expen- 
diture of Rs. 3,06,5(50 has also boon incurred on account of loss by exchange 
since the commencement. As was to bo expected for a new line working for 
the greater portion of the time in short lengths, the revenue transactions 
do not show a satisfactory result. Gross receipts wore Rs. 1,27,229, and 
working expenses were Rs 1,81,576: the line was therefore worked at a loss 
of Rs. .')7,347, whi(di iiududes a small debit of Ks. 00 to working expenses 
on account of loss by exchange. Interest amounting to Rs. 2,14,050 was 
paid to tlm Government of India during the year; and as interest will in future 
years mount up to Rs. 2| lakhs, or even more, a considerable period may bo 
expected to elapse before the line becomes remunerative, The sanctioned 
estimate will apparently be exceeded by about live lakhs, the greater part of 
wliich is duo to the land having cost more than was anticipated by the 
original estimators, and to the damage done to the new w'orks by the rains 
and by the earthriuake of 1885. 

The several sections of the line were opened from time to time as follows: — 
Nardinganj to Dacca, 10]- miles, for passengers and goods, 4th January 1885 ; 
Dacca to Maimansingh, 75^ miles, for goods, Rst Atigust 1885; Gaffargaon to 
Maimansingh, 23-]- miles, for passengers, 29th August! 885; Dacca to Joidebpur, 
20 miles, for passengers, 12th December 1885; .Joidebpur to Gaffargaon, 32 
miles, for passengers, 18th February 1880. When the erection of the stock 
wbicli is now at site has been completed, the litie will be equipped with 12 
engines, (50 coaching vehicles, and 345 goods vehicles, but the rapid development 
of passenger traffic appears likely to demand an additional supply of third class 
cariiages. The prospects of goods traffic are less promising; its slowness of 
devchmment must to some extent be attributed to the damage causoil by^ 
floods to the Eastern Bengal State Railway during the year under review. 
The competition with boats for the carriage of jute, which is the principal staple, 
is very severe. The railway rate for unpressed jute is A pie per maund per 
mile. The goods traffic on the Brahmaputra and Ganges between N^rainganj 
and Go^ilanda was worked under an agreement with the India General Steam 

Navigation Company. ^ i. nc i ’ 

R^nlgnnj coal is in use ujjon the line, but an experimental lot of Makum 

coal from Assam was under trial. Loss by exchange, wliich under recent 
orders will in future be amalgamated with the capital cost of the line, had up 
to the end of the year under review amounted to Rs. 3,00,7(50 The value 
of stores in stock, which were included in the total capital expenditure, stood 
at the end of the year under review at Rs. 2,14,000. It has been arranged 
that from the Ist July 1886 the line is to be worked by the Eastern Bengal 
State Railway, with which it is connected by the Narainganj-Goalanda steamer 
service. Major Engloduc, k.k., continued in charge as Engiucer-in Chief and 
Manager, assisted in the Traffic Depai’tuient hy Mr. I . C. Rogers. 
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NORTnERN BENGAL (rilOVINCIAL) STATE RAILWAY. 

METRE GAUGE. 

Tlio gross receipts of the Noi'thcrn Bengal State Railway readied a liiglier 
figure during the year under review than had ever been previously attained 
to. Owing, however, to the continuance of heavy expenditure upon renewals of 
perinancnt*way, the working expenses still remained abnormally high. vVbout 
10 lakhs of cubic feet of ballast were spread during the year, eleven miles of 
rails renewed, and the laying of an additional sleeper per rail, and llio conse- 
quent re-spacing of the remaining sleepers, w’ore completed upon the main lino. 
Of the 000,000 sleepers which were in use, 72,500, or 12 jier cent., W’ore I'enowod 
during 1885 ; about one-eleventh of the whole number of sleepers in use were iron 
or steel, and of this class only about one in a thousand required renewal. Eleven 
miles of rails had to be renewed as compared with 4^ miles in the previous year. 
Considerable progress was made upon capital works generally throughout the 
line, such as gate lodges, tanks, a well, and staff quarters. Coal was supplied 
by the Bengal Coal Company at the rate of Rs. 8-3 delivered at Shamnagar 
station on the Eastern Bengal State Railway, about 100 miles from the Ganges 
ferry. The consumption of coal was 34’07 lb per traiu-milo, or 29’80 ft per 
engine mile, both of which figures compare somewluit unfavourably with those 
of several previous years. The| entire cost, however, of the Locomotive 
Department compares very favourably with the results of the previous four 
years, having been Rs. 2’75 per 1,000 gross ton-miles as against an average 
of Rs. 3'20 in the previous four years : similar rcinark.s apply to the cost 
of engine and carriage and wagon repairs. The rolling-stock received an 
addition of 100 goods wagons, 5 other vehicles, and 11 new engines during 
the year, and of these 10 were of a more powerful typo than had prniously 
been in use : this is one of the causes to which tli<? jMauuger attributes the 
economy which was exhibited in ttio working of the Locomotive Department. 
Avery satisfactoiy decrease took place in the value of stores in stock, which 
was reduced during the year from 7* lakhs to 5^ lakhs. 

On the 3l8t March 1880 the capital account of the line stood at 
Rs. 2,27,72,292, inclusive of Rs. 8,03,030 loss by exchange, so that tlu 5 
249j miles had cost about Rs. 91,000 a mile : the cajntal outlay during the year 
was Rs. 2,92,971, inclusive of Rs. 50,400 loss by exchange. The results of the 
working of the line since its opening are exhibited in the following table :

Ibreo exceptional misfortunes were experienced by the Northern Bengal 
State Railway during the year under review— •!«#, a laden cargo barge was 
wrecked at the ferry, which involved a loss of Rs. 15,000 to revenue, as well as 
a much heavier loss to capital ; 2nd, many of tho works along the line were 
severely shaken in tho earthquake of July 1885 ; and 3rd, the line lost heavily 
owing to tho severe damage which occurred upon the Eastern Bengal State 
Railway on account of exceptionally heavy floods. In addition to all this, 
tho working of tho Sara ferry was rendered exceptionally difficult and 
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expensive by changes which occurred in the river bod. That in spite of 
.all this the results of the working should have been what they have been is 
matter for congratulation. An inspection of the figures for the five calendar 
years 1881-85 shows tliat the average receipts from goods traffic upon this 
railway are about double those from passengers, and that the one item of jute 
silono is the source of oue-third of the gross receipts of the line : manufactured 
jute or gunny forms about one-eighth of the whole of the jute which is carried. 

The charge for the crossing of passengers and goods over the Sara ferry 
was reduced at the beginning of 1885 from the equivalent of 20 miles 
of ordinary railway to 12 miles. A ferry is in any case so serious an impedi- 
ment to the flow of traffic that it was considered that in the interest both of 
the railway- and of the public it would bo advisable to make as little profit out 
of it as possible. I'he result of the reduction has been awaited with some 
anxiety, and it is therefore satisfactory to observe that during the year under 
review the gross receipts on account of the ferry were Rs. 2,01,189, against 
which the expenditure was only Rs. 1,09,434 ; and as the interest upon the 
capital cost of the ferry amounted to Rs. 17,763, there was a not profit of 
about Rs. 14,000, which may be taken as indicating careful and economical 
working. 2,970 Nativ(isand 90 Europeans and Eui’asians wore employed during 
the year, of whom 571 were depositors in the Provident Institution, with 
Rs. 1,30,878 at their credit ; 101 of the employes wore enrolled as volunteers, 
which compui’cs favourably with the number (82) at the end of the previous 
year. I'ho management of the lino continued to bo in charge of Major Savi, 
R.K., as.sistcd in tlio Locomotive; Department b}' jVIv. A. Morton, in the Traffic 
Depart incut by Mr. i). J. Keono, in the Engineering Department by Mr. J. M. 
(,’habrcl, and by Mr. E. jMorrLsun u.s Examiner of Accounts.

'I'lie gross receipts of the Kduniyd- Dharld State Railway have been lower 
during the y<‘ar 1885-86 than in eitlier of tlie two previous years, and the net 
receipts wore less titan half tin; previous llgurc-s. I’liis result mu.st bo ascribed 
H'dactions wbicb biivo bet'ii made both in ])asscnger fares and goods rate, 
'riieso reduet ions tiro, liou'ovcr, re])orted to Imvo produced a development of 
passenge r tranio during ibo last (piavter of the year, and there is resison to hope 
that ilie oaniiiigs of the line will rticover from their ti'inporaiy depression after a 
reasonable interval. 'I’lie m*t. receipts from the steamer service of the line 
amounted to Rs. 32,370, and as the net receipts of the whole lino were only 
l»s. 19,617, it appears that the railway portion of the line was -worked at a loss 
of Rs. 12,753. 

llio Kauniyd-Dharla State Railway -was intended to meet the urgent 
doinund foi' cjiiick commnnication with A-^sain lor tho cooly tralTic. It is 
ob.served, lioAVover, that <hiring tho la.st tliree years the gross earnings on 
account of this <da.s.s of trallic. averaged only about one-eiglith of the tmtire 
jmssengor earnings, and that tho number of coolies carried was only about onc- 
fourth the number of ordinary third cla.ss passengers. Many of the latter 
were jirobably free einigranls to tho tea gardens. As might have been 
anticipated from the serious impediment oiVeied by tho ferries to the flow of 
heavy traffic, as well as from the competition of steamers on the Brahmapulrjj, 
the receipts from goods traflic Avore only about one-fourth those from passeogep.

BENGAL ADMINISTRATION REPORT. 


[1S8 6-80. 


The not receipts liave fallen short of 4 percent, upon the capital <»uthiy 
since the coiumcncemont by about Its. 60,000, but as the entire capital has, 
been found from provincial revenues, no interest is paid (ui it. Up to the end 
of the year under review the capital outlay had amounted to Hs. 0,60,771, out. of 
which the ferries had cost Rs. 1,24,394. Rupees 2 1,-* 81 were spent durin*' the 
year under review Loss by exchanpfo has always been amalj^nmated with the 
other expenditure on account of this line. Renjjal coal was in use upon the 
loconu)tives, and Makum coal upon the steamers. Seven new vehicles wore 
added to the stock of the line durinj^' the year. ^I'lio Kjluni\ d-Dharltl State 
Railway continued to be managed by the staff of the Northern Ifengal State 
Railway as heretofore. 

ASSAM-BEUAR (PROVINCIAL) STATE RAILWAY— A..B. SECTION. 

METRE GAUGE. 

Considerable pi’og^ress was made durinj^ the year with the construction of 
this line, the expenditure which was incurred having been Rs. 23,7! >,332, 
inclusive of Rs. 2,48,280 loss by exchange. The entire capital outlay up to 
the end of the year under review had amounted to Rs. 4G,h7,98.'», which 
includes Rs. 2,83,940 on ‘account of loss by exchange. The amount payable 
to the Government of India on account of interest was Rs. 1,31,769 for the 
year, and Rs. 1,91,247 since the commencement. Rupees 54,439 of the capital 
was found from provincial .sources. 

Construction operations were confined to the .sections between Mani- 
hdri and Kasba, 37 A miles, and between Dinajpur and Raigaiij, 31 -I miles, 
the programme being to open the former section as early as pos.sible, so us to 
j)rovide an outlet for the traffic of the Purniah district towards the station of 
iSahibganj on the East Indian Railway, and to open the latter section so as 
to give a branch 50^ miles long to the Northern Rengal State Railway westward 
from Parbatipur. The work suffered severely from floods during the rains of 
1 885, five small bridges upon tho nine miles north of Manilulri haVing bom 
washed away owing to tho absence of stone-pitching, which would have been 
ready at site had not the grant for tho work been greatly cut down. 

By the end of the year under review the line was in good running order 
from Manihdri to Kasba. From the Dinajpur side towards Raiganj consider- 
able progress had also been made, and a giant of moderate amount will now 
suffice to open tho section for traffic. Nothing was done dun'ng the j'oar upon 
the 33^ mile section north of Kasha, upon which three quarters of the earth- 
work liad been completed during the previous year, nor upon the 37^ miles 
betw'een Raiganj and Katiyar upon which considerable progress hud been 
made in the previous year. I’lie balance at debit of 8u.spen.so at tho close of 
tho year was nearly 11^ lakhs, of which over 6 lakhs represented the cost of 
permanent-way not yet put into the road, and nearly 4 lakhs was the cost 
of bridgow'ork, fencing, and other stores not yet cluu'ged off to work. 'Jdio early 
completion of the Manihari-Kasha and Dinajpur-Katiyar sections is much to 
be desired, as, pending their opening for traffic, tlie IVovinco is heavily bur- 
dened for payment of interest upon tho unjiroductivc capital. The work 
continued to be in charge of Mr. F. 15. Walker as Engincer-in-Chief. 

A8SAM-BEnAR (rEOVINClAL) SURVEYS. 

METRE GAUGE. 

The accounts of this survey have now been closed by tho distribution of tho 
total expenditure (Bs. 39,752) between other woi'ks in the following propor- 
tion : — Rs. 20,319 has been transferred (as a contribution from Brovincial to 
Imperial) to the capital account of tho A.-B. section of the Assam- Bchar State 
Kadway ; Rs. 2,480 to the capital account of the K^uniyd-Dharld State Rail- 
way ; and tho balance Rs. 16,953 to the account of Rungpur-Dhubrf Survey. 
The expenditure upon this latter work, all of which is Frovincial, has now 
amounted to Rs. 52,617, and should tho Northern Bengal State Railway bo 
ever extended eastward from the I'ista to Dhubrf, this expenditure would be 
amalgamated with tho construction crpital. I'lie latest information regarding 
tlie piesent state of the enquiry as to the practicability of tho extension to 
Dhubri will be found near tho end of this report.

ilKTRK GAUGE. 


The length of lino open for traffic remained practically unchanged since 
the end of the previous year, viz., 226 miles. The capital expenditure during 
the year was represented by a not codlt of Rs. 4,90,355, due to the transfer of 
the store accounts of the Tfrlnit State Railway to the 'I'frhut section of the 
Assani-Hehar State Railway. The total capital outlay up to the end of the 
year was Rs. 1,52,70,705, inclusive of Rs. 6,88,480, loss by exchange. The 
gross receipts on revenue account were Rs. 12,80,2.')8, and working expenses 
Rs 9,15,584, so that the not receipts were Rs. 3,64,674. The interest (diargcs 
during tlio year were Rs. 5,91,901, and the net result to Bengal was therefore 
a loss of Rs. 2,27,287. These figures include a charge for loss by exchange on 
revenue account amounting to Rs 3,520. 

The coal consumed on tlie lino was supplied partly by the East Indian 
Railway, and partly by the Rtlnfganj Coal Company, at a co.st to the line 
of about Rs. 9 per ton : the consumption was about ^25-2()lb i)er engitie-mile. 
The replacement of the old creosotod pine slot'pers between Sornastipur and 
Wuzaffarpur was completed during tlie year. Vtiriotis other works were also 
in hand or completed, such as officei's’ (piarters, small Roods slicds, and feuicim;. 
At the close of 1885 there was a balance of about 10];- lakhs worth of stores in 
hand, consisting chiotly of ballast and permanent-way T'he whole of the stores, 
however, were borne on the books of the Tirhut Section of tlio Assam-Behar 
State Railway. The following statement exhibits the result of the working 
of the line since the connnencement so far as it affects Bengal : — 
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'Vhe Manager ri'ports as fallows vi]»on the ellVct the rrdnct!<i;i from 

2^ to about V] pies per mile which in the previou.x year was iiia«l<? in lliitd 
class passenger fares: — ** 'lhis re«lucti<m h.as ci>nrrilmfe<i largeR* to induce the 
lower orders of people tt> use the railway more, amJ ttir slj<>rf jouriiey.s puiticti- 
lurly. The numher t>f passeiiger.s in this class lias been (>(>■< 2 per cent, more 
than that of lust year, ami the reeeijils tlierofroin show a belter return by 11 J)ti 
per cent. ” : those remarks apply to the calendar year. The result i.s satis/ac- 
tory. As an instance of the very various conditions of traffic which ^ ])r<-vfu'I 
in different parts of Bengal, it may be mentioned that, while on the Northern 

Boniral State Railway goods receipts are ju.st about double tho receipts from 

imssengcrs on au average of ycar.s, the former exceed the latter by an average 
of only about 10 per cent, on the Tfrlnit State Rail nay. J he weight of, and 
earniiiRS from, goods traffic shouted a con.siderablo improvement in J88o as 
compared with corresponding figures for l.‘<84: this branch of traffic is at 
present, however, seriously liauipercd by deficiency ot roiJing-stocjc, but it is 

hoped that in 1886-87 this may to some extent be remedied. 

^ Tho volunteer corps consisted of 2 officers, 10 non-conimissionod officers 
and 60 volunteers, and their attendance at drill was rciiorted as satisfactory. 
Tho management remained during the year m tho hands of Mr. Horace Bell, 
M.1.C.E , assisted by in the Engineering department Mr. D. F. Hogarth, m.i c.f.., 
bv Mr. H. M. Cardew as Locomotive Superintendent, Mr. W. Saiidford as 
Traffic Superintendent, and Mr. U. Stuart as Examiner of Accounts. 
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TIRHirT SECTION OF ASSAM-BEIIAR (PROVINOIAL) STATE RAILWAY. 

jrKTKE OAT’^GE. 

This consists, as explained in last year’s report, of the section, inilos 
in Icng^tli, containinjv the Gunduk Bi‘id}?o which will connect the Tirhut 
and tlie Bengal and North-Western Railways, and the extension of the 
Durblnnigah branch of the Tirhiit State Railway to the eastward towards tho 
Kosi. Work uj)on the Kosi extension extended over a length of about 23 
miles, up to the Tiljuga river, and a portion of this length, viz., up to 
(i!ongar<’ria, 14 miles, was completed and ready for traflic at tho end ol tho 
y<nir. From Gongaroria a further distance of 0 miles to Nirmali was (jotn- 
pleted sufficiently for goods traflic nt a slow speed. Tho capital outlay on these 
extensions during the year was Rs. 18,69,450, and since tho commencement 
Rs. 30,10,160, inclusive of Rs. 96,340, loss by exchange. Good progress was 
made upon the Gunduk Bridge. At the end of tho year five out of the seven 
piers had been founded, and masonry had been carried up to tho level of tho 
bedstones ; the abutments were equally forward, and tho long viaduct at tho 
Sonpur side was complctbd up to tho parapet coping ; all earthwork and minor 
bridges on the approaches wore practically completed. It is anticipated that 
the bn’dgo will bo open for traffic before the end of 1886-87. 

Mr. II. Bell was in charge of this section as Engineer in-Chiof, and Mr. 
R. E. Way was in immediate charge of the Gunduk Bridge. 

BENGAL AND NORTH-WESTERN (ASSISTED) RAILWAY. 

METRE GAUGE. 

The length of the main lino from Sonpur to Baraich is 273^- miles; of the 
branch to the Gogra opposite Ajodhya (Oudh) to meet the Oudh and Rohil- 
kund Railw'ay, 20 miles; of the Ganges l.oop lino near Sonpur, 9^ miles. 
'Petal length open, 303 miles, of which 92^ lie within tho boundaries of Bengal. 
Tiie extensions, all of which lie in the North-Western Brovincos and Oudh, 
are ihe branch, 39^ miles long, from Gorakpur to Uska, which has made good 
progress towards conqjletion, and the extension of the main lino from Baraich to 
Nipalgniij, 33J miles, which is also approaching completion. A survey, 6 mile.s 
in length, from Chuprah to the large grain mart ot Revilganj at the junction of 
tho Gogra and Ganges was under consideration. The remaining extensions 
<»f tho system which were originally contemplated are at present in abcyaiuie. 
idany important capital works made good progress during the year. Tlie 
Rai>ti Bridge, nine spans of 150 feet, was nearly finished. 'I’lie temporary work- 
sltops at Sonjmr arc still in use, as the erection of permanent worksho])s has 
for the present been tUd’orred. The Ganges Flotilla, connecting tho DighaGhfit 
branch t>f the East Indian Railway with tho eastern terminus of tho Bengal 
and North-Western Railway consists at present of two steamer, s, a launch, 
ciitrht flats, and two landing stages, 'fhis stock is, however, insufficient, aiul 
will have to be augmented. The rolling-stock consisted of 35 locomotives, 
181 passenger and 75.5 goods vehicles, and 15 passenger and 201 goods vehicles 
m addition remain still to be erected. About 14^ lakhs was tho value of stores 
iu stock. 

. The total cajntal outlay of tho company up to the end of 1885 was 
Rs. 68,17,9.34 gross earnings daring the same year 1885 were Rs. 12,05,641 ; 
working expenses were Rs. 6, 16, .334; and net earnings wore therefore 
Rs. 5,89,20. 

Bengal coal is iu use, and the expenditure has been 28'751b per train- 
mile, or 169’57tb per 1,000 gross ton-miles. Traffic has shown a steady 
development. The principal staples carried are grain, pulse, and seeds, the 
weight of which is very largely in excess of all other commodities : tho rate 
lor these st aplca was onc-sixth pie per inaund per mile. The third class 
passenger faro was 2 pies per mile. Through booking of goods with the 
Tfrhiit State Railway was established on the 1st December 1885. Pending 
the opening of tho Gunduk Bridge, tho ferry over tho Gunduk is worked 
by the company. Agent reports that the establishment of through booking 
between tho two x-ailways has boon very beneficial to his lino, and promises 
to bo much more so.

The dividend for the year 1885 was 7 ^ per cent, 'lie* earnings from 
goods traffic were nearly two-thirds of all other earnings in 1885. The mileage 
of the line was found to be oOj miles instead of 50, and from the Ist January 
1885 the fares and rates were c()rre.spondingly inercaseil. Four new second class 
and seven new goods vehicles were added to the stock of the line dtiring 
the year. About half a lakh worth of stores were instock at the end «)f 188.'>. 

The 'company continued to use Bengal coal during 1^85-80, but an 
agreement is reported to have been recently entered into with the Assam 
llaiUvaj's and Trading Company for a su])ply of coal from Makurn upon 
favourable terms. 30,327 passengers and about 17,000 tons of goods were 
carried during 1885. The company now provides its own police staff. I’lic 
line continueil in charge of Mr. F. Prestsigc us Managing Direetui*.

WETRK GArOE. 

At the recpiest of the company, the Rohini branch, 1 * miles in length, was, 
with the jiermission of the Government of India, ch)sod on tJio 1st Novenil)er 
1885. The length of the line is now only 4 miles. The residts of the wt)rking 
are given in tho following table : — 



The total capital outlay of tho company up to tho end of 1 886 was 2| 
lakhs. In the second half of 1885 there was a marked improvement in goods 
traffic, but the widespread floods all over Bengal caused a considerable falling 
off in passenger traffic.

Up to the end of the rains of 1885 tho survey party wore employed 
in plotting the previous year’s field work, and in preparing plans and estimates. 
The cold season’s work of 1885-8(i consisted chiefly of the location of about 
182 miles of railway, which, with the exception of a 7-niilo line to connect 
Cuttack with the main line, extended from a point -i9 miles north of Purf, 
crossing the Mahanadi I’ivcr at Naraj, and through the Talcher coalfields, past 
Sainbulpur to the Bengal-Nagpur iiailway at Panchpara, which station is 
about 246 miles west from the juiiciion of the Bengal-Nagpur and East Indian 
Railways, and 382 miles cast IToin Nagpur. Tho distances, therefore, from 
Nagpur to Puri by this route would be GOG miles, or from Biluspur to Puri 
344 miles. An alternative route to connect Panchpara with the neighbourhood 
of Palaiiiau was also reconnoitred by the party. So far as can bo judged 
from the information which has now been collected, the Panchpara Purf route 
appears to possess many advantages over the others which were previously 
surveyed. The work continued during the year under review to be in charge 
of Mr. W. H. Parker, M.i.c.E It is exjiccted that it will be finally closed by 
the end of the rains of 1886. The capital outlay which up to the end of 
1885 8(5 had been incurr(;d upon the survey was Rs. G,97,G4C, of which 
R.S. 2,04,521 Avere exiiendcd during the year under review. 

KAUNlYA-DIIUBUr (IMPERIAL) SURVEYS. 

METRE GAUGE. 

In last year’s Administration Report it was mentioned that “ tho 56 miles 
which intervene between tho KAuniya terminus of tho Rungpiir branch of the 
Northern Bengal State Railway and Dhubrl on the Brahmaputra have been 
variously estimated at G2, at 122, and at 132 lakhs. The larger discrepancies 
between tbe.se variou.s estimates are due principally to differences of opinion 
as to the proper method of crossing the great rivers that are encountered, as 
will be undi-rstood when it is explained that, omitting these bridges, the 
several esdmates very closely approximate to the same figure — Rs. 76,000 per 
mile of ordinary railway. Early in the year 1885, therefore, the Government 
of India nominated Mr. R. T. Mallctt, m.i.c.e., to make a now survey and to 
give an independent opinion upon the probable cost of lliis section, and at the 
same time intimated that tho section, if ever constructed, would be an Imperial 
work. All plans and .sections were therefore, at the end of January 1885, 
handed over to Mr. Mallctt,” whose report goes to show that the rivers 
intervening between Kduniyd and Dhubrf are not so formidable as had boon 
previously considered, and that it is practicable to connect KiiuniyA and Dhubrf 
by a metre gauge railway, including tho cost of tho four large bridges, for 
about C3’ lakhs of rupees. In November 1885 the Government of India called 
for a further investigation of the possibility of substituting Bagwa, a point on 
the Brahmaputra below tho outfall of the Tista-lJharlA and other rivers, in 
place of Dliubrf as the terminus of tho Assam-Behar State Railway. Mr. Mallctt’s 
opinion upon this propos'al w’as, however, unfavourable. 
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NALUATI (PROVINCIAL) STATE RAILWAY. 

4' GAUGE. 

Upon the recommendation of the Government of Bengal, that it would bo 
preierablo to run tho traffic at a reduced rate of speed rather than to incur 
heavy expenditure upon the renewals of a line of aii antiquated per- 

mission was given by the Government of India to reduce speed from 1*.?- to iO 
miles an hour, and the change was carried out on the 1st November 188.^. 

Subject to this reduction of speed, the line is rcj)orted by tho Consulting 
Engineer to be fiilly competent to carry its present truffi{;. Ntithing de.serving 
of special notice occurred during the year. 'I’lie gross r(M‘eipts were 
Rs. 78,803 ; working expenses Rs. 71,100, inclusive of a debit of Rs. 5,100 to 
working expenses on account of lo.ss by exchange ; not receipts were there- 
fore Rs. 7,703 ; interest paid b}'^ Local to Imperial Govornmout was Rs. 13,827. 
The net loss to tho provincial Government was therefore Rs. C,121. 'I’lio 
capital outlay, inclu-sivo of Rs. 11,800 loss by oxch.inge, up to tlie end of 
the year under review', was Rs. .3,5 1., 805, and the capital tran.saeUoiis during 
tho year consisted of a credit of Rs. 5,200. Tlie hue continued during tho 
year under tlie management of Raboo R. G. Mookerjeei 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

Administrative, vharges . — The expenditure umhu' this liead on account of 
tho Kaihvay j)ortion nf tho Bengal Se<!returiat during tlie year under review 
amounted to Rs. .58,77t). Tlii.s lias liitherio been a<u*onnted for as capital oxpen- 
diturtf, but in future years it will probably bo amalgamated witJi the general 
charges for I’rovineial Administration. 

J*ulumati ii'nvvi‘/j . — The prov'incial expenditure of Rs. 1,05)2, which Avas in- 
curred iit 1878 70 upon this survey, has been refund(;d to Bengal by tho Gov- 
ornmeiii of India, and an eipiivalent amount of Imperial money addtul to tho 
Imperial expi'iulitnre of the Benares Guttuek- I’lnd Railway Survey. 

Calvnlla Cenh'id Station . — The small fiutlay of Rs. 2.30 which was spent in 
1883-81 on establi-shment oinplovcd for the valuation of land, whielt it w'as 
.sup|)Oscd Avould bo iC(|mred for the propo.scd Calcutta Central Railway Station, 
has been written baek in the accounts of 1885-8(5 to “ Admini.slrative charges,” 
and the head “ Calcutta. Ct'ntral Station ” removed from the accounts. 

M nzatfn rpnv-Si luma vhi i^Provinviul) Unrvey . — 3 he exjiemlitiire upon this sur- 
vey was only Rs. 12 during the year; and has now been closed, the total 
outlay being Rs. 21,105. There appears to bo no immediate prospt'ct of this 
proj('"et(Hl brancli of the Tirluit State Raihvay being carried out. Certain 
additional exjiemlitiire Avhich, at tlie vei(ue.st i>f the Revenue Department, was 
incurred upon laud ami earthwork, is to bi‘ charged to Famine Relief. 

Sultan /nt'-liogra lioadwag. — 33ie expenditure of Ks. 15,5)20 Provincial 
inoncA', which was incurred to end of 1885-80, and a small additional sum of 
Rs. 200, w hich was spent in 1880-87, will be transferred to tho civil head ,, 
Famine Jbdief, and the accounts cloS(?d. 

Barruidqnir- Chit pur Uailwag . — Further enquiries wore made during the 
year as to the probable cost of an alternative approacli to Calcutta, independent, 
of the Eastern Bengal State Railway, so as to provide incro used facilities for 
the access of the East. Indian traffic to Calcutta on the opening of the Hughli 
13rid<»‘e. This (juestion is still under the consideration of the Government of 
India. Tho cost of the enquiry was bonie by the ordinary Provincial Public 
Works grant. 

Khairabiul-Iliipnarainpiir Itailwag . — Tliis colliery branch of the East Indian 
Railway was opened for coal traffic during tho year. 

Chittagong Raihvag Surveg . — Nothing further has been done upo 
survey, which, as mentioned in last y'ear’s rejiort, has been atnalgamatei 
the Bengal- Assam Railway surveys under the Directur-General of Railways.

TELEGRAPHS. 

There has been during the year under review a considerable extension 
of telegraph facilities in the Lower Provinces of Bengal. At the end of the year 
1884-85 there were 4,770 miles of telegraph lines open, and an additional 
339 miles were erected during the year, making a total of 5,109 miles open 
at the end of 1835-86. The wire mileage at the end of 1884-85 was 17,083, 
and that of the additional lines opened 987, making a total at the end of the 
year of 18,070 miles of wire. No lines were dismantled during the year 

The number of messages despatched from Government offices w’us 305,312, 
an increase of 50,203 over that of the previous year. The Indian share of 
collections on account of these messaires amounted to Rs. 6,07,223-4-9. The 
number of offices open at the end of 1884-85, and the number of new offices 
opened and of existing offices closed during the year, is shown in the subjoined

privileged newspapers in existence during the year. Of these, 12 ceased to exist, 
38 did'^iiot renew tlie iwivilego, and one was amalgamated with a non-jjrivileged 
jiaper, h'aving 1 12 privileged papers existing at the close of the year, against 
the .same number at its conimenccmcnt. 

At the beginning of the year l'-.S5-80 there were GO combined post and 
(•.„nin,u-.i and tele- tclegrapli officos in Bengal During the year 41 

piaj.hic Giiiics. j)o.st oflicos woro couvcitcd iiito combined o/hecs, 

and one (tho Fal.se Point combined office) was closed, leaving a total of 100 com- 
bined offices open at the close of the year under report, against 60 sit the close of 
the previous year. I'hc False Point combined office was closed in con.seqiiouce 
of the complete dc.struction of that station on tho 22nd September lb85 by 
the cyclone and storm-wave which visited the coast of Orissa. 

Allofcthcr 61,372 messages were despatched from tho combined oflices 
in bjeugaT* during the year 1685-86, tho total value of the messages being 
Rs. 08,721. The total cost of all the offices f«)r c.stablislinu;nt and contingeu- 
ci(‘s amounted to Rs, 22,868, leaving a credit balance of income over exj)en- 
diture of Rs. 45,856. 14io number of private and State messages received was 
62,200, and the number of messages which passed iu tniusit through the 
offices was 55,138. These figures do not include State, bearing, and foreign 
messages. 

Durino- the year under review there wore 61 prosecutions of po.stal 
()ff..,.. cs i'll connection «ith tho servants, against 50 in the previous year. In 57 

^wstoUicc. cases convictions were obtained. In 4 cases the 

accused were acquitted by the court, and in 2 cases tho conviction of tho 
lower court was quashed on appeal. 

In the majority of cases tlie offence consisted of misappropriation of Gov- 
ernment luoimy. Tho most grave offence was one of forgery of money-orders. 
Ten money-orders, of tho aggregate value of Rs. 5,750, wore very cleverly 
for‘'-cd by a clerk in tho Burra Bazar town sub-office in Calcutta. For a con- 
siderable time the forgers were able to escape detection, but eventually the 
man who devised tho fraud and one of his accomplices were apprehended, 
and both were convicted and sentenced by tho High Court to transportation 

for life. 1 . 

There woro 3 cases of liighway robbery of the mad during the year— two 

in tho Pabnd (listrict: tho first occurred on the 27th November 1885, and tho 
other on tho 3rd February 1886. The third robbery occurred on the 
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lOlh March 1886 in the Blrbhdm district. In all three cases the mails wore 
1‘ccovercd almost intact. The persons suspected of perpetrating the two 
robberies in the Pabnd district were prosecuted, but were acquitted by the 
court. In the third case no trace could be found of the perpetrators of the 
deed. 

At the beginning of the year under report there were 2fc3 post offices in 
• , 141 , province of Bengal, maintained from funds 

‘ raised under the Zemindari D&k Act, viz., 166 in 

Bengal, 88 in Behar, and 29 in Eastern Bengal. During the year 13 new 
offices were opened and 12 closed, leaving a balance at the close of the year 
of 284. Of this number 164 are in Bengal, 91 in Behar, and 29 in Eastern 
Bengal. 

During the year under review 19 new letter-boxes were opened and 32 
closed, leaving a balance of 308 lottcr-bt>xes at the end of the year, as com* 
pared with 321 at the close of the previous year. Of these, 244 are in Bengal, 
52 in Behar, and 12 in Eastern Bengal. 

The number of postmen and village postmen maintained from zemindari 
dAk funds during the year was 14 and 1 respectively. 

Th3 total mileage of runner lines maintained during the year from the 
zemindari dAk cess was 12,172^ miles, as compared with 12,066^ in 1884-8,5. 

Tho total number of articles which travelled through the district post was 
3.552,164 in 1885-86, against 3,080,605 in 1884-85, showdng an increase of 
471 ,549, or 15’30 per cent. The total number returned undelivered was 109,772, 
against 79,067 in the j)reviou.s year.

Increase. 

Lund Revenue , — The increase is due to realizations of arrears of revenue 
in the liardwan Kaj estate. 

Opium . — The number of chests sold in 1885-‘'C was 50,901, asrainst 40,t)08 
in 1 88 1-85, with an average sellin<r price per chest of Rs. 1 ,24G, against Rs. 1,200. 
The increase was chiefly under sale of Bcliar opium. 

Stamps. — I’he increase was ehh'fly under the heads “ Sale of court-fees 
stamps” and “ Duty on iniprcs.sing documents.” The increase under the first 
head was due to the introducti«)n of the Bengal Tenancy Act, ami the extensi«»n 
of the system of levying copying fcc.s by means of these stamps. The aug- 
mentation under the second bead must be ascriljod almost entii’cly to a single 
item <jf receipt on account of probate of a will. 

Customs . — The increase occurred both under “ Exports and Imjjorts,” due 
probably to the partial revival of trade. 

Assessed taxes . — The increase was duo to the revival of trade. 

Forest . — The incrca,se apjieared under the head “ Timber and other produce 
removed from the forests by consumers or jmndiasers,” 

lleijisl ration. — T'ho increa.se must bo ascribed to the imrinal expansion of 
registration operations generally. 

Interest , — The increase occurred chiefly under Calcutta Port Fund and 
Ilugll Bridge advances. 

Receipts in aid of superannuation — The incrcaise is nominal, being duo to 
the adjn.stment umhsr this lieud for the first time in Ib8u-b0 of the subscriptions 
to the Bengal Civil Fund. 
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Decrease. 

Salt — The decrease chiefly occurred under “ Import duty,” and is due to 
a check in tho import trade in salt which had revived in 1884-85, but which fell 
off considerably in the year under report. 

Excise. — I'ho falling off was duo partly to failure of crops and partly to the 
re-introduction of the sudder distillery system in urban tracts. 

Miscellaneous . — The decrease was due to the recoveries on account of the 
Port Canning estate and sale proceeds of investments belonging to the Nizamut 
Fund in 18^4-85.

The causes which led to the 
dccrca.se in the receipts for the preceding year, as compared w'ith the year 
1883-84, having almost wholly disappeared, the receipts of the current year 
compare favourably with that of the last iucntioued year. 'I'lie same remark 
also applies to the i.ssues, which for the year under report differs from that of 
the year 1884-85 by + R.s-. 1,77,940 and of 1883-84 by — Rs. 1,66,475. The 
receipts and issues under this head fluctuate, and are regulated by the effect 
of trade in country produce in the several centres of Hengal. 

'riio ainoimt of notes received in exchange for notes of other values 
was Rs. 8,16,540, against Hs. 5,41,86.5 in the preceding year, showing an incroa.se 
of Rs. 2,68,675. Since 1880-81 the transactions under this head have greatly 
developed ; the transactions in tlie former year were to the extent of Rs. 22,05,735, 
or less than onc-thivd of the receipts of the year under report. 

During the year 1884-85 the net amount of notes received from the public in 
exchange for silver was Rs. 54,26,430, and in the year under report Rs 01,44,820, 
which shows a net increase in the transactions of tho latter year of Rs. 7,18,390.

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The total Land Mevenue for 1885-86 amounted to Rs. 3,85,68,000, against 

Rs. 3,74,20,000 for 1884-85, and the provincial share, ^ 
Receipts. including all intcrprovincial adjustments and adjust- * 

ments between Imperial and Provincial, aggregated Rs. 1,20,43,650, against 
Rs. 1,28,31,920. The increase ^vas duo to the recovery of arrears of revenue 
in the Bardwan and Tikaii estates. The decrease in the provincial receipts 
from Salt was duo to a smaller quantity warehoused in the year, tho imports 
being more speedily taken up. The large increase under Stamps was due 
to the introduction of the Bengal Tenancy Act, tho extension of tlio system of 
levying copying fees by moans of stamps in lii'u of cash, and to a large item 
of receipt on account of ju’obate of a will. The falling off under Mccisc might 
be ascribed partly to the re-introduction of the sudder distillery system, and 
parti}' to the high price of food-grains which prevailed during the year. Tho 
increase under Provincial Rates wa.s due to r('coverio.s of arreai’s of e,('.ss and 
to tho transfer of the Bardwdii and Tikari estates to the managenu'ut of tho 
Court of Wards. Tho increase' uiuler Avas due to larger sales of jail manu- 
facturi's. The increase under JIarmc chiefly occurred und(.*r “ Pilotage receipts,” 
and was owing to a partial revival of trade. The decrease under Scaaitt/ic and 
other Minor Departmejits chiefly occurn'd under “ Cinchona j)lantations ” aiid 
“ Panigration fees.” I'he decn'aso under tho first head was <hio to large 
imports of quinine which inteifered Avith the sale of tho local febrifuge, Avhile 
the falling off under tin* .second head must be a.scribcd to the reduction in the 
numher of emigrants j)assing tlirougli Bengal. Tho increase under Stationery 
and Printinq A^as due to a largo amount of printing work done for Local P’'und.s 
and Municipalities, to receipts from vent forms introduced under the Bengal 
Tenancy Act, and to a sp«'(-ial rt'ceipt of Us. 27,000 for stationery supplied to 
the Rajputana-.MaKva UailAvay. 'I'ho decrease in the receipts under Misccitaneous 
chiefly occurred under “ Unclaimed deposits ” — an item Avhich is neco.ssarily 
liable to considerable fluctuations. The fluctuations under other items of ‘ CiA'i!*’ 
expenditure do not call for remarks. 

The increase under “ State Railways (cross earnings)” Avas chiefly due to 
increased reccii)ts from the Northern Bengal and the Dacca-Iklaimansingh State 
Railways. The increase Ainder the Dacca-Maimausingh State Railway Avas 
dm* to the opening of the larger portion of tho line during 1885-86. Tho 
increase under “Irrigation — Major Avorks” almost entirely represented in- 
creased collection of Avator-ratos on the Sonc Canals, a considerable portion 
of arrears having been realized. Tho increase under “ Irrigation — Minor AVorks 
and Navigation ” Avas duo to tho credit of recoveries of embankment advances 
untler the contract sy.stem; the rceoA'erics Avero in tho previous year accounted 
for under “ Civil Buildings and Roads.” 'J’he decrease under “ Civil Buildings 
and Roads under Public VVorks officers ” Avas duo to a special receipt of 4 lakhs 
in l88t-85 realized from the p]a.st Indian Railway Company for the value 
of their office in Calcutta. Tho decrease under “Civil Buildings and Roads 
under CiA'i! Department ” was duo to tho exclusion of the receipts on account 
of recoA'oric’s of embankment advances from this head. Tho sum of Rs, 20,000 
entered under the head of “Contribution” during 1881-85 rcpro.sentod the special 
refund of the amount advanced to tho Inland LaboAir Transport Fund in 
January 1882. 

The decrease in oxpemliture under Refunds and Draiohacks was duo to a 
_ special payment in 1884-85 to tho Maharajah of 

.xpem 1 uic. Dooniraon on account of land revenue. The 

increase under Stamps was due to tho increased issue of stamps and stamped 
paper from tho central store, and under Excise to tho introduction of the 
recommendations of the Excise Commission Avhich involved the ro-introduo- 
tion of distilh;rie.s with special establishments in many districts. Tho decrease 
under Customs was due to a special ])aymcnt in 1884-85 of Rs. 8,000 for the 
Ajonstrnction of noAV boats for tho Calcutta Customs Patrol and Preventive 
Se*rvice. 'I'liei’C has been a steady decrease of expenditure under “ Forests,” duo 
tf> the rosti'lcled operations of tho department in late years. Tho falling off 
under Administration is accounted for by tho appointment of an additional 
Conimis.si<juer in tho Patna Ilivision during 1884-85. fl'ho increase under Law 
and Justice. — Judicial Courts must bo ascribed principally to the appointment 
of additional Judges of tho High Court, the formation of additional appellate 
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benches, and to the appointment of thirteen additional Munsiffs throughout the 
^ province. Under Jails there has been a larger expenditure on account of district 
jails. ^ The decrease under Education was duo to the orders of general retrench* 
ment in expenditure issued in 1885-86 ; and under Medical to the absence of 
senior olHccrs on leave. The increase under Scientific and Minor Departments 
was for the most part nominal, being duo to the tran.sfer to this head of 
the salaries of officers emploj’ed in the Ajfrieultural Department. The increase 
under “ Stationery and Printing” is chiefly perceptible in the sub-head “ Gov- 
ernment Presses,” and this is due to the adjustment for the first time of tlie 
profits of printing work done in the Presidency Jail Press to this head by 
credit to Jail receipts. The increase under Miscellaneous was d»io partly to a 
special grant to the Calcutta Nurses Institution, and partly to the Local Self- 
Government and the Cholera Commis,sions. The largo payments in Ihr- 
bliiim, Bankurd, and the Chittagong Hill Tracts led to the increase shown 
under Famine Relief, 

The expenditure under “Construction of Railways” in 1881-8.5 included 
the charges foi the survey of the Btbar Assam Railway and the Tirhdt Railway 
Extension, as well as Administrative charges. 'Fho administrative charge.s 
are now shown under “ Miscellaneous liailway expeiidituro.” The increase 
under “ Int<‘rcst on debt” was due to the progress of ca[)ital ex poudituro on 
Productive Public Works. I'ho expenditure under the head “ Subsidized Com- 
panies, land, &c.,” represented the amount of compensation paid for lands taken 
up for the 'r.^rakeswar Hailway. The increase nnder head “ Irrigation — Mimn- 
works and Navigation” was duo to the adjustment of Rs. 2, *21,000 on a<aMmnt 
of arrear cliarges of the Midnapur tuccavi embankments. T'he decrease 
under “ Civil Buildings and Hoads under the Civil Department” was due to 
larger |)aym(‘nts being made in 1H81-.S.5 on account of contributions to the 
muni(Mpalities in Darjiling, Bardwan, and Chittagong. 

d’he closing balance on the lilst March 1880 was Rs. 11,62,094, against 
Rs. 12,02.010 the balanc(i on the .‘list March 188-5.

I’lie Cantonment Funds closed the year 1885-80 with a balance of Rs 21,942. 
Diiriiif? the your under report no troops wore stationed at Rhagalpur and 
Dacca. Tlie Dacca Cantounient Fund was abolished, and the balance 
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transferred to the Dagshai Cantonment Fund in the Punjab. The account of 
the Haziribagh Cantonment Fund was closed, and the balance transferred to the 
‘Dinapiur Cantonment Fund. Regarding Hospital Port dues, the rate levied on 
the shipping has for some time been in excess of the requirements, it has, 
however, recently been reduced from one anna to nine pies per ton. I’he Rala- 
sor port Fund has been in a chronic state of deficit for years in spite of the 
large annual grants made to it by Government. It has been found impossible 
to reduce the expenditure of the fund, and the Local Government is still in 
correspondence with the Chamber of Commerce on the subject of increasing the 
rate of port dues. Under Cuttack and Puri Port Funds there was a large 
falling off in the collections during the year, the receipts being Rs. 7,G20, against 
l< 8 . 14,670 in 1884-85 and R.s. 16,255 in I883-81>. This was probably duo to 
the cyclone of !8e})tembor 1885. Hegarding the Bruce Legacy Fund, a scheme 
ohs been prijpared by the High (.’ourt for tins establishment and maintenance of 
the Bruce Institution, and arrangements ai’e being made to give elfect to th<3 
^chcmo. The balance at the credit of the Wahabeii Fund is Rs. 44,611, an<l 
the question of its disposal is under consideration.

Nevm tludess, there Avas an improvement in the net 
outstanding balance at the elo.se of the year, wliich fell from Rs. 15,03,981 to 
Rs. 14,28,631, representing a reduction from 18-4 to 15vS in the percentage on 
the gross demand. The arrear balance, however, rose from Rs. 2,04,190 to 
Rs. 3,07.191, and this must bo rogardi'd as un.satisfact.ory, although it was partly 
due to the larger arrears with which the year opened. The periiontage of 
arrear collections on arrear demand I'osc from 71 to 80 . The figures in the last 
column of the above statement show that the standard of the yearwas still below 
that of 1881-82 and 1882-83. This is explained as duo partly to tlio growth of 
the gross demand, and })flrtly to tho distrc.ss cau.sed by the floods in many 
districts. As all’eeting the quest ion of unrealised balances, it is recognised that 
the provision of section 45 of tho Act, which allows 15 days’ grace after tlu> 
latest date for payment, will always throw the payments due in the last 
quarter ending on tho 28th Scptmnbor into the next year. Tlie I'esults of 
operations as regards collections bctw'ocn October and the end of Dccombor 
1885 indicate considerable reductions in outstanding balances. 

Tho following table shows the dcmiand, collection, and arrears of tho road 
and public work cesses on lands and iniiies for the cess year 1S84-85: — 
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The collections are subjected to throe tests to measure the success or failure 
of the year’s operations, viz. — ( 1 ) comparison of the arroar collections with arrear. 
balances ; {'}) comparison of current collections with net current demand ; and 
comparison of advaiico payments with tlmse made in the previous year.

Of these 19 districts, 1(3 are tlio same as those wliicli appoaretl in tlie list 
Inst year. Cliitta^^onjr has gone out, and llakarganj, Malduli, and J’abiia 
have been added. In Pabna, however, the arrears were small and the current 
colloctions good, having been 90’5 per cent, on the demand. In tlie last reprtrt 
it was noticed that collections had been unfavourably affected in the districts 
of Bardwan and HiigH by the inclusion of three years* arretir demand frotn 
petty lakhiraj holdings brought for tlio first time under assessment under 
.s(.‘ction 70 ot the Act. The .same cause was at work during the year under 
review. Tlio arrear colloctions in Bardwan showed some inijirovemeiit, 
having risen from J33’3 to 43 per cent , but in Huglf the percentage fell 
from 63’ Ji to 01 •3. At the same time, howcvei’, there was an improvement in 
the current collections in both districts. The failure of tho Bardwan Kaj 
Estate, which is now under the Court of Wards, to pay in a large sum wilhin 
the year, IS mentioned as a cause of the very unsatisfactory collections in the 
liaidwan district. In Nadiya and Pabnd also the (jollections are said to 
have been affected by the inclusion of the three years’ demand. In tho former 
district the inundations, too, a])pcar to have prejudiced tho collections, and 
this cause also operated in Mursliidabad. In INfaldali and Bankura tho arrears 
are explained to be due to the inclusion of dcinunds for rent-free tenures ; in 
The latter district the usual excuse of default on tho part of tlio sirdar ghatwals 
is also alleged; in Shahabad, Durldianga, and Bakarganj arrears arc attributed 
to indifferent harvests; in Balasor to confusion in tho cess towji accounts, 
regarding which a special enquiry is being made; and in tho remaining dis- 
tricts to delays which arc inseparable from the procedure for the realisation 
of the cesses. 

Turning to the second test, viz , comparison of current collections witli 
net current demand, the results were unsatisfactory in the following 20 
districts in which tho collections fcdl short of 90 per cent, of the demand, 
viz. — Farldpur (03-7), Purl (CS*» Midnapur ((38*1), IIugH (70 (3), Bdkar- 
ganj (71‘3), Dacca (72-1), Sarun (74-4), Muzaffarpur (77’C), Shahabad 
i791), Patna (80*33, Cliamparan (80*7), Bardwiln (81 0), Jessor {82*6), Maldah 
riS.’i’l), 4'ip})('rah (84*3), Bsijsliahyi (84*4), Gayd (84*0), Birbhum (85*1), 
Balasor (85 *7), Chittagong (80*8), Bankura (86*9), Durbhanga (80 9i, Nadiya 
/87 2), IMongbyr (87*4), Murshidabdd (87*9), and Khulna (88*4). No expla- 
nation has been given of the unfavourable results in these districts, except 
Midnapur, Bardwan, and Iliigli. In tho Patnd and Dacca Divisions 
(except Mainiansingb), and in Purl collections were cxccjitionally bad; and 
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in the majority of these districts but little had been done by the 3 1st December 
,1885 to clear off the outstandings. There were 12 districts against 11 in 
1883-84, in which the percentage on both the current and arrear demand ex- 
(•eeded 90 per cent. Kdjshdhf and Pabna have fallen out of the list this year, 
while Dinagepur, 24-Pergunnahs, and Rungpur have been added to it. The 12 
districts are Purneah, Ddrjfling, Hazaribdgh, Noakhally, Dinagepur, 24-Per- 
gunnabs, Jalpfligurf, Bogra, Maimansingli, Mdnblium, Lolulrdaga, and Rungpur. 
In the remaining three districts — Pabiid, Bhagalpur, and Cuttack — the percen- 
tage on the current demand rose slightly above 90 per cent., but the an oar 
collections fell below that standai’d. 

The advance collections made during the year amounted to Rs. l,40,.oGo, 
against Us. 1,. 33, 128 in 1883-S4. The districts in which these collections 
exceeded Rs. 5,000 are Itiigll (Rs. .5,372), Dacca (Rs. 0,0051, IMaimansingh 
(Us. 6,346), Gaya (Rs. 6,527), Cuttack (Rs. 6,691), MuzalTarpnr (Rs. 7,208), 
Patnd (Rs. 7,028), Rardwan (Rs. 9,168), Bhagalpur (Us. 16,230), and Dur- 
bhauga (Us. 31,638). 

There was a slight incroas** in the number of certificates tiled during tlu; 
year under the Public Demands Recovery Act. From 74,074 in the previous 
year the numher rose to 77,031, which, with the ^0,147 ponding at the 
(dose of that year, gave a total of 110,778 for disposal, against 11 2, .533 in 
1883-84. Of these, 78,385 were disjxi.sed of during tlio year, leaving 38,303 
pending at its clo.se. Except in the districts of Hugh, Sluiliabad, Durblianga, 
and Puri, the nutnber of disposals kept paee fairly with the mniibcir of 
institutions. Out of tlu* total number of 78,385 certificates disposed of during 
the year, payment was made in 31,844 cn.sos on the more issue of notice, in 
8,577 (sascs on the attachment of mov(?ahhi projiertv, and in 20.000 cases on the 
attachment of immoveahlo })roporty. Of the remainder, 2,800 were struck off 
and 072 cancelled on objoction, leaving 7,580 cases wliicli were dis(;harge«l 
witliout resort to issue (^f notices or attaciniuurt of jn’oporty. It is rep(»r((?il that 
the sale of •jnov('abI(5 or immoveahlo pro])erf.y was resorted to only in 420 cas(*s. 
The total number of objcxdious filed against certilicafes Avas 4.171, (d which 
.3,900 were disposed of. Jn 072 ensrs the ceJ’lilieates objected to wei’o, as 
already stated, cancelled, and in 420 ca.ses the aiuouut cfitificd was reduced. 
The smallest number of certificates Avas filed in the Clnitia N!ig|)ur Division, 
viz., 559 ; Rjijsliahf came next and then the Presidency Divisimi — 'OjOUl liuving 
Iwen filed in the former and l,t<S0 in tlie latter. The three J)ivi.sioi)s in Av]ii<4j 
the largiAst numbers AA'cre tiled Avc're J\itiia (28,232), Uardwau (14,857,) and 
Dacca (0,014). 

Com 2 )h'te roAuiluations ar(A in progr(‘ss in the districts of Cuttack, Pur/, 
and Balasor ; and .suuction lias been accorded to the oonnuenc(“mout of com- 
])lete revaluations in Gaya and Cliamparaii. In Jlidnajmr both valuation ftu* 
the first time of certain estates and teinn’e.s. and revaluation of otlu'rs, were 
made. Tlie reA'uluations have ro.sulted in a dcerea.se of R.s. 14,023; AA’hile the 
valuations for the first time gaA’'o an inerea.so of Rs. 1 1,2.33. Tlu* net deereaso 
of Rs. 2,7t)0 is attributed to the low price of paddy and to the cxclusiofi of 
certain lakliii’aj lands Aviiieh A\*cre twice ass(*.sscd at the first valuation. 'J’lio 
result of partial revaluation in I’abiid was an increase; in A'uluution of Rs. 17,0-3.3, 
and of Rs. 803 in the cess deiuaiul. In Cliifttigong 030 taluks wci’o a#.se.sse(l 
for the first time, and with other revaluations, yielded a n(;t iucri'aseof Rs. 1,404 
in the cess demand. The revision of the roviilualions of the Dranblnim 
district has been completed. 'J'lie total Auduatioii of the di.strict now stands at 
Rs. 13,00,021, against the original A^aluation of R.s. 0,07,170. The valuation of 
pergimiiah Dlialbhi'nn, in the Singblnuii distri(;t, has been completed ; but tlie 
complelion report bad not been received by the Hoard Avlien their report Avas 
submitted. There were no suminary valuations in J’abna and Manbhum. In 
Midnnpur summary Auduation Avas rosort('d to only in tlio case of 24 ju^tty 
estates ; and in the Chittagong district, all tlie tislates being of a petty character, 
7,440 estates Averc sumnuu-ily valued. 

The provisions of Chapter VI, Part II of tlui Cc.ss Act, for the valuation 
of rent-free holdings, w^ere mi the recomm-endations of Commissioners cxteiuh'd 
during the year to all districts. The result generally may bo said to have bci*n 
uuimi>ortunt 

i)uiing the year 5,704 separate a(*ceimts w('ro opened, under section 44 
of the Act, for Rs. 88,l08 pa^’uble as ce.ss. 'J’lie division in A\diicli the large.st 
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number occurs is Dacca (1,972), while in the Chuti4 Nagpur Division no 
accounts at all wore opened. In tlie Dacca district alone l,o68 accounts were 
opened. At the close of the year the number of accounts remaining open was* 
25,887 for Its. 12,27,051 of cess. Fifty-seven separate cess accounts were 
opened in revenue-free estates under section 46 of the Act — the largest number, 
18, being in the Monghyr di.sta'ict.

In Midnapur Rs. 3,737 were written 
ofE on account of death and tlc sertion of i-yots and the insolvency of farmers, 
and Ks. 3,01(3 on account of the adjustment of jungle jumma duo from the 
avnuidars of estate Ihdranipur. The causes of remission in Cqttack were 
relinquishment of lands hy tin* ryots after the storni-vvavc of 22nd September 
1885, loss of crops by flood in Hiinki, and reduction of rents of some poor 
ryots in the Cuttack town khas uudial. T'ho remissions in Bukarganj were 
rendered necessary by dll avion and the in.solvency of farmers.

Tho comparison shows a decrease of Us. 4-, 09,701, and by taking the cor- 
rected figures for 1884-85, viz., Tts. 30, the decrease becomes Rs. 5,58,050. 
This improvement was due to the payment of revenue} by tlio Bardwdn estate, 
'llio amount left unpaid on account of the death of the late Maharajah of 
Bardwcln was eight lakhs of nq)ees, se) that, allowing for this temporary and 
exceptional default, the year under report compares unfavourably with 1884-85. 
The result of a comparison with previous yesars is still less satisfactory. Tho 
total amount due from wards’ estates at the close of the year was U.s, 1,52,659, 
against Rs. 46,899 in 1884-8.5 and Ks. 25,847 in 1883-84. The collections on 
temporarily-settled and Government estate's wore also unsatisfactory. ^The 
collection of revenues of Govcriimeiit estates is noticed in a sijparate section.) 
(Jn the other hand, there was an improvement as to ryotwari tracts, whore the 
collections exceeded tho current demand, and the balances were reduced from 
Its. 1,17,701 to Rs. 82,187. In tlio di.stricts of 24-Perguuiiidis, Darjiling, and 
Singbhiiin more than 99 per cent, of heavy gross demands was collected. 

At the commcnccmetit of the year the initial work of registration under 

Act VII (B.C.) of 1876 had been completed in 34 out 
Land roRistrat 1011. 43 districts. Completion reports were received 

during the year from Hugli and Midnapur, leaving seven districts in which 
tho operations are still pending. It is only in Cuttack that tho work remaiuirig 
to be done is considerable. The mutations registered, which were during the 
year 3*5 per cent, of tho initial registrations, were not considered to fairly 
represent the number of changes in title which occur, and tho question whether 
judicial or executive action should 1)C taken to ensure a more complete record of 
such tran.'-aetioiis is at presciiit under consideration. 

The number of estates which became liable to sale during tho year on 

account of default in jiaying tho r«*venuo was 12,445; 

Operation of the Sale Lnw. vatiiUis actually sold 1,770. The sales wore 

not so numerous as in tho three preceding years. Tho number of estates 
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l>ouglit in by Government at nominal prices was 143, and these were pre- 
^sumably let go to sale because, owing to dil avion and other causes, they could 
no longer bear the revenue assessed. The Sale Laws were worked generally 
with moderation and leniency.

Since the close of the year rules have been sanctioned for the {ruidance 
of the Hopstiation Department in rcfiistering such transfers. The rojristerinfr 
officer is required to certify tliat the document is admissible, and it wdl be his 
duty to refuse to »rive this eertilieato unless the transfer purports upon the face 
of the doemneiit to he a transfer of a permanent tenure or of a ryoti holding at 
a fixed rate. 

A petition has been addressed to Government on the subject of tlio work- 
, c. .n ing of section 12, which provides that ryots holdimr 

Traus ir o lu i mgs. fixed in perpetuity must give notice, and 

pay a fee to their landlords, through the Collector, on triinsfcrring their hold- 
ings. It is alleged that ryots not holding at fixed rates adopt the prescribed 
procedure, thereby creating evidence which in future may ho ac.ceptcd as proof 
that they really occupy tho privileged position which they claim. In so far ns 
the action taken by such ryots is tho result of misa))prelicnsion as to tho moan- 
ing of the law it is met by the registration rules cittul above. But whore tho 
parties to the sale of a holding seriously assert that it is alienable and privileged 
for ever against an increase of rent, wliile tho zemindar denies that it. is of 
this character, it does not seem undesirable tliat the issue should ho distiuctlv 
raised at the time when tho trau.sfer takes place. The now law has not conferred 
any right of sale, hut has merely provided that, when transfers occur, they 
should ho duly registered and notice given to tlie zemindar. If tho latter denies 
the right of transfer, he can refuse to acknowledge the now tenant, if, while 
admitting tlie tran.sfer, he merely denies that the holding is held at fixed rates, 
he cun protect himself against the notice and his acc(‘j)tan(!e of it, with the foe, 
being used in evidence against him by filing objections. P>on if lie deidines 
to acc(;pt the fee, he is not in a vvor.se position than under the old law, which did 
not rc<|uire tliat a foe should ho offered. 

The cases connected with tho appraisement of produce occur principally in 

the Patna Division. Tlie working of the.se section.s 
Ai.piaisi im ui o pm luo. district of Gaj'a, where so much land is lield 

on tho system of produce rent, is rejiorted to have been, so far, satisfactory to 
botli landlords and tenants, and as likely to prove most beneficial. 

Of the four applications for survey and record of rights, one referred to a 
. . Government estate, one was refused, and two wore 

pending at tlio close oi tho year. The other pro- 
ceedings entered in tho table were of minor importance, 
siirv.y and record of rights iu 'Fliis Hubjcct luis hoon uoticod uiidor the head

TTio provisions of tho Bengal T’cnancy Act on the subject of receipts for 
,, , ... rent have produced a very immediate and strikiuff 

etiect, and give matter lor comment in every part 
of the Province. Tho earlier reports of Collectors everywhere give prominence 
to the difficulties which had ari.sen. Under tlie former law, section 11 of 
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Bengal Act VIII of 1 869, everjr cultivator to whom a receipt, specifyino- the 
year on account of which he might have made a payment of rent, was not 
•given, was entitled to recover damages not exceeding double the amount paid. 
In fact, however, the year was not specified in receipts, and the remedy 
by a suit for damages proved illusory. The matter was of the most serious 
importance, inasmuch as the worst agrarian disputes in Bengal arose from 
the practice of making false rent-rolls showing rates in excess of those due 
payments on account of the current demand being credited, without the know- 
ledge of the tenants, to imaginary arrears of past years at the increased rate 
Iho ryots had no means of checking those fraudulent proceedings, inasmuch as 
the receipts they received showed merely the sums paid, without specification 
of the year to the demand for which they were credited, and even tho Courts 
found the greatest difficulty m deciding whether accounts produced before them 
as the sole eviaencc of the existence of an alleged arrear were genuine or eon 
cocted in the manner indicated above for the pnrjiose of being used as false 
evidence. To check this abuse, which was widespread and most damrerous it 
18 provided in the Bengal Tenancy Act that rent receipts sliall contahi certain 
particulars as to the holding and the demand for which the money is paid so 
far Hs they can be spocilied at the time by the landlord ; and it is farther enacted 
as a self-acting sanction to the above rale, that if a receipt docs not contain 
substantially tho particulars required, it shall ho presumed, until the contiarv 
18 proved, to he an acquiltaneo in full of all demands up to date. That a chainre 
affecting every payment of rent throughout tho province, and ton.linn- ‘to In-iinr 
old disputes to a head, would cause niucli temporary trouble and inconvenieneo 
was obvious ; but it was believed that it avus nevertheless desirablo to take the 
precautions necessary to prevtmt tho constant forgeries, false CAudonce and riots 
clearly traceable to the evasion of the old law, as also to put a sfoi) to -i svsteni 
by which the ryots as a body wero being by degrees defrauded of their DriVile-rcs 
in tho matter of rent rates. * ® 

That an ajiprceiahlo o£Pc(!t has already boon prodnood anrx'ars from thn 
fact that, during tivc months, 7,473,311 of the specimen forms of receipt Avero 
sold. In addition to these, forms arc printed at private presses, those supplied 
by Government having purposely been disposed of at a price which permits of 
their being undersold. * 

The first introduction of the now forms into use Avas impeded by a carious 
misapjiroheiision. Iho Avoids “particulars of tho holding" bein«r ysed as a 
general heading in tho form, it Avas sujipused by tlie ryots in many districts 
that the specific designation of their .status should be given, and many refused 
to pay ri nt, as tlieir demand to be entered as belonging to some privilen-ed class 
was not complied Avith. Instructions Avere iiromptly i.^^sued by Government 
for tlio correction of this error by tho explanations of local officers. On most 
estates, Avhen this preliminary difficulty Avas got over, the new system worked 
smoothly. 

In some idaces there has been a dispute as to tho entries to bo made 
against the headings as to the area of holdings— a matter generally s(Mtl(‘d l>v 
leaving the column blank. This course is legal and correct Avhere, as .vyiyy-aUv 
happens, the landlord does not really know Avhat tho precise area is? 'I’heii 
remain tho cases Avhich tho lawAvas designed to meet, tho.soiii Avhich the landlord 
has been keeping his accounts so as to show a higher rent than that whicli is 
authori.sedby law, oracknoAvledgidby the ryots; those in Avhich illor^al cesses 
have been collected; and those where, through tho former neglect of zoimndai?j to 
grant receipts and pattalis, everything is in confiusion, and tho real rent has 
never been ascertained. AVlicre neitlier will trust tho other, and Avliero tlio 
character of the holding, tho quantity of land, and the amount of rmit are all 
in dispute, there seems no way of settling matters but by the arbitrament of 
the Civil Court, or by the operation of tho Kevenue authorities under the 
Tenancy Act. On such estates the first effect of the noAV laAv may be to iaereaso 
contention, with tho ultimate result of producing a satisfactory settlemout. 
Even in these instances, it may bo remarked, what brings matters to an issue 
is merely the insistanec on tho discharge of an obligation which existed under 
the old laAV, and has always been considered necessary in Bengal— tho entry in 
tho receipts of the period in respect of Avhich rent is paid. This is a ncces.sary 
form of honesty and fair dealing, insisted on in business of every kind, aiid if 
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its obscryancG in transactions between Bengal zemindars and their ryots causes 
friction, that is tho best proof that the precaution is necessary either to clear 
up uncertainty, or to prevent fraud. 

On the whole, as far ns can be judged from the experience of the few 
months which have elapsed since the Act came into operation, the working of 
the new law is not likely to bo attended by any such disturbance *of tho rela* 
tions between landlords and tenants as was apprehended by some of those who 
were opposed to tho introduction of tho measure. Tho difHculties liitherto 
experienced have mostly been coniined to questions connected with tho new 
forms of receipt, and with tho notices of transfers. There is no doubt that, 
upon both these points, tho dilliculties will prove to be merely of a temporary 
nature. It is satisfactory to find that the other provisions of tho Act appear 
to be working snioothh', that recoui'sc is being had to tho sections relating to 
the appraisement of produce rents, and to the registraion of improvements, 
and that some Jipjdications have been received for tho settlement of rents. At 
present, however, there are no materials for forming an opinion on the operation 
of some important sections of tho law, among which may bo mentioned the 
publication of price-lists, tJio sale of tenures subject to encumbrances, and the 
moditied procedure fot distraint. The most important results of tho Act are 
such as do not admit of being numbered or* tabulated. The real benetits of such 
a measure as tlio Tenancy Act arc to bo looked for, not in the nuud)cr of eases 
in which application may be nmde to the courts to enforce its provisions, but in 
the peaceful acceptance by all classes of the principles which underlie it, that 
the landlord is to bo secured in tlie enjoyment of his fair rent, and that the 
tenant is to be maintained in the possession of his lightful holding.

In the year 1884 H.-i there was an increase of Its. 18/20, 499, or (M per cent., in 
the net receipts as compared with the yc'ar 1888-84, owing entirely to larger 
clearances of salt; but in the y('a.r under report a decrease of ivs. 8,08,903, or 
3'9 per cent., took phice in conse([ucnco of the decline of 11.} lukhs of rupees in 
the duty from salt. Import duly, exclusivo of salt, shows an improvement of 
lls. 62,310, or 4< 8 per cent., duo to the larger collections on imported ale, beer, 
porter, and spirits. The rise in the export duty of Us. 2,08,070, or 13‘5 per 
cent., is attributable to the recovery of the rice trade from the previous depres- 
sion. TJio net rcccij)ts of all the ports taken together show a decrease of 
Ks. 8,79,383, or 4’1 per cent., to which Calc.utta lias contributed more than 
half, and Chittagong and Purf in smaller proportions. The ports of Balasor, 
Cuttack, and Narainganj show, on tho other hand, an improvement in Iho net 
revenue. 

Exclusive of Govornniont transactioms, tho total value of tho imports into 
Bengal, under foreign trade shows a falling olf from lis. 30,28,ol,914 in 18S4-85 
to Ra. 27,87,05,795 in tho year under vojiort. The decline was most marked in 
foreign merchandise, whore it exceeded 1 crore and 44 lakhs. In tho coasting 
trade tho imports of merchandise fell by more than 48 lakhs. 

The exports of the year had a total value of Rs. 40,85,10,234, against 
Rs. 39,92,90,926 in tho year 1 884-85. In the foreign trade, exports rose in value 
from Rs. 33,13,32,666 to Rs. 33,21,15,247, rcprcscnling an inerea.so in tho value 
of merchandise of Rs. 27,99,468, and a decrease in treasure amounting to 
Rs. 20,16,887. In tho coasting trade exports of merchandise fell from 
Rs. 6,14,54,993 to Rs. 6,07,16,194. Exports of treasure, however, show a rise 
from Rs. 65,12,267 to Rs. 1,56,78,793, owing to a heavy despatch of silver 
to British Burinah. 
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The year 1881-85 was one of deficient rainfall in all the districts included 
in the Beliar Agency, except Champjiran. It is mentioned that blight, caused 
by damp east winds with cloudy daj's in Februaiy, did harm to the poppy- 
crop oil the north of the Granges, more particularly in the Aligani Division. 
Blight appeared, too, in some places in the South Ganges districts, but did not 
spread, and is said to have been invariably checked by a west wind.' In the 
Benares Agency the season Avas fav'ourable. The abundant rainfall of the 
monsoon aa-us tbllowed by fine AA'cathcr in NoA-embor and December, and then 
by heaA'y showers in January, Avhich did much good to the later soAvings and 
brought the cro]) fast to maturity. Unseasonably licavy rain in March caused 
some anxiety, but beyond reducing tlie consistence of the drug with a largo 
admixtui'O of past’fi’fi, caused no injury to the outturn. 

The Opium Dejiartiuent male engagements for cultivation during the year 
with 25,2Ud Icluittail'irs and (505, 35J cultiA'utors in tho Beliar Agency, with 
30,191 ami 713,973 cultiA'ators in Benares; thus giving employment 
of u reinuncratiA'c nature to 1,434,783 persons. 

The areas of' (lie land engaged for, of tluit sown with poppy-seed, and of 
that actually cultivated Avith the outturns in each Agency daring tho last live 
years are compared in the following statement ; —

Talcing the results obtained in the two Agencies together, and comparing them 
with ttiose of the preA'ions year, tliero was an increa.so of 24,189 bighas in 
tho area engaged for, of 80,630 bighas in the land sown, of 95,081 in the net 
cultivation or the area on which the seed germinated, and of 7,206 maunds in 
the produce. Tho not cultivation and tho produce were larger than tho.so of 
any previous year. Tho exceptional sueccss of the season’s operations must 
be mainly attributed to tlio Benares Agency, whore there was an increase of 
28,851 bighas in tlio area engaged for, of G0,26S bigha.s in tho land sown, of 
61,401 in tho net cultiA'ation, and of 10,904 maunds in tho produce. Tho area 
sown proved to be 14,977 bighas in excess of that for which settlements wore 
made, leaving no doubt as to the populainty which the excellent outturn of 
tho year 1883-84 had secured for tho cultivation. In Bohar there was an 
increase of 20,308 bighas in tho land cultivated, accompanied by a slight 
falling off of 4,(542 bighas in that for which engagements were made. The 
area cultivated increased in every division of the Bohar Agency, except 
llajipnr. 

As noticed by the Opium Commission, complaints of the prospects of tho 
Opium Department being injuriously affected by the competition of otfier 
agricultural industries have been frequently made by the Behar Agent. The 
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Commission arrived at tho conclusion that the only crops which seriously 
competed with poppy were potatoes, sugarcane, and tooacco, of which the 
two latter were less profitable than opium, while pota<oe8 commanded only a 
small market ; so that there was really no cause for alarm. The figures of the 
season under report certainly offer no support to the statement that in the 
three thickly populated districts of Tirhtit, Hajipur, and Ghuprah the 
cultivation of tho poppy is less sought after every year, as it appears that 
60,227 bighas were cultivatud with poppy in these districts during 1884*85, 
against 58,487 bighas in 1M83-84, showing an actual increase of 1,740 bighas. 
There was a decrease in Hajipur, but as it was local and exceptional, it 
cannot be accounted for by causes of general application. 

Tho total produce of the year 1884-85 in the two Agencies, as shown in 
tho statement above, amounted to 1,33,803 maunds of opium at 70“ consistence, 
which appears to bo tho largest outturn ever obtained in any year. 3’he 
outturn of the Hchar Agency was somewhat less than that of the preceding 
year, but in tho Benares Agency the produce greatly exceeded that of any 
former year; only in three previous years (1875-76, 1876-77, and 1883-84) 
has the outturn of tho last-nanmd Agency exceeded 60,000 maunds. 'riio 
average yield per biglia in 1884-85 was 5 seers 2^ chittacks in the Beliar 
Agency, and 6 seers 0 chittacks in the Benares Agency — averages for both 
Agencies rather in excess of ordinary years. Tho produce shown as that of 
tho Behar Agency includes 089 maunds grown in Nepal and delivered to 
the officers of tin; Opium Department at Motiharf and Bottia. Tliis is the 
largest fjuaiitity which has yet beou received in any year from Nopal culti- 
vators ; and tho result may bo due in part to tho freedom of tho Nepali 
ryots from jiolico molestation and tho b(‘tter ai'rangeinents made for then), 
^i'ho oxtonslon of ihe.so ready-nu)noy dealings with the Nepal cultivators shows 
that o])ium cultivaiion is not altogether dependent on a system of advanees. 

Tlio dillovcnco in tho consistence of tlie opium delivered in tho two 
Agencies in tho year under review is remarkable. In tho Behar Agency 
the actual produce, as delivered by tho cultivator.^, weighed 52,338 maunds, 
but on uecount of its high .standard of cou.si«teiice this uiuoiint, after dedue-- 
tions for mn)urities, is reckoned for jjurposcs of nianufaciurt'i at 232 maunils 
(hntiiirf/a, reduced to tho standard consistence of 70°. 'I’lie cultivators got 
the benefit of this high consistence by prcmiuiiis paid in excess of the standard 
jwico of 11s. 5 jior seer paid on tho weight delivered. I lediictions for low 
consistence M’ore made in thi.s Ageiuiy on 100 maunds only\ In tho Biaiaros 
Agency, on the other liand, tho actual produce delivered by tlio cultivators 
amounted to 80,468 in.auiids; but on account of tho unusually low consistence 
of the opium, the tf>wn?effn result amounted only to 78,001 maunds. 

'I'lie unusual quantity of panewa presmit in tho opium of this Agency 
during tho year is a.scribeii to the heavy rain of March 188.'). ft is, liowevtu", 
clear that tho custom of separ.iting jusoum from tlio raw drug obtains much 
more Inrg’cly among the cultivators of Behar, who delivered 538 maunds of 
pure pasewu at the weighinonts of the ymar, than among tlio cultivators of 
tho Benares Agency, who delivered 140 maunds only of pure pusewu. Instruc- 
tions have been issued to ensure a more complete separation ofy)4Stv/;<i in future 
weighinonts in Benares. In the Behar .Agency 27.1 maunds, and in the Benares 
Agency 36 maunds of opium were confisciited for adulteration, and in the 
Benare.s Agency fines wore imposed in respect to 118 maunds of opium for 
impurities other than pa'sewa lu the Behar Agiuicy'’ deductions for “ imj)uiities, 
&e.,” were made on 286 maunds. Largo adulterations Avoro found in 
some of the deliveries of Ni'pal opium. 

The balance of advances made for cultivation outstanding was, at the end 
of tho year 1884-85, Us. 4,010 in Behar and Ks. 22,737 in tho Benares Agency, 
making a total of lis. 26,753. 3'hcse sums are relatively small, the advances 
made to cultivators having amounted in the year under review alone to one 
hundred and fifiy-six lakhs of rupees in the Benares Agency, and to one 
hundred and cloven lakhs of rupees in tho Behar Agency. 44io policy of 
recovering the old balances has been su<*ccssful, and tho ryj^ots enter on the now 
year uneinbarrassod by outstanding accounts. 

The unirrigatod portion of the area under poppy^ cultivation is less than 
a fourth of the wliolo in Behar, while in the Benares Agency it amounts only' 
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to 2 per cent. Durlnj? the year under review Rs. 1,11,100 wore lent in Holuir 
and Ra. 20,001 in the IkMum s A«»eney for tl»o construction and repairs of wells. 
In the former Aj^enev an iuereaso of cultivation of 1,020 bi'iij'alis wtia obtained 
by these julvanees. The abundant rainfall in the last-named Affency inado it 
less necessary than in ordinary yt'ars for the cultivators to spend money on 
wells, rttrticulars of recoveries t»f the adviwees made for wells in Behnr have 
not been received ; in the Benares Agency lbs. 8, 8‘} I of the amount advanced 
had been reeoveri'd tip to OOth Novemlter 188"), and the balance was in coursi' of 
realization. In some di.striets of Beliar wooden atpietlucts or shoots have been 
con.''truel( d which convey water from the ryot.s’ wells acro.ss the canal distribu- 
taries t<* the poppy lit'lds. A further expouditure was incurred on this account 
durinfr the year under review in the Patna district. The proposed scheme of 
dammin<>: up hill-streams in certain districts with a view to distributing' their 
water by moans of small channels, and the elVoct of growing' indigo and poppy 
on tliH same land, have been referred to the Director of the Agricultural Dopurt- 
ment for consideration. 

During the year under review 1,284 cases were instituted in the Lower 
Provinces for offences against the Opium law, 1,048 persons were convicted, and 
sums exceeding in the aggregate Its. 1 8,000 realizoa as tines were distributed 
among informers and other jtersons as rewards. In the majority of cases the 
accused persons were convicted for keeping back a small quantity of the pro- 
duce of tlieir fields, which they wore induced to sell to the informers. Some 
large seizures of contraband o])ium were made in railway carriages near Bnrdwdn, 
but the persons found iii possession were merely coolies hired to take charge of 
it, and the real consignors were not discovered. In the North-Western Pro- 
vinces and Oudh 641 jirosecutions were instituted, of which 584 resulted in the 
ctmviction (d the accused. In the successful cases fines were realised to the 
amount of Hs. 7,668, the greater portion of which was distributed in rewards 
to informers and ajtprehenders. No great success was obtained against the 
chief eidprits — the dealers — although some largo captures were made in the 
Bareilly district. The good opium crops of two successive seasons afforded 
considerable facilities for the consumj>tion of illicit opium, as the cultivators 
can more easily keep back without detection a portion of tho drug wdien the 
supply is abundant. Tho Agents recognise the importance of conliuing Avithin 
the narrowest possible limits the dcmorali.sing traflic in illicit opium, and tho 
impossibility of producing any diminution of the offence by petty prosecutions 
directed again.st cultivators, as long as the purchasor.s and ilealors e.scapo detec- 
tion. The subject is receiving the closest attention from dojiartmcutul oflicers, 
and also from tlie police. 

'Hie following particulars relate to the manufacture of opium during 
the .stja.son fi'oiu ist April to 31.st October J885. 'Ihe Bchar Agent had 
a balance in store on tlm bst Ajuil 1885 of opium of tho j>revious sca.son, 
amounting to 1,654 maunds of 75” consisteiico. Tlio opium deli vmed in his 
Agency by cidtivators (including Nopal opium) on account of tho croj) of 
1884-85 amounted to 52,862 maunds of the same cousistenc.e. Delivi.-vies from 
the licnares Agen<*y imule up 18,121 maunds, and miscollanoous rocei])ts and 
the godovvn surplus raised the whoh; amount in store during tho year to 67,227 
maunds of 75°. From the total (pxantity of opium at his dIs[)osal, tlm Agent 
maniifsicturod 1,207,220 cakes, or 82,480^ cliests, which arc ecpiivadent to 
47,870 maunds, at 75° consistence, of pi’ovision o])ium, and 1,414 chests < 5 qual 
t«) 2,122 maunds of excise opium. On tho Ist Noveui])er 1885 the Ag(!iit had 
a balance of 0,388 maunds of opium, including 140 chests of excuse opium 
(1,274 of the 1,414 chests of excise opium manufactured Avero issued l)etvvcen 
Aja-il and Octccher 1885); tho rest of I ho opium received is accounted for by 
(‘xj)endituro on ieim, and issues of nu'dieal and miscellaneous opium. Tlie 
Benares Agent bud in store on the l.st A])ril 1885 a balance of 2,670 maunds 
of ojauiu of 70° consistence. Tho rocoijds of the season of 1 884-85, excluding 
MuUva <»pium, hut including misctdlaiieous receipts and godown sui’plus, made 
Iho total uj) to 81,858 maunds at 70° consistence, h’rom tho total cpiantity of 
oj)ium at his disposal tlie Agent manufactured 1,800,000 cakes, or 82,500 
che.sts, Avhich are equivalent to 47,740 maunds, at 70° consistence, of provision 
opium. 14,050 maunds at 70° consisteiico (shown above as 18,124 maunds at 
75° consistence) Avero sent to tho Bchar Agency, 10,558 maunds were kept 
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in roaorve, and the ro.st is accounted, for hy cxjiendituro on lewa, and on rcj>airs 
yi cakes, and by issues to Calc.utta. Tlio A^font of Jienares also manufactured 
l,o09 nuiunds of excise opium from tlie buhincc of JJenarcs opium remaininj^ 
over from the season of 1883-84. Tlic manufactui’o of Malwa opium durinji: 
the season 188-1-85 is noticed below. 

^ Information reirardinj^ the total is.sucs of lleliar opium for excise purposes 
during’ the year M'as not received from the Agent. Tn the Henares Agency tho 
amount of opium is.sued for excise j)Uiposes in the year was 0,508 maunds 
as against 5,3hl maunds in the preceding year. This amount apparently 
includes issues of Malwa opium. Tlie experimental pm*chases of Malwa opium 
for excise purposes have been continued. During’ the season of 1881-85, Mulwa 
opium to the amount of 2,030 maunds at 90" consistence ( = 3,3'^2 maunds at 
70° consistence 1 was purchased by Mr. Hastings, Sub-Deputy Opium Agent, 
who was deputed to liidore for tho purpose. Tliis amount, added to 573 maunds 
in store from preceding years, made up a total of 3,203 maunds in store dui’ing 
tlie year. Of this amount 700 maunds wei’e issued as excise opium to the 
North-West Provinces and Oudh and the Central Provinces, and tin* remainder 
(1,180 maunds manufactured and 1,313 maunds unmanufactured) was in 
store at the end of the season. This opium is said to bo generally a})prcciatod 
in the Central Provinces; but it is not popular in tlie North-West Provinces. 

The outturn of the saw-mill at Bunkipur was less in quantity than in 
preceding years on account of the temporary cessation of work for tho erection 
of new machinery. 'I'his was successfully carried out by Mr. Girling, the 
Superintendent, and the Agency now possesses plant sufficient to turn out a 
much larger quantity of work. Tho supply of timber tlirough the contractors, 
Messrs. Dear & Co. and Messrs. Alexander Knight & Co., has been regular 
and in excess of requirements. 

The total receipts of the Opium Department during the year 1S84-85 are 
shown by the Accountant-Gcneial to have amounted to Us. 0,i3,0ii,9()0. This 
amount 18 made up as follows: — By sale of provision opium Us. (>,05,30,000, 
by cost price of opium issued for excise purposes Us. .5, 4s, 239, and tlio balance 
by miseollaiieons receipts. The total charges umoimted to Us. 3,Ot>,33,()0O, 
made upas follows: — By payments to cultivators Us. 2,55,94,000 ; nianufactuving 
charges Us. 31,31,000; salaries and c.stublisbments Us. 8,99,000; and the balance 
liy miscellaneous expenditure. The net revenue of the department for 1884-85 
was Us. 3,17,04,000, as again, st Us. 5,05,72,000 for the preceding year. The 
falling f*lf is duo both to the fact that 7,702 fewer chests of provision opiuiu 
were .sold during 1884-85, and also to tho enormous payments to cuAtivatova for 
the largo crop ot the year, which exceeded by over 108 \ak\is of rupees the 
payments of the preceding year. The large crop also nece.S!>ituted increased 
expenditure on account of manuf-acture.

'I'he results of the year under report, as compared witli the previous 
year, show a decrease of 11s. 12,16, 568, or 0 jier cent, in the receipts, 
and a decrease of Us. 29,737, or 10-9 per cent., in the charj^es. There was 
a decrease under all the heads of rcceijns; that under the head of Duty was 
due to smaller clearances, and that under the head of Rent of warchou.ses to 
a reduction in bonding transactions. The decrease in the charges was chiefly 
due to smaller refunds of Customs duty on salt. 

The total quantity of salt in stock at the commencement of the year 
was 15.41,259 inauuds against 20,00,056 maunds in 18«4-85. During the ye.ar 
94 01 ,468 maunds were imported or manufactured against 1 ,00,50,107 maunds 
111^1884-85, and 9,82,909 maunds were instock at the close of the year. 
Of the stock in hand at the commencement of the year, 11,10,199 maunds 
were imported and the remainder was excise salt. 

Importation of salt was confined during the year to the ports of Calcutta 
and Chittagong, and there was a decrcuso of 6,69,495 maunds as comparcnl 
with the total quantity imported in the previous year. In Calcutta salt was 
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imported from the United Kingdom, Hamburg, Bomb:iy, the Arabian and 
Persian Gulfs, Italy, and Port Augustus ; and in Chittagong from the United 
Kingdom, Bladras, and Akyab. There was no im])ortation in Cuttack. 

'I'he clearances of salt from shipboard in Calcutta showed a decrease of 
1,2C,7'JG maunds, or 1-7 per cent,, and in Chittagong of 1,35,083 maunds, or 
08-9 per cent. In the aggregate there was a decrease of 2,62,779 maunds, or 
3'4 per cent., and of Its. 7,45,513, or 5 per cent., in the duty realized. There 
was an additional clearance of 1 3,000 maunds from shipboard at Chittagong 
under bond for Naraingunge. The total quantity cleared from bond in all 
ports amounted to 19,06,624 maunds against 21,19,010 maunds in 1884-85, 
and realized a duty of Hs. 3'', 13,24 "5 again-st Its. 42,38,022. 

Salt was iniinufacturcd under the Excise Itules in Orissa only. As 
compared with 1884-85, there was an increase of 20,s32 maunds, or 4 8 
per cent., in the total quantity manufactured. 'I'he increase in Poorco and 
Bidas -re amounted to 23,065 maunds and 1,028 inaimds, respectively, while 
Cuttack showed a decrease of 3,260 maunds. The decrease in Cuttack is 
attributed to the heavy rains of IMurch 1886. 

'Jhe total quantity of oxcho salt sold amounted to 4,78,719 maunds 
against 5,01,255 nuiuiuh in 1884-85, yielding a duty of Rs. 9,57, 198 against 
R's. 10,02,512 in the previous year. 'Iherc was a decrease in the sales, amount- 
ing in the 24-Pergimnahs to 2,989 maunds, in Cuttack to 20,719 maunds, 
and in Balasor to 11,859 maunds; while in Purf there was an incro;iso of 
13,060 maunds. The docrcjisc in the 24 Pcrgunnahs is said to be due to 
the stock of salt in the golahs having been disposed of. It is reported tluit 
the decrease in Cuttack was very probably caused by an illicit trade carried 
on in the district, unsuspected by the Executive and unhindered by the 
Police. The Salt Department in Orissa has now been traiisferrcd to the control 
of the Commissioner of Salt lievcnue, Madras, and tho Lieutenant-dovernor 
hopes that the trained supervision to which tho operations are now subjected 
will stamp out illicit dealins'S, 

T'ho sales of salt in tlie saliferous districts showed a decrease of 13,906 
maunds as compared with the previous year. Tho decrease occurred chiefly iu 
the districts of Chittagong, Cuttack, and Balasor. There was a decrease of 
16 ill the number of seizures, while there w'a.s an increa.se of 98 maunds in tho 
quantity of salt attached, a)id tho quantity C(>nfis(!atcd foil off by about 53 
maunds. Tho cases instituted for offciicos against tlio salt laws wore 469 
against 959 in the previous year. The amounts realised as flues and disbursed 
as rewards were Rs. 2,179 and Rs. 1,440, against Rs. 4,704 and Rs. 3,565 
respectively in the previous year.

From tlio figures given above it appour.s that there was an increase of 49,572 
maunds in tlio quantity of salt convoyed by water, and a decrease of 1,92,644 
maunds in tlio despatches by rail. 'I'he quantity of suit bonded during 1885-86 
was 14,88,290 maunds against 16,61,055 maunds in tho previous year. 
'I'ho dciTcuso is duo to low freigliis and depression of trade, which hold out 
less inducement to merchants to clear their salt from ship hoard for the return 
cargo. 'I'lie quantity of .salt remaining iu storage at tho close of the year was 
4,51,765 maunds against 9,38,858 maunds at tho beginning. 
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Tho financial results of the year were a docri^ase of Us. 4,07,1^86 in 
, , tho revenue, and an increase of Rs. 15,908 in xli© 

onancid rct.ii a. charges. The largest falling tiff in revenue occurred 

in Calcutta (Ks. 07,811), Patnsi (Us. 50,508), Rhaaalpur (Ks. 45,134), Gayd 
(Rs. 40,605), Chittagong (Rs 30,508), Durbhanga (Rs. 28,002), Monghyr 
(Rs. 27,8.55), and Ildgli (Rs. 22,7o0); while tho most considcrahlo increase 
was shown in Muiniansingli (Rs. 30,400). The variations in each division and

It will be observed that tho revenue decreased under every head, exfiopt 
charas, sidhi, majuni, chundoo, and miscellaneous. 'I'he sum of Us. 05,81,583 
represents tlio gross realization during the year, including advance collections 
made on account of tho succeeding year, the revenue for the year itself, being 
Rs. 05,08,010. 

The total number of shops licensed for the sale of country s/tirils was 
only 4,204, against 4,122 in 1884-85. Of these, 500 were licensed under tho 
suddor distillery system and 3,014 were licensed \mder the outstill sj'stem, 
against 470 and 3,043 respectively in the previous year. Tho increase of 
shops under the sudder distillery s} stem was duo to tho re-introduclion of tho 
system into largo towns, where country litpior is tho principal alcoholic chink of 
the people. It is a grave error to assume, as has been constantly done, that 
outstills and central distilleries are two .systems ojiposcd to one another, 
clearly defined and radically different in ])rincij)lo, and })roducing diametri- 
cally o]iposito results. I'he Excise Commission have shown that both systems 
liavo their proper place in the administrative cconcmy of the province, tho 
former being suitable for sparsely popnlat(‘d rural tracts, where great facilities 
exist for illicit distilling, while the latter is appropriate for towns, the neigh- 
bourhood of factories, and other localities where a considerable body of 
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consuTtipra is pralhercd toirethcr within a small and compact area. The sudder 
distillery system wsis daring tlio yiar under report in force in JlardwAn, 
Hiiglf (except .Julidiuthtid), ('alcutta, parts of 24-l*ergunnahs, MurshiddMd, 
Dacca, Gayd, Dui’blianga, Chupra, Bettiii, Monghyr, Jamalpur, Bhagalpur, 
Santiil JVrgunnahs, the head-quarters stations in Orissa, and Giridih in 
Hazaribagli. The decrease in the revenue from this branch of the excise was 
universal tliroughout tlie province, the largest falling off occurring in Calcutta 
(Ks. 1,2.‘{,285), Gaya (Rs. 79,987), Patna (Rs. 72,8G0), Bhagalpur (Rs. 59,994), 
l.ohardaga (Rs. 88,1 19), Durbhanga (Rs. 80.980), Hazaribdgh (Its. 27,252), 
and Champdran (Rs. 24,477). I’lio decrease in Calcutta is duo to unfavourable 
st?ttleiuents of surrenderoil .shops owing to a temporary combination among the 
vendors, and in Haztrribdgh and LohArdagd to unfavourable settlements owing 
to the partial failure of the harvest. In the remaining districts the chief causes 
«>f the ilcduction in receipts were bad harvests and the re-opening of sudder 
distilleries. 'I'liat the changes recommended by the Excise Commission would, 
at the outset, have an unfavourable effect on the revenue from outstills in 
some places was to be expecteil ; but this was a natural consequence of tlte 
reform, 'riiere can be no doubt as to the wisdom of inaintaiulng the outstill 
system in rural tracts, thougli the extension of this system to some urban areas 
resulted in an artificial increa.se in the revenue, accompanied by serious defects 
in administration. A return to the method of direct control in huge towns is 
advisable in the intere.sts of good government. 

The number of wholesale licenses for the vend of rum fell from 28 to 20, 

and the number of licenses for the njtail sale fell 
from 98 to 80. The revenue on the whole fell 
from Rs. 98,707 to Rs. 77,091. The quantity of rum of local manufacture 
pa-^soJ for consumption is steadily diminishing in consequence of increased 
importation of foreign rum and cheap brandies. The revenue from licenses for 

tlie .sale of imported spirits and wines fell from 
liuporte wines. 2,28,218 to Rs. 2,'l8,4r)(5, notwit)\standmg ibat 

there was an increase hi the number of licenses by 25. The number of 
. licenses issued for the sale of Utri was 19,55.5, 

against 19,577 in the previous year. Tlio revenue 
amounted to Rs. 6,58,552, again.st Rs. 6,74,868, the decrease cbic'fly occur- 
ring in llnglf, Galcutta, I’atud, Gayd, Muzaffarpur, Durbhanga, Muldah, and 
llazaribaab. 

'I'lio number of licenses for the sale of pachvxii was 2,162, against 2,168 in 
. 1884-85, and the revenue fell from Rs. 1,5S,820 to 

Rs. 1,. 50, 544. The actual results of the year itself, 
however, excluding arrear and advance collections, show a decrease of 
Rs. 1 8,487, the decrease chiefly occurring in Burdwdn, Birbhum, Murshidabad, 
and Darjiling. The high price of rice — the raw material of pachwui— -is 
considered to bo the cliief cause of the decrea.se in revenue. 

The ganja crop of the year was less plentiful than in the previous year, 

])cing 3,887 mauiids, against 7,076 mauiids, and 
the result was a considerable rise in prices, d'ho 
wholesale price of flat ganja ranged between Rs. 15 and Ks 40, against Rs. 6 
and lis. 85, uiid that of round ganja between Hs. 20 and Rs. 50, against Ks. 8 
and Rs. 40. 'riicre was a decrc.ase in the number of shops from 8,196 to 
8,088 ; in the quantity consumed from 5,798 maunds to 5,717 maunds; in tho 
revenue from licenso-fec.s from Ks. b,62,4l7 to Rs. 8,60,991 ; and in the revenue 
from duty from Rs. 11,25,188 to Ks. 10,85,686. The actual results of the 
year itself, however, show a decrea.se of Rs. 56,076 in tlie total revenue 
realized from ganja. Tliorc were no cases of ganja smuggling of any import- 
ance reported uuriiig the year. 

There was a decrease of 9.3 in tho number of licenses issued for the 

sale of excise opium^ a decrease of 84 maunds in 
iijjium. consumption, and a decrease of Rs. 25,954 in tho 

revenue realized. By far tlio largest decrease occurred in the Chittagong 
district, where conisumption had for years shown an increase without any 
proportionate increase in tho amount levied from license- fees — a fact wbieli 
pointed to extensive smuggling of tho duty-paying drug into Burmah. During 
the year, however, more active measures were adopted to prevent illicit dealings 
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both in Chittagong and in Burmah, witli the result that while the quantity 
passed for consumption was reduced by 33 maunds 3 seers, the reduction in 
license-fees was only Hs. 110. 

The number of arrests for offences against the excise laws was 4,122, 

'1'®, provi'ms year, and the number 
ot persons convicted was 3,o<S3, against 3,57G. Of 
the persons arrested, 3, .082 were other than licensed vendors, 400 committed 
broaches of license, and 80 were employed in the Excise Dopartmciit. 


STAMPS. 

As in previous years, the stamp revenue was collected under the Indian 
Stamp Act, 1 of 1879, and the Court-fees Act, VII of 1870. No change was 
introduced either in the description of stamps used under the two Acts, or in 
the system under which they are supplied to the, public. 

During the year under report non-judicial imjiressed shoots of the value of 
four annas for use in realizing copying foes were reccuved from England. The 
issue of these stamps commencod from Novend)cr l88'>, and consequentlv the 
.sales of the stamps “for copies” during I880-SO -were composed partly of 
tAvo-anna and partly of four-anna .stamps. It is rejiorted tliat the introduction 
of the four-anna stamps has resulted in the rcducticn of the manufacturing cost 
hy onc-hulf. Having rt'gard to the economy thus effected, the question has 
been raised wliethor a similar description of paper to that now used “ for copies ” 
should not be used for iu»u-jndicial .stamps of the value of two, four, and eiglit 
annas, whcreliy a saving of Its. 00,000 a 5'ear miglit bo effected. This question 
is midev the consideration of the Covernmcnl of India. 

The representation of ceitaiu In.suraucc Cilices in Calcutta for a reduc- 
tion of the stamp duty 011 poH(Mes of iiisuraneo other tliaii Life and Marine, 
and on ro-iiisurances, was considered during the year. 'J’Jio duty on policies 
of re-'msnrauce has liocu fixed at one rupee, ivvespectivo, of the amount ot the 
])oliey ; but the })roj)osal to re<lu<-c the rates on sliort-term ])'ilicies lias been 
shown to invtilvo the princijile of levying a duty on renewals; and as it is 
uncertain whether the companies would ajiprovo such a change, the matter has 
been deferred pending a further expression of their opinion. 

('ertain documents called “ kabinnamabs,” or deeds of dower, executed 
on the occasion of marriages between Maliomedans, were referred by the 
lioard to the High ('»»uit under section 4(5 of Act I of 1879, an d the High 
(\)urt held that the instrunumt in que.stioii was subject to stamp diitv as a bond. 
But the (lovernmoiit of India, in excreiso of (ho jxiwers cotiferred by section 8 
of the Indian Stamp Aid, 1879, c.\emptcd tliis class of instruments from the 
payment of stamp duty. 

It eame to the notice of tho Board that general powei’s-of-attorncy 
executed by two or more persons jiuthoriziiig one or more agents to act on 
behalf of them in tlieir joint and several interests ivero, in some instances, 
stamped under Article 50 of Schedule I of the Indian Stamp Act according 
to the number of pcr.sons utilhon.vcd to act jointly and seviMully, irrespective 
of the number of pei’sons execnttncf them. The Board held that each of the 
parties executing a power should jiay a separate stamp duty, to be calculated 
according to the number of persons authorized to act, if the power authorizes 
tho agents to act on behalf of the executants in their joint and several interests, 
and tho High Court agi-eed with tho principles laid down hy the Board. 

Another case of importance was decided by tho High Court. A firm of 
Solicitors in (.’ulcutta suhmitted for adjudication of stamp duty a deed convoying 
a tea-estate from certain persons as private individuals to themselves as a 
Limited Company. The deed was bold by the Collector to bo a conveyance, 
and ad valorem stamp duty on tho nominal value of tho property was charged. 
‘'J’he firm appealed to tho Board, urging that tho tea estate was, for its 
convenient working, intended to bo transferred fi*om tho vendors under ono 
designation to themselves under another, and that therefore tho deed could not 
be made liable to ad valonin duty as a conveyance, but should be stamped 
as a “ transfer ” under clause (5) of Article (iO, or as a “ declaration of 
trust” under Article 25 of IScliedulo I of tho Stamp Act. The Board submitted 
the case for tho opinion of the High Court, wdiich decided that tho deed 
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should he stamped under Article 21 as a conveyance chargeable with ad 
valorem duty on the par value of the sliarcs and debentures. 

The tinancial results of the administration of 
Stamp rnemm. the Stamp Di'itartment during the year are shown 

in the following table : —

The first four years’ figures in the above statement are based on the returns 
furnished by the Acoi>untant Gener!il in his final statements for tlioso years, 
■wlii'e the figures for the year under report are ap]m)ximato only. The total 
realizations under tin' Indian Stamp Act exceed those of the preceding year 
by lis. l.lTjdlO, and are the largest that have been obtained .since the in- 
troduelion of the Act. In eonsecpienee of a comparative decrease in the 
charges, the net revelluc^Yas higlu'r than that of l^iS4-8f> by Its. 1,21,988. In 
the stdo of judicial stamps, there was an increase of Ks. 1,49, .'ll;!, and, 
exclusive of charges aiul refunds, there was an increase of Us. l,:!O,.0r).3 in the 
net revenue. The realizations under the two Acts amounted to Us. I,.82,.')8.n4(), 
against Us, 1,29,91,214 in the previous year, giving an increase of Us. 2,90, 882. 
The charges amounted to Its. G,2o,992, ami the net receipts to Us. 1,20,82,054. 

The following table show.s the receipts from sales of the different descrip- 
tions of stamps during 1884-85 and 1885-80 : — 
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There was an increase in the sales of inipre.ssed shoots, receipt or revenue 
stamp.s, liundi or bill-of-excliaiigo stamps, notarial .stamps, court-fees stamps, and 
stam])s for copies, and a fulling off in flic sales of impressed labels, share transfer, 
foreign hill, a(lvocat(!, vakeel, attorney, and onc-anna impressed stamps for 
cheques and bills. Tlie total sales of nou-judicial impressed sheets amounted to 
, , , . Us. 24,45,294, or Us. 2,001 in excess of the preceding 

^ year. Iwcnty-two districts showed an increase, 

while there was a decrease in 28 di.stricts. The sale of impressed labels, which is 

limited to Calcutta, ainomitod to Us. .5,67,287, against 
a )(■ s. j,^ 5,89,91 7 of the previous year, showing a decrease 

•)f Us. 22.080. It is reported that the decrease under tljis head would have been 
much greater, but tor the stumping of the conveyances of certain tea estates, on 
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Other

which rad valorem duty was paid under the ruling of the High Court referred to above, 

Eeccipt Btam s ono-anna receipt stamps increased from 

* , ^ ^ ‘ ^ Rs. 1,86,046 in the preceding year to Rs. 2,08,125. 

'I hirty-three districts yielded an increase of Ks. 21,088, while in twelve districts 
there was a falling off of Rs. 2,009. There is still much room for improve- 
ment in this branch of the revenue, and the Lieutenant-Governor hopes that 
the extended use of the Post Office for the sale of these stamps will tend to 
diminish the evasion of the law which is now undoubtedly very common. The 

sale of foreign bill stamps amounted to Its. 83,074, 
classes of non-judiciul against It.s. 34, .590 in the previous year^ showing a 

decrease of R.s, 1,-516. The falling off is attributed 
to the fact that remittances arc now made by telegraphic transfer more 
frequently tlian formerly. The Coll(!ctor is of opinion that a larger decrease 
may occur in future. 'I'he sum realized on account of the advocate, vakeel, 
and attorney stamps, which are sold through the Registrar of the High Court, 
was Rs. 7,000, against Rs. 10,02-5. This decrease is due to a smaller number of 
enrolments at the Har of the Iligli Court. I'ho sale of share-transfer stamps 
amounted to Rs 22,11-5, against Rs. 23,403 of the previous year. There was an 
increase in the receipts froin the stamps for ii(*tariiil acts, the amount sold being 
Rs. 4,85-5, against Rs. 4,-371. The receipts from the sale of huiidi stamps 
amounted to Rs. 86,862, against Rs. 79,569 in the previous year. Under the 
head of ono-anna impressed stamj)s, which are impressed by the Superintendent 
of Stainjjs on skeleton forms of cheques, drafts, brokers’ notes, &c., the receipts 
were Us. 39,826, against Rs. 40,797 in 1884-85. 

Under tho head of Judicial Stamps are included the sale proceeds of 

adhesiv^e and impi’e.“scd court-foe stamps, High Court 
, Jiulu-ial stnnips. scrvico and Calcutta Small Cause Court stamps, 

and stamps for copies. Exclusive of the stamps for copies, the .sales of judicial 
stamps amounted to Rs. 90,41,96-3, against Rs. 89,53,519 in tho previous 
year. Tliere was an increase in 31 districts, ranging from 87'3 per cent, in 
Siiigbhum to 1*2 per cent, in Tippendi, and a decrca.se in 14 districts, vuryitig 
from 19*6 per cent, in Rajshaiu to *07 per cent, in Uinagepur. The principal 
incrcas(\s occurred iu tho 24-Perguimahs, IThgH, Dacca, Gayti, Bakarganj, 
Jessor, Chittagong, Khulna, and Cuttack. The falling olf was considerable in 
liJjsln'ilii, Bhagalpur, and IVfonghyr. 'I’he proceeds of tho sale of stamps for 
copies amounted to Us. -1,64,326, being 12*8 percent, in excess of the receipts 
during the previous year. 

The following statement compares the number of cases in wliicli delicicTit 

stamp duty and pcmdty were levied by Civil Courts 
Levy n pena (los. Collectors under sections 34 and 37 of tho 

Indian Stamp Act during the year under report and tho previous year : — 
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Tho total number of cases dctoctod by tho Civil Courts showed an inci’oase of 
88 cases, or 5*8 per cent, 'Ihero was a decrease of Rs. 1,186, or 8*5 per cent., 
in tho amount of duty and penalty realized under tho orders of tho l.'ivil 
Courts. Tlie number of cases in which action was taken by tho revomn^ officers 
showed a decrease of 31 cases, or 1*4 per cent., and tho amount of duty and 
penalty realized at their instance showed a decrease of Rs. 1,167, or 5*1 
per cent. ■ 

Tho results of tho prosecutions instituted for infringement of tho provisions 

of tho Indian Stiimp Act during tho year under 
Prosocutions. report were satisfactory. Seven hundred and sixt)*- 

sevon cases in which 954 persons wore brought to trial were instituteit, against 
595 cases in wliicli 704 persons were concerned iu the preceding year. 'I’lio 
fines imi)osod by tho Magistrate amounted to Rs. 6,361, against Rs. 5,367 
iu 1884-85. 
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LICENSE TAX. 

Tlic license tax in Bengal was, as lierotoforo, levied under Act II (B. C.) of 
1880. Out of a total number of 248,134 villages in the province, 26,735 wore 
found to contain assessccs, and 26,232 villages, including 580 streets in Calcutta, 
were visited by tho assessing officers, against 25,619 in the preceding year. 
Only, 1,810 villages arc said to have been specially visited by officers of tho 
regular executive staff, against 2,677 in 1884-85 ; but as district and sub- 
divisional officers frequently keep no record of tho number of villages in which 
enquiries aro made during their cold weather tours, theso figures show only a 
part of the work done. 

After exclusion of double entries, and allow'ance for revision of the lists 
by Collectors, the number of persons assessed was 75.396. Of these, 5,215 
were exempted on objection and 299 on appeal, leaving 69,882 persons on the 
list of asse^sees on the 30th June as compared with 70,259 in 1884-85. 
This, however, is not a fair comparison, for the outstanding balance on the 30th 
Juno 1885 was Hs. 10,223, and of this the greater part had to be remitted, 
the number of persons finally assessed in 1884-85 being reduced to 69,530, 
The folhjwing table shows the number of assessees in each class in each of 
the last two years : — 
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These figures show an increase of 352 in the number of assessees, but this 
will eventually he reduced when the en<|uirics into tho outstanding balance 
on tho 30th June 1886, amounting to rather more than lis. 7,000, have boon 
eoinplctod. 'Ihe population of Bengal being 0(5^ millions, one porsoti in every 
951 paid the tax, and the average incidence was Uc. 1 to every 46 persons. Tho 
incidence was highest in Calcutta and low'e.st in Singbhuin. 

Tho number of «)b3ection3 lodged was 18,678, or 24’7 per cent, of tho gross 
number of a>.se.ssmcntH made, the corrc.spontling percentage in 1881-85 being 
25 4. Tn 11,258 cases the original assessments were upheld; in 2,201 they 
were niodifiod by the transfer of the objector to a lower class; and in 5,215 
cases the as.'iessments were cancelled. The number of appeals pending on tho 
30th .June was 9, against 69 in the previous year. The number of applications 
to Commissioners outside Calcutta under section 21 of the Act was 79, of 
w'bieh 64 wore n jected, 6 wore granted in pait, 7 wore cancelled, and 2 were 
pending at the close of the year 

'llie following table shows the demand, remissions, collections, and balances 
up to the end of June for ca<’.b of tlic last two years: — 
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It must bo borne in mind that the system under which the above figures, 
except those showing “ Net collections” and “Balances,” are produced, is some- 
what complicated. It is a system of double entry under which transfers from 
one grade to another are elEected by exhibiting the full amount in one grade 
as assessed and remitted, and in the other as assessed. Such assessments 
thus appear twice over, and swell the apparent demand. There was again 
a falling off in the net collections, which the Board ascribe to the general 
depression in trade and to revision of original assessments. The net receipts 
from the tax fell off in 22 districts and increased in the remainder. The 
districts which showed a large percentage of decrease are —

The decrease in Mahlah is ascribed to the reduced ciroum-stanccs of the 
assessoes, brought about by the floods of last year, following upon a su(!ce.ssion 
of bad harvest.s. I’ho general dejtressiou of trade, aggravated more <jr less by 
local circumstances, is alleged as tlio cause of the decrease in Birbliuin, 
Hiigli, and Dacca ; while tlie falling off in Mongliyr is attributed to faulty 
assessment. In Aluzaflarpur the failure of some banking firms, coujfled with 
de.structive fires and .scanty harvest.s, affected for the worse the economic 
condition of the ])oople. and many potty dealers and mouey-lcndeis closed 
their Im.sine.ss.

In Cham]taran, r)Inagt*pur, Gayti, and Nadiy;! the increase is duo to revision 
of as.sossments. The increase in Bardwun is unexplained. 

The actual remissions and refunds, after eliminating double entries, 
amounted to R.s. 2,07,820, or 12'0 per cent, of tlie total demand, as compared 
with Us. 1,58,400, or U'G per cent, in the previous year. Tho balance 
on 30th June 1«8C amounted to R.s. 7,005, the bulk of wliich i.s irrecoverable 
and will have to bo written off. Tlie charges for the collection of the tax 
amounted to Rs. So,t)00, against Rs. 87,000 in tho pi*evious year. 

The licon.se tax has, from the beginning of the current year, liocn replaced 
by tbc income tax, and the year who.so tran.sactions are recorded in (he Board’s 
p'rosout report is tho last of Bic operation of the former impost. Tho license tax 
in its recent form was the outcome of Sir John Strachey’s scheme of famine 
finance. This scheme proposed to improve the financial position of tho Kinpire 
to tho extent of two crores of rupees a year, of which 50 lakhs wore to be regarded 
as a normal working balance, while 150 lakhs were to bo devoted to famine 
insurance, being expended cither on actual relief, on reduction of debt, or 
on the construction of remunerative works calculated to prevent or mitigate 
tho severity of tho famine. Part of this sum it was proposed to provide by 
now taxation (*<?., by tho license tax), tho remainder being obtained by throwing 
additional charges on tho Provincial Governments. 

The >ear 1878-79 was tho first year of the operation of tlie License 
Tax Act, i (B.C.) of 1878. Tliis Act imposed a duty on all trades, dealings, 
and industries, the profits of which were not less than Rs. 100 a year. The 
minimum taxable income was, however, raised in 1879-^0 to Rs. 250, and in 
the following year was further raised to Rs. f500 under the amending Act 1 1 
(B.C.) of 1880. This measure, which exempted from taxation 00,507 of 
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tlic poorest oloss of .issossoos, jind i'<'licvetl from Iiorussmoiit a still Inrjyer niiTnl)or 
of persons with incomes slif>litly below the former minimum, did much to allay 
the discontent with which the tax was, as a direct tax, necessarily received. 
'I'lio Act of 18S0 further assimilated the law for Calcutta and the districts in 
the interior; absolved the assessees from the liability to take out more than 
one license, liowevcr many places of business they mi<?ht have; exempted 
numieij)al bodies from the performance of license tax work ; granted the right 
of reference to the Commissioner by a person aggrieved by the order of the 
Collector in cases of objection and appeal ; and imposed the obligation on the 
license tax authorities to servo notices on assessees of all clasi^^s The alter- 
ation in the minimum taxable income necessitated a complete revision of the 
assessment lists of the lowest class ; and as the assessments in the higher 
grades also required careful scrutiny, a complete assessment of the province 
was undertaken ii\ 18b0. 'I'his assessment has formed the basis of the admini- 
stration of the tax since tlum, though the lists for each district have of course 
been carefully revised in each year. 

In the first few years of the administration of the tax, the collections 
were dis]>ro})ortionatelv small compared wltli the gross demand, the percent- 
ages being 4b0 in 1878-79, 01-7 in 1879-80, ami ooA in 1880-81. This 
residt could scarcely have boon avokh'd in tlu'initiation of so largo and 
difiicult an undertaking without a specially traimnl staJf, and without t])e 
assistance of the permanent revenue t'stablislmients which did so much to 
facilitate the work in the North -AVestern Vrovinees and other temporarily- 
settled provinces. The assessing ofiicer.s not being allowed to inako any 
precise enquiry into income, were compelled to settle on general grounds 
the classes in which the assessees should in the first instance be placed, 
leaving them to object if so advised. The disj)arity w’as further due to the 
want of adequate .supervision by Di.strict Collectors. In the commencement 
the circle officers were left too much to their own resources, and it is ct'rtain that 
whether from pressure of other business or from trusting to the jm.ssihility of 
correcting errors at a later stage of proceedings, many Collectors failed to 
give sufficient time and attention to the guidance of circle oflicMus in making 
the original a.ssessmcnt.s, and much trouble "was tlu'reby occa.sioned at a suh- 
sequeut stage of the work. Gradually the proportion which the amount collected 
boro to the gross demand became n)oro satisfactory. Tho following figures 
show the total receipts from license tax from 1878-79 to 1885-80: —

The large decrease in receipts in 1^80-81 was chiefly due to tho rai.sing of 
the minimum taxable income to lls. 500. Tliis measure also resulted in a 
large reduction in tho co.st of collection. In 1878-79 tho cliarges aggregated 
Ks. .‘3,84,069 ; in 1879-80, hs. 1,47,785 ; in 1880-81, 13s. 1,62,094 ; in 1881-82, 
13s. 83,034; in 1882-83, Rs. 89,371 ; in lb83-84, Rs. 91,249; in 1884-85, 
Rs. 87,1.59 ; and in 1885-86, 13 .s. 85,182.

The year under report was generally unhealthy, cholera and fevers having 
prevailed to a greater extent tlian in the previous year. A characteristic feature 
of the year was tlic heavy inundations caused by the abnormal rainfall in 
different parts of (ho Province, the registered average rainfall being 70’24 inches, 
against G0’81 inches, the average of previous years. Referring to tlio effects 
of the inundations, the Sanitary Commissioner ol)scrvcs that “ while, on the one 
hand, they proved a calamity by de.stroying and damaging the agricultural 
outturn wholly or partially, and by cau.sing heavy lo-ss of cattle, they exercised, 
on the other hand, a great power for good by diminishing .sickness in the 
great majority of the localities in which tliey prevailed.” The price of food- 
grains, especially common rice, the staple food of the poorer classes, ranged 
high, and gave rise to much distress which re-acted unfavourably on tins public 
health. Tlio districts wdiich suffered most in thi.s respect were liardwan, Midna- 
pur, Mursbidabad, Rajshald, Rogiu,, Gaya, Slidhabad, Durbhanga, Cuttack, 
Balasor and the Santal 1‘ergunnahs. In several of these, relief works had to 
be opened by Government or the District Road Committees. 

A slight improvement was made ill the registration of vital statistic.s, though 
the re.sults of the year arc still far from being accurate Rirths were registered 
in 40 towns with a total population of 1,004,577, against 1-7 towns with a 
populutiori of 1,08.5,051 in the jircvious year. The nundier of births recorded 
was giving a ratio of 24‘71 per inillo of the jiopulation, airainst 39,040, 

or a ratio of 23’51 per millo. Among a total population of 00,10.3,884 wdthin 
the area in which the registration of deaths was carried on, 1,50 4,745 persons 
wore reported to have dii.'d, .showing an inoreaso of 120,1.35 compared with 
the number of deaths recordial in tlio ])reviou.s year. 3'lio ratio of deaths 
to population w'as 22-71 jier mille, agaimst 20 83 per millo in 1884. JMany 
casualties caused hy tlio cyclone and .storm-wave in Orissa have, it is said, 
found no place in the year’s stiiti.stics owing to there being no persons to record 
them, tlio eliowkidars having peri.shod with the inhahitant.s. It is e.stiiiiated 
that in Orissa alone about .3,000 jiorsons must liavo perished and no record 
of their di^utli has been kept. It i.s giutifying to learn that “ the instances 
were not rare in which a lively interest was manifested in the cause of registra- 
tion.” Several municipalities have already taken over the w'ork of registration 
from the hands of tho police, and much of tlio improveinont in the returns of 
tlio year is attributed to this cau.so. Under recent orders tho work of registra- 
tion will in future bo perfonmid by municipal agemey in all tlio.so municipalities 
in which tho provisions of tho Compulsory Kegistratioii Act, IV (Ij.C.)of 1873, 
arc in force, and it is hoped that better results may bo looked for in furura. 

Tho following statement .shows tho doatli-i*ato Irom .specific causes during tho 
year, comitared with that for the previous \'oar and the quiiKpiennium 1880-84 : — 
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There was an increase in the mortality under every head of disease, except 
small-pox. Further particulars will be found under the head of Sanitation. 

I'he report of the Health OlTicor (Dr. McLeod^ has been drawn up for’ 

the calendar year 1885 instead of the ollicial year. 

Vital statistifs (Calcutta). This chanjjfc 18 in accordance with the recommend- 
ation made by the Army Sanitary Commission. The number of births regis- 
tered was 8,358, as compared with 8,290 in 1884. The Health Officer is 
of opinion that birth-registration during the year was more satisfactory than 
formerly ; a birth-rate of 29*3 per millo was obtained, as compared with the 
Knglish rate of 34*4. Among the various races the recorded birth-rates per

The number of deaths recorded during 1885 (exclusive of still-births^ was 
12,707, as compared with 12,694 in 1884, giving a death-rate of 29*3 per mille, 
against 29*2. 

At a special general meeting held on the 11th February 18S6 a whole-time 
Health Oflicer was appointed by the Conmiissioners, and the appointnu*nt, 
regarding which dming the past few years there had been much correspondence, 
received the sanction of the Lieutenant Governor. Dr. Simpson assumed charge 
of his duties, after the year closed, on the 15th May 1886. 

In the nine cantonments in Bengal containing an average population of 
^ ^ ^ , 33.829, the number of deaths recorded was 727, or

reference only to the non-military population. In 1884 the number of deaths 
was 812 among a population of 33,346, giving a deatli-rate of 24-35 'per mille. 
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The review of emigration from India to British and Foreign Colonies has 

hitherto been made fo** the financiul A'ear : for tlio 
oLONut, BMiQBATioif. futuFO it will bo Diado for the calendar year. The 

present review deals only with the operations of the last nine months (April to 
becember) of the year 1886. 

Emigration was still regulated by Act VII of 1871 during the year under 
review. Act XXI of 1881, which has now taken its place, did not come into force 
until the 1st April 1886, owing to the necessity of framing rules on wliich the 
working of the Act depends, so as to bring them into harmony both with 
the provisions of the law, and with the views of the Colonial G ov'ernmen ts, as 
represented by their accrcidited Agents in Calcutta. In August 1885 a Con- 
ference was held, in which the Agents for all Colonies now receiving Indian 
emigrants took part, and most of the alterations suggested by the Conference 
were adopted by Govcirnment and finally incorporated in the rules. 

The year was marked by a striking fulling otf in the demand for Indian 
labourers. Of ten colonies which sent requisitions in 1884-85, seven ceased to do 
so ahogether during the year under report, namely, Jamaica, St. Lucia, Grenada, 
Natal. Mainitius, Suiiiiam.and Guadeloupe; while of the three remaining, British 
Guiana, 'I'rinidad, and Fiji, the two former indented for a smaller number. On 
the whole, requisitions were received for 6,480 coolies, against 18,639 in 1884-85, 
and an average of 14,734 in the four preceding years. The falling off is under- 
stood to bo duo to the declining state of the sugar industry, in wdiich the 
emigrants are mainly emphiyed. In Jamaica the abandonment of the systtun 
is believed to be connected, also, with the introduction of representative legis- 
lation in the island, the importation under Government auspices of foreign 
workmen being distasteful to a largo part of the population, as reducing the 
prospect of the employment of the local labourers on remunerative teims. 
Notwithstanding the derdino elsewhere, there has been an increased demand 
for Indian labour in Fiji, the proximity of these islands to Australia and New 
Zealand giving them a special value as future fields for emigration. The grtat 
colonies be 3 ’ond the Indian Ocean are somewhat nearer to tliis country than are 
the other settlements to which coolies are taken ; ordinar^’^ wages in that region 
are very high, and there is an amount of reclaimable land which suggests the 
possibility of endgration at some future time on a scale largo enough to give 
appreciable relief to the over-populated districts of Bengal. 

Of the 306 licenses granted to recruiters, six only were cancelled for 

misconduct. The recruiters collected 7,567 persona : 

Btcniitocnt. average of 24- 1 to each recruiter. 

Classified according to districts of registration, the largest number of 
emigrants were found, as usual, in the 24-Pergunnah8 (945); but Patnd (918) 
and Shiihdbdd (830) approximated very closely in this respect to the metropolitan 
district. Benares (626), Gayd ( 612), and Allahabad (489 ) come next in order : and 
no other district registered as many as 400 emigrants. The North-Western 
Provinces formerly supplied the largest number of emigrants, but during the last 
two years Bengal has headed the list, and in the year under report 4,(592 emi- 
grants were recruited in Bengal, while the North-We^tern Provinces only sup- 
plied 2,223. The change was due in great measure to continued dcariio.ss 
of food in Bengal and Bcliar; but some allowance must also bo made for the 
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natural tendency in the Emigration Agencies to work the nearer and more 
accessible districts first, to save the expense of gcungto a greater distunco to soeiiro 
the labour required. In a year in which so few ct)olies were needed, 

Imrdly have been necessary to recruit as actively as formerly in the Noi th- 
West. Classified according to the imtive districts of the recruits, 
largest number, 9b0, Shtlhdbiid 879, Patnd (584, Monghyr 841, and uhazijuir, 
in the North-Western Provinces, 338. Ihesefive districts form a compact tract, 
thickly populated by a fine and enterprising race, and may bo looked upon as 
the most promising recruiting ground in Hindustan. 

Seven thousand four hundred and eighteen out of the 7,607 persons ro- 
^ . cruited were admitted into depOt. Of the casualties 

accounting for this decrease, 119 were desertions^ 
an unusually large proportion ; and there were 337 niore desertions after 
arrival at the dep6t, a percentage of 4'13 to 2‘58 in the corresponding 
period of the previous year. The number rejected by the A\gencies as^ unfit 
was 1,126, or 13 80 per cent, of the whole, against ]1'70 per cent, in the 
previous year. The health of the bmigrants was good on the whole, the 
general average mortality being below the usual figures ; but the disease, 
recently diagnosed as fever, appeared with fatal results in the British Guiuua 
dep6t. 

Including the balance of the previous year, there wore 8,157 poi sons in 
dep6t ; death and desertions reduced this number by 410, and 1,858 were 
discharged for various reasons by the Agencies. 'I’hc numb«r eventually 
despatched was .5,884, or 72* 13 per cent, of the whole number recruited. 

Of the 5,884 emigrants who actually embarked for the colonies, 3,502 
„ , . were men, 1,5G0 women, and 822 chihlrcn. Four 

u war Tojages. hundred and eighteen of botli sexes and all ages 

were “return emigrants,” the majority having come back to India from 
British Guiana, Trinidad, and Surinam. The rule regulating the proportion of 
women to men in each shipment was fully complied witli, unu it is satis- 
factory to note that the British Guiana Agency was able to forward 149 women 
over and above the prescribed number. The aggregate mortality on the 
voyages was 109 — a percentage of 1*85 on the whole number embarked. On 
five of the ten ships the deatli-rato was below 1 per cent., but the total average 
was raised by rates of 4*25 and 2'GO on board two vessels for Demerara, due to 
the prevalence of fever of the ccrobi o-spinal typo during the early part of the 
voyage, and by a considerable mortality among infants und young children in 
two other cases. A special medical enquiry is being held with regard t > the 
cases of cerebro-spinal fever reported on the outward voyages. 

Four thousand two hundred and thirty-three emigrants re-embarked from 

the colonies for India during the period under 
Eetura emigrants. review, bringing with them the considerable sum of 

Ks. 4,07,665-0-9 — an average of Ks. 111-0-11 per 
head. Five thousand eight hundred and eighty-four emigrants having embark- 
e«l during the year, and 4,077 (excluding deaths on the voyage) having returned, 
the net result of the nine months’ operations was that emigration from the Port 
of Calcutta reduced the population of India by only 1,807. Those returning 
from British Guiana brought most money — their savings averaging Us. 254 9-11 
each, while the Mauritius emigrants returned with only Rs. 42-10-2 each — an 
amount far below the average of the last few years. The death-rate on the 
return voyages, as usual, ranged higher than on outward voyages, and on board 
the NevUf bringing emigrants back from Guadeloupe, the mortality reached 
BO high a figure as 9‘87 per cent, of the whole number on board. I'ho mortality 
on the two previous return voyages from Guadeloupe was also excessive, and 
the exidanatiou given — the feeble health of many of the passengers — seems to 
indicate that the country is not one in which Indian coolies tlurive. 

administrotivo changes were 
carried out during tlio year 1885 : — 

Dr. Richards, Superintendent of Emigration at GoaUnda, was appointed 
Registering Officer, in addition to his other duties, with the view to ensure 
better control over garden sirdars escorting batches of coolies. Ho was also 
vested with magisterial powers under sections 78 and 79 of the Inland Emigra- 
tion Act. 
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. practice of executing labour contracts in terms of days was prohi- 
oite^ as It was prejudicial to the labourer, because it made it difficult for him to 
iiscertain when bis contract had terminated, and was inconsistent with the pro- 
^ l87on8 of section 116 of the Act, under which a labourer is exempted from the 
obligation of working for more than six days in the week. 

1 he employers of labourers in Cliittagong were allowed, in modification 
ot previous orders, to keep registers in any form most convenient to themselves 
that would enable them to furnish the required returns. 

Gmden sirdars in charge of emigrants proceeding to Assam in country boats 
wore directed to present way-bills to inspecting officers at certain places on the 
journey. 

There was a further development during the year of the system of “ free,” 
Becruiiiim agenciea. ^^^sisted, emigration, conducted by the private 

_ agents of employers, independent both of licensed 

recruiters and of certificated garden sirdars. '1 he total number of free emigrants 
was less than in 1884 ; but the falling off was trifling in comparison with the 
decrease in registered emigrants. 

The results of registered recruiting carried on by, the two agencies pro- 
vided by^ the Act, viz., (n) by licensed contractors and their recruiters, and {b) 
by certificated garden sirdars, may be stated as follows : — 

(a) Five contractors employing 147 recruiters registered 4,398 emi- 
grants and dependents. 

(A) 1,743 garden sirdars certificated under the Act registered 12,006 
emigrants and dependents: 6,297 via Dhubri, and 5,709 r?« 
Goalfinda. 


The two agencies therefore collected in all 16,404 en\igiunts and depen- 
dents for transmission to the tea districts. Each licensed reemitev on an average 
registcTed 30 I'lnigrants and each garden sirdar registered &S emigiuiits.

The statistics of free emigration are incomplete, but, so far as they can be 
ascertained, it ajtpears that 9,113 free emigi’ants and (heir dijjiendonfs entered 
into local contracts at Dlmbrt, and 207 proceeded on tlu'ir journey without con- 
tracting — a total of 9,320, against 12,199 in tlio previous year. 

Six rccmitci's’ licenses were cancelled during the year. No cases of miscon- 
duct w ere reported among garden sirdars.

I'ho only noteworthy figures are those showing the mortality at the depots. 
The total number of deaths fell from 31 to 14, and the percentage on total 
strength from *00 to ’31. There were 309 cases of shskness, against 304 in 
1884, but the diseases treated were not so fatal. This is o.sp(?cially noticeable 
in the cases of cholera and diarrhoea and dysentery. Of o4 cases "of diarrhoea 
and dysentery in 1884, 11 terminated fatally ; while in 1885 there were only 
two deaths in 55 cases. There were nine cases of cholera in 1885, with five 
deaths; in the preceding year of 12 cases, 11 resulted in death. There were 
nine cases of measles, spread over four different months, and all occurring in 
the same depot. In every case striijt isolation was enforced, and tlio disease 
was effectively prevented from spreading. The sanitary condition of the depots 
appears to have been good throughout the year. I'liero was no overcrowding ; 
and indeed the depots, originally c«)nstructed to meet the reipiiremcnts of a 
much larger number of emigrants than is now recruited by the contractors for 
Assam, afl’ord far more accommodation than is neiaissary. Good food and good 
water have been su])plied, and the dop5t hospitals have been maintained in an 
efficient state. A special vaccinator was employed in the depots, and he perfonu- 
ed 4,235 operations. 

Of the 3,517 contractor-s’ coolies despatched from Calcutta, 3.501 went to 

Go^l^nda and 1 6 to Dhubrf. The Godlanda depots 
I^utea taken by emigrants and received 3,751 emigrants during the year, viz., tho 
t tir ex inatioD. 3,501 despatched from Calcutta, and 250 sirdari 

emigrants direct from the recruiting districts. There was a balance of five 
from the previous year ; so tho total miraber to bo accounted for was 3,756. 
Of these, 11 remained in the depdt at the close of the year, and there wore 12 
casualties, as follow : —

The percentage of casualties was only *31. against *72 and ’91 in the two 
preceding years, and they were all among contractors’ coolies. The decrease 
was most noticeable in the mortality, only five deaths (four of cholera) being 
reported, against 64 (63 cholera) in 1884. 

The total number of contractors’ coolies finally embarked was 3,499 — 
3,483 at Godldnda and 1 6 at Dhubrf. Of these, 2,740 wore labourers who exe« 
cuted contracts, and the rest dependents. Of the labourers, 2,630 contracted for

CALCUTTA MEDICAL LNSTITUTIONS. 


Judged by the death returns, the public health of tlie town during the 

sliflitly better than in the preyions year. 

Iho general death-rate was 29-3 per nolle of the 
population of the town, against 30'5 in the previous year. The number of 
deaths from cholera was 1,603, again.st 2,272 in 1884, and was considerably 
loss than the number registered in the past four years. On the other hand, 
there was a largo increase in the number of »lcath.s from diarrhoea and dysentery, 
the deaths having risen from 1,209 in 1884 to 1,655 in 1886. The mortality 
from fever slightly increased, while there was a large falling off in the number 
of deaths from small-pox. The mortality from “other causes” was also lower 
than in the previous year. The following statement simws the number of cases 
of the principal disea.sos treated in the several hospitals in Calcutta during the 
year, and the number of cases which proved fatal : —

There was a considerable decrease in the numbers of both ciiolora and 
small-pox cases treated in the hospitals, the numbers under each of these heads 
being 027 and 83, again>t 1,023 and 275, respectively, in the year 1884. In 
this respect tlio practice of the hospitals reflects the experience of the general 
population of the town. The hospititl death-rate, however, under botfi he.id.s 
was higher than tlmt of the previous year, being 577 and 409 per mille, against 
623 and 312 per mille, respectively. The number of diarrhma and dysentery 
cases rose from 2,674 in 1884 to 3,367 in the year under review. The total 
nuDiber of deaths per mille of all ca.ses oxcoptiug ophthalmic ones was 125-79. 

Compared with the statistics of the previous year, the total number of iu-door 
patients treated shows an increase of 2,170. The increase was chiefly confined 
fevers, bowel-complaints, and venereal disease. Diseases of an asthenic 
typo prevailed largely throughout the year. This is illustrated in a marked 
manner in the Camp noil Hospital return, wliich shows an accession of 1,086 
patients who suffered from disorders generally associated with failure of vital 
power. With the exception of the Police Hospital, which partakes more of the 
character of a military ho.^pital, and can in no way he ranked as a charity, all 
the Presidency hospitals received a larger number of in-patients than in the 
previous year. 'I'owards the end of tlio year an unusual number of perstma 
sought adniission into the Campbell Hospital, necessitating the erection of a 
Urge temporary ward. It is stated that the increase of patients at this hospital 
was in the main due to di8tre8.s in the flooded districts and its consequences, 
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and if this is correct, the crowdiiiff shoiiM be t('mporary, and the necessity f*>r 
the ward sliould shortly cease. This hospital still holds a niimbor of persons . 
suflforing from blindness, and others who should be classed as incurables. 

'I'he results of the surgical operations in the Medical College Hospital wer<? 
more satisfactory than those of the previous year. The number of operations 
performed in the hospital was 394, of which 30 cases proved fatal, against 41 (> 
operations with 52 deaths in 1 884. Ophthalmic operations are not included in 
these figures. There were three deaths from erysipelas during the year. The 
disease broke out in November, having been imported by the husband of a 
patient, and spread by infection. Six cases in all occurred, of which threo^ were 
fatal. Prompt measures wore taken to segregate the sufferers and to di^nfect 
the wards in which the outbreak occurred, and to purify the bedding, instru- 
ments, and other appliances through which contagion might bo communicated. 
The liistory of this small outbreak shows that the spread of erysipelas, once the 
iiio.st dreaded and fatal of all forms of hospitalism, is now completely under 
c(»ntrol, while its sjMJcific action can readily bo destroyed or rendered harmless by 
antiseptic surgery and effective sanitary measures. It has been pointed out that 
the College Hospital, nnlike most modern hospitals which are built on some 
principle of segmentation, isc« />/ec, and that at present scarcely any means exist 
for segregating infectious cases. This matter has already received the atten- 
tion <if Government, and the Inspector- General has been asked to submit plans 
and estimates for a suitable ward for cases of this character. 

In the Eden Hnspiuil 1,570 women and children w’ere treated, aga'nst 
1,300 in the previous year. Of these, 1,064 were Eui'opeans and 511 natives. 
I’he deaths among the former amounted to 3i. and among the latter 32. The 
number of confinement cases rose from 379 to 4.32, the mortality among this class 
of cases being 22, against 29 in 1884. The rcduijtion in the death-rate is satis- 
factory, as many patients were admitted in a hopeless state. A steam laundry 
is required, as the present arrangements are defective. An estimate has been 
<*alled for; hut with so many urgent calls upon the Provincial finances, it will 
be difficult to provide tlie necessary funds at present. 

The total number of cases of enteric and remittent fever treated in all the 
hospitals during the year w’as 20 and 803 respectively, against 1 1 and 930, 
the corresponding figures of the previous year. Of the 20 cases of enteric 
(or typhoid) fever, 17 are shown as having been admitted into the Presidency 
General Hospital, 1 into the Medical College Hospital, and 2 into the Police 
Hospital. These figures are, however, said to be unreliable owing to the difficulty 
of distinguishing between enteric and remittent fever, which, as Dr. Cleghorii, 
the Officiating Surgeon Superintendent of the Presidency General Hospital, 
remarks, “ is due to the imperfect knowledge which we at present possess of tho 
fevers of this country, and to a general belief in the widespread influence and 
prevalence of malaria.” In order to overcome this difficulty, tho Inspector- 
General strongly urges upon all medical officers tho importance of a post morUm 
examination in every case of death from remittent or suspected typhoid fever. 

'I'he nur-sing arrangements at the General and Medical College Hospitals 
continue to be managed by the Calcutta Ho.spital Nurses’ Institution, under the 
supervision of tho ladies of the Clewer Sisterhood. Drs. Cowio, Coates, Harvey, 
and Cloghorn all speak in tho highest terms of the efficiency of the work done; 
and the Lieutenant-Governor desires to add his testimony to the valuable services 
which the institution has rendered to the cause of medical charity in Calcutta. 

The invested cajiital of the Calcutta Hospitals was increased during the 
3 ’ear from R.s. 5,53,300 to Rs. 5,54,300. The whole of this increase appertains 
to the Howrah General Hospital. 3’ho total expenditure, excluding the amount 
invested, was Rs. 4,23,236, which exceeded the amount expended in 1884 by 
Rs. 9,921. The not cost to Goverriniont of all the hospitals, including the volun- 
tary lock-hospitals, which are now entirely supported by Government, amounted 
to Hs. 2,71,349, against Rs. 2,70,400 in the previous year, inclusive of the 
cost of lock-ho.spitals, which was Rs, 10,185 in 18’<4. There was a total decrease 
of R'. 16,057 in tho Medical College, Police, and Presidency General Hospitals, 
and an increase of Rs. 17,006 in the Campbell, Howrah, and lock-hospitals, the 
total not increase being Rs. 949. Tho Government grant to the Mayo Hospital 
has been reduced to Rs. 34,000 from the ensuing year. 
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OH ABIT ABLE DISPENSABIES. 

• On the 3l 8t December 1884 there were 230 dispensaries under Government 
supervision. During the year 1885, seven new institutions wore established, 
while four were closed or removed from the Government list. The total number 
of dispensaries open at the close of the year under review was therefore 233, 
against 230 of the previous year. Twenty-four Assistant Surgeons were received 
by teansfer from the Imperialhst. Eighteen Civil Hospital Assistants were 
admitted into the service, of whom seven came from the CampbeW Medical 
S<?hool, five from Patnd, four from Dacca, and two from Cnttacit. It was 
pointed out to the Government of India that the limit oi age for the entrance ot 
Assistant Burgeons into the service of Government should bo raised from 25 to 
28 years. So long as the limit remained at 25 years it pressed hard on many 
of tne best students, especially those who commenced the study of medicine after 
taking the degree of Bachelor of Arts. Since the close of the year the Govern- 
ment of India has ordered that tho limit of age for the entrance of Assistant 
Surgeons into the service of Government in Bengal should be raised to 28 
years. 

Returns have been received from 229 out of the 23.^ dispensaries, and tho 
following table compares the amount of work done in them during 1884 and 
1885:—

The total number of dispensaries wliicli received in-door patiouU was 13d, 
against 132 in tlio previou.s ) ear. 

Of thoso 229 dispensaries, 50 were visited by tho Civil Burgeons daily or 
freiiue.ntly, 7 more than four times during tlieyoar, 11 four times, 21 three times, 
23 twice, 53 once, and 14 were not inspected at all. The Inspector-tii neral of 
Civil Hospitals observes : — 

“ r have boon struck with tho real interest iu sanitation ('vinced by tho medical officers in 
charge of the institutions I have been able to personally insjieet during tlio ye.-ir, and 1 have 
no reason to question that the same healtlifid progress oi tams goueraliy t'lsewhcre. Some of 
tho institutions wore models of cleanliness. Hygienic arrangt'ments were conducted systemati- 
cally Olid intelligently. Civil Surgeons eneountgo their .subordinates in thi.s direetiou ns in all 
other professional mutters ; and, judging from imudieid rcsull.s, I must say thoir (*udeavours 
have met with uo mean success.” •

The opening balance on 1st January 1S85, as shown above, is less by 
Rs. 3,207 than the closing balance of the previous year, as given in that year’s 
report. The diftbronco is explained to be duo to the closure of one dispensary 
and the removal of another frojn the Govennnent list. 

'I'ho total receipts from Government amounted to Rs. 18,059, against 
Rs. 18,051 in 1881. Out of the Rs. 18,059, the sum of Its. 5,013 was contri- 
buted to municipal di^pensaries. After deduction, however, of the cost of 
registers and forms, and of diet in police cases, the Government contribution 
towards municipal disjiensaries amounted to Us. 2,570, against Rs. 3,106 in 
18(84. Of this, lt.s. 2,449 represoits salaries of medical ofllicers in the Utterpara 
and North Suburban Municipalities, and Rs. 121 the cost of repairs to the Rurf 
dispensary. Ti e Government contribution towards dispensaries that are not 
municipal institutions amounted to Rs. 13,610, against Rs. 12,890 in the previous 
year. 

The receipts from local source.^, exclusive of municipal funds, amounted 
to Ks. 1,18,085, against Rs. 35,900 in the previous year. Of this, municipal dis- 
pensaries received Rs. 91,205, against Rs. 9,340 in 1884, The increase was 
mainly due to the fact that Rs. 08,000 were received in the Monghyr dis- 
pensary as sale proceeds of house property belonging to that institution ; almost 
the whole of this sum was inve.sted. 'I'ho amount of subscriptions from 
Europeans was Hs. 10,872, and from Natives Rs. 1,00,185. It is to bo regret- 
ted tljat the amount of native subscriptions showed a falling off of nearly 
Rs. 5,000 compared with the previous year. Of these subscriptions, Rs. 40,203

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Tho above fifjuros show a considerable decrease in cases of anrcinia and 
debility in Dullunda. DiiuTlioea increased in Dacca; dysentery increased to 
some extent in Dacca, Patmt, Cuttack, and llerhaminir. Pneumonia occun*ed. 
in Dullunda only, and cholera in llorhampur. Tho decrease in these disons(?8, 
as also in ])hthisis, is a very satisfactory ftvituro in the returns of the year 
under review.

The Lieutenants lovcrnor concurs in Dr. (.\»wie’s view that ‘‘the 
alKS(>nce of inj'urii's of any kind in .so mauv of the a.sylums is a most j>Tatifyinfj 
feature, and .spi'aks hijihl}' for the great care and humanity ('xcrcised over tho 
poor afflicted inmates.” 

'I’lie total number of deaths fell from 87 in 1884 to 73 in 188'). 
There was a decrease in Diicca and Patnd. The mortality incrc'ased in the 
Dullunda Asylum from 18 iu 1884 to 27 in 188.5. It is explained tliat in 
this asylum a consideral)le ])ro])ortion of the deaths consisted of old chronic 
ho])elcss cas('s that had been hanging on betw('(‘n life and deatli for a 
l('nj;-tlicncd jteriod. The Insju'ctor-deneral remarks that examina- 

tions were .seldom neglected. Complaints of ovc'rcrowding are made rt'garding 
the Dacca and Cuttack Asylums, but arnnigements are lumig made which will 
relieve tho foruu'r. At Cuttack, wIutc there is a. small local asylum, the m'gency 
is not groat. I’hcrc was abundance of room at Patna and Berliampur.

The gross expenditure w'as l*s. ^^0,1 71, again.st Ks. 91,005 in 1884, .showing a 
decrease of Ks. .),;V<!4i us compansl with the (‘Xjjcaiditure of the previous yc'ar. 
Tho co.st of e.stabli.shnnmt wus Ks. 20,028 and of su|)('rintenden(:e Ks. 18,600. 
The corresponding tigoires in 1884 were Ks. 19,926 and K.s. 18,.520. Tho 
Dullunda Asylum is ))y far the most costly, and amingements arc being made 
to restrict admissions to this ii.sylum by makijig more u.se of the s])ace available 
at Patna and Kerliampur. 

Tho money outlay on account of diet was Ks. 20,613, against Ks. 21,187 
in 1881, .showing a dccrea.so of K.s. 574. The value of articles of diet made 
ov{!r from tho n^nufacturing departments during the year was greater than that 
of the previous year ; tlie average co.st of a lunathi’s daily diet was, as in the 
previous year, one anna and six pie.s. The cost on account of clothing and 
bedding was 11s. 3,103, against Ks. 2,.579 in 1884. The ex])enditure on ac(‘,ount 
of manufactures amounted to Ks. 29,248, being Ks. 2,705 more than that of the 
previous year. 

The European A.sylum at Khowanipur is not ineduded in tho fore- 
gf)ing paragra))lis. The number of ])atients iu this asylum at the lx)ginning 
of the y(;ar was 3l, viz., 16 male.s and 15 females. During the year 20 persons 
were admitted, of whom 12 W(*re males and 8 females.

111, or 38 European.s and 73 natives, in the j)revious year. 43iree hundred 
and tw('ntv-one patients (natives) were treated in the Aliporo Loek-hospital, 
against 222 in 1881. 13io total number of admissions was 312, of wliieh JOO 
wen^ received ou transb'r from the Cam[)bell Hospital. 'I’ho cori'e.sjjonding 
numbers in 1884 were 279 and 75. 'I'liere were 18 dealh.s among the nativ(? 
ill-door patients, or a rate of 4 !) p<'r cent, on total cases treabal, against 21 and 
0-3 per cent, in the prt'eeding year. There Avere treated in the hos{)ital.s 1,889 
out-door patients, against 1,4;)4 in lb84, the daily average number being 0 5 
and ;V9 respectively. Of the total number of out-door eases, 39 Avere tj/eated 
in the Sealdah Eoek-liospitals, against 50 in 1884. Altogether 1,8.)0 patients 
wc've treated in the Aliporo Lock-hospitals, against 1,404 iii the pi'eceding year. 
Many ca.scs of venereal disease are still treated at the other hospitals to the 
detriment of the patients of other classes for whom those institutions arc chiefly 
intended. The Inspector-General Avill be re<pie.sted to instruct the IViiicipal 
of the Medical College ami Superintendents of other hospitals to transfer as 
many jiatients as they can to the voluntary hospitals.

In addition to tho above, eight special opinions wore furnished on technical 
matters during the year, and two memoranda on the Petroleum Bill and tho 
Explosives Act. 

In the analytical work there was a decrease of 406 cases as compared 
with the previous year. The decrease was specially noticeable under the 
heads of “ Opium,” “ Salt,” and “ Spirit for deleterious adulterations.” It was 
explained by the Examiner that in the report for 1884 tho physical examination 
of 171 balls of opium was included in the list of analyses perfonnod, whereas 
the cakes had only been handled to ascertain their freedom from grubs, &c. 
The decrease under the head of “ Spirit for deleterious adulterations ” was due 
to the fact that in 1884 an exceptionally largo number of samples wore 
examined for the Excise Commission, which represented work out of the 
usual routine of the department. Dr. Warden furnished an interesting report 
on the analysis of Australian and Kashmir wines. He writes : “ Tho Kashmir 
clarets compare most favourably witli the imported clarets ; and when we are 
acquainted with the extent to wbicdi French wines are adulterated, it becomes 
a matter of surprise that our locally manufactured wines are not largely used ; 
but, as a matter of fact, probably 99 out of 100 consumers of claret in India 
have never hoard of Kashmir claret.” 

During tho year under review 234 human viscera were examined, against 
217 in 1884. Of those, poison was detected in 107 cases, giving a percentage 
of 45*72, against 38*25 in tho previous year, the corresponding average of the 
past ten years being 42*6. It is satisfactory to notice the decrease in the 
number of autop.sics conducted by Civil Hospital Assistants. In 1882-83 they 
performed 49 per cent, of the post-mortem examinations; in 1883, 14*9 nor cent. • 
in 1884, 6*9 per cent. ; and in 1885, 6*8 per cent. * ’ 

Seven liundred and eighty articles suspected to be, or to contain, poison 
P„ij,ons submitted for examination during the year. 

Out of those, 394 were found to contain poison, 
giving a percentage of 50*6, against 47*7 and 33*4 in tho two preceding years. 
One hundred and ninety-three animal viscera were examined, against 137 
in 1884 and 76 in the nine months of 1883. Poison was detected in 142 
cases, and in all these, as in the previous year, death was caused by arsenic 
poisoning. 
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The Ohemioal Examiner ^reported that there -waa some improvement in 
the manner in which accounts of poti-mott^ examinations were submitted to 
* him during the year, as well as in the mode of packing parcels containing articles 
for analysis. It is creditable to Dr. Warden that during a considerable period of 
his furlough in Europe he devoted himself to investigations on Indian indige- 
nous drugs, and that he can report, after communication with Dr. Stevenson, 
the Official Analyst to the Home Office in London in medico-legal cases, that 
the rules for the guidance of medical officers in similar cases here, and the 
medico- legal return forms in use in Bengal, are excellently adapted for their 
purpose. 
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The year under report was generally unhealthy, cholera and fevers having 
prevailed to a greater extent than in the previous year, A characteristic feature 
of the year was tlie heavy inundations, caused by tlio abiuuinal rainfall in 
different parts of the province, the registered average rainfall being 70 24 inches 
asrainst 0()-Sl inches, the average of previous years. 'riic effects of tlie 
inundations were of a twofold cltaracter. On tlio one hand they proved a 
calamity by destroying and damaging the agricultural outturn wholly or 
partially, and by causing heavy loss ot cattle : while on the other hand 
tlicy exercised a great ptiwer for good by diminishing sickiH'ss in the 
great majority of the localities in which they prevailed. The prices of food- 
grains, especially eomimm rice, the staple food of the poorer classes, ranged 
high, and gave rise to much distress, vvhitdi ro-aoted unfavourably on the p\tl)lie 
health. The districts which suffered most in this respect were Bardwsin, 
Miduapur, Murshedabad, llajsbaln, Bogra, fJya, Sliababad, Durblumga, 
Cuttack, Balasor, and the Santal Bergunnahs. In sevm-al of these relief works 
had to be opened by Government or the District Hoad Conimiftoes. 

Cholera, which had in the previous year prevailed to a very great 
extent, and contributed largely towar<ls tlie mortuary statistics of tlie 
province, i)rcvailed with still greater severity and was nnn-o fatal in its 
effects during the year under report. The recorded d<.’aths numbered 173,707, 
t»r a ratio of 3 02 per millo of population, against 131,421, or a ratio 
of 2 03 per millo in 1881*. The disease visited every disrrict, and attacked 
altogether with more or loss severity 20,23!) villages. Tlio districts which 
suffered most were Birbhiim (0*b7), Maldali (O’ 17), Purf (o OX), Raj- 
shahf (o‘78), and Cuttack (6’74). Tlie details recorded of the .si'veral 
outbreaks of cholera during the year in different parts of the jiroviiuio throw 
no new liglit on the etiology of the disease. The localities affected were 
invariably found to be in an insanitary condition, the water-supply impure 
and insufficient, and the inhabitants frerpieutly ])rcdi.sposed to disease, being 
enfeebled by exposure, insuflieient clotliing, and scanty and unwholesome food. 
Cholera was unusually active at the large ridigious and other fairs, where great 
numbers of people are gathered together, especially at the Ruthjutra festival 
at Purf, and at Sudagbagh in Mursliedalidd in .Juno and July, wdiore 277 and 
12.3 deaths respectively occurred. The usual precautions arc said to have been 
taken, but were apparently defective. T’lio following observations regarding 
the seasonal imrnlence of cholera are worthy of notice, as indicating the extent 
to which the disease was influenced by the rainfall during the year; — 

“ After file PCiinty rainfall of .January nnrl February, tho mortality from olnilera 
aufldenly rose viny liigli in Jtlareli. April and May followi d tho usual rule of being months 
in whicli tho severity of the disease is very great. In Juno and July, months of heavy 
rainfall, the moi-tality fubsided considernbly, as has been usually tho case. August, usually 
a month of low mortality, exhibited, notwithstanding its groat rainfall of 1 7*8 1 inches (the 
largest <pinntity of the year), the highest mortjility. This was caused by the incidence of tho 
disease in the lleliur districts, wliich aro visited most severely in tho rainy season. In August 
and during the earlv part of »So])teinbor lioavy inundations occurred over a groat portion 
of tho province, and this contingency was followed by a steady reduction in cholera mortality 
during the tnonths of Septomher, October, November and December, and thus the winter 
prevalence of tho disease, which is often tho severest, was mitigated.” 

The recorded imnibor of deaths from small-pox fell from 18,533 in 
1884 to 9,803 in the year underreport. More than 75 per cent, of the mor- 
tality was among infants and children. The disoaso was most prevalent in the 
town.s of Dacca, Bettid, and Kdnfgan j, and some parts of Chaiup4ran, where the 
casualties exceeded 2 per inille of the j>f»pulation. 
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Fevew prevailed to a very large extent daring the year under review, 
and, judging from the statistics, proved more fatal than in any year within the 
past decade. The recorded mortality from this cause was 1,042,142, or a 
ratio of I5'76 per mille of the population under registration, against 966,233, 
or a ratio of 14*60 per mille in 1884. The increase, however, in the recorded 
number of deaths is attributed to improvement in registration. The districts 
in which the deaths assigned to this head were most numerous wore'>~Nadiy4 
(26*86), Monghyr (25*65), Pabnd (25*63), Rdjshdhf (24*03), Jalpdigurf (23*71), 
Bhagalpur (23*13), Rungpur (22*72), Jessor (21*44), and Bogra (21*21). 

The mortality from bowel-complaints,” “injury” and “other causes” 
during the year amounted to 63,808, 28,956 and 186,209 respectively, against 
58,376, 24,674 and 176,373, the recorded mortality under these heads in the 
previous year. The increase under “ bowel-complaints ” is attributed to im- 
provement in registration, and is not regarded as an indication of the increasing 
severity of tho maladies classed under this head. 

Tne percentages of municipal income expended on sanitary works and 
roads during the year were 40 and 17 against 38 and 19 respectively in the 
previous year. Tho towns in which the largest proportion of municipal income 
was devoted to sanitary improvements were Haz4rib*dgh, Dacca, Midnapur, 
Jessor, and Bardwdn. Somo attention was devoted during the year to 
improvements in water-supply. The Bardwdn water-works have now been 
completed, and the same may also bo said of tho water-works at Bhagalpur. 
Complaints having been made regarding tho impurity of tho drinking water 
supplied at several of tho stations on tho Eastern Bengal State Railway, tho 
matter was enquired into, and arrangements are now being made for the supply 
of good drinking water at these places. Schemes for the improvement of 
drainage were devised and, in some instances, undertaken during the year, 
but very little appears to have been done in this direction in comparison with 
the drainage works executed in the previous year.

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The Vaccination Department continued to work satisfactorily. Tho number 
of operations performed during tho year was 990, against 1,488,296 in 
the previous year. The decrease of 119,300 is attributed partly to tho paucity 
of unprotected subjects in the areas in which tho Government agency was 
employed, and partly to the incflicient manner in which the work was curried on 
by the municipal agency. Tho following table shows the number of operations 
performed in each circle of vaccination and in the municipal area during the 
year : —

Tho provisions of tho Compulsory Vaccination Act were extended to tho 
Cliattra, MuzaHerpur, Scrdjganj and Arruh Municipalities. It is to be noticed 
that less re.sistanco is now being offered to vaccination, and that during tho 
year under report many of its mo.st powerful opponents were led to accept it. 
Tho operations performed with bovine lymph were not as successful as in tho 
previous year, but the lymph is still favourably reported on. Tho failure of 
tho virus is attributed to defects in storing it in tubes. A fact which tho 
experience of the year has disclosed is that the lymph, if stored and used after 
tlio cold weather has well set in, generally succeeds. 

The total expenditure on vaccination during tho year amounted to 
Rs. 1,66,711-8-9, of which Rs. 76,709-8-10 represents tho cost of the operations 
performed by the Government vaccinators, its. 78,847-14)-8 tho Cost of tho 
establishment employed for supervising tho operations of tho Licensed Vacci- 
nators, and Rs. 11, 154- 1-3 the cost of vaccination to municipalities. Besides 
this, about Rs. 600 were received as private contributions and expended in aid 
of tho work. The average cost of each successful operation performed during 
tho year was 2 annas, against 1 anna and 8 pies in the previous year. 
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The following tabic shows the advance made in schools of all kinds which 
submit returns to the Department: —

n’lio most noteworthy fact in the educational history of the year was the 
disappearance from the returns of tlie Dcpiirtmcnt, and the removal from 
departmental control, of 15,10s schools and ll‘.3,151 pupils. This important 
result was tlio outcome of a policy under winch the Government declared (hat no 
primary scliool sliould bo recognised as eligible for rewards unless it liad been 
in existence for six months, could produce ten pu 2 )ils, used printed books in its 
ordinary course, and brought to the place of examination attendance and 
inspection registers properly kept. 

In all classes t)f schools, other than lower primary, satisfactory progress 
was made, especially in English schools, both liigh and middle, and, in the 
upper section of pidmary schools. 

'J'be actual receipts and expenditure of tlio Education Department were in 
very close accordance with the revised estimates imblislicd in the Financial 
Resolution of Government, dated the 31st August 1886. In 1884-85 the sanc- 
tioned expenditure was Rs. 34,07,000, and the actual expenditure Rs. 34,00,000. 
The estimates for 1885-86 were originally fixed at Rs. 33,87,000, and were 
reduced after the beginning of the year to Rs. 33,07,000. A still further saving 
of Rs. 22,400 was subsequently eftcctcd on ibis reduced estimate. Receipts, 
however, fell short of the estimate of Rs. 5,68,000 by Rs. 29,400, so that the 
net Government expenditure exceeded the estimate by Rs, 7,000, The chief 
savings in expenditure wore effected under the heads of primary education and 
Government colleges, general and professional. The chief falling off in receipts 
was under the head of municipal contributiotis to Government schools, which 
were estimated at Rs. 20,000, but realised only Rs. 6,600. Taking into account, 
however, schools under private as well as under public management, the contri- 

X 4 
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butions of municipalities towards their support have risen from Rs. 71,400 to 
Rs. 74,600, of which Rs. 6,600 wore paid to schools under departmental control, - 
Rs. 11,100 to schools managed by Municipal Hoards, and Rs. 66,900 to schools 
under private management. 

The expenditure of the Department from all sources, public and private, 
during the last two years, is shown in the subjoined table, which is taken from 
the departmental returns. It includes charges for medical education and for 
buildings, which are not included in the educational estimates, and the totals 
consequently differ from those given in the last paragraph : —

Government expenditure decreased by Rs. 90,000 owing to the reductions 
effected during the year, and the total expenditure by Rs. 1,67,000 owing to the 
exclusion of 15,000 small schools from the returns. There was a decrease of 
Rs. 12,000 under collegiate education, of Rs. 64,000 under primary inetruction, 
and of Rs. 80,000 under buildings. The only largo increase in Government 
expenditure was under the head of Superintendence, and it aro.so from the 
increase of the salary of third grade Sub-Inspectors from Rs. 30 to Rs. 50, and 
the appointment of Assistant Inspectors for the liardwdn, Dacca, and Rdjshdhf 
Divisions. There was an increase in the fee receipts of the Department by 
Rs. 13,000, which, however, was counterbalanced by a loss of Rs, 13,500 in 
college fees, duo to the tcniporary withdrawal of second and fourth year 
students after the completion of their two years’ course. 'Ihis resulted, as in 
the previous year, from the recent change in the date of the University examin- 
ations, the effect of which has now ceased. 

The proportion of the Government expenditure on education to its total 
cost was 39*1 per cent., a slightly smaller percentage than in the previous year. 

The returns of attendance for the year wore satisfactory, and an increased 
average shown in nearly all classes of schools. In high English schools the 
attendance of scholars was 81 ’4 per cent, of the roll number; in middle schools, 
English and vernacular, it remained nearly constant at 78 and 77 per cent. ; 
and in upper primary schools it was nearly 82 per cent. In lower primary 
.schools there was an improvement from 81 ’2 to 84'2 per cent.

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In the high, middle, and upper primary stages of instruction there was 
a sufficient and satisfactory increase. The large decrease in both sections of 
the lower primary stage was due to the exclusion from the returns of schools 
with less than ten pupils. One per cent, of all the boys at school in Bengal 
wore in the high stage, that is, were preparing to go up for the Entrance 
examination witliin two years ; three per cent, were in the middle, and six uer 
cent, in the upper primary stage. Rather more than half the total number 
of pupils were in the higher section of the lower primary stage. The percen- 
tage <5 pupils not reading printed books, which had fallen in the previous year 
from 43^ to 40, has again fallen to 36. 

The following measures have been taken by Government to carry out 

the chief recommendations of the Education Com- 


Recommendations of the Educa- niission. The papers relating to a proposal for 
tion CommisBioD. giving increased aid and support to Sanskrit tols 

have been published for general information. The inspection and examin- 
ation of primary schools in situ is being carried out to the utmost extent 
possible with tlie present limited agency. The position of the subordinate 
mspecting officers has been much improved, and soipe additions have been 
mahe to their number. In the field of secondary education the proposal 
to establish an alternative standard at the Entrance examination, in the 
future interests of technical instruction, has been referred to tho Univer- 


sity. On the 1st May 1837, the Borhampur and Midnapur Colleges will 
be transferred with specified grants to private management, or, in default of 
any suitable offer to take iliem over, will be closed. The Midnapur College 
will be transferred to the local municipality, and it is anticii^ated that pro- 
posals will shortly bo made from more than one quarter to take over the 
management of the Borhampur College. ^ college under private manage- 
ment has recently been opened at Narail in Jessor, in connection with the 
successful high school long established there ; and an additional grant-in-aid 
of Bs. 100 a month has been sanctioned for the support of the college classes. 
In matters relating to the internal administration of tlxe Department, the 
recommendation of the Commission that native gentlemen of approved quali- 
fications should be employed as Inspectors of Schools has been carried out by 
the appointment of Baboo Radhika Prasanna Mookerjea to officiate as Inspector 
f)f the Presidency Circle, and by liis promotion to the superior grades of the 
Department. The education of JMuhammadans received careful attention, 
and sanction has been accorded since the close of the year to tho creation 
of 20 special scholarships awardablo to Muliammadan students on tlie results 
of tlie Entraiuic, of 20 on the results of tho F.A., and of two on those 
of tlie B.A. Examination. The proposal to appoint two Muhammadan 
Assistant Inspectors on salaries of Rs. 200 to Rs. 300 a month is under consider- 
ation. 'I’ho rules pul>lish(‘d under tho Local Self-Government Act, in order 
to provide for the transfer to District Boards of tho allotments for primary 
education and primary scholarships within the area under their control, of the 
p rant-in-aid allotment for certain classes of schools, and of the net grants to 
all Government schools that are placed under the direct management of the 
Board, are now in force in tho 16 districts to which the Act has been applied. 
Assistant Inspectors of Schools for tho Bardwdn, Dacca, and Rajshdhf 
Divisions were appointed during the year. Every division in Bengal has now 
a Joint or Assistant Inspector of its own, acting under the orders of, and in 
close communication with, the Circle Inspector. 

'Ihero was a great iinprovemcut in the amount of work done by Deputy 
Inspectors. Only nine officers out of 43 were on tour less than 150 days, the 
prescribed term for such officers. There was some decline in tho number of 
days spent on tour by Sub-Inspectors. The prescribed term of 200 days was 
exceeded in six divisions of Bengal ; but in other divisions the days spent on 
tour wore less than the proscribed term. 

The employment of chief gurus or of inspecting pundits, or of some 
combination of the two, as a subordinate inspecting agency, was in force in 
almost every district which had a largo number of primary schools. 

The number of colleges increased from 25 to 26, owing to the opening 

of a small college class in connection with St. Paul’s 
University Education. School, Ddrlling. The number of students on 
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the rolls of all collopcs was greater on the Slst March 18S6 than at any 
previous time, advancing during the year from 2,779 to 2,998. 

The total annual cost and the cost to Government of each student m 
Government colleges fell frooi Ks. 366 to Us. 3o4, and from Us. 269 to Rs. 267 
respectively. There is a similar decrease iii the returns of private colleges 
generally, except in the Doveton, where the cost of each student to^ Govern- 
ment has risen from Rs. 57 to Rs. 125, the Government grant having been 
slightly raised, while the average attendance has fallen one-half. 

At the First Arts exsuuination, Government colleges passed 58 per cent, of 
their candidates in each year 1885 and 1886 ; from aided colleges, 40 per cent, 
passed in 1885 and 4a percent, in 1886; and from unaided colleges, 39 per cent, 
passed in ISSa and 49 per cent, in 18SG. In the number of candidates passed 
in the fir.st divi.sion the Government colleges took the highest place, especially 
the Presidency, lliigU, and Dacca Oolieges. The ]\Icti’opolitan Institution, 
and the General Assembly’s, St. Xavier’s and Free Church Colleges followed 
close behind. The Jagannath College of Dacca passed eight candidates at this 
examination in 1885, and 28 in 1886. 

At the B.A. examination of 188.'), 242 candidates out of 341 passed, or 
72 per cent. : at the examination of 1886, 396 out of 712 pa.s.scd, or le.ss than 56 
per cent. ’I’he loss favourable result of the latter examination is explained by 
the largo increase in tlio number of B.A. candidates in that year. The First 
Arts examination of June 1881 was the last umlcr the old sy-stem, and an 
exceptionally largo number of candidates (-187 in Bengal) was declared to 
have passed. vSix months later a supplementary examination wa.s held for those 
who had failed, and the number of successful candidates was still further 
increased by 290, or 777 in all. ’I'beso wore examined fortho IbA. degree 
in April 1886. The Pi'csidcncy College passed 40 B. A.’s with honours, 
of whom 16 were in the first division. 'J'he Metropolitan Institution and the 
Dacca College eacli passed 14 with honours and five in the first division ; the 
Patna College passed nine with honours. 

The fir.>t examination for the M.A. degree under the new regulations 
was held in NovcnJ)or 1885. Tliero was a marked decrease in the number of 


candidates, which foil from 71 in 1884 to 43, The standard for the M.A. 
degree was con.sidcrably raised in corro.spondonco with the revised standard 
for honours in the B.A. examination ; and those who took the B.A. degree 
under the old regulations in many cases found the now M. A. standard too high 
for them. Of the 43 candidates, 30 were .successful. Of these, the Presidency 
College claimed 16, the Jfcti'opolitan and General Assembly’s Colleges four 
each, the Patna College three ; while one or two passed fi’om St. Xavier’s and 
the Sanskiit Collcge.s,

The aided s(diool in the new district of Khoolna was converted into a 
Government institution. The number of Government schools was raised to 52. 
The Municipalities of Bally in tlio lIugR di,strict and of Nattore in R^jsh^hf 
took over the management of the high schools at those places. There was also 
an increase of seven aided schools and .six unaided scliools. 

There was a serious decline in the ]>rofM)rtion of successful candidates at the 
last two Entrance examinations of the University. The percentage of success 
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fell from nearly 54 in 1884 to 30 in 1885 and to 28 in 188B. he decline 
affected all classes of schools and all provinces alike ; it attracted considerable 
public attention, and the University appointed a Committee to enquire into the' 
subject. The llaro School headed the list of collegiate schools as usual ; but in’ 
the examination of 1886 the Itdjshdhf Collegiate School advanced from the 
sixth place to the second, displacing the Hindu School from the position which 
it occupied for many years. The next in order were the collegiate schools at' 
Dacca, Patna, and Hiiglf. Among Killah schools the lugliost places were 
taken in 1885 by Comilla, Chupra, IJarfsdl, and Blrbhi'nn, and in 1886 by 
Uarfsdl, Bhagalpur, and Comilla. The Maimansingh School, in former years the 
strenuous competitor for the first place with Barfsdl, fell to a comparatively low 
position on the ILst. In both these jilaces schools under private management 
nave been for some years successfully maintained. The Gya and Chupra schools 
drew no portion of their net grants during the year, the income from fees 
and subscriptions being sufficient for their inaintenaucc. The Howrah school 
obtained a very high place at the examination, but the attempt to work it with- 
out a net grant has failed, as in previous years. There are many schools under 
private management in the neighbourhood, and the question of retaining this 
school as a Govcrninont institution is under consideration. The newzillali school 
at Khoolna inado a fair start by passing five candidates at tlio examination. 
From the Ihlnchi School a genuine Kol boy passed tlie Entrance examination 
in 1885, and gained a junior scholarship.

There was an inereaso of four Government and two miuiieipal schools. 
There was also an increase of 15 aided schools, which is exjilaincd as 
follows: — Ten middle vcrtiacular schools were raised, and one high school was 
reduced to tin's class, while 53t} unaided schools received grants. On tlio other 
hand, two middle Englisli schools were reduced to vernacular, and five wero 
raised to higli English schools, while the grants w'ero withdrawn from 14, and 
one aided school was taken over by a municipality.

There was a loss of one departmental school, due to the addition of. an 
English class to a vernacular school, in Orissa ; the place of throe other ver- 
nacular schools similarly raised being supplied by three now schools. There 
was a gain of eight aided schools, and a corresponding decrease of six in the 
number of unaided schools. 

The results of tho examinations of candidates from middle schools, 
English and vernacular, for the middle scholarship certificate, were satisfactory, 
lu 1884-85, 7,540 candidates appeared, of whom 654 obtained tho middle

The disappearance from the returns of tho Department of 14,877 schools 
of this class and of 128,084 pupils has been explained in an earlier paragraph as 
arising from the exclusion of patshalas that have less than 10 pupils each, or that 
have existed for less than six months. Small schools have been most numerous 
in tiie Patna Division, and it is there that the greatest loss has been incurred. 
There was a considerable advance in the number and tho efficiency of upper 
primary schools, which marked the highest point yet reached in primary crea- 
tion. These show an increase of 360 schools and of 12,621 pupils. Tho results 
of the upper primary scholarship examination were also good. Of 7,961 candi- 
dates, 4,092 passed the examination from 1,804 schools; while in tho previous 
year, of 6,002 cendidates, 2,953 passed from 1,223 schools. In the lower 
primary scholarship examination there was a serious decline, only 20,018 pupils 
having passed the examination, against 21,500 in tho previous year. T^is 
loss was undoubtedly due to the general reduction in the number of primary 
schools, many of which, though small, must have contained pupils good enougn 
to pass the scholarship examination. 

Tho number of training schools was 25, as in tho previous year. There 
. . , , was some increase both in the number of pupils and 

aming sc oo g. number of those who gained certificates at 

the vernacular mastership examination. The Dacca school did remarkably 
well, passing 95 out of its 102 pupils ; the Rungpur school also advanced. The 
Calcutta and Htiglf schools wore less successful than in tho previous year. 
The Calcutta training school was removed in January 1886 to more spacious 
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quarters. Ihe English department of the Patna training school was abolished, 
as its cost was judged to bo out of proportion to its utility. The guru train- 
• ing classes did useful work, and 181 gurus received certificates during the year. 
The outturn of these classes was, however, far below the requirements of the 
province, and shortly lieforo the dose of the year an arrangement was sane- 
tioned for training 000 gurus annually in classes to be attached to middle 
schools, at an annual cost of Hs. 0,000. 

The number of law schools increased from eight to ten, owing to the open- 

Law Bcliools. classes in connexion with the Ripon 

and Jagannath Colleges. The total average attend- 
ance for all schools was 047, against 70o in the preceding year. At the 
University examination 110 candidates qualified for tlje degree o£ Bachelor 
of Law, against 77 in the previous year. 

The total number of students in medicine df'clined from 804 to 7;>2. There 
. was, however, a large increase in the (,’alcutta Medical 

(Jollege and the Canqjhell School at Seahlah ; hut the 
attendance at the Patna IMedical School fell from lOl to 92 — a result ascribed to 
the baekw’ardness of middle education in llehar, and the consequent dillleulty 
of keeping up a supply of studmits who hav(i ])assod tlu; middle scliolarship 
examination. Prom the Calcutta Sledical Coll«‘g(', 1 4 candidates passed the 
first and 28 the final lJniv<;rsity examination ; three nsitivc' f/d/'s and five pupil- 
nurses also rec(‘ived certificates ^)f qualification in midwifery. Thc‘ hostel for 
Ranah? students of medicine, which h:is bc('u constructed frr»m tlu; nuinificont 
gift of Hs. 1 ,o(>,0t)0 made by Her Highness tlu* Maliarani Sarnamayi, is now 
complete and ready for ot;cui)ation. It has been d(.'cidcd that girls shall hs 
eligible for admission to tlu? Meilical Colh'go after passijtg the Univei'sity 
Entrance e.xamination ; and that, on passing tlu? college; examination after a 
throe years’ course of classes and practical instruction, they shall he entitled 
to certificates qualifying them to juaictice medicine, surgery, and midwifeM’V. 
vV grant of Hs. 8,00() was .sanctioiu'd by the Li('atenant-‘Jovei nor fur f'uruisli- 
ing the hostel, and Sir Walter deSouza contributed a sum of 11s. 2,400 for 
the provision of scholarships. From the nu'dical schools at Ducea, Patna, and 
( ’uttack, 87, 88, and 8 students, respectively, passed the final examinutiun 
qualifying tluan for <;inj)loyment us civil hospital assistants.

I'lieso schools are 
uniformly popular and successful, and the passed students find good euipluy- 
ment without ditUculty. 

The School of Art in Calcutta suffered a serious blow in the death of 
JVfr. II. JI. Locke, wdio during the many years of his Principalship laboured 
to raise the institution to a liigh point of excellence, lie was succctaled by 
Mr. Sidiaumburg, whoso services promised to be of great value to the school, 
especially in the dovolopmcnt of industrial art ; but ho also unhappily died 
very shortly after his appointment. The institution was then placed, pending 
the appointment of a Principal from England, in charge ot the Assistant 
Ihincipal, Signor Ghilardi. Progress is b(‘ing made in the wood-csirving and 
metal chasing classes, to which a more practical turn has been given. The 
modelling class, though tlio attendauco is small, promises well ; and a new 
development is likely to be given to this class in the production of a series of 
ethnological model.s of the kind that attracted so much attention in the Colonial 
and Indian Exhibition hold in London in 188G. The resuscitation of Indian 
decorative art is also being attempted, though the class is not as yet very popular. 

Tliero are eight industrial schools in Bengal, four of which received grants 
from Government, and two from the municipalities of Murshedtibsld and 
Borhampur. The Maisadal technical school at Midiiapur has recently received 
a. grant of Rs. 50 a month.

Of these schools, three were high English, four middle English, 15 middle 
vernacular, and 27 1 upper primary. The rest were lower primary schools, 
mostly aided from the primary grant, at an average cost to the State of Rs. 18 
a year. 

Tho total cost of female education in Calcutta was Rs. 2,05,842, of which 
Government contributed lls. 1,07,216. Tho Bethune School had 142 pupils in 
the lower and five in the Upper or College Department. One girl passed the 
Entrance examination from this school, and two tho B.A. examination — one 
of them. Miss Kamini Sen, taking honours in Sanskrit. Two young ladies 
from other institutions not included in the foregoing table, namely, tho 
Doveton and Free Church Normal School, passed tlie First Arts examination. 
From the Eden Female School at Dacca one candidate passed tho Entrance 
examination. The third high school is the Christ Church Gilds’ School in 
Calcutta, ably managed by Aliss Neele, and chiefly intended for native converts 
Most of the girls’ schools in Calcutta are under missionary management in 
connection with ono or other of the zenana agencies. 

Outside Calcutta, there was a slight decline in tho number of girls’ schools, 
but a considerable increase in that of pupils. In the Bardwsin Division the 
scholarship and prize examinations hold by tho Utterpara liitakari Sabha were 
brought into close conformity with tho departmental standards ; and tho schools 
of the Midnapur district, which formerly held aloof, now send candidates to 
these examinations. In tho Bfrbhiim district a Muhammadan girl for the first 
time won a scholarship offered for competition by the Sabha. In Midnapur a 
Santdl girl won a prize of tho value of Rs. 15. In tho Pro.sidoncy, Dacca, 
and Chittagong Divisions also the local Sabhas or unions were largely instru- 
mental in promoting female education. In tho districts of Eastern Bengal 
there was a large loss of pupils, duo partly to the general levying of fees in 
the girls’ schools. In Tipporah, however, there was a largo increase, due 
to- the raising of the capitation grant for girls making satisfactory progress. 
In these two Divisions 12 girls passed the upper and 104 tho lower primary 
scholarship examination, the Dacca Division contributing by far the largest 
share. The Patna Division is backward in female education, tho only fairly 
good schools being those attended by Bengali girls. In the Bhagalpur 
Division three special schools for Santdl girls were opened in the Bhagalpur 
and Santd.1 Pergunnahs districts. In Orissa an exceptionally largo numlior of 
girls passed tho lower primary scholarship examination.

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The reduction was due partly to the transfer of two schools to the head 
of charitable institutions, and partly to the non-submission of returns by a 
few private schools. The most important event during the year under report 
was the definite substitution of payment-by*results for fixed grants. The 
provisional scale of grants given in the draft Code of 1882 was based on data 
that were known to bo inaccurate. The two years’ experimental period came 
to an end at the close of 1884-85, and a revised scale was sanctioned for 
1885-80. In determining the new scale, the chief object was to disturb existing 
rates of aid as little as possible, and especially to avoid any sudden and large 
reduction in the monthly grant to a deserving school. Under the revised 
scale there was a total increase of Ks. 789 in the monthly grants. The total 
expenditure for monthly grants increased from Rs. 79,829 to Ks, 86,114. The 
appointment of an Assistant Inspector caused an increase of nearly Rs. 5,000 
under the head of Inspection ; but under that of Building grants there was a 
reduction of Rs. 60,000, the exj)onditure in 188.5-86 amounting to only 
Rs. 35,000, owing to the postponement to the current year of a largo portion of 
the grants originally sanctioned for 1885-86 ; lienee the total expenditure on 
European education fell from Rs. 2,09,806 to Rs. 1,61,346. 

Of the 62 schools shown in the table, 14 were primary and 37 middle 
schools. The remaining 1 1 taught up to the Entrance examination, but were 
not strictly “ high schools ” in the language of the Code, since they did not 
read for the special standard therein proscribed for schools of that class. At 
the examination for scholarships and certificates under the Code, there was a 
large increase in the number of candidates, especially of those for primary 
scholarshijis and certificates. At the middle examination the candidates in- 
creased from 73 to 96 : at the primary examination from 247 to 390. The 
percentage of passes fell from 48 to to at the middle examination, but rose 
from 60 to 72 at the [irimary. At both examinations the percentage was greater 
for girls than for boys. At the primary examination two-thirds of the ‘drls 
but only ope-half of the boys, were placed in the first and second division! 
There was also a large increase in the number of candidates for certificates. In 
the annual school (>xaminations thcri^ was a slight increase in the total number 
of pupils j)rcs(inted for examination from 3,375 to 3,397, of whom 6 per cent, 
were non-Europeans, The increase was general in the liigher standards, the 
loss in the lower being accounted for by the omission of three primary schools 
that were examined in the previous year.

The total number of Muhammadan pupils fell from 420,768 to 379,842, 
and the percentage from 28*6 to 27*9, owing to the exclusion of small primary 
schools from the returns.

to 5,520, and in middle English schools from 6,223 to 6,632. The number 
of Muhammadans passing the Entrance examination in 1S85 was 44 ; in 1886 it 
was 51. At the First Arts examination the numbers were 12 in 1885 and 
31 in 1886; for the U.A. degree, 4 in 1885 and 19 in 1886; and for the 
M.A. degree, 1 in 18iS5 and 2 in 1886. 

4'lio central examination of Hengal Madrassas was hold in April 1885, 
when 206 candidati's appeared and 120 passed. l*upils from tlio unaided 
madrassa at Sasscram, in the district of Arrah, appeared for the tir.st time at 
this examination, and with success. 'I'lie estimated income of the Mohsin 
Endowment Fund during 1^85-86 was Ks. 59,452, the estimated expenditure 
Rs. 57,426, and the actual expenditure ll.s. 52,351, of which Rs. 28,857 were 
spent upon tlie maintenance of the madi\ussas supported from this endowment, 
and the remuinder chiefly upon the English education of Muhammadan students, 
'riio total number of pupils coming under this class declined from 
, ,, , , 33,151 to 29,906. owing to the general causes

ill Midnapur increased the number of its “jungle seliools” for 8antal children 
from 52 with 1,215 jnipils to 72 with 1,879 pupils. Two Santul bo 3 's passed tho 
middle scholarship examination for tho tirst time in that district, TJiere wore two 
training schools for Santuls in tho Bardwau Division. In Rirlihum also th(!re 
wore 18 schools ft)r the education of Santjils. In the Rajsiidlu' Division 
the Bhutea boarding school at Darjeeling trained 31 pupils of the hill ra<*es to a 
considerable staiiLlard in Englisli, and the Scotch Mi.S'.ion seliools give nn 
clementaiy vernacular education to the children of coolies on the tea-gardens 
and others, lu the Cliittagong Division the hulk of tlio aboriginal pupils are 
the Barua ]Mugs in the plains and the Joomiu Mugs and C'hakinas in tho II ill 
Tracts of Chittagong; it is for the two last-named races that tlie boarding 
schools at Rangainati and Handarban arc kept up. 4'’hcse pupiks gained some 
suect'.^s at tho middle and upper primary scholarship examinations of the 
divir.ion. In the Santal I’ergunnahs the educration of Santals is carried on 
b}' the Government, the C.’hurcli iMi.xsioii Society’, and the “ Home Mission,” 
under ]Messr.s, Boei'cscn and Skresfend, 'rhe Government scheme for the 
Daniin-i-Koh is working well, and more sclmols are needed. Botli iho Church 
Mission Society and the Homo Mis.»ion have admirable girls’ schools, superin-

Entrance examination from the Hanchi School, and one jias.-ed, gaining a junior 
icholarship of Rs. 10 a month, whicli he now holds in the Rurdwan Maliarajah’a 
I’ollcge. This is tho last instance of a pupil of aboriginal birth being success- 
ful at any Univorsitv examination. Five candidates from this division passed 
the middle scholar.ship examination, 24 the upper prim aiy, and 150 the lower 
primary. A part of the educational work in Chutia Nagpur was in tlio hands 
of four mis.sionary societies, namel}', the Berlin Evangelical, tlio Society for 
the Propagation of the Go.spcl, tho Free Church of Scotland, and St. Xavier’s. 
In the Oris.-a Tributary IMelials, the .sjiccial schools for tho education of abori- 
gines were the Santul schools in Morbhanj, tho Bhuyan schools in Kconjhur, 
and tho cc.ss seliools in the Khondmals. 

Under this head are includisl fot.s in which Sanskrit is taught, maklahs in 

which Arabic and Persian are taught, and otiicr 
inriigcnoiH bihication. scliools wliicli do iiot Conform to the departmental 

standard. The' total number of indigenous schools on the n^turns fell fi-om 
2,512 to 2,234 ; hut the number of their pupils ii.crea.scd from 27,339 to 29,749. 
’riiG maktabs and madrassas increased from 940 to 1,302, chiefly in Eastern 
Bengal. 'J’lio number of toh in Bengal decreased from 1,088 to 577, owing 
to the exclusion of iols with less than ten pupils in tho Patna Division. Tho 
Sanskrit Title examination was held in Ajiril 1885, at which 106 candidates 
pre.sentcd themselves and 30 pas.sed — 15 in literature, 18 in law, and 3 in 
philosophJ^ A second examination was held, under tho revised rules, in 
Februaiy 1886, at which the number of candidates fell to 58 in consequence 
of tho difficulty of the new standard. Of those who presented themselves, 36 
again pa.ssed — 28 in literature, 5 in law, and 3 in philosophy. The Dacca 
t^araivut held an examination in 1886, at which 233 candidates appeared

Of the publications received under this head last year, tho following deserve 

notice : — Kcftlmb (-harit, by liaboo Trailokya Nath 
io(,T.apiy. ^ixwyal] Akshaya Kumar D attar Jibanbrittanta, by 

13aboo Mf)hendra Nath llaya; Aanak Prakashf Part I, by Baboo Mohendra Nath 
Basu. Tho memoir of Keshab Chandra Sen cfnitains a great deal of information 
regarding tlio groat Brahmo leader and tho Brahmo community. As ono of the 
framers of the Bengali language and literature, Baboo Akshaya Kumar’s memoir 
possesses a general interest and importance. Ilis life was passed from tho 
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beginning to iho end in solf-iiniirovemcnt, and in improving tbo lives oi otbers 
by varied and valuable instruction. Nanak Prakmhy Part I, contains a full 
and clear statement of Nanak’s religious sayings and opinions. It is compiled 
from original Sikh authorities. 

Of the Bengali dramas received during the year, Baboo Amritalal Basu^s 

Bibaha Bibhrat Natak deserves special notice. It 
is a well-written social comedietta, attacking the 
growing Bengali practice of extorting largo sums of money on the occasion of 
a son’s marriage, and ridiculing those Bengali recipients of English education, 
male and female, who imitate Kngiish manners and adopt Jictcrodox habits of 
eating and drinking, &c. 

Of the works of fiction written during the year, MmlhabUata, by Baboo 
. San jib Chandra Chatterji, contains a story, not of 

youthful love, but of the great affairs of life, such 
as the accpiisition of vast cstatc.s and large administrative powers. It discloses 
considerable power and originality in the conception and delincatioii of 
character. Prtitibha, by Baboo Barada Kanta fStm, is a pathetic .story of a 
young Hindu widow, written from the Hindu .standpoint. Diovialir Ltlu, by 
Baboo Dhirciidra Nath Pal, contains many good sketolies of Bengali life anil 
character. 

The majority of historical and geographical work.s ivere of the nature 

, r. -Oo i.„\ school-books, and only a few among them 

were new jmblic.'itions. Ot tliest*, tlio Ihuv/ala 
Suhi(t/a arlliat Jiunf/nla Siahihic.i' Vipalli 0 KrainunnaU Priuhiman, by Baboo 
Kailasli Chandra Ghosh, containing a lii.story of Bengali literature from the 
earliest timc.s, may bo mentioned. The late Rus.si!m imbroglio led to the 
publication of threo Bengali books, describing tbo liLstory of Jiussia and her 
movements in Central A\.sia. 

Tbo publications received under this bead were .school-books. Of these, 
j ^ ^ the liuhjahnlhan and fSatihJimjiia Sopan, two good 

j‘'n„ua„L. readers, by Baboo J ad ii Nath Majurndar and Baboo 

Jh’tisiinna Kumar Das Guptti., respectively, tind another reader, the Bharat 
Hatnanirda, e.ompilcd by Baboo Surada Cliarau Mitra, and eon.sisting of a few 
good selections from Kali Prasamia Sinha’s Bengali translation of tlie Maha- 
bharat, de.serve notice. 

Among the legal jtublicutions of the year, the Tagore Law Lectures 

for the year 188‘2 and Pandit Jogendra Smartta 
Siroiiuini’s Commcnlar;/ on the Ilimln Lnio may be 

mentioned. 

The works received under this head do not call for any special remarks. 

Hoimcopatbic publications formed the most niimer- 
Mfiti.iii.-. class, and works relating to the Hindu system 

of medicine were next to them in importance in point of number. 

Of miscellaneous ■svorks, Alochanit, by Baboo Babindra Nath Tagore, is 

a colleidion of e-s-sa^’s, written in a .style half jioetic, 
MisLollunoous. ^ work.s wcu'e received illus- 

trative of tlic working of the ea.ste .s[)irit in this country. Among tbe.se Snhaniu- 
bnnik, containing a history of the IJriuffa ca.sto in Bengal, by Baboo Nimai Churn 
Sil, d('servcs special notice. Bharat Jiaha.v/a, Part /, by Dr. Ham Das Sen, 
was an interesting work, containing a descrijition of some of tlie religious 
sacrifices Avbich used to be performed in ancient India, such as the Aswamedh, 
thePmnisliincdb, ami the Bajsuya sacrifices; of ancient Indian weapon.s, such 
as boAVs, swords, &c. ; of the composition of armies in ancient India, and 
their di.spositioa on the occasion of battles ; of the biAvs which regulated 
ancient Indian warfare and tlio conduct of individual soldiers tind com- 
batants, &c. 

Tbo philosophical Avorks received last year con.si.sted mainly (»f reprints, 

or translations, or reprints Avith translations and 
Pliilo-sojiliy. expositions of some of the Upani.'ihad't, of tbo 

Panchadasi, of tbo Brahma sutrar^ of Vyas and of other AA'orks. The Upa~ 
nishads were brought out chiefly by Baboo Mabes Chandra Pal, and 
English translations of some of tbo Vedanta treatises Avere published by 
Baboo Naudulul Dbol. Nynyamukula, by Pundit llajendro Narayau Sastraratna, 
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special notice. ^ mi .# 

Under this head the followingf hooks may ho mentioned : — T. lie Jjurffofstiv 

Lahari^ hy llnhoo Ham Dt'h Datta, and the 
pvja UpaMcshe Bhakli J^us/nnijalf, hy Baboo Sital 
Chandra Biswas. The writers of those two poems are of opinion that the 
goddess Durga or Sakti should he worshipped, not so mucli for religious, as for 
social or jioHtical purposes. Samalaehak Kahya^ by Baboo Banayaii Lai Sarma, 
contains criticisms on the writings of some living authors. A Sanskrit poem, 
entitled Hasudeb-bi/aya, hy Pundit Ham Nath Tai karatna, was also received. 

Under this head no work of such importance 
as to call for notice hero was puhli:’hed. 

Among tho orthodox Hindu publications, Dliarviabyak/iyd, by Pundit 
. Susadlmru ^I'arkacdiuraniani, deserves special notice. 

In this publication an attempt is made to show 
that every Hindu rite, cer» mojiial, form of worship, religious practice and 
ohscrvam*e, is justified ’03’ phy.sical principlo.s, or is rendered necessaiy ly tho 
jilysical constitution of man. Among tlie hooks written by members of 
the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj, D/innnnj7/nt(.s((, ly P:il> >(> yngendra Nath Chat- 
terji, deserves notice. The most interesting of Baboo Kesliub Chandra Sen's 
writings, published during the year by the Brahmo Somaj of India, was 
his JibdhtrJtf, in which an exposition is given ly himself of Ins own religions 
life, and t.f the dill‘er« nt stages in its growth ami development. Hahoo Jog< ndra 
Chandra C bosh's jjamphli t, reviewing Chaltun^a’s ethics from tho Positivist 
standpoint, also deserces notice'. 

Of the scientitic works publi.slied during the x'oar, Sn'Kalhi/u Jt ikx'a o S<tiUiuritn 

volume 1 ( ju evervation of lu'altli 
and tlie prhieiph's of puhlie sanitation), hy Baboo

During the year the new arrangements which were made on the retirement 
of General Cunningham came into force, and the work of exploration was 
commenced by the newly appointed staff. 

New discoveries wore made in the Shahdbild district, where the hitherto 
unexplored fortress of Shergarh was partially examined. Sections and detailed 
drawings were made of the great Tombs of Slier Shah and his father in Sasse- 
ram ; of the latter, with the exception of tho section of the interior surface of 
the great dome, the materials for a complete illustration of the architecture have 
been secured, 'riie measurements for a section of the dome, to take which heavy 
scaffolding would have been required, had to be postponed for want of time. 

Sections have also been taken of portions of Slier Shah’s Tomb. The 
remainder will bo finished this year, andrautorials will then be available for the 
detailed illustration of the architecture of this monument, the conservation of 
which was undertaken a short tiinn ago. 

in tlio Gya district somo trial tronchos were made on lines indicated by 
General (hnuiingham, and resulted in tho discjovery of tho remains of one of 
the groat monasteries mo.utioiied by Fa Ilian, which hud baffled tbo se.arcb of 
previous exphirers. The remains were discovered to the north of the temple 
within the “ Garh” or fort, huried in a field which was pm'fcctly hjvel, and 
where the ahscuco of the smallest mound or inequality indicative of buvi<*d 
ruins stomod to demy all hope of any discoveries; but a careful study of the 
Jhiddliisi records, and a comparison of them with tin* nmniins exhumed during 
tho conservation of the temple at Hiuldha Gya, had led (reneral ('unuingham 
to b(-lieve that the monastery might bo found in this j)Iaee, if anywhere. 'Fiie 
remains are of much value, as making an important addition to the Ji.>t of 
historical monumeJits, capable of .stidet identilicatioii, di.scov'er.-d in Iioii<ru] ; 
and it is hojual that at some future lime tlie ^eaI•ch may be jmisccntod, and 
that sp('cimens and laanaias of ancient art and oriiaiiieiitatioii will be obtaiiieJ 
I’lom thi.s, perhaps tlie oldo.st known monastery in Ih ngal, 

Mr. Ueglar's ri’scarclies in I’alna have led him to believe that flic? river 
wall of the Tat iia fort is built upon an earlha* foundation; audit' this is s.>. 
the.se earlier found ati< ms may bo the rmnaiiis of the landward walls of Asoka’s 
•rivat fort. Tills question otters another promising tii.'ld for enquiry, and will 

not bo lost sight of. • • i 

In the Momdiyr district several new inscriptions ot the Jluliammadaii 
period have been obtained, and some iiitoresiing information has been collevt- 
ed • but tho most important and interesting building— the Zanjiri Masjid 
widiiii the. fold, universally admired and praised — ^was found to have been 
demolished by the owner of the land on which it stood, partly because it was 
in a ruimms condition, and jiarlly to prevent the land from practically passing 
out of his posscs.sion, as tho masjid was so greatly venerated that, in spite of 
its dilipidated condition, Muhammadan votiries, much against the will of tiie 
landlord, would persist in u.sing it on festival days for prayers. Sonic curious 
Buddhist and Brahmanical remains were found buried beneath tho lioors uiid 
built into tho walls of the masjid. Those have been placed in a local museum, 
while tho stones wore used to build the clock tower lately presented to tho city 

by the owner. i • • i • 

In Bhugalpur and its vicinit)^ scveiail inscriptions and minor monuments 

were visited t but the exploration of tho numerous ancient and very interesting 
remains in this district— one of tho most promising in Bengal, and so far but 
little cxidored— will take somo lime to carry out. 

In tho ilaldah district tho Adiiia jVlasjid has been measured, and materials 
for adequately illustrating this, ono of the most ancient as well as the greatest 
of the Muhaminadnu monuments of Bengal, are now being Avorkod up. 

Tho exploration of a fine small temple in Chogda, and somo other 
unimportant romains in tlio IIiigH and Nadiya districts, complete tho season’s 
work of tho new Survey Department.

Fifteen marriages were registered during the year under the Brahmo Sfar- 

riage Act (III of 1872). Of these, nine were repis- 
ria^e leL^ Biahmo Mar- torcd at Calcutta, ono at Dacca, three in the 

24-rcrgunnahs, and two at Alotilulri. In the prece- 
ding year the number of such marriages was twelve only. 
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The total value of stationery issued during 1885-86 was Ks. 19,80,618, 
against Rs. 18,42,772 in the previous year, tbus showing an increase oi 
Rs. 1,37,847 . The heads under which the increase is chiefty visible are ptinlirrg 
paper, coloured paper, other paper, brown cartridge, and bound boohs. The 
local purchases made during the year exceeded those of the previous year by 
Rs. 74,218, the chief increase being in country naper. Country articles, exclusive 
of paper, were purchased under contract to tno value of Rij. 1 ,09,243, which is 
less than that of 1884-85 by Rs. 1,745. . ' 

The system of supplying up-country stations with paper direct from 
the mills continues to work well, and resulted during the year in a saving 
of Rs. 15,020. The total quantities contracted for increased from 1,500 
tons in 1884 85 to 1,700 tons in 1885-86. Healthy competition between the 
several mills has, it is reported, contributed to great improvement in the quality 
of the jiaper as well as fairness in the price ; and it is anticipated that, except 
as regards the superior kinds of writing and drawing paper, the Goveniment 
will in future bo almost independent ol sujiplies from Europe. 

The value of stationery supplied to oflicc'rs under the Goronwicnt of 
Rengul amounted to R.s. 4,73,037, agaiiistan almost equal amount in thoprovious 
year. Tlio sum realised from statitmi'ry sold to ollieers not authorised to 
receive supplies without puyimmt, inclusive of the usual commission of 10 
per cent., amounted to Rs. 50,305, against Rs. 27,428 in 1884-85. 

The Committee appointed to report on the reorganisation of the 
Stationery office in all its department.s, and on the system of accounts, indents, 
and supplies, referred to in the last year’s report, submitted a full report, 
making several important jiroposals for the better working of both the F5)rm- 
store and Stationery brandies of the office. Itfost of these proposals have been 
approved by Government. I’lio question of providing more suitable accom- 
modation for the Stationery office is pending the consideration of Government.

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The total income of the jiardens durinfj the year nndcr ro})ort, includiiijr 
the Government grant of Its. 20, 000, amounted to Us. 40,338, against Rs. 52,097 
in 1884-85. From donations and snb.scriptions an income of Rs. 2,946 was 
derived, against Rs. 3,588 in tlie preceding year; entrance receipts amounted 
to Us. 7,004, against Rs. 8,511 in 1884-85 ; and there was a slight decrease 
under every other head except “ rents, ’’ wliich improved hy about Rs. 000, 
and receipts from the moonlight fete and the Fancy Fair, which amounted to 
Rs. 3,005, as compared with the Rs. 1,713 of the ju’cvious year. Exclusive of 
opening balances and rceeiiits from sales of Government paper (amounting 
to Rs, 4, .884 in the year under revieAV and to Rs. 9,880 in 18b4-85), the net 
income of each year was —

Tlie expenditure of the year amounted to Rs. 39,400, against Rs. 50,085 
in 1884-85. Establishments cost Rs. 8,494; food of animals, Rs. 9,200; 
construction and rejiairs of buildings and roads, Rs. 13,215; and purchase 
of animals, R.s. 3,078. It is evident that the liuuneial resources of the insti- 
tution must he husbanded with care, as it is only by strict economy that they 
can he maintained on a satisfactory footing. The most important works of tho 
year were the re-adaptation of the “ Doomraon” and “ Sarnomoyi” houses, the 
1)uilding of a ma.sonry house for tho samhars, and tho filling u^), on sanitary 
grounds, of tho old water-fowl tank near tho entrance lodge, and (converting 
tho site of tho tank into a lawn planted wdth ornamental plants and shrubs. 

Tho number of visitor’s to llu^ gardens, on payment of the usual entrance 
Res, was 108,944, against 120,813 visitors in 1864-85, ami against an average 
number of 129,373 for the six pr('ecding years. A largo number of students 
and children under eight ya'ars ot ugo were also admitted during tho year

Holders of 
family season tickets for .seven years, and of single tickets for nine years 
con.sccutivcly, or otherwise, may become life inembtrs without further 
charge. 

Considerable additiems were made to the menagerie, chiefly by presentations, 
oxebango, and dcpo.sit. Tlio most intere.sting aerjuisition was a young liippo- 
jjotamus, pur(;lias(nl for Rs. .3,900, which has already proved a great attraction to 
visitors. A sight uncommon in those latitudes was furui.shcd by a Polar bear, 
•which was lust wiut(;r deposited in the gardens by its owner for sale, and has, 
with tho assistance of the luxury of 15 secas of ieo daily, got safely through the 
hot weather.

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As noticed in last year’s Report, the Committee’s attempt to establish 
a dairy farm and to improve the indi<?enoiis breed of cattle proved a failure, 
all the imported stock having been lost by an outbreak of rinderpest. The 
Committee remark that there are many difliculties in the way of succc.ssfully 
carrying out such experiments, and it is neccs.sary to secure trustworthy super- 
vision, the cost of whicli swallows u]) the profits which might otherwise accrue. 
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Tun voar 18S4-S5 "wns remnvkahlc in tlio history of this inslitjifion for a 
complete alteration and wide extension of its scope ; and in thoyc'ar lunv under 
review the cnevfjies of the uianafjcinoitt wore \vis(*ly concentrated on consolid- 
ation of the work done in the pi-evious year, rather tlian on original work in 
fresh directions. The removal ot‘ tho Museiiin from the old premises in 
Hastings’ Street to the Imildings adjoining the Imperial Museum, constructed 
for tho Calcutta International Exhibition of 1883-84, Avas completed during 
tho year. 

*'l'he courts in which tho collections are now arranged are classified as 
follows: — Artware, Ethnology, Economh*, Timbiu’, Industrial. In the fir.st 
throe courts tho exhibits have been completely re ai'ranged and catalogued, and 
the greater number of them have been correctly labelled. In tlm Artware court 
the specimens are classified in 27 groups, and number altogether 7',94t). d’ho 
most valuable additions during the year were IGl s])ociuicns of gold, silver 
and enamelled jewellery, 127 of Avhich arc said to have boon collected during the 
first Vunan Expedition of 1^(18, and 18 sajnples of Jevpore marble carvings. 
Tho smallnc.ss of tho coui’t, and tho want of show-case.s, dettnaorate greatly from 
tho effect that might bo produced by its exhibits; but the Committee 
contemplate taking measures to remedy these defect.s. Tin? Imperial Museum 
handed over during the year a collection of over 3,700 ethnological specimens 
to tho Ethnology court of tlic liengal Museum, whi(d) now contains over G.oOO 
exhibits. Some interesting specimens of Nagi cloth.s, arms, wero 

presented during tho year, 'rite oconi»mic collection was still ki'pt in a 
temporary shed, where tho exhibits were mueli exposed to climatic iidliionces. 
It is hoped, however, that it will be po.sslblo before long to scetire more sheltei’cd 
aee.oiumodation for this court, I'wo Innulred and eighty-eight now sjJccimcMi.s 
were added during tlio year l>i8o-8G to the 18,24:i sjjeciineiis of economic 
products exhibited in the previous yt'ju’. 

Ill tho Timber court tho specimens wore carefully arranged, elas.sifiod, 
and labelled during the first five months of the year, and formed a valuable col- 
lection for reference to any .student of the .subject of Indian timher.s. In August, 
however, the whole collection was made over to tho I’ore.st Department for tho 
construction of the ai'ch form(;d of Indian timber exhibited in the Indo- 
Colonial Exhibition, London ; and since then the Timber court has remained 
closed. At tho close of the fiOndon Exhibition the ui'ch Avill probably bo 
returned to the Mu.seum, and will form a very hamlsome exhibit; but it will, in 
that case, bo iicco.ssary to make a new collection of timber hir scientific study. 

,The Industrial court contains mo.st of tho ])re.seutations made to the 
BcngaHTOverniucnt by British and Foreign exhibitors at tho Calcutta Interna- 
tional Exhibition of 18S3-.84. No .sy.stomatic arrangemont Is at present possible, 
and tlie collection is too incomplete to be of much educational value; the work 
done in <hi.s court Avas therefore confliiod to keeping the spociinons in good order. 

Free admis.siou to the Mu.soum AAm.s stopped iti December 18So, 
during tho contiiiuanco of tho preliminary exhibition of articles iutendeti 
for the ludo-Colonial Exhibition. During tho re naining cloven months of 
tho year, 270,,7o3 persons visited tho Museum, tho monthly average being 
21,50:). 'rids is by far the largest nnmbcr yot recorded, and tho increase 
is no doubt duo to tho removal of tho Museutn to tho close proximity 
of the Imperial Museum. Tho number of visitors was greatest in January 
18SG, Avhenit reached 38, 130. Tho cost of maintaining tho Museum amounted 
to Its. 10,9GG-10-3, again.st its. 13,12 1-4 1 ist year, the decrea.so being mainly 
duo to saving of house-rout foraiorly paid for tlio promisu} in Hastings’ Street.
